| W AS born at a Sea-Port 
| call?d Bofexin Lincoln-fbire. 
My Father was,Captain and 
Owner of a Merchant-Ship 
that traded to the We/?-In- 
dies, but was caft away 
homeward-bound upon the 
Rocks of Si//y, and but one 
Man fav’d of his whole 
Crew. My Mother and I 
were at an Aunt’s in London when the unhappy 
News of my Father’s Death arriv’d. 

I was too young to feel my Lofs; but my Mo- 
ther’s Grief foon broke her Heart, and left me 
a poor helplefs Orphan not ten Years of Age. 
It’s true, I] hada tender Aunt that was in pret- 
ty good Circumftances, who took Care of my 
Education. I foon learnt to read, and write a 
good Hand; I underftood a little Latin, and was 
perfect Mafter of the French Tongue, which i 
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had been learning from my Infancy; my Mother 
being born at Paris, where nry Father matry’d 
her very young, and brought her to refide at 
Bofton. 

By that time I had reach’d Fourteen Years 
of Age, my Aunt told me it was Time for meto 
think of fome Trade, defiring me to chufe what 
I lik’d beft, and fhe would provide for me ac- 
cordingly. Said fhe, If I might advife you, I 
would have you ftudy the Law, under the 
Tuition of your Uncle ; But I told her 
I did not much care for any Calling that mutt 
owe its Profperity to the Misfortune of others. 
And at Jaft I chofe that of a Watchmaker, as 
imagining my felf to have a good mechanical 
Head. Accordingly I went upon Liking (as 
they call it) and my Mafter and I agreeing very 
well, I was bound with the ufual Forms, and 
found civil Ufage from him, in refpect of my 
Birth and the Misfortunes of our Family. 

My Aunt paid Forty Guineas (which was reck- 
on’d, at that Time, a great Price; but he was 
one of the Top of his Bufinefs) and befides to 
find me in Cloaths and other Neceffaries, during 
my Seven Years Apprenticethip. 

The firtt Half Year we agreed very well; but. 
within that Time my Matter had married a 
Wife of a pretty good Fortune, and a large 
Share of Ll-nature. In a Month’s time fhe 
began to tyrannize over my Matter, as well as 
me, and {oon prov’d, as the Saying is, The grey 
Mare to be the better Horfe. She brought it to 
that Pals at laft, that { was obliged to go on all 
her halfpeany Errands, and carry her Book to 
Church of 2 Sunday after her. I bore this to~ 
lerably well, but-not without complaining to my 
Aunt, who advis’d me to make my felf as eafy 
as I could, for the fear’d Speaking would do no 
good, I 
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{ went on this Way for a whole Year, and 
then to compleat my Misfortunes, my poor Aunt 
died of a Dropfy. This indeed was the great- 
eft Shock of all my Life; for while the liv’d 
TY felt no want of Father or Mother, She left 
ine 800 J. and my Uncle 
dian. I fhall forbear mentioning his Name, not 
out of Regard to him, but of his Children, who 
have prov’d a fweet Grafting from a four Stock, 
and as good as he was bafe. 

My Shrew of a Miftrefs continu’d her IIl- 
hature to me, and one Accident made her prove 
outragious. 

My Matter had a-vaft Trade, and vented 2 
great many Watches beyond Sea. One Day he 
had a large Parcel of them. to go on Board a 
Ship bound for Lisbon; the Veffel lay at Dept- 
ford, and my Matter was pleas’d to take me a- 
long with him in the Boat. 

Before we were got to Limehoufé, my Ma- 
{ter cali’d to Mind that he had forgot a Silver 
Watch that he had purpofely made for the 
Captain of the Ship. He landed me at Ratcliff 
Cro/s, and defir’d I would be expeditious ‘in 
going (for the Tide running downwards I could 
get to the Exchange fooner on Foot than by 
Water againft the Stream) then to take Boat 
at Dilling/gate, and follow him to the Ship. 

Y ran almoft all the Way, and I believe got 
to the Exchange in half an Hour. When I came 
home, I found no Body in the Shop but my 
Fellow-Prentice, who inform’d me my Miftrefs 
was above. I went immediately up Stairs for the 
Watch (for my Mafter told me he had left it 
in his own Room, being he had wore it {everal 


Days to prove the going of it) but found the . 


Door fhut. © Standing a Moment to confider, I 
heard a Man’s Voice {peaking to my Miftre&s, 
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in a low Key, and.I foon_underftood by their 
Dialogue that Love was the Subject they talk’d of. 
I liften’d fome Time, till I found they had left 
off Difcourfing, and were enter’d upon Action. 

Now at the Head of the Stairs the Maid had 
left a Step-Ladder, that fhe had us’d in the 
Morning, in nailing up fome Valens to the 
Windows in the Dining-Room, and there being 
a Glafs over the Chamber Door, T hada great 
Mind to fee who it was that was doing my 
Matter’s Bufinefs in his Abfence. ‘Thereupon I 
fixt the Ladder very foftly againft the Wain- 
{cot by the Door, and up I got; but leaning 
towards the Window in order to fee into the 
Room, my Weight made the Ladder flip, and 
the Top fliding againft the Door burft it o- 
pen, and in fell [ into the Room, Ladder and. 
all, with no little Noife. 

The loving Couple were mightily furpriz’d 
you may be fure, and were in fuch a Fright 
that they had forgot what they were a doing. 
But | faw enough to convince me that my Ma- 
fter was in a fair way to get to. Heaven pure- 
ly upon my Mittrefs’s Account. 

Atter our Surprize was over, and every thing 
put in Order again between the Gentleman and 
Madam, I ventur’d to tell her my Errand. She 
gave me the Watch with a hearty good Box 
an the Ear, and told me fhe wonder’d how I 
had the Afflurance to come up without Knock- 
ing; but, added fhe, I believe you rather came 
upon fome knavifh Defign, and had intended 
ro rob your Mafter, if 1 had not been in the 
Room with my Phyfician, that came on pur- 
pofe to fee how I did. 

It was plain enough what Phyfic fhe was ta- 
king, yet 1 made my Excufe to her that I went 
to remove the Ladder, and it fell out of my 

Hand 
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Hand againft the Door and burft it open ; but 
I told her I was forry I had difturb’d her, made 
my Honours and walk’d off, taking no Notice 
that I had feen any Thing. I took Water at 
Lilling [gate, and follow’d my Matter. : 
In the Boat [I began to ruminate with my 
felf, whether I had beft keep this Accident a 
Secret, or difclofe it to my Mafter. At laft, with 
many Pro’s and Con’s with my felf, I refolv’d 
to acquaint him with it; partly to be reveng’d 
on my Miftrefs for the Blow fhe ftruck me, and 
on the other fide not to let my honeft Mafter 
be kept in Ignorance of her Ufage of him. 
When I came on Board, the Captain com- 
manded me (with my Matter’s leave) to fit 
down at Table with ’em. We din’d_ heartily, 
the Wine and Punch went merrily round, and 
my Mafter, the Captain, with two more that 
were Paffengers, began to be in high Mirth; 
when Word was brought that the Captain’s La- 
dy (as the Meffenger call’d her) would be on 
Board in an Hour to take her Leave of him. 
~My Mafter upon this Meffage began to be mer- 
ry with the Captain; I wonder, faid he, that 
you Seafaring Men will venture upon Wives. 
Why fo? reply’d the Captain. Why fo! re- 
turn’d my Mafter, Becaufe in my Opinion it 
fhould put you in Mind of Cuckold’s-Point a 
you went by Water: Your Abfence gives ’em 
fuch a Conveniency, that I believe few let flip the 
Opportunity. Why, anfwerd the Capzain, 
mayn’t your Wife, even now, be doing you 
the Favour; has fhe not Time enough, d’ye 
imagine ? The Thing’s foon done; and if they 
have an Inclination, Watching and Reftraine 
will do no Good: Many an Alderman has been 
cornuted while upon Change; and I knew a Par- 
fon’s Wife that feldom went to Church, bur took 
B 3 Time 
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Time by the Forelock, and while the Husband 
(good Man) was taking Care of his Flock, the 
good Woman at Home was at her Occupation 
with her Gallant,.a rich young Farmer. But 
the Parfon one Raaniose being taken fuddenly 
ill with a Giddinefs in his Head, was convey’d 
Home before he had begun his Work, and there 
foon found the Occafion of his Pains; for he 
had been breeding Horns, as Children breed 
Teeth, a little unkindly. But however, the 
Parfon having Witneffes enc ough of his Promo- 
tion in the Herd of Cuckol ds, went.to Law 
with the Farmer, and recover'd $00 /, Damages ; 
and yet he has been heard often to fay, that 
his Wife’s ‘Tenement was never the worfe. 
This Story occafion’d fome others much to 
the fame Purpofe; At laft my Mafter and I, 
(the Tide being turn’d,) took our Leaves of the 
Company, and wifh’d ’em a good Voyage. Co- 
ming by Cuckold’s-Poiut, my Mafter cry’d, Robin, 
why don’t you pull off your Hat to the Gen- 
tleman in the Window yonder? I pull’d off 
my Hat very orderly, but faw no Body; at 
which my Mafter fell into a great Fit of Laugh- 
ter, and cry’d J had been very courteous to the 
Horns. I then, underftanding his Meaning, told 
him, that it was only for marry’d Men to . fhe w 
their Complaifan ce that way; and, being a lit- 
tle piqu’d at the Affront I thought put upon 
me, faid I believ’d moft marry’d Men were, or 
would be in = Lift of Cuckolds.. Why, how 
now, Sirrah! reply’d go. Matter, d’ye think I 
am, or fhall be a Cuckold? Why truly, faid I, 
Sir, I have but little Reafon to believe my Mi- 
ftrefs a Saint more than any other Woman; 
and to,inform you farther of what I have feen 
to Day, I beg you would be pleas’d to go to 
fome: | ablick “Houfe, that we may not be ob- 
{erved 
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ferved by the Watermen. My Matfter’s Colour 
began to change upon this; and being very im- 
patient to be inform’d of what I knew, order’d 
the Waterman to land at Ratclif=Cro/s, and wait 
a while. 

We went to the Ship Tavern and had a pri- 
vate Room, where I declar’d to him the whole 
Truth. After many Queftions and Anfwers be- 
tween us, I foon found he believed jall that I 
told him, for he tarn’d as pale as Afhes, and 
the ‘Tears ftood in his Eyes. I then was forry 
I had difclos’d it:'to him, remembring the ini- 
mitable Shake/pear, 


He that is robb’d, not wanting what is frole, 
Let him not know’ t, axd he’s not rebb’d at all. 


After fome Time being filent, my Mafter broke 
into many extravagant Words, and threatning 
Actions ; and at laft I ventur’d to tell him, I 
thought him in the wrong to grieve at what 
could not be called back, and I wonder’d the 
World fhould unjuftly caft upon the Man the 
ignominy which was properly due to the Wo- 
inan for her Licentioufnefs. 

After fome ‘Time he began to be more caim, 
and made me this Compliment; Robin, {aid he, 
1 have obferved in thee a more than common 
Underftanding, Pr’ythee tell me in what Man- 
ner I fhall behave my felf in this Affair. I 
thank. you, Sir, faid I, for. your good Opinion 
of me, and, were it my own Cafe, I would 
not take any Notice of it till I found her in 
the Faé&t, or fuch Circumftances that even fhe 
her felf could not deny 3; and for thefe two 
Reafons, 1, Whenever it comes to an open Rup- 
ture you'll have but an uneafie Living; and 
2. that fhe may take it into her Head to deny 
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it, and then the whole Weight of her Anger 
will fall upon me; and truly, faid I, I have too 
much of her Ill-nature already to bear any more 
with any manner of Patience. 

My Matter refolved to follow my Counfel, 
and intended to make his Wife believe he knew 
nothing of the Matter. 

My Mafter could not imagine who this Gal- 
lant fhould be, by my Defcription, for I had 
never feen him before. We went to our Boat, 
and fo Home. When we came in, my Miftrefs 
ask’d my Matter if Robin, meaning me, had been 
telling him any Stories. Stories, Child! ans 
fwer'd af Mafter, what Stories? he has told 
me nothing. Nay; no great matter, faid my 
Mittrefs, but I gave him a Box on the Ear this 
Morning, when he came back for the Watch ~ 
you had forgot, and I did not know but he 
had made fome Complaint; but I am forry. for 
it, and will make him Amends one ‘Time or other. 
This fhe faid fo loud that I might hear. 

The next me's when my Mafter was gone to 
Change, fhe came up into the Work-houfe, as 
we call’d it, up three Pair of Stairs, and took 
an Occafion of fending my Fellow-Prentice on 
fome concerted Errand. When he was gone out 
fhe fat down upon his Chair, and look’d me in 
the Face for fome time. Well Rodbzm, faid fhe, 
ft am very much oblig’d to you, that you did 
nor take any Notice of the Accident that hap- 
pen’d Yefterday to your Mafter; and to make 
you Amends tor your Silence I give you this 
Broad Piece to buy you a Pair of Gloves, with 
this Promife, that you and I will never difagree 
again. I receiv ’d her Money, and told her I 

ould.never take any farther Notice of it. She 
call’d me good Lad, and left me. 
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My Mafter had not always an Opportunity 
of talking with me at home, fo he appointed 
me every Sunday after Sermon in the Evening 
at fome Tavern or other, that we might talk 
about the matter. At our -firft Meeting I told 
him the Story of the Broad Piece, and the Dif- 
courfe my Miftrefs and I had together. I fhew’d 
him the Money, and he foon knew the Piece 
to be his Wife’s from the particular Fairnefs of 
it, being the fame he had fometime ago given 
her for a Pocket-Piece. 

Now, faid he, Rodin, I am fully convinc’d of 
the Infidelity of my Wife; for notwith{tanding 
your former Story, I had fome faint Hopes it 
might have been a Tale of thine, rais’d out of 
Malice to thy Miftrefs, from her indifferent U- 
{age of thee. 

But now to find out this Spark, that I may 
reak my Vengeance. on him firft; for, to own 
my Folly, Rodin, I muft tell thee I can’t find 
I fhall ever be able to hate this ungrateful Wo- 
man. Some time after, my Matter was pretty 
well convine’d that his Wife had been with 
her Spark to the Mulberry-Garden, and my Ma- 
fter had difcovered who he was; he: proy’d to 
be a young Attorney of Clifford's-Inu. ‘The 
next hing we confulted about at our weckly 
Meeting was how to give ’em an. Opportunity 
of purfuing their Amour at Home. In Order 
to this, my Mafter gave out to my .Miftrefs 
that she fhould be. oblig’d to go. as far as St. 
Margavet’s in Kent, to look after fome Goods, 
that were landed there in order to avoid pay- 
ing Caftom for them,.and he fear’d the Affair 
would not be fo well manag’d if he was not 
prefent. | 

The . Tuefday following was chofe for the 
Day of his fetting out. My Matter gave me

publick Orders to go to feveral Places in his Ab- 
fence, to look after the Workmen (for there 
are {everal ‘Trades belonging to the making of 
a Watch). On Yuefday Morning my Matter 
got on Horfeback, in Order (as my “Miftrefs 
and the reft of the Family thought) to purfue 
his Journey; But he went no farther than //ing- 
Zon, and return’d, putting up his’ Horfe again; 
and went {trait to the Place of our Rendez- 
vous. 

As foon as my Mafter was gone, my Miftrefs 
call’d me up to her, and ask’d me if I had Time 
to ftep a little Way for her. I told her ’twas 
impoflible, being I had fome Work to finith 
that I was oblig’d to carry out immediately. 
Then fhe bege’d I would call her a Porter, 
which I did, and one of my particular Acquain- 
tance, one well to pals in the World; for a Ci- 
ty Porter in thofe Days was a very beneficial Em- 
ployment, there being then no Penny-Peft-Office. 
¥ told him what he fhould do, thar hé muft go 
to my Mittrefs and receive the Letter, and then 
to an adjacent Ale-houle, and wait till P came 
to him. Accordingly he receiv’d the Letter, and 
went to the Place I appointed. I did not ler 
him wait long, but order’d my Matters as if F 
was going about my Mafter’s Bufinefs; and went 
to the Porter.

When my Mafter perceiv’d that the Scene was 
to be open’d at his own Houfe, he began to 
demur: But after,keeping Silence a little ‘Time, 
he fpoke to me to this purpofe. obin, this Let- 
ter has in fome fort confounded our Defign, for 
what. I intend to ac& I would not, if it could 
be avoided, put in Execution at home, for fear 
it fhould make too much Noife; for, added he 
{miling, tho? a Man has the Misfortune to be a 
Cuckold, yet he would not have all the World 
know it. I told him 1 was glad to fee him fo 
merry upon the Occafion, but begg’d he .would 
not keep the Porter any longer, for fear of fome 
Accident. He thank’d me for my Care, feal’d 
up the Letter again, and fent him away with it. 
When the Porter was gone, my Matter order’d 
me to go home again, and obferve how Matters 
went there, and as foon as ever the Spark came, 
to fend the fame Porter back to him with this 
Notice, That the Work was ready to carry home, 
whenever £ thought fit. ) 

I had not been at home a quarter of an Hour 
ere my Gentleman came in a Coach; he went 
up Stairs, but did not ftay a Moment, came down 
again, whifper’d the Coachman, and drove into 
Cheapfide. I was at a lofs how to behave my felf, 
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but my Miftrefs order’d another Coach to be 
call’d. When I found that, I fent for the Por- 
ter, and told him fecretly that he muft dog that 
Coach let it go where it would, and be expe- 
ditious in bringing me Word.

The Drawer ran down for the Wine, and in 
the mean time I beckon’d my Mafter; up Stairs 
we went, I fet my Foot againft the Door, burft 
it open, and there we foon perceiv’d the loving 
Couple playing at Rantum Scantum. 1 thut to 
the Door again, and ftood Guard that no One 
fhould enter. My Mafter laid faft hold of my 
naked Gentleman, and with the Affiftance of 
his Friend threw him upon his Back, clapt a 
Piftol to his Breaft, and fwore ne would fhoot 
him if he offer’d to ftir or cry out. Then my 
Mafter’s Friend took out a Box of Inftruments, 
and, with a Pair of Sciffars for that purpofe, 
foon depriv’d him of what Sezefno and feveral 
Italian Singers want, as well as our Spark. The 
Thing was done fo fuddenly, that I believe my 
Gentleman hardly knew his Lofs till he felt the 
Blood trickle about his Legs. He made feve- 
ral Attempts to get up, but to no purpofe. My 
Mafter told him he had better be quiet, for fear 
he fhould be worfe ferv’d, (but in my Opinion 
that could hardly be.) The Surgeon (for. it 
prov’d my Mafter’s Friend was no other,) had 
all his Implements about him ; he manag’d his 
Needle, his Plaifters, and Salves, and finifh’d my 
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Gentleman, and would have had him gone home 
fomething lighter than he came, but he proy’d 
fo weak with Lofs of Blood and the Pain toge- 
ther, that he fainted away. 

My Mittrefs had hid herfelf behind the Cur- 
tain, and did not fo much as fay one Word ; but 
in all her Concern fhe took Care to drefs her 
felf, and when fhe had done fhe fat upon the 
Bedfide ‘next the Wall, and feem’d to be in 
deep Difcottent. 

We had got my Gentleman to himfelf again 
by the help of the Drawer, who foon found how 
Matters went. When we had done, my Matter 
faid to his Wife, Madam, I muft confefs I ‘was 
to blame to difturb you in your Diverfion, but 
Town my Fault, and will endeavour to mend 
it by leaving you together to folace your felves, 
and fo I take my Leave. 

Upon this we march’d down Stairs, paid for 
our Wine, and went to our Boat that waited for 
us, and landed at the Svill-yard. My Matter was 
very uneafie all the Way home, and we could 
not get one Word out of him. He went up 
Stairs, lock’d himfelf in his Room, and remain’d 
alone feveral Hours. I would have been willing 
to have diverted his Melancholy, but did not 
well know how I fhould go about it. 

Near feven a Clock in the Evening he cali’d 
me up Stairs, and ask’d me if 1 had heard any 
thing of his Wife. told him no. Nay, faid 
he, if fhe has any Shame left, fhe will hardly 
attempt to come home again in hafte. After fome 
time he went out, and did not come home a- 
gain till twelve a Clock. He ask’d me ftill af- 
ter my Miftrefs, and underftanding we had no 
News of her, went to Bed. 

The next Morning he order’d me to fend the 
Porter to Lambeth, to learn how they behav’d 

themfelyes 
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themfelvos when we had left em. He return’d, 
and told my Mafter that the Gentlewoman went 
away as foon as fhe found we were gone, and 
left the Gentleman there, who was fo weak that 
he remain’d there ftill, and had fent for feveral 
of his Acquaintance, : 

In the Afternoon my Miftrefs’s Mother came 
to my Matter, and they had a long Difcourfe, 
and afterwards went out together. But I was 
never more furpriz’d in my Life, when he came 
home the fame Evening with his Wife and Mo- 
ther. He vouchfaf’d to tell me the next Day 
that his Wife refolv’d never to be guilty of a- 
ny Fault again, and by her Submiffion and the 
Intreaties of her Mother, he had refolv’d to take 
her home once more. Sir, faid I, if you can 
forgive her, no one elfe has any thing to do 
with it. But, added I, I fear I fhall feel the 
Effects of her Difpleafure. No, anfwerd my 
Matter, that was one of my Conditions with 
your Miftrefs, that fhe fhould take no Notice to 
you of paft Tranfactions. And truly fhe kept 
her Word, for fhe would not fo much as look 
at me. 

She continu’d very referv’d for a great while, 
and never went out but to Church of a Suz- 
day. 
In the latter End of the fame Year my Ma- 
fter began to be out of Order, and the Phyfi- 
cian advis’d him to go into the Country for the 
Air; and accordingly he took Lodgings at Hamp- 
fiead, where my Miftrefs us’d to go twice or 
thrice every Week to fee him; and my Matter 
told me (when I went of a Suuday to wait up- 
on him, to give him an Account of the Bufi- 
nefs of the Shop) that his Wife had been fo 
tender of him in his Illnefs, that he verily be- 
lieved he fhould never have any Occafion to blame 
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her Condu& again. I told him I was as well 
pleas’'d as he was. 

About a Week afterwards my Miftrefs went 
in and out very often, and feem’d to be very 
bufie, giving Orders to my Fellow-Prentice for 
taking her a Place in the Hampflead Coach as u- 
fual. This happen’d on the Zaefday,; and I faw 
her no more that Week. 

When I went to my Mafter on the Sunday 
following, he ask’d me if my Miftrefs was out 
of Order, being he had not feen her fince the 
Monday \att. Nor I fince Tuefday, faid I, but I 
thought fhe had been with you, for fhe took a 
Place in the Coach in order to come to you that 
Day, and fent out feveral Bundles to be carry’d; 
as fhe ufually did when fhe was coming to wait 
on you. 

My Mafler was fo confounded with what I 
told him, that he did aot offer to fpeak for fome 
time, and the Sweat ran down his Face like 
Drops of Rain. At laft, faid he, Robin, I fear 
all is not well! My Wife has certainly undone 
me. Come, hope for the beit, faid I. 

Well, my Mafter refolv’d, weak as he was, 
to go for London immediately. We took a 
Coach, and foon got home; and there to our 
great Sorrow found my Miftrefs had robb’d my 
Matter to the Value of Five Thoufand Pound in 
Bank Notes and Money, with Six:and Thirty 
Gold Watches and Seventeen Silver Ones, be- 
fides her own wearing Cloaths. _My Matter at 
this Lofs funk down upon his Bed. I went and 
fetch’d fome of his Neighbours and Friends to 
comfort him, while I ran up anddownlhike a Mad- 
man, tofee if I could get any Tidings of the ‘Thief: 

I went to give Orders at the Bazk to ftop 
Payment, but to my great Sorrow .found the 
Money had been receiy’d four Days before. I 

came 
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came back to acquaint my Mafter with my ill 
Succefs, and found him alone and gone to Bed. 
When I told him I could not hear any Tidings 
of my Miftrefs, and that the Money had been 
receiv’d, he cry’d, Robin, it is not the Money 
that grieves me, but the ill Ufage of my Wife; 
*tis that has got to my Heart, and never to be 
remov'd till Death. I fat up with him a great 
while, till he told me he began to be fleepy, 
and ordered me to retife; but as I was going 
from him, he took me by the Hand, and bid 
me good Night. I found by his Pulfe that he 
was in a Fever, and begg’d I might calla Phy- 
fician ; but he faid he fhould be better on the 
Morning, if not he would fend for one. Find- 
ing him willing to reft, I left him and went to 
ed. 

As foon as I wak’d in the Morning, I put on 
my Gown, and went to fee how. he did; but 
found him fo weak and faint that he had not 
Strength enough to lift up his Head. I was 
immediately running to fetch a Phyfician that 
liv’d hard by our Houfe, but my Mafter call’d 
me back, and told. me it was too late, for, faid 
he, I feel my laft Moment approaching. He 
order’d me to fit upon the Bed by him, he took 
my Hand in his, which burnt like Fire, and 
faid, Robin, my Wife has kill’d me; I could 
have born any other Misfortune with Temper ; 
if thou ever fhou’d{t fee her, tell her from me 


that I forgive her, and that I beg fhe would re- 


_ form her Life; but alfo let her know that fhe 
was the Death of me. I told him I would not 
have him talk of Dying for an ungrateful Wo- 
man that did not deferve the leaft Regard, but 
to chear up his Spirits and let me go for a Phy- 
fician.. No, faid he, all Phyfic or Caunfel comes 
too late ; , 
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TPve that within which baffles all their Art, 
Sure Means to make the Soul and Body parts 
A burning Fever and a broken Heart. 


He had no fooner repeated thofe Lines but his 
Speech fail’d him, his Eyes clos’d, and he ex- 
pir'd only with a Sigh. | . | 

I mult confefs I was inwardly fhock’d, and 
the Spirit of Revenge rofe in my Soul againft 
the barbarous Caufe of his End. 

When I had a little recolleéted my fcattered 
Thoughts, I went, to a Coufin of my Mafter's 
that liv’d in Cheapfide, and defir’d he would come 
and take Care of his Affairs. For, ty own Part 


‘IT could not compofe my felf for two or three 


Days: At laft I. went to my. Uncle, and. defir’d 
he would let me have Twenty Poufds to buy 
me Mourning, (for I did intend to wear Black, 
that my melancholy Outfide might conform With 
what I felt within) out of Refpeé& to my Ma- 
fter’s Memory. Mourning, Bob/ anfwer’d myUn- 
cle, Why ifthy Mafter’s Friends won’t give it thee, 
*tis my Opinion thou ought’ft not to think on’t. 
Yes, Sir, added I, I think it my Duty; for tho’ 
my Miftrefs us’d me ill, my Mafter always was 
civil to me. But my Uncle told me, in plain 
Terms that I fhould not have a Farthing. I 
told him I wanted but my own ; but he reply’d, 
when he thought I was. of Years enough to 
manage my Money my felf, perhaps 1 might be 
trufted with it, bur at prefent he would take 
Care of it for me. mate : 

I was very uneafy at this Affair, for ic began 
to look as if he intended to cheat me of it, and 
I did not ftick to tell him my Sentiments in a 


“civil manner, but to no purpofe. I left him 
with a very heavy Heart, and came home. I 


went. 
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went to Bed in the utmof Confufion of Thought; 
yet notwithftanding my Difeontent, flept til} 
Morning. I got up about fix a-clock, with a 
{curvy Idea of my future Fortune. About eight, 
my Uncle’s Man brought me a Letter from him, 
in which he begg’d my Pardon, and told me it 
was only to try my Temper. The Man gaye 
me ten Guineas by his Order, and farther told 
me that his Taylor would be with me immedi- 
ately to take my Direétions; and accordingly bee 
fore the Fellow was gone he came, took Mea 
fure of me, and told me he would be fure to 
bring my Cloaths home by twelve a-cleck the 
next Day 5 and he kept his Word with me, 

In the mean time I had provided my {lf 
with every Thing elfe with the Money my Un- 
cle had fent me; and the fame Evening waited 
on him to return him Thanks. Bod, faid he, £ 
had only a Mind to try your Temper, and TD 
find thou art Father’s own Child, a Chip of 
the old Block. : | 

He would have me ftay to fup with him, and 
among other Difcourfe he ask’d me what I did 
inpesst to do now my Mafter was dead, for he 
did not fuppofe I was Mafter of my Trade e- 
nough tofollowit. Ireply’d, I knew enough to 
recommend my felf to any other Mafter without 
paying any more Money. My Uncle reply’d, Ineed- 
ed mot be in fuch hatte, but take fome Time.to 
confider of it, and inthe mean while I fhould 
live with him and be heartily welcome. And to 
make his Actions agree with:his Words he gave 
me five Guineas more for Pocket-Money, and 
gave Directions for me to be with one of ‘his 
Clerks, a good-natured young Fellow, that was 
a School-fellow of mine. 

I was very glad of the Occafion, Jiving with 


my .Unele in great Tranquility the {pace of .a © 
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Month, and all the time he feem’d to be very 
fond of me, never denying me any thing ‘that 
1 ask’d him. 

One Sunday Morning before Church-time he 
cal?’d. me to him, and (after many Profeffions of 
Friendship) ask’d me if I had never done any 
Bufinefs for my Mafter out of the Watch-ma- 
king Trade. I pretty well guefs’d at what he 
meant, and anfwer’d him in the Afhrmative. 
Very well, faid"he, I muft fend you as far as 
Gravefend to-morrow about the fame Affair; and 
if I executed my Commiflion dextroufly, he told 
me it fhould be the better for me. 

The next Morning I got up, and my Uncle 
fent me with a Letter into Pall-Mall to a Cli- 
ent of his, and returning with an Anfwer, found 
him taking his Leave of a Gentleman that look’d 
like a Sea-Officer.. As foon as their Compliments 
were over, my Uncle difpatch’d me away to’ B7/- 
ling/gate, and gave me Inftructions what todo. [ 
was to enquire for a Ship call’d the Succe/s, Capt.: 
Stokes Commander, at Gravefend, and then to 
follow his Directions. 

As I was talking with my Uncle, my Bed- 
fellow thruft a Book into my Pocket, and told 
me that would divert me in the Boat, if I had 
not Company that I lik’d. I did not much re- 
gard what he faid, but went about my Bufinefs, 
got into the Gravefend Boat which put off up- 
on the Inftant, and: had the Fortune to light: 
of good Company, and one young Man that 
was going to the fame Ship as I was. 

We were very merry all the Way with lit- 
tle Stories we told among our felves. We got 
on Board the Swcce/s about two a-clock in the 
Afternoon, and the firft Perfon I faw was the 
fame Man that I found with my Uncle in the 
Morning. He took me by the Hand, and car- 

ry’d 
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vy'd me into the Cabin, and fet a Piece of Ship 
Beef beforeme. Whenlhaddin’d, heinform’d me 
my Things would be on Board immediately. I 
told him. it was very well; not fufpecting any 
thing. . Afterwards the Captain went out, and 
left: me alone in the ‘Cabin : I got up, and look- 
ing out of the Cabin Window, found the Ship 
was under Sail. At firft I began to be furpriz’d, 
but yet was fo ignorant that I thought we were 
failing up the River. While I was ruminating 
on the Matter, the Captain came and told me 
my ‘T’hings were ready for me, whenever I wou’d. 
T went out; but how was I furpriz’d when I 
faw my Trunk that I left at my Uncle’s with 
all my Cloaths in it! I was in fuch Confufion 
that I had not Power to utter one Word for 
fome time. At laft, recovering out of my Sur- 
prize, I ask’d him the Meaning of what I faw! 
Meaning, Child! reply’d the Captain: Why, 
what’s the Matter? would you go fuch a Voy- 
age as we are upon without Neceflaries? What 
Voyage? return’d 1. Why, to Virginia, reply’d 
the Captain. At that Anfwer I fat me down 
upon my Cheft and burft into Tears, and had 
fuch a Combat in my Mind that bereav’d me of 
the Power even of thinking for fome time. The 
Captain indeed did all he could to comfort me: 
At laft I fancy’d it might be only a Jeft; but 
to my Sorrow found by all their Difcourfe it 
was but too much in earnett. 

The Captain declar’d that my Uncle had bar- 
gain’d with him for my Paffage, and that I was 
to be deliver’d to a Relation I had’‘in Charles- 
Town, upon the Continent of America. I ask’d 
the Name, but he told me one that I ‘had ne- 
ver heard of before. 

Whien, I. found I was certainly betray’d by my 
barbarous. Uncle, I fell upon my Knees, and 

C bege’d 
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befty’d the Captain to put the on Shores afid I 
svould find fome Means to pay the Sum he was 
to have for my Paffage. He anfwer’d, he was 


- too well paid already to let me go on Shore a- 


ain; and further added, I had nothing to do but 
vo make my (elf eafy, for I was not likely to fet 
my Foot in Europe, till I had fir feen dme- 
vita. 

I found it was to no purpofe to intreat any 
further : It is true I had no Averfion for the 
Sea, but rather an Inclination; and if my Uncle 
had made any Propofals to me concerning fich a 
Voyage, and properly prepat’d, "tis ten to one if 
Thad not aécepted it. But in this manner to be 
kidnapp’d, for it was ho better, and then the 
Dread of being parted with as a Slave when I 
cate thither, fhock’d me prodigioufly. Buz be- 
ing naturally of an eafy Temper, eight or ten 
Days pretty well wore off my Apprehenfions, 
and I began to be contented with ray wretch-. 
ed Fate. I fer my felf with all my Diligence 
to learn the Mathematicks, as alfo the Work ofa 
Sailor, and quickly atrain’d to fome Knowledge. 
I foon ingratiated my felf with moft of the Crew, 
who inftructed me in all they knew. 

I mention’d a Book my Uncle’s Clerk put in 
my Pocket, as I left the Chambers that Morn- 
ing I was tréepann’d, which for the firft three 
ér four Days I did not rémembers but putting 
my Hand in my Pocket to feel for fomerhing 
elfe, I took it out, anid foutid in it a Letter di- 
rected for me, which was as follows ; 


Dear Bob, 
Wi you went to St. Jaties’s this Morning, 
[fuppofing I would have fead it the Day 
I reveiv'd it] J overbeard thy Mafter  difeourfing 
with a Gaprain of @ Shid, and I learnt that be 
intends 
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intends to feud you to Virginia. L could uot under- 
fiand the Particulars, but enough to know the Bar- 
gain is made. My Eriendfhip to you and the Barba- 
rity of your Uncle obliges me to give you this (I hope) 
timely Notice. I fhall leave the Management to you: 
but whatever Steps you takes L am nat to be in the 
Ouefiion: and I thought ef this way to acquaint you 

mith it, fearing I fnould uot have the Opportunity of 
Speaking to you. Farewell till I fee you again, which 
L hope in Gad will not be long. aes Mas 
A. M. 


This Letter made me curfe my Fate again ; 
for if I had had the good Fortune to have 
read it before.I was on Ship-board, I might have 
prevented my Uncle’s Defign: Bur it was my 
Deftiny, and therefore I fubmitted to it. 

We met with nothing in our Voyage till we 
came near the Canaries: When one Evening we 
heard feveral Cannons fir’d, as we fuppos’d two 
Leagues from us. Our Captainalrer’d his Courfe, 
in order to avoid a Rencounter with an Enemy 5 
for our Ship carry’d but ten Guns and twenty 
Men, befides Paffengers. But notwith{tanding the 
Captain’s Care, as foon as eyer the Mornin 
dawn’d and the Fog was clear’d up, we fou 4 
our felves within half a Mile of a Royer of Bar- 
bavy. We were all mightily furpriz’d, for the 
Gally made up to us with Sails and Oars, being 
to Windward of us. Our Caprain advis’d us to 
furrender immediately, but the Sailors were for 
fighting, and were confirm’d in their Opinion 
upon Sight of another Veffel bearing down up- 
on us, whom they knew to be Span by her 
Colours. All our Guns were immediately brought 
to the Starboard Side, and every Body ready to 
engage, Paflengers and all who were willing to 
preferve their Liberty. 

C 4 The 
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The Rover by this time was juft upon the 
Starboard Bow, and prepar’d to board us. We 
had fome Hand Granadoes on board, with feve- 
ral other Stores for our Fort at Charles-Town, 
and a Gunner as one of our Paflengers. He or- 
dered feveral Men into our Main-Top with Gra- 
nadoes, and follow’d himfelf, and as foon as ever 
the Gally came near enough, our Menatthe Helm 
bore away, and fir’d our Guns upon him, which 
yak’d ’em fore and aft, and did much Execution. 
Our Gunner above in the Top threw in upon 
them with his Granadoes, which we could per- 
ceive put them into much Confufion. But all 
this would not have avail’d, if they~“had not per- 
ceiv’d the Spanifo Man of War bearing upon us. 
They did not make any farther Attempts to board 
us, but they fir’d their Cannon and gaul’d us with 
their fmall Arms. 

I had gotten a Musket on board and had dif- 
charg’d it as I thought, for it flafh’d in the Pan, 
and the Noife of the other Pieces deceiy’d me. 
I charg’d again, but then found by the Ram- 
mer that my. Picce had not gone off. Howe- 
ver I was refolv’d to fire it: [ ftood upon the 
Jarboard Gunnel juft upon the Forecaftle, to 
be as far from the Enemy as I could, and fir’d 
my Piece; but being double charg’d, anda flub- 
born Jade, gave me fuch a Bang that threw me 
over the Side of our Ship; my Foot hung in the 
Fore Change for fome time, but ftruggling (with 
my Head downwards) to raife my felfup, my Foot 
difentangled, and 1 fell plum into the ‘Sea. 

Altho’ I had learnt tofwim in England, yet the 
Fright, the Smoke and all together took away 


‘my Underftanding, and I found by my Strug- 


ling that [ had got within ten Yards of the 
Rover, and fhe that Inftant bearing away before 
the Wind, they did me the Favour to ftun’‘me 

with 
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with a Stroke of one of their Oars, and took 
me! on board them. 

They row’d with all their Strength, and the 
Wind being in their Stern, they infenfibly left 
the Succe/i, who flatted their Sails and laid by 
till the Spanifb Ship came up with her, and then 
we could perceive em both making after the 
Rover. 

The Captain of the Corfair was an /ri/h Re- 
negado, and as foon as he was out of Danger, he 
fent for me into the Cabin, and ask’d me fe- 
veral Queftions concerning our Ship, where 
fhe was bound, and who I was, (for he took. 
me for more than a common Sailor, being 1 
‘was not in a Sailor’s Habit.) I told him my 
Story, as I have related in the foregoing Sheets. 
He fhook his Head, and, with a Smile, faid 1 
was very ready ata Lie. Sir, faid I, I am {fo 
far from lying, that I jump’d overboard on 
purpofe to come to your Veffel rather than to 
{tay with them, chufing to be a Slave nearer 
home, than to go I don’t know where with the 
Knave that trepann’d me: And to convince 
your Honour of the Truth (for I onour’d him 
much) here’s the Letter which my Uncle’s 
Clerk flipp’d into my Pocket in a Book, (for 
by good Fortune I had the Letter and Book 
in my Pocket when I fell overboard.) At rea- 
ding the Letter he was convinc’d, he faid, of 
my Sincerity ; and thou fhalt fee, added he, 
notwithftanding the bad Opinion is held of us 
Renegado’s, that you fhall fare the better for your 
Confidence in us. Sir, return’d I, this Acci- 
dent may convince you that I thought very 
well of your Honour, for as foon as I faw your 
Honour upon Deck giving Command, I thought 
you had the Look of a Gentleman 3 (tho’ by 
the By he had a damn’d Tyburn Face.) 
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¥ clarkt him up fo well (with your Houses) 
that he began to fancy himfelf a Hero indeed. 
He order’d my Chains to be taken off, (for 
they had done me the Favour to proyide me 
fome affoon as ever they had got me on board) 
end told me that if I would turn Adabometan I 
fhould have Command under him. I anfwerd 
him, I hop’d he would give me fome Time to 
confider of it. Ay, ay, Time, thou fhalt have 
half a Year’s Time to confider of it, return’d 
the Captain. He carry’d me out upon Deck, 
and told my Story to his Crew, who were 
mightily pleas’d with the Relation, and faluted 
me after the Moorifh manner, by bowing their 
Heads, and clapping their Hands acrofs upon 
their Breafts. 

There were feveral other Evglifh Renegado's 
that were Officers in the Galley, but moft of 
the common Sailors were natural Adoors. The 
Captain told me that he did defign to make for 
Sallee with all the Expedition he could, for he 
had engag’d with a Spanifh Man of War the 
Night before, and had fuffer’d very much in 
both his Veffel and Crew : but he told me he 
would foon be out again, for he had another 
Veffel ready in Sallee Road to put out to Sea. 
We had before Night loft Sight of the Sye- 
eefs, and Spanifo Man of War, that had fo lucki- 
ly freed her from the Infidels Clutches; and 
we fteer’d for Salice. 

Ten Days after we difcover'd the 4frican Shore, 
within five Leagues Weft of Sallee Roads and 
the Wind favouring us, we anchor’d in the Har- 
bour by Six in the Evening. ‘The Captain went 
afhore, but ordered me to semain on Board wll 
the next Day. 

1 mutt cconfefs I began to have dome Hopes 
ef fecing my own Country again, but yet did 
: | not 
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aot Know how to me it about 3; however, I 
refélv’d to truft Providence. 

The next Morning my Mafter fent for me 
on Shoré, by a young Kenegado Sailor born at 
Lowden, whofe Chriftian Name I learnt was 
Francis Corbet, but had exchang’d it for Muffa- 
pha , a good intelligent young Fellow, and one 
thar was a perfect Mafter of the Mathematicks. 
The Reafon why he did not accompany the 
Captain in this Voyage, was a violent Fever 
when be fer Sail. I ask’d him why he could 
forget the Saviour of the World to turn Mabho- 
gseian 5 he told me that he was only one from 
the ‘Teeth outward, and he thought it better 
to truft God with his Soul, than thofe barba- 
vous Wretches withhisBody. Ithoughtit was a 
pretty free Declaration to one that was an ut- 
ter Stranger to him. 

As foon as we were landed, I had the whole 
‘Town of Salle ftaring at me; for the Captain 
of the Rover had taken Care to fpread my Sto- 
ry among ’em; and I had as much Relpec& 
fhown mie by the People of the Town as he had. 
Eje took me home to his own Houfe, and us’d 
me with much Civility fora Week er ten Days 5 
during that time he had carry’d me twice or 
thrice to his Coustry Houfe, about fix Miles up 
the River. It was a very pleafant Place, fitua- 
ted in a litth Wood, with the River running 
found it, and no approaching to it but over a 
Draw-bridge. At this Houfe his Wives liv’d, 
for I was inform’d he had feveral. 

Obferving his Garden, I told him it was but 
indifferently kept. He anfwer’d it was for want 
of a Gardener, none of his Slaves underitanding 
that Art. I offer’d him my Service, but told 
hitn I did not pretend to be a Gardiner, but I 
was affur’d I could foon make Amendment to ie 
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with the Help of fome of his. Servants. »-He or- 
der’d me to take as many as I thought fit, and, 
added he, becaufe I.am impatient to fee it in 
a better condition, Pll leave you here. I told 
him I begg’d to be excus’d: now, becaufe I 
fhould want feveral Things for my Defigns. 
if ic be Tools, faid he, or Seeds of all. Sorts, 
I have ’em here. Upon which he carry’d me 
into.a little Houfe, meant for a Green-houfe, 
where I found every Thing that was wanting, 
with a large Quantity of European Seeds and 
Roots. I told him I was fatisfy’d there was e- 
very thing that I fhould want. The Captain 
order’'d me a Bed to be made in the Green- 
houfe, and an old Eunuch, that underftood French 
very well, to wait on me, with a ftrict Order 
that I fhould have every Thing I ask’d for, but 
IT was not to approach the Houfe in his Abfence 
upon any Account. I told him [ had no Curi- 
olity that way, and did not doubt but I fhould 
fhow him fomething that would pleafe him the 
next time he came, which was to be in 20 Days. 

As foon as he was gone I went to .Work, 
(for Gardening was what I always took delight 
in, both Theoric and Praétic.) 

I drew out Plans, order’d my Workmen, and 
in fix Days time brought it.into fome Form. 
I perceiv’d in the middle of the Garden a Pud- 
dle of Water, which I gave Direétions to he 
drain’d, and found that it had been formerly a 
Fountain, but was only choak’d up with Filth 
by Negleé. I ask’d the old Eunuch if he had 
ever known it to play, and he anfwer’d in the 
negative, neither did they imagine it to. be any 
fuch things; for his Mafter had bought the E- 
{tate of an old. Spenijo Renegado four Years be- 
fore, and he told hir. it shad been a Pith-Pond. 
I examin’d about the Ruyer, and found the Heag 
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of the Pipes ftopp’d with Rubbifh, which I 
clear’d, and by degrees the Water work’d thro’ 
into the Fountain, and out again thro’ another 
Conveyance. I obfery’d that there had been Fi- 
gures upon it, by the Pipes; I ask’d my Eunuch 


if he had ever feen any fuch things: He told — 


me there were feveral lying ina back Yard on the 
other Side the Houfe. I went wiih him, and 
found four fmall Figures of Zritons, and a Nep- 
tune in his Chariot drawn by Sea-Horfes. I or- 
der’d: them to be brought to the Fountain, and 
fixt them on, (firft {topping the Water) and then 
Jetting it loofe again finifh’d my Fountain, whick 
plaid admirably out of the Shells of the Tritons, 
(which they feem’d to blow with) from the Nottrils 
ofthe Horfes, andthe Trident ofthe Neptune. ‘The 
Workmen were aftonifh’d to fee with what Ex- 
pedition I had compleated it, and imagin’dI had 
dealt with the Devil. The next Morning the 
Eunuch came to me before I] was up, and de- 
fir'd I'd give him the Key of my Chamber, 
and be contented to be a Prifoner till he came 
to me again. I was a little furpriz’d, andask’d 
him the Reafon: He told me he could not give 
meany, being it was beyond his Commiffion. Ac- 
cordingly he lock’d me in, and went away. 1 
began to ruminate about this Accident, but 
could not imagine the Caufe : I had no Way 
to look out towards the Garden, being the 
Windows of the Green-houfe look’d over the 
River into the Wood, and the Back which front- 
ted the Houfe had only painted Windows for 
Ornament, not Ufe. In about two Hours my 
Eunuch came and releas’d me, and we din’d to- 
gether. I us’d all the Rhetoric I was Matter 
of to find out the Secret, but to no Purpofe; 
he only added that I muft be in the fame Con- 
dition again the next Morning. This was itil

more furprizing, and I began to think by De- 
grees I fhould entirely lofe my Liberty. The 
old Eunuch imagining my Thoughts, affur’d 
me there was no harm meantto me. This Af- 
ternoon was my laft Day’s Work, and in three 
Days more I expeéted the Captain. About an 
Hour before Night I perceiv’d another Eunuch 
of the Houfe talking earneftly with him that 
us’d to attend me, who immediately came to 
me, and told me he muft beg me to retire te 
my Chamber that Inftant ; upon which I readi- 
ly obey’d, knowing it was to no purpofe te 
contend. 

I was-upon the Tenters to know the Rea- 
fon of my Confinement: Whilft I was employ- 
ing my Thoughts about it, I heard the Veices 
of Women. It furpriz’d me at firft, but I foon 
found that was the Reafon of my being made 
a Prifoner. When the Eunuch came to bring 
me my Supper, I told ‘him he need not have 
made fuch a Secret of what I was lock’d yp 
for, for I had found it outs; and then told him 
that I had heard Women’s Voices in the Gar- 
den. .Did you? (faid he, furpriz’d) Vl rake Care 
they fhal]l keep their Tongues within their Teeth 
for the future. He faid no more, but immedi- 
ately went ont, and foon return’d, and told me 
I fhould hear no more of them. I was .con- 
founded with this odd Proceeding, and my Cy- 
riofity began to be more and more .rais’d. - 

When I was left alone, I began to .examine 
my Room where I was, to fee if I could find 
ever a Peep-hole; and by good Fertune -found 
one made by Time and ill Weather under «the 
Pent-houfe. I upon the inftant of my Difco- 
very made all the Ufe I could of it, and foon 
perceiv’d three Women in the Walk with their 
Backs towards me. They were in.a Surkifo Un- 

drefs, 
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drefs, with their’ Necks bare: Oiie of thet a- 
bove the reft feem’d to ime to have a better Shape 
and Air than commonly the Women of Morec- 
éo have. I don’t know what came over me, but 
I feém’d impatiently to expect their nearer Ap- 
proach. At lait my Delfires were anfwerd,; for 
affoon as they had fpent fome ‘Time at my new 
Fountain, they direéted their Steps towards my 
Confinement, and ‘when they were near enough, 
{ could diftinguifh them to be three handfome 

‘Women; but one ‘of ’em that feem’d to be ve-+— 
ry melancholy, farpafs’d the other two, ‘at Jeaft 
in my Opinion. She feem’d to be about twen- 
ty, fair to a Miracle, and much. like an Englif- 
woman. She ‘did not feem ‘to converfe with the 
other two, but follow’d them with an Air ‘of 
Contemplation; atid I ‘could obfeive her ‘figh of, 
ten. I never till this Moment had ‘the leait Re«, 

aa to any of the Female Sex, ‘no more than soodx 
anhers and Decency requir’d; but I found my 
felf in a Moment full ‘of aching Teéndemnefs ‘for 
this firange Woman. Though 1 ‘bad ‘no nine. 
for Thought till the Ladies were retitr'd, T then 
began to reafon with my {elf, and found Love 
like Deftiny ‘was not to be avoided; ‘and the 
more I thought, the'more I was pliing’d in this 
tormenting, ‘yet pleafing Paffion. Vet I thought 
it was very odd to fall in Love, confidéring my 
‘Circumftatces. I had ‘nothihig ‘to ‘hope, ‘and‘ail 
to fear: Iwas poor, a Prifoner, anda Stranger, 
far from thy native Country, in want “even of 
Neceflariés, and, to ‘compleat my Mifery, funk 
in one Hour an Age in Love. Every new Thought 
feem’d a Thorn to torment me; yet notwithftand- 
ing all thefe Difficulties, a Beam of Hope would 
now and then fhine thro’ the thick Clouds ‘or 
Defpair, and encourage me to love on. From 
this Thought I began to think with Reafon (if 
7 a. 
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a Lover can be call’d a reafonable Creature) how 
1 fhould manage my Paffion. 1 began, to reflect 
the Moors were jealous of their Women even to 
a Degree, and did not, in the Jeaft doubt but 
my Jrifo Renegado had learnt that Part of their 
Manners. At laft I pitch’d upon an odd Expe- 
dient: I determin’d |to fhew to my,Captain an 
utter Deteftation of all Females, . (and in truth 
the Ufage my poor Matter met. with, from_ his 
Wife, very much leffen’d the Regard I ow’d 
the Sex) and try. what: that would; do. .This 
Thought feem’d to give me fome Satisfaction, 
and afloon as the. Eunuch came to releafe me, I 
begg’d he .would fup with me that Eyening. 
He accordingly promis’d me, and came immedi- 
ately with my Supper, and brought under his 
Garment a Bottle of excellent Greek Wine. I 
mutt confefs I was furpriz’d and pleas’d; for as. I 
knew the Moors are reftrain’d from Wine, I did 
not expect any there. The Eunuch_told me, 
fmiling, that he had brought that Cordial -to 
make me Amends for the Lofs of my Liberty 5 
for though, added he, Mu/fulmen are not allow’d 
to drink Wine, we very well know you £uaro- 
peans feldom eat without it; and our Matter 
(meaning the Captain) is not fo ftrict a Muful- 
man but he drinks much himfelf, and procures 
privately great Quantities for. his own aa | 
cold him, I thought AZahomet order’d his Fol- 
lowers to abftain from Wine, becaufe an immo- 
derate Ufe of it generally turn’d to immoderate 
Paffions ; but to take it fparingly gave Health 
and Vigour to the Body, and Chearfulnefs to 
the Spirits. He agreed with me in my Senti- 
ments, and fhow’d he approv’d of them by drink- 


‘ing to me. Notwithitanding my Endeavours 


to hide the Trouble of my Spirit, my kind Eu- 
nuch took Notice of a Concern in my Counte- 
nances 
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nance, and chear’d me up with repeated Glaffes ; 
and imagining my Confinement caus’d that Al- 
teration, told me he would not have me take to 
Heart the {imall Abridgement of my Liberty, for 
affoon as his Matter arriv’d, I fhould not be re- 
{train’d any more; for the Caufe would ceafe, by 
the Confinement of the Ladies to their feveral A- 
partments. I told him, with a feeming Joy, that 
I fhould be mightily pleas’d when that fhould 
happen, for I abhorr’d the Sight of them; Wo- 
men were my utter Averfion, and had been from 
my Infancy; and that Averfion was aggravated 
by the Knowledge of their Perfidy; and I 
thought it the greateft Curfe could fall upon 
that noble Creature Man not to be born with- 
out them. Upon this I told him the Story ot 
my Mafter and Miftrefs, and feveral extravagant 
Tales of my own Invention, which painted that 
beautiful Part of the Creation in the Colour of 
the Devil. My Companion prais’d me for flight- 
ing the Sex, and back’d my Stories with as 
many of his own Knowledge. Between out 
familiar Talk and our Greek Wine, he be- 
gan to be very loquacious: He told me, his 
Matter, after the Mode of the Moors, had feve- 
ral Wives, befide a Captive that he had lately 
taken, that feem’d averfe to his Paffion, and all 
the Rhetoric he was Matter of could not pre- 
vail. He did not know, he faid, what Country- 
woman fhe was, but fhe {poke very good French. 
IT imagin’d this could be no other than that fweet 
Creature I had feen: I chang’d Colour; but to 
put it off faid, A Pox take all the Sex, don’t 
let’s talk of them any more. I am afraid, faid 
he, you love to converfe with the Men, and that 
makes you flight the Women. I did not imme- 
diately underftand him, but he foon explain’d 
upon it, and then was no longer ignorant. I told 

1) him 
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him it-was of fuch a beaftly Nature, that I was 
of Opinion thofe Perfons that _us’d it fhould be 
treated worfe than Beafts. Why, reply’d he, it 
is fo common here that ’tis. reckon’d only a Piece 
of Gallantry. Well, faid I, 1 hate that Aétion, 
even worle if it be poffible than the Sight of 
che Female Sex. The old Man and I parted 
like two Friends; but before he went, I told 
him he need not give himfelf any great Trou- 
ble to lock me in for the future, for I would 
take Care of my felf. Well, well, faid ‘he, and 
{hook ‘his Head, I believe I may truft you, As 
foonjas he was gone I went to Bed, not to Sleep, 
for I had Thoughts enough about me to keepme 
waking. I began to conceive a great deal of 
Hopes from my Diffimulation. I fpent the whole 
Night in thinking of a thoufand Expedients to 
forward my Defigns, till I had thought of fo 
many that they were all confus’d like a Skein of 
Silk pull’d the wrong way. At laft with the 
Fatigue of Thought f fell afleep till Sun-rifing, 
nor awak’d till 1 heard Voices in the Garden. 
I ran immediately and barr’d my Door on the 
Infide, for fear of being difcovered at my Peep- 
hole, huddled on my Cloaths, and ran up; where 
I. faw my lovely Charmer reading in a Book, 
walking by her felf in the Alley that led to my 
Prifon. The other Women were got about the - 
Fountain, admiring the »playing of the Water. 
She drew nearer me; but what was my pleafing 
Surprize when I heard her repeat the following 
Lines in Englifb f 


—— My Grief lies all withing 
And thofe external manners of Laments 
Ave mecely Shadows to the wnfeen Grief 
That fwells with Silence in my tortur’d Soul. 
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I mutt confefs, the Tranfports I felt were be- 
yond Expreffion: She had fuch'a SofthefS in her 
Voice, and yet fo mufical, that it made my Blood 
thrill thro’ my Veins. In fhort, during the time 
I beheld her; I was in fuch an Ecftafie, that all 
my Cares were forgot. She turn’d up the Walk 
again, but I follow’d her with my longing Eyes 
till fhe was out of ‘Sight: I then turn’d them 
into my Imagination, and there beheld her 
ftill. 

I was convine’d fhe was an Engiifh Woman, 
and kept in her Reftraint: againft her Will. I 
foon refolv’d with my felf to find fome Expedi- 
ent to let her know I would ferve her all that 
Jay in my Power, if fhe was difpos’d to accept 
if. 

{ had ftaid fo long fixt at my Peep-hole, that 
the old Eunuch knock’d at my Door, which foon 
rouz’d me from my pleafing Thoughts, and put 
me upon another ‘T'ask, which was to diflemble. 
I fuffer’d him to knock twice or thrice before 
T let him in; at laft I open’d the Door, when 
he had call’d to me to give me to know who 
it was: Affoon as he was enter’d, I began to 
exclaim againft him in a friendly manner; {aid 
I, You promis’d me Yefterday that 1 fhould not 
be troubled with the Tongues of thofe Female 
Devils, and I have been fo plagu’d with them 
for an Hour together, that I was oblie’d to fhut 
my Door, and run up Stairs to be free from the 
Sound. He fmiling told me, the Fumes of the 
Wine which he drank over-night had drove 
it out of his Thoughts, but he would be 
fure to give them a Caution to hold their Tongues 
for the time to come: But then, added I, I 
may be furpriz’d by them when I little expect 
“em. No, faid he, Ill take Care to fend, or 
bring you Word when ree are difpos’d to walk 
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in the Garden again. I thank’d him for his Cau-.. 
tion. He told me he did defign to come an 
dine with me that Day, for, added he, I fhall . 
not have another Opportunity a great while, for 
the Captain has fent Word he’ll be here to-mot- 
row without fail. Accordingly he came with a. 
roafted Pheafant, and fome boil’d Rice, attend- 
ed with another Bottle of Greek Wine. 
Notwithftanding my new Paffion, I eat and 
drank heartily; but my Eunuch got almoft tip- 
fey, and the Fumes of the Wine getting up in-. 
ro his Head, he defir’d he might repofe himfelf 
on my Bed for a while, which I eranted him 5 
well knowing if he had been found out, we 
might both have fuffer’d for tafting the Juice 
of the Grape. | I bad much rather he had gone 
within the Houfe to have flept, for 1 could not. 
even think to the purpofe while he was there: 
But he foon got into 2 found Sleep, which I 
found out by his Snoreing. 1 then ventur’d to 
take Pen and Ink, and wrote the following Lines. 


To the Englith Lady. 
Madam, 

Have obferv’d your melancholy Air, and other 
Circumptances, [peak you a Prifoner here. The 
Perfon that writes this is your Countryman, and tho 
in the fame Diftre/s, yet bas a Heart and Hand to 
do you Service. JL flatter my felf it will one Time 
or other be in my Power to effect our Liberty. If 
you have no T houghts that ways I am perfwaded you 
have too much Generofity to do one @ Prejudice that 
would venture any thing to ferve you You know the 
Confequence if this Note foould be difcovered, therefore 
L beg you would deftroy it affoon as you have perus'd 
it; and if you will favour me with an Anfwer, with 
your Sentiments: of what I have wrote, yow ll find a 
String hanging on the North Side of the Garden Houfey 
be 
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to which if you fix your Letter, I fball be ready to pre= 
vent Difcovery of what may hurt you, and him whom 
you may freely. command. 


I had not the Conveniency of Sealing-wax or 
Wafer, therefore I folded it up, and dire&ted it 
To the ENGLisuw Lavy. WhenlLhad finith’d, 
' I began to have odd and confus’d Notions ofthe 
Succefs of it: Perhaps, faid I to my felf, fhe may 
be contented with her Fortune, or be afraid to 
hazard any Attempt. towards her Liberty : She 
may alfo imagine I am fet on purpofe to betray 
her, and therefore to fhew her Innocency may 
difcover me to the Captain. I was in a hundred 
Minds: Sometimes I refolv’d to burn the Letter ; 
but at laft Love prevail’d upon all my Reafons 
to the contrary, and I refolv’d to try the Suc- 
cefs of it the firft Opportunity. 

In reafoning. with my felf, and writing my 
Letter, I had {pent three Hours, and therefore 
_I thought it high time to awake my Eunuch, 
who ftarted up frighted out of his Senfes. When 
he had recover’d himfelf, he thank’d me for break- 
ing his Reft, for he was affur’d he was wanted 
‘within. And he nick’d his Time to a hair, for 
before he was got half way the Walk (for I im- 
mediately got up to my Peep-hole) I faw the 
Ladies at the farther End. He talk’d to them 
fome time, and then left them, to go into the 
Houfe. 

They faunter’d about the Garden a good while, 
till at laft two of them fat down by the Foun- 
tain, and the Exgli/h Lady continued her Walk 
towards my Apartment. Now my Blood ran its 
fwift Courfe, and the whole Frame of my Body 
felt violent Emotions. I thought this was a fair 
Opportunity, and yet was fearful to make Ufe 
on’t. But muftring all my Spirits, I ventured, 
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and when fhe was within twenty Paces of the 
Green-houfe, I darted the Letter, and by good 
Fortune it fell in the Middle of the Gravel- 
Walk, fo that it was almoft impoflible to milfs 
on’t; but had it happened otherwife, I had time 
enough to run down and take it up before any 
one elfe could difcover it. She continued her 
Walk, and when fhe came at it, fhe kick’d it 
with her Foot, once or |twice, and at laft took 
it up. She was reading in a Book, as fhe was 
the Day before; I could perceive her open it, 
and fpread the Note upon her Book, fo that no 
one could tell but that fhe was reading. It is 
not poffible to exprefs the Anxiety I lay under all 
this while: But I began to be a little more com- 
pos’d, when I obferved her tearing the Letter 
into very fmall.

She had not 
walk’d far, but fhe return’d, and view’d the 
Green-houfe with a great deal of Regard, and, 
to my Imagination, wanted to come to the

But in lefs than a Minute I difcover’d 
her walking back again, and fometimes turning 
to view the Place of my Retirement. Affoon 
as fhe had got to the Top of the Walk, (for I 
had not Power to ftir before) I went down, and 
pulling in the Packthread, found a Piece of Pa- 
per ty’d to it. I unty’d it with a great deal 
of Expectation and Impatience, and found thele 
Words wrote with a Pencil, upon a clean Leaf 
of a Book (which I fuppofe fhe had torn from 
that fhe had been reading in.) | 


I Was much furprifed when I perufed a Note, I 
found in the Walk of the Garden, as believing it 
diretted to me. I confe/s I am a Perfon in Diftre/i, 
but know not how to take the Word of a Stranger, 
and one I never faw, who perhaps is no more than 
a Spy upon my Aétions, and what the Note contain- 
ed may be by Order of bim who pretends to tyrannize 
over me, becaufe Lam in bis Power; and feeks this 
Way to find out my Inclination, for Pretences to ufe 
me werfe. Therefore PU expett a farther Affurance 
in balf an Four fromthe fame Place. And Pll take an 
Opportunity to convey my real Sentiments back again. 


The Joy I felt at reading this Note cannot be 
exprefs'd in Words. I fat me down and wrote 
the following Anfwer.

let alone till I have the Favour of {peaking to yott, if 
ever Lam fo happy. You have heard, no doubt, of the

When'l had wrote this I went to*the ufual 
Place, and faw my Charmer very near me. I 
threw it.down as before; fhe readily took it up, 
and walk’d back again, tearing the Note when 
fhe had read it, as fhe did the former, and went - 
‘nto the Houfe. Juft as fhe was got within the 
Gate the other Eunuch came out (not my friend- 
ly Eunuch) and as hé was walking along, I ob- 
ferved him picking up the Pieces of the torn 
Notes.

but how long be will continue within the Limits of 
Modefly I cawt tell. Tis that makes me dread his 
Prefence, and the fooner I am out of his Power, the 
fooner I fhall breath the dir of Content, which is the 
Wife of |

At the reading of this Paper, my Heart ran o- 
ver with Contentment; and had it not been for 
the Fear of what would happen about the Pieces 
of the Letter that were pick’d up by the curfed 
Eunuch, I fhould not have known how to have 
contain’d my Tranfports; but the Thought of 
that, like Water on a Fire, dampt my Joy. I 
paft my Time between Hopes and Fears, till my 
Eunuch came to fup with me. I had torn my 
Letter into many Pieces, and had difpos’d of all 
the Fragments that had any Writing on ir, but 
two or three fimall Bits that were vacant of 
Words lay under Feet. As foon as ever my Eu- 
nuch fpy’d them, he pick’d them up, and faid, 
I did not do well to tread upon Paper; for, added 
he, if chmat had feen you (meaning the other 
Eunuch) he would have been in a ftrange Pal- 
fion. He has chid the Lady that my Matter

And there- 
fore, upon the Inftant as they are going to ftep 
upon the Grate, all the Pieces of Paper they have 
pick’d up during their Refidence in this W orld 
will run and place themfelves of their own ac- 
cord under their Feet, fo that they will be en- 
abled to get to their Prophet without much Dif- 
ficulty. ‘Chis whimfical Story fet my Heart at 
Reft, and we fup’d chearfully, emptied our Flask 
of Wine which held two Quarts, .and took our 
Leaves. I went to Bed, and felt fuch a Calm in 
my Mind, that I did not lye long awake, but 
continu’d fleeping till ten a-clock the next Day. 
I was furpriz’d, and vext I had refted fo long, 
when I confider’d perhaps that I had loft Sight 
of my Love. I drefs’d my felf, and took a Walk 
in the Garden, finding the Coaft clear as I 
thought. ‘The Sun being pretty warm, I retir’d 
to a little Shade made by a few Lawrel Trees; 
but was much furpriz’d to find her that was ever 
in my Thoughts, fitting under the Shade in a 
thoughtful Pofture. She turn’d her Head at the 
Noife | made in approaching her, and was run- 
ning away. I pluck’d up (with much ado) Cou- 
rage

rage enough to {peak to her; Madam, faid I, I 
would not have you be under any Apprehention. 
If I had known you had been here, I would not 
have difturb’d you. I will’only inform you, that 
J am the Perfon that has vow’d to ferve you to 
the utmoft of my Power. Sir, anfwered fhe, I 
am not at all difpleas’d at this Interview which is 
merely Chance ; on the contrary I am pleas’d to 
fee the Perfon whom I once hope to be obliged to 


for my Liberty, and wifh we could often meet, | 


that we might confult about the Means. Madam 
(anfwered I) if you’ll condefcend fo far, I don’t 
‘doubt but to find Opportunities enough. I told 
her of my Plot with the Eunuch, and f had fome 
Hopes it might produce fomething. She ap- 
prov’d of my Defign, and my Conduct hitherto. 
She added that fhe would take hold of all Oppor- 
tunities to walk in the Garden (where I had in- 
form’d her I could fee her without being feen) 
and fo we parted for fear of being difcover’d. She 
went into the Houfe, and I went back to my 
Dwelling, and in lefs than half an Hour the 
Captain arriv’d. He came to fetch me to Din- 
ner, and told me I had work’d by Magick, or I 
could never have done what I did. He told me 
he thought himfelf much obliged to me, and that 
I fhould find it. I anfwered him, I was con- 
vine’d it was but my Duty to ferve him with e- 
very thing in my Power, and that if he pleas’d I 
would make farther Improvements. He made 
me a great many Compliments his way, and 
declared he would leave it to my better Judg- 
ment. 
By this time Dinner was ready, and I was or- 
dered to fit down at Table with him, (for tho’ 
he had turn’d Mahometan, yet he eat as we do in 
Europe, not on the Ground upon Carpets as the 
Afiatics and Africans do.) We had our Dinner dref- 
fed 
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fed after the Exglifo Fafhion, and we drank plen- 
tifully of his Greek “Wines He told me’he hada 
Difpenfation from the Mufty-to drink Wine, and 
fmil’d.

I told him I was very well. affured 
I fhould carry my Refentment to the Grave, I 
fancy (faid he) [have an Exgli/fh Woman,a Slave of 
mine, that I have lately taken, would make you 
change your Sentiments, if you faw her. Sir, an- 
fwered I, I would be willing to ftand the Tryal 
to convince you of the contrary, tho’ I would 
as foon look upon a Serpent with my Will.

Well, faid he, I have not learnt the Strictnefs of 
he Moors, in. keeping, Women without , being 
een; or if I had, your Averfion to them would 
convince me 1 havenotmuch to fear. He defired 
me to walk a-while in. the, Garden, and,he 
would be with me again immediately. Upon this 
he left me, and.went. into the Houfe,,.and re- 
-urn’d in five Minutes. Come, faid he, I have order’d 
my Women to walk in the Garden, and you and 
{ will ab{cond behind thefe Lawrels, where we 
may fee them, and.not be.feen. We had not fat 
long, before we. could perceive three Women 
coming towards us. The two firft were very 
handfom, a little inclining to Fat, one feem’d to 
be about thirty, and the other twenty one accor- 
ding to my Guefs; and not fo fair as our Engli/a 
Women; but the third was fhe I look’d for. All 
my Circumf{peéction could not avoid my feeling a 
fudden flow. of my Blood rife into my Face, 
which my Captain.obfery’d. Well faid he (when 
they were walk’d out of hearing) I have taken 
Notice of your Diforder, and perceive your real 
Averfion is unfurmountable, which I am_not for- 
ry for, being it will add to your Liberty. I have 
no Occafion to have you confin’d when they 
walk in the Garden, for I fancy (added he laugh- 
ing) you'll fhun ’em faft enough. Juft, anfwer’d 
I, as I would a creeping Snake, unlefs it were to 
deftroy ’em, and that the Regard I have for you 
would prevent. The laft (faid the Captain) is your 
Countrywoman, one that I took in a Ship (my 
laft Voyage but one) bound for the Ifland of 
Zant. 1 lik’d her fo well, that I refufed her 
Ranfom that amounted to five hundred Pounds, 
and her Charms have overcome me fo much, that 
I would willingly enjoy her with her own Con- 
fent, for Compulfion palls the Joy. I have given 
her twenty Days to confider on’t, and sae that 
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Time’s expir’d, if fhe will not confent, Iam re- 
folv’d to force her. 

Lord (faid I in a feeming Paffion) how can you 
take fuch an extraordinary Trouble for.a thing 
that does not deferve the leaft Regard. If the 
reft of the. World were of your Mind (faid my 
Captain) the Women would: have but a feurvy 
Time on’t. Now ’tisto me amazing ( reply’d 
1) that Men fhould take Pains, live hard, and 
run all Hazards, to come home, and fpend all the 
Fruits of their Labour on fuch Trifles, that per- 
haps haye not the leaft Tendernefs for ’em, efpe- 
cially in thefe hot Counties where Women, are 
given to be amorous, and yet have but one Man 
to fometimes a Dozen of them and more; when 
perhaps a dozen Men would hardly fatisfy one 
Woman. Why (reply’d my Captain) that’s 
the Reafon they are fo ftriétly, guarded, we 
pretty well know what they expect. Now, 
if I had not had this Averfion to Women (I re- 
turn’d) I have a Secret without. Witchcraft, to 
make a Woman doat upon a Man. How, faid 
the Captain, have you fuch a Secret? if you’ll let 
me know it, I will not only give you your Li- 
berty, but amply reward you befides. Sir, faid I, 
¥ thank you; but as for difclofing the Secret, it is 
what I never can do; yet ’tis in my Power to 
prepare you a chymical Liquid, which put into 
White-wine will do the Bufinefs, though it 
will take up a great deal of ‘Time, and be very 
expenfive.

to-morrow. I lock’d my Door, and took the Key

Well, faid he, do you think you fhall want any 
Thing elfe? I told him, nothing but now and 
then a Gallon of Sea Water. Well, faid he, I 
fhall leave Muffapha behind me in ‘Town, who 
(hall obey you in whatever you {hall command. 
Well, faid he, Farewell (and fhook me by the 
Hand) [ll juft goin and give ’em a frefh Charge 
concerning you, and then to Town again. I 
was very glad to hear him fay-fo; and he was 
as good as his Word, for in half an hour he took 
Horfe : He fhook his Hand at me‘ as he went 
by me, and [ heartily wifh’d it might be the 
laft Time we might fee one another; not as I 
could ‘complain of my Treatment, for he had 
us’d me very handfomely; and if it had not been 
in regard to the Bufinefs of my Love, I fhould 
not have wifh’d him ill. 

Mirza came to me, and told me his Mafter 
had given ’em fo ftrid& a’ Charge to obferve my 
Divections, that if I had a ‘mind to difpofe of 
his Eftate, ’twas his own Fault, for we mutt 
not difobey you. Yes, anfwerd I, if ever you 
find me requiring any thing foreign ‘to this Af- 
fair, Vil give you leave to deny me; butthere’s 
one thing I muft command you fince J have the 
Power, and that is to come and fup with me, 
and bring fome of the Neétar along with you, 
for I am really fatigu’d with ftooping and walk- 
ing in the Sun when I gather’d thofe Herbs.

Well, return’d Mirza, 1 believe I fhall not find 
much Difficulty in obeying your Commands; 
and I have one Favour to beg of you, which is, 
that you will lay your Injunctions on Achmar, 
thac he may partake. Said J, not to-day 
Mirza, another time with all my Heart. Nay, 
reply’d Mirza, it is not out of Love to Achmat 
that I defire it, but that he may be as deep in 
Sin as my felf; for if he fhould ever difcover 
me, I can’t tell the Confequence, Well, re- 
turn’d I, we'll find an Opportunity. The Hour 
of Supper being come, Mirza arriv’d with a 
couple of Flasks. We eat and drank fo heartily, 
that Mirza was incapable of helping himfelf; 
but was fo inebriated with Wine, that I began 
to repent of my plying him fo faft. 1 was 
forc’d to drag him, and lay him on my Bed. 
But how to conceal it from dchmat was my 
ereateft Care; for I did not doubt but he would 
be wanted; and accordingly it fo fell out. For 
about twelve a-clock at ‘Night he came, and 
knock’d at my Door. I was up, and thinking 
of my Defign. I open’d the Door, and un- 
derftood by his Signs, that he wanted Mirza. I 
let him know by Signs, that I had fene him 
to gather me fome Herbs by Moon-light. | He 
was fatisfy’d, and went back again. Now Mir- 
za kept the Key of the Gate, fo that my Story 
was feazable enough. | 

About four a-clock in the Morning Mirza 
wak’d, but frighted ut of his Wits to find it 
Morning; tho’ I foemcompos’d him, by letting 
him underftand how I had manag’d Achmat. He 
return’d me athoufand ‘Thanks, and told me, he 
fhould never be able to make me amends. [ 
ask’d him, how I fhou’d order it to fee this 
Woman, for I could not goto Work till I¢had 
conyers’ with her: And yer by Heaven and 
Paradile 
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Paradife (faid I) I fhall be more*concern’d at 
the :Interview, than at any thing which ever 
happen'd to me; (and that was but Truth, for 
my Mind was perplex’d between Hope and Fear, 
Joy and Anxiety.) I pity yowindeed, faid Mir- 
za, and. I wifh I cou’d any way eafe you of the 
Trouble. Well, faid I, then let her come alone 
into the Garden, as I am fprinkling my Herbs by 
and by; for I think one Woman is enough to 
plague a Man. Oh» (faid Mirza) all Men are 
not of your Mind. But T’ll leave you, and hope 
to find you in better Humour, when I fee you 
again. 

I had order’d a Slave to bring me fome Wa- 
ter, and a large Quantity of Salt, to mix with it, 
only to amufe ’em. “With this I fprinkled the 
Herbs I had gather’d, and I was very bufy a- 
bout nothing. 

I faw prefently after the Idol of my Soul, and 
Mivza running before her. When he was near 
enough to me to be heard, he faid, 1 muft beg 
you to excufe my waiting on you for a little 
while; for my not being in the Houfe laft 
Night, as ufual, has let my Bafinefs fo encreafe 
upon my Hands, that I muft make ule of all Op- 
portunities to regain loft Time. I told him, I 
would not be his Hindrance, but was'very forry I 
could not have his Prefence upon this Occafion ; 
for I fhould be ina very great Dilemma. He 
made me no Anfwer (being the Lady was within 
hearing) but return’d into the Houfe. 

Affoon as the Coaft was clear, I accofted her 
with a great deal of Timerity: Madam, faid I, 
the happy Time is come, that I may tell you, 
without Fear or Danger, how much you may 
command me. Sir, (return’d fhe) I am con- 
vinc’d of your fincere Defire to ferve me; and 


as | have wrote to you, in one of my Notes, if

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| Heaven profpers our Wifhes, and we arrive fafe- 
ly. in. England, TL hope it. will:be in. my Power to 
reward you. » Madam, (faid:I) the Succefs will 
amply reward, me for all my Trouble; ‘and as 
one Climate gave us Birth, it is my Duty to do 
-all-I can. to ferve you, if I had no other Mo- 
tive. But if you pleafe, let us confult, now we 
have Time by the Forelock, how we fhall-order 
our Affairs. Sir, reply’d» the Lady, [ am \con- 


- vine’d. your Underftanding wants not to be in- | 


 ftructed; and if you pleafe, Pll be rull’d by you 
in every thing. ,, Madam, (faid 1) have you any 
Objection to be difguis’d in the Habit of a Man? 
for (added I) we may fo accomplith our Liberty 
with more eafe. I have no Objection to it, an- 
fwer'd the Lady; but how will you procure it? 
Pleafe to leave that to me (I return’d) and in 
lefs than ten Days I hope we {hall be out of 
Danger. I then inform’d her of the Scheme I 
had laid, which fhe mightily approv’d; ‘and told 
me fhe thought my Underftanding outwent ‘my 
Years. I told her fome Accidents in Life new 
edg’d our Thoughts, and if we fucceeded, the 
Infpiration came trom her. J obferv’d fhe blufh’d 
at my Difcourfe, yet did not look as if the took 
ill what I had faid.. Bat I was much concern’d 
to fee her change the Difcourfe. I did not think 
it proper to) declare my felf any further, hoping 
when I had affeéted her Liberty, Gratitude would 
befriend me in her Heart. I obferv’d, by her Con- 
yverfation, the had a large fhare of Underftan- 
ding, and a:happy turn of Wir. Infhort, this 


Interview had fix’d my Heart intirely hers. I had- 


feveral times thought of inquiring into her Por- 
tune, and how fhe was brought into her unhap- 
py Slavery, but -defifted, ull we had more Let- 
furé...She told me, fhe fear’d we fhould make 
our Converfation too long; not faid fhe (with a 
Look 
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Look that thot through my Heart) as I am op- 
prefs’d with your Company, but for fear we may 
be obferv’d. I told her, I believ’d we fhould not 
have many more Opportunities; therefore J 
begg’d her to be ready in a few Days, to leave 
this hateful Place. ‘She anfwered me, that the 
would wait with fome Impatience my Com- 
mands, anid any Hour fhould find her in Readi- 
nefs. She farther added, that fhe wifh’d the 
might be as ready, and as willing, at her laft 
Call. I bege’d her to caft off al] melancholy 
Thoughts, and truft to Providence, Upon which 
we parted; with this her Anfwer, that fhe was 
ever refign’d to the Will of Heaven; and what- 
ever fhould happen, fhe would do her Endeavour 
to make her felf eafy, even if it was the Mif- 
carriage of our Defign. 

When fhe was gone, I foon found the Sight 
of her encreas’d my Paffion (if ic was poffible 
for Love like mine to fuffer Augmentation.) But 
it was Love alone that work’d Miracles of old; 
it was Love that rous’d me from fupine Slavery 3 
for I muft own once more, if it had not been 
for this fated Paffion, I fhould never have at- 
tempted any thing to regain my Liberty. But 
even my Love flumber’d now and then, that in- 
duftrious Diligence might wake, and I was re- 
folv’d to put the Defign in Execution with all 
the Expedition imaginable, for fear of Ac- 
cidents. I went on amufing the Houfe, with 
Variety of Works for my Preparation; and 
I was continually ordering the Slaves to Town, 
for one thing or other, to ftrengthen their Opi- 
nion. 

Mirza came to me foon after. At his Approach, 
I did my endeavour to put on a Countenance 
with little fatisfaction of Mind, but. I am apt to 
believe I didit but aukwardly. Forasthe Faceis the 
Index 
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Index of the Mind, I am of Opinion, a Perfon 
of nice Judgment and Obfervation may difco- 
ver a falfe Paflion, with as much eafe, asa Jew- 
eller would diftinguith the different Species of 
Stones (if we may call them fo.) Well, faid Mfr- 
za, your fiery Tryal is over; but I perceive by 
your Countenance, your Chagrine would wil- 
lingly wear off, if you’d but fuffer it. Why 
truly, faid I, I have two different Paflions ftrug- 
ling in my Mind, that is, Joy and Grief. I am 
pleas’d to think I fhall fucceed in the Affair I 
have undertaken; and yet griev’d that I muft 
be compell’d to fuffer the Torment I endure to 
help the Operation, Confider the Reward (re- 
ply’d Mirza) that is to follow. I chang’d the 
Difcourfe, that I might not be put to the Trou- 
ble to fpeak againft my Confcience any longer. 
I told him I fhould be obliged to go to Town 
for Salt-water out of the Sea, and: other Necef- 
faries, that I fhould ftay for. Why, reply’d 
Mirza, you. may fend for Salt-water, without 
being at the Trouble of going your felf. I told 
him I was obliged togo in Perfor, becaufe I was 
to take it out of the Sea, when the Sun was 
ina particular Altitude, Nay, return’d Mirza, lam 
only concern’d upon my own Account, for I have 
engag’d Achmat to dine. with you to-day, with 
a preat deal of Trouble. Well, return’d J, I 
will not difappoint you. Pll ftay one Day longer 
to oblige you.. He returnd me many Thanks 
for my Condefcenfion, and went into the Houfe 
to prepare Things accordingly. 

All the while he was abfent, I was contriving 
my Scheme. When Dinner was ready, Mirza 
brought it in, accompany’d with Achmat. He 
had taken Care at feveral Times to bring Wine, 
and had plac’d it in a Vault in the Green-houte. 
Achmat made his Moorifh Honours, and we rs 
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fat down. . Mirza bee’d F would’ ¢all the Wine 
a Cordial, that the Captain‘had’ given me. But 
¥ might have call’d it what’ Name I would, for 
Achmat did not underftand més for Mirza was 
my Interpreter,° and with much’ Perfuafion we 
prevail’d upon him ‘to tafte it. “But when he had 
drankvone Glafs, ‘he?’ feem’d to like ic mightily, 
and«foon ask’d for another; and in fhort, ply’d 
his Hand to his Head fo often, that he was ob- 
lig’d to get ups and play’d fuch Pranks, 
dane’d and f{ungy'and'roll’d about, that it put us 
in a Fright, for fear fome one fhould hear the 
Noife he madei»'Which to. remedy, I made 
himedrink more, till at laft he dropt down, and 
fell afleep: We laid him upon my Bed, and did 
nov imtend to difturb him. 

I told Mirza, now we had accomplifh’d this 
great Affair, I had a mind to go to Town even 
then, for:the Sun'fhone, and perhaps it might 
not the next Day, and I was willing to take 
the firft favourable’ Opportunity. He told me, 
what. I pleas’d now the Jobb was done. Accor- 
dingly Horfes and Slaves were provided me, and 
away L-went for Sallee. When I came to ‘Town 
{ found Muffapba at home, who’ congratulated 
me with the Favour I'had recetv’d from his Mafter, 
and: farther added, that he had given him full 
Charge to obey me in whatever f fhould com- 
mand. © I: told him’ ft fhould want his Affiftance 
immediately with a fmall Boat, only he and J, 
and I bego’d him to take his Quadrant with him, 
for°=I fhould want his’ Art a little. We took 
the Boat he had provided’ me, and row’d out 
of the Bay till we came to a {mall Promontory, 
where EF defir’d him to’take the Elevation of the 
Pole.» When he had fo' done, we lav’d Water 
into a Veflel we brought for that purpofe, and 
went home again.’° From thence I avent to the 

Jew’ss 
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Jew’s, and bege’d he would furnifth me with a 


Moorifh Habit for my prefent Wear; for the Peo- 


ple of the Country do fo ftare at me, faid f, 

being in a different Drefs from them, ‘that it 
-Maakes me.afham’d.. He, provided me with avery 
handfome one, which [had pack’d up. careful- 


ly, that.no one fhould,obferve what it was. I 
bought feveral Trifles of him, that I had no/oc- 
cafion for, and at feveral ‘Times other rich Ha- 
bits; but one thing particularly that I hop’d I 
fhould want, which was.a Pint of liquid Lau- 
danum. 

I went to Muflapha, and order’d my things to 
be got ready:,While that. was doing, I endea- 
vour’d to found. him to know whether: he had 
any Thoughts about his Liberty, for I remem- 
bred at our firft. Meeting he declar’d himfelf, as 
I thought, very frankly: But in all his Difcourfe 
now, I found/him of a wavering uncertain Tem- 
per, and therefore I thought it’ the wifeft way 
to keep my Defign to my felf, and go another 
way to work, 1 took my «leave of him, and 
went home,, I unloaded my Horfes, and took 
particular Care of my Bundle of Things. My 
Salt Water I put into fhallow Pans in the Sun, 
which in a Day’s time produc’d fmall Quanti- 
ties of Salt... I.did not want to try Experiments, 
yet I was pleas’d. to fee the Operations. 

I began to fet my Sti] on Work the next 
Day, but was {oon interrupted in my Progrefs 
by the hafty Arrival of A@irza.. Said he, we have 
brought a fine Houfe upon our Heads; yonder’s 
Achmat won't be contented without more of the 
Francks Cordial [the Moors call ail Europeans 
Francks.| 1 ask’d him how he order’d him when 
he wak’d, after I had left ’em; he told me, he 
was fo greedy after the precious Liquor, that he 
drain’d the empty Bottles; and he believ’d if 
Mahomet 
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Mahomet hivfelf had made him a Vifits and Ach> 
mat had got a Bottle to his Nofe, he would not 
have bid him welcome till he had feen the Bot- 
tom. Well, faid I, you know the Liquor is net 
mine, but I'll ftand by you in the Confumption 
of it. Well, if you pleafe then, faid Mirza, we'll 
trouble you with our Company to-night. Withall 
my Heart, faid I; fo we agreed to fup together. 
Mirza farther added, that the Ladies had a mind 
to fee my St#i/l at work. I told him they might 
do as they thought fit, but I would get out of 
the Way; and accordingly he went to. fetch 
them. ‘he Moorifo Women came down the 
Walk in a hafty manner to obferve it, but the 
Englifo Lady came alone as ufual. I had got 
on the other Side of the Lawrel Trees, and took 
Care to appear in her Sight. Affoon as fhe 
faw me, fhe cautioufly approach’d me, and told 
me foftly fhe wanted to havea little Talk with 
me. I anfwer’d her, we had an Opportunity ve- 
ry favourable; and then let her know how the 
other Women were employ’d, (befide we had the 
Lawrel Walk between us, and I was out of Sight 
from every Body elfe.) She told me fhe had 
fomething particular to mention to me; faid the, 
we fhall certainly want Money to accommodate 
us with many Neceflaries in our dangerous Voy- 
age. I told her what Money I had fav’d for 
our Defign, but that we fhould certainly have 
Occafion for more, if we were ablig’d to go for 
Spain. That was one of the Reafons, faid fhe; 
why I wanted to confer with you: It is in my 
Power to procure a confiderable Sum, and tho’ 
it is not fo much as I have loft by the Captain; 
yet | have even a Scruple to take clandettine- 
iy from him what I may fay is my own juftly. 
1 foon remov’d her Scruples, and then fhe far- 
ther told me, what was in her Power to take 
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was chiefly in Jewels, which would be better for 
Concealment and Carriage than Money. By this 
time fhe obfery’d the other Ladies coming towards 
her, which fhe inform’d me of 3 upon that I took 
my leave, and abfconded. When they were gone 
off the Walks, Mirza came to me to teleafe 
me, as he call’d it, and told me the Ladies were 
mighty well pleas’d with the View of my Work 
and Materials. JI told him, I hop’d they would 
not give me that Trouble often: He anfwer’d, 
he would take Care for the future. 
Now the Crifis of my Project was very near. 
T went to Town the next Day, and took Maz- 
fiapha for more Water ; and farther added, I 
fhould want him a Night or two hence to pro- 
cure Water by Moon-light. He wonder’d at 
my Proceeding, but his Mafter had told him 
that I was fomething very extraordinary, and {uf- 
pected me of Magick; but he alfo inform’d him 
that I was ufing my Art for his Benefit. I told 
him I had feveral Materials to wath in the Sea 
Water in the Full.of the Moon (which was at 
that time) and then I fhould.give him no farther 
Trouble. From thence I went to my Jew’s a- 
pain, and privately procur’d feveral forts of dry’d 
rovifions, as Neats Tongues, Biskets, dry’d Fith, 
Wine, anda fmall Puncheon of Water, and {e- 
veral other Necefflaries, all to be ready at a Mo- 
ment’s Warning. ) 
When I had_ provided every thing, I went 
home again, and got an Opportunity the fame 
Day .to {peak with my Mittrefs. I defir’d the 
would be ready about twelve a-clock at Night, 
with every thing fhe had a mind to take with 
her. She told me {he could.not tell how to e- 
{cape the Vigilance of the Eunuchs, for, faid 
fhe, they lock me up evefy Night when they 
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go to Beds nay, every Day, when they are not , 
with me. I defir’d her to leave that to me. I 
snvited Mirza and Achmat to fup with me that 
Night, for I told ‘cm I was oblig’d to fit up to 
watch my Work, being it was coming toa Head, 
andthat I was to goto Town before Day. They 
comply’d with my Requeft with a great deal of 
Joy; and the Hour drawing near, they lock’d | 
up the Doors of the Houfe, and came with a 
preat deal of Contentment in their Looks. We 
fat down, and I ply’d them with Wine till they 
thought they had enough. For the finifhing 
Stroke I defir’d ’em to drink one Cup of a Li- 
quor of my own diftilling, which they foon com- 
ply’'d with. 1 went and fetch’d a Bottle of Bran- 


“dy that I had procur’d on purpofe, in which 1 


had convey’d a large Quantity of Laudanum, to 
be ready for this Occafion. I gave ’em each a 
good large Cup, which they fwallow’d, but did 
not very well like the Tafte. I told them I had 
diftil’d’ that Liquor on purpofe to keep the 
Fumes of the Wine (or Cordial, as Achmat would 
have it) out of the Head. ‘They were very well 
pleas’d if it would have that Effeét, yet defir’d 
another Glafs of Wine to put the Tafte out of 
their Mouths, which I ‘comply’d with. The 
Liquor foon had its defir’d Effeét, and a profound 
Sleep lock’d up all their Senfes. 1 with fome 
Fear took the Keys out of Achmar’s Pocket, and 
went direétly to the Houfe, and at laft found 
the right Key that open’d the Place where my 
Trea{ure was repos’d. ‘Tho’ fhe found her felf 
at Liberty, yet the fhook with timerous Appre- 
henfions. I encourag’d her all I could, and 
brought her the Difguife which I had provided 
for her. While fhe was getting ready, I retir’d 
out of Decency, and got out my Hortles, and an 
Lalian Slave, whom I had two or three times 
taken 
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taken to Town with me: He underftood a lit- 
tle French, and I had obferv’d fomethitig in his 
Countenance that {poke him worthy of a bet- 
ter Fate. I had not once mention’d to him any 
thing of my Project, for fear of any Accident, 
but I had order’d him to be ready to go with 
me that Night. When I came back, I found 
my Miftrefs ready, and fomething impatient. I 
inform’d her fhe muft fubmit to another Difguife. 
She ask’d me what that was: I took out a Pa- 
per of Ombre, and told her fhe muft permit 
me to rub it over her Face and Hands; 
which I did: But the Pleafure of touching her 
Flefh in that gentle manner perfe@tly put me in 
an Ecftafy, which fhe obferv’d, for I could not 
help foftly fqueezing her Hand. She did not 
feem difpleas’d at my Tranfport, but yet I thought 
the Occafion fhe had to make Ufe of me made 
her bear with me. Affoon as we were ready 
We went out, but I firft lock’d the Doors and 
left ’em as I found ’em. My Mind was con- 
fus’d between Hope, Fear, Joy, and Terror, 
and I did not doubt but the Lady was in a 
worfe Condition; but all my Task was to com- 
fort her. When I had help’d her up on Horfe- 
back, I call’d for the /talian Slave, and we both 
mounted, for I would not let him walk on Foot 
as ufual, 

When we were got fafe from the Honufe, I 
began to ask the Jtalian Slave feveral Queftions, 
as where he was born, how long he had been 
a Slave, and fo forth. I found by his Anfwers 
_ that he had no Hopes of Liberty, for he had 
fent feveral Letters to his Friends in /taly, and 
never could receive any Anfwer. Then I began 
to come nearer the matter, and gave him fome 
Hint of our Defign, but with this Addition, e- 
yen Death fhould not deter me from the Execution. 
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He had hardly Patience to hear me out, but 
bege’d he might fhare the fame Fate with me, 
andif he got his Liberty through my. Means, 
he fhould never forget the Obligation, but 1 
might be Mafter of that Life I fhould be the 
Means of faving; for, added he, to live in Sla- 
very. is but to be always dying the worft of Deaths. 
I foon found by his manner of exprefling him- 
felf that he was fincere in what he faid. At 
laft I told him all my Defign; which he mighti- 
ly approv’d of, and faid every thing was fo well 
concerted, that with the Blefling of God it could 
10t mifcarry. 

When wearriv’d at the Captain’s Town Houfe, 
we found Muftapha waiting for me. I had con- 
Gder’d we could not do without him, yet 4 
would not venture to mention our Efcape, tll 
we had him fafe upon the Sea. I order’d eve- 
ry thing into the Boat, and to hide my difguis’d 
Lady, I told Mu/lapha that it was a young Gen- 
tleman that had been bit by a mad Dog, and f 
had brought him to dip him in the Sea, by the 
Defire of his Friends that liv’d in the Neigh- 
bourhood in the Country, which was allow’d to 
be the only Cure. 

When we had gain’d the main Sea, I began 
to open my Defign to Muflapha, but was fome- 
thing furpriz’d to hear him call out for Help. 
I immediately drew a Piftol out of my Pocket 
(for I had procur’d feveral Pair) held at to 
his Breaft, and threaten’d him with Death that 
Moment, if he offer’d to open his Mouth: I ad- 
ded, that we had gone too far to {top now 
and I believe, if he had made any Refiftance, I 
fhould certainly have difpatch’d him. When he 
found Refiftance would fignify nothing, he fat 
him down and wept bitterly. I was really for- 
ry to fee him fo much afflicted, and contin 
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him all I could; and, to encourage him, I told 
him, affoon as we arriv’d at Mazazam, (a {trong 
Port belonging to the*Portugue/e upon the Afric 
Coaft) where I had defign’d to fteer our Courfe, 
he fhould not only haye his Liberty, but I would 
reward him with fifty Piftoles for the Pains he 
fhould be at. I further added, I would not have 
given him this Trouble, if I could have found a 
poflibility of doing without him. He feem’d to 
be fatisfied, and promis’d us all the Help he 
could. I told:-him we would makethe beft of our 
way to Magazan, not being above twenty Leagues 
South of Salle: He feem’d very much pleas’d 
eur Voyage was to be fo fhort, for the Wind 
was fair, and we hop’d to artive as Magazan in 
two Days at the fartheft. I had provided eve- 
ry thing that was neceflary for a much longer 
Voyage, and when we had direéted our Courfe, 
and were fettled in our Way, I defir'd the La- 
dy to take fome Refrefhment, and compofe her 
unfettled Thoughts, for we were now ott of al! 
manner of Danger. fF faid this only to comfort 
her, for F was even in fear of the Captain’s Ship, 
or fome other Aoorify Vetlel, meeting us by 
Chance 5 and the Jtalian put into my Head ano- 
ther Fear, that as [had declar’d I wasnever at ae 
gazan, nor did not know where it was fituated, he 
was notaffur’d but Mduflapha might feer his Courfe 
to fome Place that was poffels’d by the AZoors. 
I gave Muftapha a Hint of it, with a Promife 
of a quick Difpatch if he betray’d us: But he 
afiur’d me there wasjnever another Port between 
that and Magazav. After we had refreth’d our 
felyes, I intreated the Lady to acquaint us hove 
the came into the Power of the Captain. Now 
we are fomething at Eafe, faid fhe obligingly, 
i fhall inform you with Pleafure, 
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my Father atton’d for the Want of my Mother: 
He gave me all the Education that was proper 
to our Sex; but before I was Sixteen my Father 
dy’d. The Grief and Sorrow I felt for his Death, 
was not recompens’d by an Eftate of two thou- 
{and Pounds a Year, which he leftintirely at: my 
own Difpofal 5 befides feveral valuable Jewels of 
my Mother’s. My Fortune, I fuppofe, brought 
me many Admirers; but,as I was a Stranger to 
Love, I had no Inclination to matry: Yet be- 
ing pefter'd fo much with their Company and 
Courtthip, I retir’d to a Country Houfe near the 
Sea Side; and as I did not care to fee any of my 
Suitors, fo whenever they came | always left 
Word I was gone abroad, or out of Order; and 
in a little time I got clear of their Imperti- 
nence. | 

~ [had the Misfortune to be a Woman of Bu- 
finefs, tho” young; for my Father had feveral 
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Veffels at Sea. The Captain of one of the Ships 
that traded to Zurky brought me a Bill of La- 
ding, and I happen’d to pleafe him, (tho’ more 
than I knew till afterwards.) In fhort, he fell 
defperately in Love with me, but hearing my 
Averfion to Matrimony, never declar’d his Paf- 
fion to me; yet by Bribes and Prefents gain’d 
over to his Intereft a Maid that liv’d with me, 
who for a hundred Pound had plac’d him in a 
Clofet inmy Bed-chamber.

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ther, I told em the Reafon of this Alarm. ‘They 
immediately arm’d themfelves, and ran up to my 
Chamber, but the Perfons were both gone. In 
{éarching the Room we found a Piece of a 
Mask on the Ground, and a Handkerchief mark’d 
L. K. with Stains of Blood in feveral Parts of 
the Room. We could not imagine who they 
were ; and I was fo very much confus’d and 
frighten’d, that I did not examine the Bottom 
of it that Night, but went to Bed in another 
Room very ill with the Fright; though not 
before I had given Order to two of my Men

P.S. J beg you to keep it Private, and to amufe your 
Servants that you bring with you, you may tell 
"Citt, you are going on Board the Turky Ship, 
to fee the Prefent the Turky Merchants are 
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fending to the Emperor of Conftantinople. The 
Bearer will condak you. 


Now I had heardof one of the Turky Fleet, 
that was obliged to put into the Road by a 
violent Storm: And that it had a Sedan, made 
with Looking-glafs, of a very curious Work- 
manfhip, defign’d for a Prefent to the Turki 
Emperor. I ask’d the Sailor feveral Queftions 
concerning the Letter, and he anfwer’d me 
bluntly, he could not tell any thing about it; 
but that there was a young Woman, who 
had fell down their Hold, and had almoft kill’d.

I. waited with fome Impatience, but fhe re- 
main’d fo long filent, that I really thought the 
was expir’d. Upon that Suppofition, I call’d to 
her, and fhe anfwer’'d me but faintly. Well, 
Madam faid fhe, as I find you impatient to 
know what I have promis'd you, I will tell you, 
as well as [ am able. 

Captain Bourn had for many Months a great 
Paffion for you, but finding you averfe to Matri- 
mony, he tamper’d with me, and offer’d 
me fuch large Sums of Money, that beat down 
all my guard of Honefty, and overcame it quite.

Madam (purfu’d fhe) when you got out of 
the Door, Mr. Kendrick {eiz’d upon Mr. Bourn, and 
they ftruggled together fome time; but Mr. Kend- 
rik’s Mask falling off, Captain Bourn knowing bim, 
cry’d, Isit-you! In fhort, they foon came to an 
Eeclaircifement, and went down Stairs : lea 
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by any of us. in the Hurry.” Where he declar’d 
to. the Captain, that be had prevail’d upon Mrs. 
Ellis (your Woman): for a good Sum of Mone 
to convey him into the Clofet, which the did 
unperceiv’d of any. Thus, (faid: I) may ill In- 
tentions. be ever fruftrated. 
When fhe had finith’d; the bege’d me to have 
a little more Patience, while fhe got a little more’ 
Strength, and fhe would reftore me my Money 
and Jewels. I was unwilling to wait long, yet 
thought fifteen hundred Pounds too much to 
lofe; for my Necklace, Ring, and Watch, were 
valued by my Father at a thoufand Pounds. I 
believe I had been full three Hours on Board, 
and wanted to be at Home again; and after fhe 
had kept filent fome time, I made bold to di- 
iturb her once more. FE call’d to her, and told 
her, I had a great Way to go, and I was a- 
fraid of catching cold. She bege’d I would 
ring a Bell that hung by my Hand, which I 
did, and the Sailor came in that brought me 
the Letter. Pray, faid the Maid, is my Brother 
ready to come in? Yes, anfwer'd he, and: has 
been on Board this half Hour. It’s very well, 
faid fhe. Upon that fhe rais’d her Hand, and 
unpinn’d a Shutter, that fell down, and let 
Light enough into the Cabin, which was dark 
betore; but f thought her Hinefs was the Reafon 
of that. But to my eternal Amazement I faw. her 
rife from the Pallate, as well as ever I faw her in 
my Life, Before b had Power to {peak, Cap- 
tain Bourg enter'd. IT could not prefently dive in- 
to this Myftery. I hope Captain (faid I,’ at laft) 
that you repent of your rath and bold Attempt. 
Yes Madam, (anfwer’d he) that I did not fuc- 
ceed in’t, but I hope I have it now in my Pow- 
er to finith my Defign. I askt him what he 
meant. He told me I fhould foon be inform’d, 
and

and if I would not confent to his Embraces, he 
would certainly ravifh me that very Night. Up- 
on this ‘Treatment, I began to call for my Ser- 
vants; but the faithlefs Sz/az, told me they were 
taken care. of, and fafe a-fhore. . Yes Madam, 
return’d the Captain, they are twelve Miles be- 
hind us by. this Times and defir’d I would look 
out of the Cabin Window, which they had jut 
before open’d. I caftmy Eyes ‘behind me; and 
too foon perceiv’d that we were. a confiderable 
Diftance from the Land. I did not look long, 
for the Sight took away my Senfes, and I fell 
down ina Swoon, and. when I came to my felf 
it was far in Night; but I was fo faint and ull, 
that my feeble Limbs would not fupport my 
Body. Grief attack’d me fo violently, that it 
was thought by every body it would foon over- 
come me. By next Morning a ftrong Feaver 
feiz’d me, andall that Iremember’d for fix Weeks 
was, that I was put to Bed, with the Wretch 
that betray’d me to attend:‘me. But the Condi- 
tion I was in really wrought upon her, and 
produc’d a true Converfion. She lamented more 
than I; and curs’d her felf a-thoufand times. 

When I had recover’d my Senfes, I was wore 
away toa Skeleton. And fure never any one in 
my Condition found any Relief but Death. But 
it pleas’d the Divine Being to work another Mi- 
yacle, and infenfibly reftore me to my former 
health of Body, but a Mind involvy’d in the mow 
cruel Torture paft Imagination. 

When I.found the Maid’s Repentance real, I 
freely forgave her. The Captain in all this 
Time had never come near me, but only to ‘en- 
quire after my Health, as Su/an inform’d me. 
But when he perceiv’d I had regain’d my former 
Health and:Beauty, (as he call’d it) I was tor- 
mented with his beaftly Addrefles. He told ape 
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if I would confent to marry him, and fors — 
give the Crime he was guilty of; he would im- 
mediately fteer for Exgland, which he could 
reach in a few Days. I confider’d FE was in a

I had defir’d 
Sufan to conceal our Reconcilement from the 
Captain, which fhe artfully had done; and in his 
Difcourfe, would often throw ina Word or two 

in his behalf. 
When we were alone, I gave my felf over to 
my Sorrows, and thought of nothing for feve- 
ral Hours but my unhappy Circumftances. We 
both continu’d filent, a confiderable time. Nor 
indeed had I Power to fpeak, tho’ Heav’n 
had indu’d me with that Fortitude, that I had 
refolv’d fooner to die, than to fubmit to his” 
curs’d Propofals.

I muft confefs, this Propofal gave me a dawn 
of Hope; and if we could but fucceed in’t, 
fhould not fear his farther Paflion, when we 
were landed. For I knew it was eafy to find 
Protection, when once on Shore in England, 
and I thought the Contrivance feazible enough; 


for we were much of the fame Age, and no per- 


ceiv'd Difference in our Make, at leaft in the 
Dark. 

She left it to me to manage: And I refolv’d 
to put on a more compos’d Countenance at the 
Captain’s next Vifit, which was foon after, tho’ 
he had given me longer Time to confider. 
When he came in, he begg’d my Pardon fox in-

He faid a great deal more fulfome Stuff, that was 
as naufeous to my Ears as a Plague-fore to the 
Sight. Heleft us, with a Hope I would not long 
defer his Happinefs. It was well I was in a dark 
Corner of the Cabin; for had I been in the 
Light, he would have perceiv’d the Confufion in 
my Countenance. 

The hated Hour drew near, and Suan with a 
fincere Grief, and Tears running down her Cheeks, 
laid her felf in the Captain’s loathed Bed. I was 
really griev’d at the Sacrifice the was going to 
make me, for I was convine’d fhe had no loofe 
Defires about her. The Captain enter’d in the 
Dark, and was as happy as a falfe Imagination 
could make him. I muft confefs, I was in a 
thoufand Frights. and Feats left the Girl fthould 
have been difcovered; bue every thing fucceeded 
too well, and the Captain rofe within his limi- 
ted time, and went out. 

Affoon as he was gone, the poor Creature got 
up from her guilty Scene. Well, Madam, ({faid 
fhe, all drown’d in Tears,) I hope I have con- 
vinc'd you (tho’ to my eternal Coft) of my Re- 
pentance and Sincerity ; but I hope Heaven will 
pardon me,.and not lay the Crime to me or you, 
when fatal Neceffity was the only Caufe._ I gave 
her all che Comfort I was capable of, and told 
her I did not think it impoffible to oblige him 
to marry her, when we had him in our Power 
on Shore, and that Formality would obliterate 
all melancholy Thoughts. How! (reply’d Sa/an) 
No Madam! tho’ I have done all this, yer it 
was only to ferve you; and before 1 would be 
his Wife, (or iadeed any Man’s Wife) I would 
fubmit to the moft fervile Offices of Life to 
{upport itr: And if the Captain knew how we 
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had deceiv’d him, and would offer to marry me 
to attone for his Fault, I could not confent, for 
I loath the very Thoughts of him. Well then, 
Sufan, faid I, when we have overcome all Dif- 
ficulties, and worn off the Remembrance of our 
Sufferings, I will fettle a Competency for Life, 
that fhall put thee above all Fear of Want. 
Madam, reply’d Su/fav, that’s all I fhall defire ; 
and then I’ll go to fome Corner of the World, 
live retir’d, and repent of all my paft Crimes 
and Follies. I told her fhe needed not do that, 
fhe might, notwithftanding what was paft, live 
with me. No, Madam, that can never be, re- 
turn’d Su/an; for you muft of neceffity, to clear 
your own Reputation, divulge the Secret, and 
then with what Confidence fhall I be able to 
look upon any one? I told her, it would be 
efteem’d as an Aion wholly virtuous, without 
one Spot or Blemifh., All I was capable of fay- 
ing could not alter her Refolution; but fhe per- 
fifted in retiring from the World, and living re- 
clufe, and I defifted from {peaking any more up- 
on the Subject. 

It had been much happier for us both, if we 
had never enter’d upon the Argument 3 for we 
had not remain’d filent a Moment, before the Cap- 
tain enter’d, with a Light in his Hand, and the 
utmoft Fury in his Countenance. Thou Devil! 
faid he to Su/fan, and haft thou betray’d me, 
Wretch! after what I have done for thee? but 
I fhall ftudy fome way to have ample Vengeance 
on thee: And for you, Madam, I fhall give you 
ftill the fame Terms and Time I firft propos’ds 
but that paft, expeét not the leaft. Hope, for I 
will enjoy you, tho’ the Moment after Death 
fhould feize me. When he had done fpeaking, 
he went out: But ic was a confiderable time 
ere we came out of our Surprize. 


We 
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We wete convine’d that he had liften’d and 
overheard all our Difcourfe, though we {poke 
but foftly ; and we fear’d to utter our Thoughts 
to one another, as imagining he would overhear 
us fill. But Sufa at laft broke out in thefe 
Words; Good Heav’n! I hope the Punifhments 
I am bound to fuffer will atone for all my Of- 
fences! If it will make my Peace with Trees 
Pil undergo all the Torments in the World in 
that bleft Hope!. I had not Words to comfort 
her, for the thoughts of my own Condition 
ty’d up my Tongue; but the Pain of Thinking, 
nothing could exceed. I pray’d to God to bring 
me out of this Misfortune, or give me Force 
of Reafon to fuffer with Patience a Diffolution 
from this World. When Su/an heard me, the 
told me, fhe could fee no Path to lead us thro? 
this Labyrinth of Misfortunes, but through the 
Gate of Death; and, added fhe, fince we mutt 
die once, the fooner we leave this troublefome 
World, the fooner we fhall find Ref. 

Death ftill bore to me a frofty Sound, 
however I foon refolv’d upon’t ; but the man- 
ner of it was what moft confounded me: At 
laft we both thought of Drowning, and had re- 
folv’d, whenever the Captain came to accomplifh 
his wicked Intent, to throw our felves out of 
the Cabin Window.

Nay, deceiving Hope was ready to enter our 
Thoughts, that we might be caft away upon 
fome Shore, and receive Affiftance when we leaft 
expected it. ‘The Storm lafted the whole Day 
and part of the next Night ; but as it fenfibly 
abated, fo our Fears increas’d. The Captain gave 
us another Vifit: Well, faid he, Madam, I hope 
you have had fufficient time to confider of my 
Propofals, and I am now come for my final 
Anfwer. Said I, Heav’n has given you an An- 
fwer by raifing the Storm; and if you have the 
leaft Notion of a Divinity, you’ll find ’twas his 
Voice that fpok to you in that Tempeft, to de~ 
Git from fuch a bafe Attempt. Nay, Madam, 
if you imagine you can preach me from my De- 
fign, preach on a God’s Name. Wretch that 
thou art! faid I, how canft thou mention that {a- 
cred Name, and yet have fuch Thoughts as 
He abhors? I fancy, Madam, return’d the Brute, 
your Ladyfhip feels the Influence of the Moon, 
and for fear I fhould catch the Infeétion, Vil 
leave you for a while; but with a Word by the by, 
If you don’t confent the next time I come, by 
Hell! (fince you will not let me mention Hea- 
ven) I'll not only ravifh you, but every Sailor 
in the Ship fhall do fo too, if they think fits 
and I believe they are fharp enough fett to fall 
too upon worfe Food than I fhall fet before 
them, 

He faid a great many more grofs things, that 
would only become his Mouth to utter: And 
to convince you, Madam, that I will do what 
I fay, faid he, I fhall begin with Mrs. Sufan : 
Come Mittrefs, faid he to her, now I have had 
the firft Cut of you, I'll let my Sailors go. to 

Dinner. 
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Dinner. With this he forc’d us both on the 
Quarter Deck, and call’d all the Seamen about 
him: Here my Lads, faid he, I have but two 
dainty Bits, and [ll give you one among you, 
that you mayn’c think I am over greedy. The 
Sailors ftar’d upon one another, and did not 
well know what he meant, till he told them 
in Terms plain enough, with Promifes of Re- 
ward to him that would prove the greateft 
Rogue. Sw/an fell upon her Knees, and intreated 
them not to take Pattern from their barbarous 
Captain, but to pity a poor unfortunate Woman, 
reduc’d to the fatal Neceffity of living no lon- 
ger. Some of the Sailors made Sport with her 
Mifery, while others began to pity her. One 
blunt Fellow cry’d, Damn it! I love a Woman 
well enough, bur don’t care to have her fore’d 
upon me: It’s like eating againft one’s Stomach. 
Befide, {aid another, I fuppofe there’s fome Rea- 
fon of the Captain’s Liberality, or he would not 
part with her. [ obferv’d one of them that 
ftood at fome Diftance, taking Notice of what 
was done, without feeming pleas’d. I thought 
I knew his Face too, and he appear’d above a 
common Sailor by his Looks and Cleanlinefs. 
1 had not ull now appear’d publickly. I was 
determin’d to {peak to him, and to crave his 
Affiftance. Affoon as he faw me, he feem’d a- 
maz’d, and cry’d, Blefs me, Madam! how came 
you here? I told him I was betray’d by the. 
Captain. {I was inform’d, faid he, that he had 
two Ladies, Paffengers for Zant, but I little 
thought you were one of them, for I was nor 
on Board till an Hour after you arriv’d. I bege’d 
he would take me under his Proteétion ; which 
he {wore with a great Oath he would, or the 
Captain fhould cut his Throat. Madam, added 
he, | am Mate of this Veffel, put mn by your 
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honourable Father; and had beem Captain, if it 
had not been for the Tricks of that Rafcal; 
(pointing to the’ Captain.) | 

The Sailors were fo divided between them- 
felves, that they had not proceeded to any Vi- 
olence with Su/am3 and fhe remain’d leaning 
upon the Side of the Ship, all drown’d in Tears. 
The Captain had all this time been laughing 
at the Difputes of the Sailors; but perceiving 
the Mate in Conference with me, came.up to 
him, and with a faucy Tone, ask’d him what 
Bufinefs he had with me. I have no other 
BufGinefs, anfwer’d the Mate, but to protect her 
from your ill Ufage. You impertinent Cox- 
comb, cry’d the Captain, Vl teach you to in- 
termeddle with my Affairs; and upon faying 
this, he lifted up, his Hand and ftruck him: But 
the Mate foon return’d his Blow with Iatereft, 
and knock’d him down upon the Deck. The 
Sailors came and parted ’em; but the Captain 
{wore that Blow fhould coft him his Life. He 
upon the Inftant ran into the Cabin for fome 
Inftrument to difpatch him, as was fuppos’ds 
but the Mate follow’d him clofe, and, knowing 
his violent Temper, barr’d the Door of the Ca- 
bin, fo that the Captain remain’d a Prifoner. 

The Mate took from his own Cabin, which 
was near the Captain’s, a Cutlafs, and put him- 
felf againft the Door, and fwore he would be 
the Death of him that firft attempted. to, re- 
leafe him; and bad none of them offer to ftir, 
till they had heard what he had to fay, 

The Sailors had caft off all Thoughts. from 
Sufan, to hear what the Mate could fay; who 
declar’'d who I was, and by what Means I was 
betray’d on, Board. When the Sailors found I 
was their Mittrefs, and Owner of the Ship, 
they foon began to repent of what they were 
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going about, and declar’d they would ferve me 
with their Lives. When I found I had gain’d 
moft of ’em on my Side, I told ’em my Sto- 
ry at length, only concealing Su/av’s Affair with 
the Captain; and they feem’d all prodigioufly 
amaz’d, and ftood gaping upon me like fo ma- 
ny Statues. 

The Captain in the Cabin was all this time 
fwearing, curfing, and making a Noile at his 
Reftraint. I told the Mate, if he thought fir, 
we would releafe him. Yes Madam, if you 
pleafe, faid he, out of the Great Cabin, but we 
muit confine him fomewhere elfe; well know- 
ing his turbulent Spirit would never be eafy. 
I told him I would be guided by him, and if 
he pleafed to accept of the Command of the 
Veffel (if it was in my Power to give it him) 
it was at his Service. He return’d me a great 
many Thanks, and told me he would be very 
faithful in his Commiffion. We releas’d the 
Captain out of the Cabin, but as foon as he 
came upon the Deck, he was feiz’d, with a 
great deal of Difficulty, Iron’d, and confin’d to 
another Cabin. He rag’d like a Madman at 
this Treatment, but all to no Purpofe. I told 
him he fhould want nothing but his Liberty, 
neither would I profecute him, as his Crimes 
deferv’d, when we arriv’d in England. 

I defir’d the Mate to make for Briffol with 
all the Expedition imaginable; with a Promife 
that I would recompenfe every common Sailor 
with double the Wages they expected for their 
Voyage. They all huzza’d at the News, and 
one and all promis’d to ferve me with their 
Lives. ‘The Mate told me the Wind was againft 
us in our Courfe, but that he would ply it to 
Windward (as they call it) in Expectation of its 
Changing. I ask’d him whereabouts we were, 
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and he told me, very near the Streights of Gi- 
braltar, and fhould have been at Zant by that 
time, but that they were hindred by contrary 
Winds, and drove back by the late Storm. f 
told him how the Captain had deceiv’d me, in 
telling me we were not fix Days from the Exg- 
lifo Coat. 

Sufan’s Joy cannot be exprefs’d at our happy 
Deliverance ; and you may he affur’d I was as 
well pleas'd as fhe was, though it did not ap- 
pear outwardly fo much: Befides I confidered 
the Mutabilty of the things of this World; and 
we were foon taught, by Experience, the Un- 
certainty of humane Affairs ; for before the E- 
vening we were chac’d by a Rover, who foon 
came up with us, and took us after an obfti- 
nate Refiftance; tho’ we did not lofe one Man, 
but the barbarous Captain, who was kill’d in 
the Place of his Confinement, without being 
in the Action. 

The Captain of the Rover was the fame we 
have now made our Efcape from. He never 
would tell me what became of Sufan and the 
Crew. Madam, faid Mufapha, I can inform 
you: They and all the Crew were ranfom’d for 
a thoufand Pound, and their Ship given them 
again. ‘They. did their Endeavour to ranfom 
you, but to no Purpofe, for they could never 
learn what was become of you. 

Mrs. Villars thus ended her Relation; only added, 
that the Captain fell defperately in Love with 
her, and would never hear of her Ranfom; tho’ 
he treated her with Decency, allowing her every 
thing but Liberty; with the conveniency of a 
Study of Books, which the Captain had procur’d by 
his Piracy ; and ever left in her Clofet, her Jewels, 
and other things of Value, that he had taken 
out of the Ship. 


WHEN 
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WHEN Mrs. Villars had finifh’d her Story, I 


~ return’d her Thanks for the Trouble I had given 


her. Sir, return’d fhe, Thanks will not recom- 


‘penfe me for the Pains I have taken. J fhall 
' demand the fame Satisfaction from you. I told 
| her I fhould readily obey her Commands; but I 
| bege’d leave to give her the Relation in French, 


that our /talian might partake; for I defign, with 
your leave, to infift of the fame from him. Sir, 
reply’d the Lady, I would have related my un- 
happy Story in that Language, if you had given 
me the leaft Hint. But however, I'll go once 
more over again, if you pleafe, in French; at 
leaft the chief Circumitances, that we may more 
ingage the Perfon to declare, how he has fhar’d 
the fame Fate with us. I bege’d fhe wou'd give 
me leave to take that Trouble, if it were only 
to let her fee, I had imprinted in my Memory 
what concern’d her fo ftrongly, that I could re- 
peat every Circumftance. She gave me leave to 
proceed, on which I told her Story over again 
in French, to the Stalian. When I had finifh’d, 
fhe gave me Thanks, for the Pains I had taken. 
Tho’ I had not been fo long in the Relation, 
yet I made up the Time in defcanting upon her 
Danger, and hard Fate. ‘That a Lady of her 
Birth, Beauty, and Eftate, fhould be fo far for- 
faken by Fortune, as to be reduc’d to wretched 
Slavery. 

I then began my own Story, from my Birth, 
to our prefent State. ‘Tho’ in what related to 
my Paffion for the Lady, I did nor direétly ex-

Love like Hope does oft deceive us) I thought 
my ob{cure Declaration did not difpleafe her.

,Was born at the City of Rome, -re- 
nown’d for its Grandeur and Anti- 
‘< ” AAS quity, and I may fay without boaft- 
Cr ing, of a noble Family 3 but had the 
SiSS29"4 Misfortune to come lat into the 
W orld, and the youngeft, of five Sons and two 
Daughters. My Father had a plentiful Fortune, 
but before his Death he had much weaken’d it, 
in giving Dowries to my two Sifters, who were 
both marry’d far above their Fortunes, tho’ not 
egualto their Birth. But Riches now baliance every 
Thing, and weigh down Birth and humble Vir- 
tue, and he that has moft Gold, is the greateft 
Man. 


We 
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We loft our Mother in our early Days; and 
my Father follow’d, before I was ten Years old, 
having fettled all his Eftate on his eldeft Son to 
keep up the Grandeur of the Name, and left 
three Brothers of us to depend on him: 

My Father in his Life-time gave. us an Edu- 

* cation fuitable to our Birth and Family; and my 
Brother, to give him his Due, compleated us. Two 
of my Brothers he procur’d Pofts in. the Army 
' for, who both loft their Lives in one. glorious 
Campaign. ‘The other dyed young. 
It was imagin’d by every body that had the 
Privilege to think for me, that their Deaths 
would be of no fmall Advantage to me; and it 
had for fome, Years the Appearance of it. My 
_ Brother had attain’d to..his thirtieth, Year, with- 
out once ever thinking of Marriage. Butan advan- 
tageous Match being propos’d, it was thought 
convenient for him to purfue it. The Lady 
that was defign’d for him he had never feen; 
but he was inform’d fhe was young, rich, and 
beautiful. He was brought to the Sight of her, 
and fell violently in Love with her at the firft Vifir, 
and his Paffion encreas’d every Moment. ‘The 
Day was fixt for their Nuptials by the Father 
of the Lady, which was to be the Ezfer tol- 
lowing. I had attain’d to my eighteenth Year, 
and no Provifion made for me; and it was 
thought that this Match would not bring me 
the leaft Advantage. : 

One Day my Brother told me, he had pro- 
cur’d me the Poft of Captain of the Pope’s 
Guards; and tho’ it was far beneath my Birth, 
yet I was pleas’d with it, that I. might have 
the Means to fubfift, without being fubje& to 
the Caprice of Fortune, and the Dependance 
of a Brother of an uncertain Temper.

J hall be for ever miferable. Her Grief touch’d 
_ me to the Heart, and fhe obferv’d the Sorrow in 
my Face.

in a Litter, to a Country Houfe of her Father’s, 
two Leagues from Rome upon the River Zyber, 
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When I came upon the skirt of a Wood, 
within halfa League of the Place where I was 
soing, I was furrounded by a dozen Men on 
Horfeback, who (notwithftanding the Refiftance 
I made) got me down, bound me, and carry’d 
me into the Wood.

Affoon as they had 
receiv’d. me, they weighed and fet Sail; and the 
Perfon that feem’d to have Command in the 
Boat, prov’d to be the Captain of the Veffel. 

They carry’d me bound into his Cabin. When 
we were alone, he gave me a Paper, which! foon 
knew to be my Brother’s Hand-writing; and in, 
it an open Letter, whofe Hand I could not tell 
by the Direétion. Upon this the /talian took 
’em both out of his Bofom. See, faid he, 
the fatal Scroll, which has robb’d me of all Joy 
in this Life, and which I have kept during my 
Captivity. 


The firft Letter he read was to this Effect. 


| Will not call. thee by the Name of Brother; That 
thou haft bafely forfeited. But know, the Hand, 

of Heav’n hangs over thee, to punifo thy, unfaithful 
dealing with. one, who thinks it the greateft Curfe 
on Earthy that our Parents foould be the fame. The 
enclos’d.

of ber that was commiffion’d to bring it to thee; 
who abborring thy guilty Commerce with ber un- 
grateful Miftre/s, has difcover’d thy Scene of Villa- 
ay.

An Hour’s Space is the 
Length of thy. Life, and I think Death too {mall a 
Revenge, for the Wrongs thou haf committed as 
gaint

y JFE of my Life! I have refolv’d to hazard é- 
very thing to let you know the State of my 
Body and Mind. Fhough Body, Life, and Heart 


are entirely thine, yet I fear Death will rob thee of - 


‘em. . My counterfeit Ilnefs, that Day you faw UW» 
(without having the Happine/s of {peaking to each o- 
ther) brought a real Diftemper upon me, and wmny 
Fever took away ‘my Underftanding. I hope I have 
not in my Ravings declar’d the Secret of my Soul. 
The Sight of your Brother retards my flealth, and the 
Hopes L have of my Recovery, is once more to [ee thee, 
thou Darling of my Fleart. I have prevail'd upon one 
of my Women, with Prefents and Promifes (whom I 
hope is honeft) to deliver this to thee. Our private 
Meetings, 1 fear, will prove fatal to mes; for I fd 
our Commerce, if L furvive, will make mea Mo- 
ther; but for fear it may touch me more in what 
thou art to fuffer, if known to be the Father, Death 
foall release thee from that Danger. 


Upon the reading of thefe two Letters, dif: 
ferent Paffions fwell’d in my Soul. My Heart 
Was torh with Agonies for her I low’d, and my 
Breaft was fir’d with Revenge againft my unna- 
tural Brother: For as he had fhook off all Bro- 
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therly Love, I thought it was but Juftice I 
fhould do fo too. 

I fat a confiderable time in the utmoft Agony, 
not for fear of Death 5} for I mutt confefs, I had not 
the leaft Thought about it. ‘The Captain of the 
Vettel feeing me in that Condition, {poke to me 
afcer this manner. Sir, tho’ Fam well paid by 
your Brother, to end your Life, yet I have fo 
much Compaffion for your Sufferings, (knowing 
your Crime to be only Love) to mitigate your 
Sentence, Ill put you into a Boat, with two 
Men to condué& you, and every thing that fhall 
be neceflary: Upon this Condition, that you will 
give me your Word and Honour, not to appear 
at Rome in forty Days. | 

I thank’d him for his Kindnefs, gave him 
my Word, and told him it was not in fear of 
Death, but only to difappoint my barbarous 
Brother. Immediately a Boat was hoifted out, 
and every thing that was needful for a Month’s 
Voyage. My two Men were paid for the 
Voyage before-hand, and we left the Ship. I 
I order’d ’em to fteer for Leghorn, becaufe there 
I could be furnifh’d with every thing that I 
wanted, from my Sifter, who had refided. there 
two Years with her Husband, a Nobleman of 
Florence. But the Wind not proving favourable, 
we were drove out of our intended Courfe, and 
had it not been for a French Veffel, bound for 
Malta, who took us Up, we had certainly. pe- 
rifh’d. And happy for me, had it been my Fate 
to have had a Wave for my Winding-fheet 5 for 
two Days after we were received on Board, a 
Corfair of Barbary met with us, and took us.all 
Prifoners. 

I made no extraordinary Appearance, being I 
was always difguiscd when I went to the 
Houle where my Miftrefs lay indifpos’d. Hamet 

(the 
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| (the Name of our J/vify Renagado) valu’d my 
) Ranfom but at two hundred Pounds. I wrote 
) toboth my Sifters feveral times, and laid before ’em 
| my unhappy Condition, but never could hear 
) from ’em. So thar I either fear’d my Letters had 
' mifcarry’d, or they were willing to forget an 
) unhappy Wretch like my Self. Tho’, to fay 
Truth, I never receiv’d any hard Ufage from 
Hamet; therefore if the Divine Being will favour 
us in our Efcape, Vl faithfally fend him my Ranfom, 


WueEn he had ended his Story, we condol’d 
with one another, for our Misfortues had a Re- 
) femblance. By this time the Day began to 
| dawn, and Muflapha told us we fhould reach 
Magazan before Night. We were all mightily 
overjoy’d, becaufe we expected to bea Day longer 
in our Voyage. I begg’d the Favour of Mirs. 
Villars, to let me cleanfe her Face from the Om- 
bre; which fhe confented to. I was fill’d with 
Contemplation of her Beauty, but was rous’d 
from thofe pleafing Thoughts, by the Appear- 
ance of feveral lowring Clouds that feem’d to 
threaten us with a Hurrican, frequent in thofe 
Parts ; and tho’ they feldom laft long, yet they 
might prove dangerous to our {mall Veffel. 

Muftapha advis’d to make to Shore, but I could 
by no Perfuafion agree to that, but ordered him 
to hold on his Courfe for Magazan. But the 
Tempeft rofe fo fuddenly, and fo violent, , that 
we were oblig’d to leave our felves to the Mer- 
cy of the Waves; and we did not know which 
way we drove, for the dark Clouds had almoit 
form’d another Night. 

Our Boat was a new ftout Boat, and bore the 
Weather very well, but it frighten’d Mrs. Vil» 
Jays very much; and I had no other Regard buc 
for her. The TYempeft continw’d for near half 
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the Day, and when it grew Calm, and clear’d 
‘mp, we were not in Sight of Land. By good 
Fortune I had provided a Compafs; and 1 or- 
der’'d Muffapha to ftecr due South, the fame 
Courfe we kept before the Storm began, which 
was before the Wind. But tho’ we had fail’d 
feveral Hours South, we could not difcover any 
Land. Mufiapha advis’d us to put to Wind- 
ward back, tor he did not douht but we had 
over-fhot Magazan in the Storm. 

We were preparing to tack about, when we 
difcover’d a Sail, within half a League of us; 
for it was hazy Weather, notwithftanding the 
Storm was over, or we fhould have perceiy’d 
her time enough to have avoided her. We 
kept upon a Wind, and it frefhning upon us, 
our Sail fplit, and we found it was impoffible to 
avoid the Ship, who gain’d upon us every Mo- 
ment. We thought it our wifeft Courfe to lye 
by, and wait for her. Now all the Hope we 
had was, that the Veffel would prove a Ship of 
Europe. 1 defir’d Mrs. Villars to conceal her Sex, 
and bege’d the Favour of the /talian and Mufta- 
pha to keep the Secret. The Ship was near us, 
and to our furprizing Joy, hoifted French Co- 
lours. We immediately put on Board, becaufe 
they lay by on purpofe. 

We were foon inform’d Monfieur Pidau de St. 
Olon was on Board, the Ambaflador from the King 
of France to the Emperor of Morocco, to treat 
of Peace between the two Crowns. [ immedi- 
ately begg’d to be brought to the Ambaffador’s 
Prefence, who receiy’d us very kindly. 1 told 
him all our Stories, but conceal’d that of Mrs. 
Villavs, for fear of any Accident. He us’d us 
very civilly, and promis’d us his Protection. He 
faid his Affair would not detain him long, and 
he would be fure to gain fafe Conduct for us 
into our own Country. I 
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T return’d him Thanks for his generous Prof- 
fer, and bege’d he would command my Life, 
to fee how readily I would obey him. He told 
me, fince I was willing to oblige him, he would 
foon put it in my Power to ferve him. 

I have, faid he, loft three of my Retinue in 
the Voyage, two by Sicknefs, and one drown’d 
by Accident. You'll juft make up that Num- 
ber, and you need not take. any Care for Habits; 
I will provide for you. The fourth Perfon in 
your Company I believe you'll be fatisfy’d 
thould be taken Care of on Board our Ship, 
for his Landing on the African Coaft may 
prove prejudicial to your Affairs. I was mightily 
pleas’d with his Propofals, and communicated it 
to Mrs. Villars and our Jtalian Gentleman. Mrs. 
Villars told me, fhe was intirely under my Con- 
duct, and the /alian thought he fhould have a 
better Opportunity of getting into his own 
Country from Mequinez, than France. I would 
not fuffer Monfieur S%. Oloz to cloath us as he 
propos’d; for I had procur’d of the Few four 
rich Suits of European Cloaths, for a ‘Trifle, 
which I defign’d for Mrs. Villars, and my felf; 
for we intended fhe fhould put off her Moor- 
i/o Drets, the firft Opportunity. 

The Ambaffador provided a Cabin for Mrs, 
Villars and me; and he feem’d mightily taken 
with her Youth and Beauty, (as a Boy;) and he 
would often fay, Nature had miftaken her, de- 
fiening her for the faireft of the fofteft Sex. 
Thefe Encomiums made me very uneafy, fearing 
he fhould find out the Truth. But I underftood 
afterwards, he had not the leaft Miftruft. 

He treated us very fplendidly at Supper, con- 
fidering we were at Seas When the Ambafla- 
dor went toReft, Mrs. Villars and Lretir’d tothe 
Cabin allotted us. What a fenfible Pleafure did I 
H 4 feel, 
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feel, to have the Happinefs of her Company alone, 
without the Fearsand Terrors of offending any one! 
She perceiv’d a Satisfaction in my Countenance, 
that {poke the Joy of my Heart; and by her Dif- 
courfe that enfu’d, the was in fome Fear, left a 
guilty ‘Thought had work’d that Change. 

Mr. Boyle, (faid the) I hope you know what 
Regard to pay my Sex, and do*not wrong the 
good Opinion I have concciv’d of you. I own 
the greateft Obligation to you, and I am not 
difpleas’d_ I am in your Power, while you ufe 
that Power with Moderation. I had hardly the 
Patience to hear her out. Madam, return’d I, 
be affur’d, your own Soul fhall not be more 
pure than my Thoughts. But yet, I will take the 
P'reedom to declare, no Perfon in the World has 
that Command over me as you have. I mutt 
own you have it inyour Power to punifh me, by 
flighting a Heart full of the moft tender Regard for 
you; andall Task, is only leaveto hope; if Iam de- 
ny’d that, the utmoft of my Refentments to 
you, {hall only be in hating Life, which will be 
a Burden not able for me long to bear. It 
would be bafe in me, (return’d Mrs. Villars) to 
give ‘Vormens where I am oblig’d; I think to 
difguife. our Thoughts, is an Art better loft, 
than learnt: And to deal frankly with you, I 
cannot find in my Heart any Averfion for you ; 
which is a Declaration, if you knew my Temper, 
ought to fatisfie you. I faid all the tender things 
I was capable of, in ‘return for this great Blef- 
fing, and our Converfation lafted feveral Hours. 
I told her at laft, I was well affur’d the wanted 
Reft; and whatever Pleafure I took in her Com- 
pany, I would deprive ‘my felf of it, and leave 

er to her Repofe. 

She feem’d very much concern’d, that. I was 
oblig’d to leave her alone; well knowing I 


fhould 
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| fhould not get the Convenience of a Place to 
| reft my felf. 


I told her there was not any Fatigue I would 


| not undergo for her with Pleafure. I left her, 
and Night foon flipt away in pleafing Imagina- 
_tions. £ was furpriz’d to fee her, who was ever 
in my Thoughts, come out of the Cabin drefs’d. 

Madam, faid I to her, I hope you have had no- 


thing to difturb your Sleep. She obligingly an- 


) fwer’d me, Nothing but the Thoughts of your 
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waking; and therefore fhe defirrd [ would go 
and repofe my felf in the Cabin, and I think, 
faid fhe, ’tis my Dutyto watch now. I excus’d 
my felf, and told her it was but for one Night 
more, for in all Probability we fhould land the 


next Day, and provide our felves with better 


Accommodation. 

We went into the Cabin together, and our 
Converfation chiefly center’d on Love. She told 
me at laft, fhe would leave her Acknowledg- 
ments to me, till fhe was more at Liberty, and 
in her own Country, for fear I fhould imagine 
the Need fhe had of my Service fhould make her 
declare her felf in my Favour. When I found fo 
faira Beginning, I was refolv’dto puth my Fortune; 
till with many Intreaties, Vows, and Oaths of my 
Fidelity, fhe own’d to me fhe had a tender Re- 
gard for me when fhe faw me firft, for fhe was 
convine’d of my Love at our firft Converfation; 
not, continu’d fhe, that I had any Underftand- 
ing in the Art of Love, but I knew the Ha- 
zard you had put your felf in to ferve me, 
could have no other Motive but that Paffion; 
and the more I thought of it, the more I found 
my Heart inclining to believe you. 

Thofe Perfons that have felt the foft Paffion, 
may make a Judgment of the Tranfports I was 
in at this Declaration. I kifs’d her Hand a thou- 
fand 
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fand times, and prefs’d it to my Heart. She 
begg’d me to curb’ my Tranfport, for fear of 
being overheard or obferved; for, continu’d fhe, 
you may remember, in my Relation of my Mif- 
fortunes, how near we were fuffering by fuch 
an Overfight. This kind Caution bridled my 
Tongue, but could not command my Eyes 5 they 
{poke the Language of my Soul. 

Our filent Converfation was difturb’d by the 
Joy of the Sailors in difcovering Land; and we 
thought it prudent to wait on the Ambaflador, 
and congratulate him upon it. He receiv’d us 
very kindly, and told us he was pleas’d upon our 
Accounts, that we might recover on Shore the 
Fatigue of the Sea and our Captivity. The 
Captain told us we fhould come to an Anchor 
before Dinner in the Port of Mammora. I was 
mightily furpriz’d to find we were got to 
the South of Sallee, and found that the Tempetft 
had drove us back beyond Salle feveral Leagues. 
This we ftill efteem’da greater Happinefs, and 
if Muffapha had not been guided by me, we 
had mifs’d the good Fortune of mecting with 
the French Veflel, and of courfe made the Port 
of Sallee whether we would or no. Upon this 
Thought, I began to imagine that Mufapha, 
as underftanding the Mathematicks, knew where 
we were, and confequently had defign’d to’ be- 
tray us. I communicated my Thoughts to Mon- 
fieur St. Oloz, and he came inta my Sentiments. 
He immediately call’d the Captain of the Ship, 
and order’d Muflapha to be ftritly guarded in 
his Abfence; and if any AZoors came on Board, 
to prevent his feeing of them; but defir’d that 
he might want nothing but his Liberty. When 
we cam¢ to an Anchor, the Captain was fent 
on Shore to acquaint the Moors with the Ar-\ 
rival of an Ambaflador from Frances and pre- 
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fently the Fort faluted him with one and twen- 
ty Guns, which was return’d from the Ship 
Gun for Gun. The Governour of Mammora 
in an Hour’s time came on Board attended, 
who faluted our Ambaffador, and bege’d he 
would have Patience to ftay in the Ship, till 
he had acquainted the Emperor his Matter with 
his Arrival. The Ambaflador invited him to an 
Entertainment; and tho’ I obferv’d he refus’d 
Wine, yet he and his Retinue fwallow’d the 
Punch fo faft that their, Heads prov’d as light 
as their Heels. When they went on Shore a- 
gain, the Cannon of the Ship gave ’em a Salvo, 
which was return’d by the Fort affoon as ever 
they werelanded. The next Day an Order came 
from the Emperor that.we fhould immediately 
repair to Mequinez, the Place where the Empe- 


ror refided. 


The next Day the Ambaffador fet forward with 
his whole Retinue, among which were Mrs. Villars, 
the /talian, and my felf, dreft richly afterthe Euro- 
pean Fafhion. We were provided with Drome- 
daries to carry us, all but the Ambaflador, who 
was prefented with an 4rabian Courfer.. With- 
ina Mile or two of Meguinez we perceiv’d 
the King at the Head of his Army in a great 
Plain. At firft 1 thought it a Mark of Refpect 
to the Ambaflador of Frauce; but found it was 
purely Accident, for our Guide led us out of 
the Way to avoid ’em. 

When we arriv’d at AMeguinez, we were led 
to a Houfe belonging to the French Conful, or 
rather a Houfe he had hir’d for that Occafion. 
Before we were well enter’d the Houfe, a Guard 
of Moors was fixt. upon us, and ftriét Orders 
given not a Soul fhould ftir out, not even the 
Ambaflador nor Conful. I thought this an odd 
Proceeding, and fometimes imagin’d it was upon 
our 
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our Account, (as'Fear is an expeditious Pains 
ter.) But my. Timerity vanifh’d, when Monfieur 
St. Olon inform’d me, it was the Moori/b Cuftom 
not to let a Foreign Ambaflador give or receive 
Vifits till after his firft Audience. 

Mrs. Villars and I had one Apartment alotted 
us, with but one Bed in it, after the Moorifb 
Manner. She told me, fhe could nct bear 
the Thoughts of my, watching every Night, 
and begg’d I would go to Reft with the Jrali- 
an; but we found he was provided of a Compa- 
nion, one of the Retinue, and there was no 
help for it. I always retir’d when my Miftrefs 
undrefs’d herfelf, and gave her time to go into 
Bed: I then with a Quilt laid my felf down on 
the Floor, but was far from taking any Repofe. 
‘The Thoughts of the Woman I lov’d being fo 
near me, naked in Bed, kindled fuch a Defire 
in my Breaft; and the Pain I took to fmother 
it, perfectly burnt me up. I would have my 
Readers excufe me, if they are difoblig’d-at any 
Part of my Story, becaufe I am only relating 
Matters of Fact. 

The next Day, when I rofe from my board- 
ed Bed, I retir’d to give the Loadftone of my 
Defires time to drefs her felf: When I enter’d 
the Room again, fhe obferv’d my Countenance 
very attentively, and told me fhe was griev’d 
to find in my Features fomething that fpoke a 
diforder’d Body ; which I am fure, faid fhe, is 
for want of Reft: Bur, added fhe, I beg it as 
a Favour, you will immediately undrefs your 
ielf, and go into Bed, and try to repofe your 
felf, and V’ll make your Exeufe to the Ambafla- 
dor. I refus’d it a great while, but in fhort 
fhe forc’d me to comply with her Commands. 
I went to Bed, but new Thoughts again at- 
tack’d me, and drove Sleep away. Mrs. da 

ha 
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Shad retir’d, and ftaid about an Hour. When 


fhe came in again, fhe ftole foftly. for fear of 


| difturbing me. My Mind was fo violently agi-

tated, that I really began to be out of Order, 


and feaverifh, which fhe obferv’d, and came 


) to the Bed-fide, and with a tender Inquietude 


| 


) ask’d me how I did: 1 took hold of her Hand, 
prefs’d it to. my Lips, and thank’d her for 


her kind Care of me.. Alas! fhe cry’d, you are 
very much indifpos’d, and 1 am the Caufe of it. 
Upon this the Tears ran down her Cheeks, like 
Morning. Dew on Rofes.- Her Tendernels gave 
me all the Joy imaginable; and as fhe lean’d her 
Head over me, weeping, I prefs’d. her fott Lips 


| clofe to mine, which plang’d my Soul in Ectta- 


fies of Joy. She bluth’d at my Freedom, yet 
ftill begg’d I would try to fleep. I told her 
it was impoffible, while fhe, was there; upon 
this fhe was going to retire in hatte, but I 
caught her by the foft Hand, and, told her if 
fhe went out it would be a. greater Impoflibili- 
ty for me to reft. She conjur’d me by that 
Love I profefs’d, (if it was not a Falfhood) 
to declare to her the Torments of my Mind. 


She infifted fo much upon’t, that I told her, 


the Secret of my Heart. She fell, upon her 
Knees, and bege’d I would not mention it any 
more, for fhe own’d her felf fo much oblig’d 
to me, there was not any thing in her, Power 
fhe could refufe me, but that. I begg’d_ her 
Pardon, and had refolv’d to fuffer Death fooner 
than to have difclos’d my Malady; but I would 
be ever filent upon that Theme, till fhe com- 
manded me to fpeak. My dear Boyle, faid the, 
(I-am not afham’d to call you fo) ftay till we 
arrive in England, and 1 here vow to make you 
mine, whenever you fhall command me. Upon 
faying this fhe join’d her Lips to mine, not

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confidering that in endeavouring to fapprefs my 
Flame, fhe pour’d Oyl upom it, and made it 
burn the ftercer. I told her, true Love was 
above nice Formality, and that Marriages were 
made in Heaven. Said fhe; I hope they are, 
but beg by both our Loves to'drop this Theme.

fF remain’d filent forfome time, while Tears {ftopt 
her Speech. We were interrupted by a Mef- 
fenger from the Ambaffador, who came to invite 
us to Dinner, (for he always did us the Favour 
of dining at his Table.) J bege’d to be excus’d, 
for I found my felf a little indifpos’d: 'The Mef- 
fenger had not been gone a Moment before the 
Ambaflador came in to enquire after my Health, 
and brought his Phyfician with him, who feel- 
ing my Puife, told him F was in a Fever; but 
Bleeding he did not doubt would give me Eafe. 
I told him I fhould be better in the Morning, 
if not, F would take his Advice. The Ambaffa- 
dor would have Mr. Villars, (as we had nam’d 
her) to Dinner with him, who had endeavour’d 
to compofe her felf while they had been in 
the Room. As fhe was going from me, the 
f{queez’d my Hand, and faid, Endeavour to com- 
pofe your felf to Reft, and you'll foon be bet- 
ter.

Said fhe; My Love, my Life, my Huf- 
band, I am to obey you in every thing that’s 
in my Power, and when I fail in my Obedi- 
ence, may I be miferable in the Lofs of you. 
I was too eager to fay any thing in Return, 
but I undrefs’d her, put her to Bed, and you’ 
may be fure I did not ftay long behind. . The 
Veil of Night was drawn round us, and I 
plung’d into a Sea of Pleafures, too delicate 
for Words to exprefs. 

The next Day, the Ambaflador faw Con- 
tentment in both our Faces, and congratu- 
lated me for the Recovery of my» Health. 
Never was there fo tender a Wife; and the 
longer I had the Happinefs of Enjoyment, the 
more my Love was rais’d. |The next’ Day, 
the Ambaflador was to have his firft Au- 
dience, and we were all to be in Readinefs by 
Seven in the Morning. I got up early, and 
drefs’d my dear Wife in a new Suit of Clothes, 
on purpofe for this Occafion. The Governour 
of Alcafar, Hamet addo Riffy, was.to be our Ma-. 
fter of the Ceremonies, who attended us with 
feveral Moors of Quality, and a Troop of the 
King’s Blacks, as Guards, We fet forward about 
eight -a-clock, in this Order. 1. Twelve of 
the Moor Guards. 2. Several of the Nobility, 
two by two. 3. The Ambaflador, with Hamet 
addo Riffy on his Right Hand, preceded by two 
Trumpets and Kettle-Drums, (the Poft of Ho- 
nour is on the Left among Moors, becaufe you 
have the Command of their Sword.) 4: Twen- 
ty-four Gentlemen of the Ambaflador’s Train, 
two 
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two by two. s. Twelve French Slaves that car- 
ry dthe Prefents. 6.'Twelve more of the Guards: 
And the Order was clos’d by a Moori/fh Mob, 
that abus’d us with their'Tongues all they could; 
nay fome of them attempted to throw Stones, 
but were baftinado’d by the Guards. We were 
all on Foot, though the King’s Palace was a 
Mile from the Place where we fet out. 

I was mightily concern’d at the Fatigue my 
dear Wife underwent, for it was violent hots; 
tho’ we had the beft on’t, for going next the 
Ambaffador (who order’d we fhould do fo) we 
had fome Shelter from the Umbrella that was 
carried over his Head. 

We enter’d the Palace through the Marble 
Gate, (fo call’d from two Marble Pillars that 
adorn it) and from thence, immur’d with white 
Walle and black. Guards on each Side, we ar- 
riv’d at a ftately Pavilion; where a Halt was 
commanded ’till the King was acquainted with 
our Arrival. We waited fome Time, but at laft 
faw him coming, mounted on a white Horfe, 
through one of the Avenues that led to the 
Pavilion. His Guards (who had lin’d that Paf- 
faze on each Side) bow’d down to the Ground 
as he pafs’d along. He made but a very indif- 
ferent Appearance. Affloon as he came to the 
Portico, he gave a Launce that he bore to one 
of his Guard, gotfrom his Horfe, and {quatted 
down upon the Floor without any thing under 
him. He had nothing in his Drefs to be di- 
flinguifh’d from the reft of his Subje@s, but 
was muffled up to the Eyes with a Chocolate- 
colour Handkerchief, that did not feem over 
clean. His Legs and Arms were bare: As to 
his Age, he feem’d to be about Fifty ; of a ve- 
ry tawny Complexion, and very lean ; his Hair 
black, inclining to grey; of a middle Stature, 
with 
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with hollow Cheeks, and Eyes black, a {mall 
hook’d Nofe, and thick.Lips. Some of his 
Courtiérs fat down on each Side of him, bare- 
lego’d and bare-headed; and behind him ftood 
a Black withagreat Fanin his Hand, not only to 
cool him, but to keep off the Muskito’s, a 
{mall Fly, very troublefome in moft Parts of 4- 
abs 4

Mahumet ben Addo Otar, his chief Minifter and 
‘avourite, was the only Perfon that ftood. 
A 


Affoon as the Emperor had fquatted down on 
i¢ Floor, he repeated thefe Words in. 4rabic 


fond

vhen they are addrefs’d to by a Foreigner. 
Then our Ambaffador made a long Speech in 
French, prepar’d for that Purpofe; which was 
only a Panegyric upon both Kings, fulfome e- 
nough; but the French deal much in wofdy 
Compliments. ‘The Interpreter, when the Am- 
baffador had done, read the fame in dvabic to 
the Emperor. The Speech: was very, long in 
French and Arabic, but the Emperor heard it 
out patiently, which was reckon’d a good O- 
men; he alfo excus’d himfelf that he did not 
admit him fooner to his Audience, it being 
their Ramadan, or Eafter. When the Compli- 
ments were over, the Ambaffador prefented all 
his Retinue to the Emperor, but I obfery’d he 
took a particular Notice of my Wife, and ey’d 
her feveral times, which gaye me a great deal 
of Uneafinefs; for it is as dangerous to be a 
handfome Man as a handfome Woman in Mo- 
yoccoy if the Brute of an Emperor fhould have 
a Fancy for ’em. | 

I long’d to have an end.of our Audience. 

After we were prefented, the Ambaflador or- 
der’d his Prefents to be open’d and Spread bors 
the 


fay, You are welcome; a common Expreffion 
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| the Emperor; which confifted of fine Arms made 
| at Paris, feveral Englifo Watches and Cloth, two 
| Perfian Carpets, and two. Pieces. of Gold and 
j Silver Brocade. ‘The Emperor, in return, gave 
) the Ambaffador four young Slaves, three of 
} *em French, (tho’ he took ’em all for the fame 
| Nation) but the other was an Englifbman, and 
the fame Perfon 1 mentioned in the Beginning 
of this Relation,’ who went in the fame Boat on 
| Board of the Succefs. I was very much confoun- 
ded at feeing him, well knowing he was on 
| Board when I fell out of the Ship. I long’d 
) for an Opportunity to confer with him, tho’ I 
} could not perceive by his Looks that he knew 
| me; but that might be from my Change of 
| Habit, and the Sun’s tarnifhing my Complexi- 
| on. | 
The Emperor rofe, (when he had given the 
Slaves) mounted, and rode off; and we went 
home in the fame Order as we came there; 
only the chief Minifter, Mabumet ben Addo Oiar, 
accompany’d the Ambaffador as fat as the Mar- 
ble Gate. Tinform’d my dear Wife, when we came 
to our Lodging, the Anxiety I was in when 
the Emperor ey’d her: She told me the had 
made the fame Obfervation with much Unea- 
finefs 5. for, faid fhe, I had not the Prefence of 
Mind, upon the Inftant, to imagine my felf a 
Man. However, we both wifh’d our felves on 
Board, and the Embafly well over, and then 
we might make ourfelves merry with our Fears. 
The next. Day our Fears were much encreas’d 5 
_ for hearing a Noife in the Street, we went to 
look out to know the Reafon, and difcover’d 
Hlamet, our Irifh Renegado, with feveral Prifo- 
ners manacled. We foon retirdagain, but learnt 
by other People, that they were rong to the 
Lmperor, that he might make his Choice. The

Sight of him renew’d our Fears, as I faid, and 
we refolv’d immediately to get Leave to go on 
Board, for fear of fome unlucky Turn of For- 
tune. 

I upon the Inftant went to wait on the Ambaf- 
fador, and declar’d to him what I had feen, begging 
Leave at the fame time we might be fuffer’d to go on 
Board. He told me he would comply with my 
Requeft for Mr, Villars and the Italian, but 
bege’d it as a Favour that I would ftay with 
him, for he fhould have great need of my Affitt- 
ance; and if any thing fhould fall out, he would 
engage for my Liberty. Though the Requeft 
cut me to the Heart, yet it was neither Pru- 
dence nor good Manners to refufe him. I gave 
him my Promife to obey his Commands, but 
bege’d he would not infift upon my going abroad 
but as feldom as poflible. I went to my Wife, 
(my Readers, perhaps, may {mileat my calling her 
Wife, but I will affure “em we thought our felves 
as much marry’d, as if the Parfon had execu- 
ted his holy Funétion; neverthelefs we did not 
intend to negleét that Ceremony the very firft 
Opportunity) and told her the Ambaffador’s Re- 
queft, and my Promife. She agreed with me 
in the Reafonablenefs of it, but yet could not 
forbear fhedding Floods of Tears at our (we 
hop’d) fhort Separation. The next Day was 
defign’d for ther Journey 5 but the enfuing 
Night was fpent with Sighs, Tears, and a Low- 
nefs of Spirit that look’d ominous. Yet we 
parted; and for feveral Hours I could not bring 
my Mind to any peaceable Form to wait on the 
Ambaflador: But he fent for me at, laft, and 
told me the Reafon of his defiring me to con- 
tinue with him was this: ——— 

The King his Mafter had commanded him 
to make fome Obfervation of the Cuftoms and 
Manners 
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Manners: of this Part of Africa; and, added he, 
I have obferved in you a Capacity fit to aflift 
me in the Defign. I told him he might com- 
mand me in any thing that lay in my Power, 
and that I took it for an Honour he would think 
me worth his Employment. 

We had Notice the next Day from the Per- 
fon that attended my Wife with the Camels, 
that he faw them fafe on board, which gave me fome 
Comfort. I begg’d the Ambaflador to give me 
Leave to fpeak a W ord or two with one of theSlaves 
that the Emperor gave him. He order’d him 
to come before him, where I defir’d he would 
tell me how he came into the Hands of the 
Moors. He was prodigioufly furpriz’d to fee me 
there, and could hardly believe his Eyes; for 
it was thought by every Body that I had ei- 
ther been kill’d or drown’d ; as indeed it was 
very improbable to think otherwife. He in- 
form’d us, that three Days after the Swcce/s par- 
ted with the Spanifh Man of War, another /- 
gerine Rover met with them, and took ’em af- 
ter an obftinate Fight 5 the Captain and feveral 
others being flain in the Battie. It was his good 
Fortune to be bought for the Emperor’s Ufes 
I call it good Fortune, faid he, becaufe I was 
prefented to the French Ambaflador, and am now 
in Hopes of my Freedom. 

Itold the Ambaffador in French what he faid 5 
and he was pleas’d to fay, that to oblige me 
he would take him into his Protection. I re- 
member’d Mahumet ben Addo Otar was Ambafla- 
dor in England; He came to vifit the Ambaffa- 
dor often, and underftanding Exglifb, I gather’d 
feveral good Hints for his Defign; for he was 
courteous enough, though an Enemy in_ his 
Heart to the Englifh. 
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I think it will not be much amifs here to give 
the Reader a fuccinét Account of the Cuftoms 
and Manners of the Moors of Fez and Morocco; 
and we will firft begin from their laft Revo- 
Jution. 

Muley Ifmael, the prefent Emperor of Moroc- 
co, pretends to derive his Birth from Mahomet 
himfelf. He was Son to Muley Xoerif, King of 
Taphilet, but was fucceeded by Muley Archyd, who 
dy’d with a Debauch he made among his Cour- 
tiers. 

His unexpected Death in 1672 gave room for 
many of his Family to raife Rebellion in their 
feveral Provinces: But Muley Ifmael being the 
greateft Favourite of the People, and of an en- 
terprifing Temper, proclaim’d himfelf King of 
Taphilet, and {eiz’d his Brother’s Treafures, which 
are the Sinews of War. His Nephew, Aauley 
Hlamet, gave him the moft Tronble; for he 
had gain’d a Party, and declar’d himfelf King 
of Sus and Morocco, had feveral Battels, but at 
Jaft was overcome as well as the reft, and J/ma- 
el was fettled the peaceful King of Yaphiler, 
Morocco, and Fez. I have givena Defeription 
of his Perfon already. His Empire fpreads from 
North to South four hundred Leagues, from 
Haft to Weft upwards of a hundred and fifty. 

There are three ftrong Places poffefs’d by the 
Europeans on the Coatt of 4fric. Firft Maga- 
zan on.the Ocean, by the Portuguefe; and on 
the Mediterranean, Meliffa and Ceuta by the Spa- 
niards. They had two more ftrong Holds, La- 
rachey and Mammora; but the prefent Emperor 
drove them out fhamefully. And Taugier once 
belong’d to the Englifb, who abandon’d it a 
few Years ago, firft demolifhing the Fortifica- 
tions, 
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The Emperor has but nine Sea-Ports in his 
whole Dominions, viz. Sanita Cruz, Safy, Sailee, 
Mammora, Larache, Arzilla, and Tangier, on the 4- 
fric Ocean; Zaffavina and Tetuan on the Medi- 
terranean 5 though Zetuan is two Leagues with- 
in Land. To begin in Order as they are nam’d; 
Sanita Cruz (or the Holy Cro/s) is the firft Port 
to the Southward. The Town is about a Mile 
in Length, and a Quarter broad. The chief 
Merchants ate ews, who trade with England 
and Holland. ‘Their Vent is Hides, Dates, Cop- 
per, and Bees-wax. 

Safy, or Sophia, appears next, a ‘Town fitua- 
ted on a Hill; but diives a larger Trade than 
Santia Cruz. 

Sallee, fituated 35 Leagues S. W. of Cape 
Spartel. It is divided into two ‘Towns, the old 
and the new; (it.is called by the Natives “- 
bat.) 'There’s a very good Harbour, and a ftrong 
Caftle well ftor’d with Guns, if the Moors knew 
how to make ufe of them. The Town is large, 
and well inhabited, but the Walls are all de- 
molifh’d. I obfery’d the Ruins of a “Church, 
the Steeple yet ftanding, a noble fine Gothic 
Building. The chief Trade of this Town con- 
fifts in the Prizes that are brought in by their 
Gallies. 

About feven Leagues more to the North 
{ftands Mammora, once pofleficd by the Spani- 
ards. (ct ftands in a Bottom furrounded with 
Mountains, which renders the Air very un- 
wholfome, by reafon of the exceflive Heat 5 
but the Bay is fine, large, and fecure from all 
Winds. This ‘Town is generally the high Road 
to Meguinez, the prefent Capital of Morocco. 

The next Port Northward is Larache, a Town 
of a pleafant Situation, and ftrongly fortified; 
bur, to the eternal Infamy of the Spauiards, de- 
I4 liver’d 
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liver’'d up to Z/mael after a Siege of five Moons; 
two thoufand Soldiers and a hundred Officers 
taken Prifoners : a fuficient Force to have de- 
fended it againft the whole Powers of Muley 
Lfmael, for they neither wanted) Provifions nor 
Ammunition. But we fhall leave them and their 
Cowardice, and go onto 

Arzillay or Azilath, about :twelve Leagues 
more North. A Place only fam’d. for Tobac- 
co, Which they feldom trade abroad for, having 
fuficient Vent for it among the Natives of 
Morocco; and as we have but little Bufinefs with 
it, we'll come to 

Tangier as faft as we can, a fine, large, well- 
fortified City, when in the Hands of the Exg- 
lifos but fince they have left it, and raz’d the 
Fortifications, the Adoors have not thought fit 
to repair it. 

The next, Zaffarina, is a Place, of very little 
Note, and therefore we fhall make no Obfer- 
vation concerning It. 

The laft is Zetuan, 2 ‘Town fix Miles with- 
in Land, without any Fortification: The In- 
habitans came originally from the. Province of 
Andalufia in Spain, as indeed did moft of the 
Moors on the Sea-Coatts. of frica. . They are 
white Men, pretty well civiliz’d, very kind to 
Strangers and Chriflians, and pay but little Re- 
gard to the Emperor of Morocco. 

As to the Nature of the Inhabitants, they are 
moft of a tawny Complexion, of a lazy, idle 
Difpofition, and curs’d with ail the Vices of 
Mankind ; muiftruftful to the lait Degree, falfe, 
jealous, and the very Picture of Ignorance. ‘They 
ftyle themfeives Mufulmen, or true Believers, 
yet. their Word is not to be rely’d upon on 
any Occafion. The Afoors are generally but in- 
different Soldiers, and but feldom brave. They 
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are often fam’d in the Spanifh Hiftories for Men 
of Gallantry, but I could never find them in- 
clin’d that way. ‘They manage a Horfe, it mutt 
be confeft, with .a great) deal of Dexterity. 
They abominate the Chriftians, for the very 
Word fignifies in their Language, Dog 5) and 
are continually feeking Means to deftroy them. 
Mahomet has taught ’em in his lcoran, that 
all of his Faith who dye fighting againft the 
Chriftians, immediately enter into Paradife in 
Triumph; nay, even their Horfes, if they die 
in Battle, are immediately tranflated into Hea- 
ven; for they hope to have the Pleafure of 
Riding there, as well as on Earth. | 

Though Poligamy is allow’d, yet they muft 
marry but four Wives, and muft fettle a Dow- 
ry upon them; and if they ever put ‘em away, 
they muft return their Dowry along with ’em: 
But they may’ keep as many Concubines as they 
think fit; tho’ they have this Privilege, when 
they can pleafe °em no longer, they fell ’em 
to the beft Bidder; fo that the Women of 
Morocco, in my Opinion, have but a fad Time 
on’t: yet the Husband is oblig’d to keep ail their 
Children. Whey efteem Ideots and Naturals to be 
Saints, if they are Mens for they belicve the 
Women have no Souls, and are only form’d for 
Propagation. They will not allow ’em to enter 
their Mofques, becaufe they efteem ’em unca- 
pable of being receiv’d into Heaven: Yet they fay 
their Prayers at home, and on Fridays refort to 
the Places of Burial, to weep over the Graves 
of their deceas’d Friends, cloath’d in Blue, which 
is their Mourning. ‘They hire profefs’d Mour- 
ners to grieve and cry at the Graves of Rela- 
tions, and how] over them, as I have heard the 
Irifo; asking them why they would die when 
they were. provided with every thing that was 
neceflary 
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neceffary in this World. Theit Time’ i {pent 
in Eating, Drinking, Sleepingy Dallying with 
their Women, Horfes, and Prayers ( for they 
never learn to read; and are forbid Gaming) and 
even their’ Prayers are hurried over fo flothful- 
ly, as if they were afleep. 

They have ufually a String of Beads in theit 
Hands, like the Roman Carholitks; atid t évery 
Bead they have a dhort Prayer, which as they 
repeat, they drop through their Fingers. Thé 
Prayer confifts only in the differetit Attributés 
of God, as, God is great, God is good, God is in 


finite, God is merciful. ‘The Empeéfor of thefé 


Wretches only differs from his Subjeés if a lar- 
ger Propenfity to their ill Qualitiesy with the 
Addition of a degree of Cruelty and Avarice. 
i was told, that during his twenty Years Réigti 
he had murder’d with his own Hands twenty 
three thoufand Men: Nay I am apt to believe 
the Truth of it, for he put forty feven to Death 
in the one ahd twenty Days we weré at his 
Court. 

Every Nation is amaz’d to find his Subjects 
fo fubmiflive and patient under fo excéffive and 
cruel a Tyranny: But they fhould uriderttand 
(bating their Want of Power) that they ate taucht 
to believe, if they fall by the Hand of a King 
who 1s a Xerif, (which fignifies Mabomet’s Suc- 
ceffor) they immediately go up to Heaven ; and 
if there is any that would not willitgly be fent 
to Heaven before their Time, they aré fure to 
fly him when he is cloath’d in Yellow, which 
is his Colour of Murder; and he generally dyes 
it of a Blood-colour before he goes to Sleep. 

As I was viewing fomé new Buildings one 
Day, near the King’s Palace, I perceiv’d him 
giving Directions to fome of thé Workmen, 
There were feveral Carts drove’ by his _ 
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with Materials for his Building; and.as they 
pafs’d him, he baftinado’d fome for going too 
faft; while others, thinking to mend that Kult, 
were drubb’d by him for going too flow; one 
poor Creature, trembling for fear of what would 
follow, went bowing before his Cart; but the Em- 
peror wounding the Horfe in the Flank, he gave 
a Spring, tumbled the Wretch down, and drove 
over him. Another following him, ran to affitt 
his Fellow, but the Emperor threw his Dart, 
and ftruck him in the Shoulder. The Slave 
drew it out, and upon his Knees prefented it 
to him again, which the Emperor (when the 
Man had got fome Diftance from him) darted 
into his Chine. The Fool drew it out once 
more, and, cover’d with Blood, gave it to him 
back again; but as he was ftooping, he fell down 
with lofg of Blood at the Barbarian’s Feet, who 
did him the Favour to pin him to the Earth 
through his Back. 

T was fo fhock’d at the Sighr, that I could not 
recover my felf for a good while afterwards. I 
thought the poor Fellow wasa Fool; for if it 
had been my own Cafe, E would have return’d it 
through his Body the firft ‘Time, for he was fure 
of Dying, and I think it would have: been fome 
Satisfaction to have fent the Author of my Death 
the fame Journey. 

This King us’d to murder his Slaves upon the 
Jeaft Complaint from the Moors, which they 
would make out of hatred to Chriftians. But the 
Wretch finding his Slaves decreafe too much, 
took another Method; and when the next Com- 
plaint was made, he killed the Slave, the Perfon 
complain’d againft, but order’d the Complainant 
immediately to pay him double the Price he coft 
him, or find him two more Slaves in his Room 
that Inftant, which he was oblig’d to do; buc 
this 
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this Proceeding f{topt their. Mouths for the 


future. 

They, fay he has a great deal of Wit and 
Courage, is very active, and expert in riding, and 
hurling the Dart. He drinks no Wine, becaufe 
his Religion forbids it: but when he takes Opi- 
um, or drinks a certain Mixture that he. makes 
himfelf; compounded with Brandy, Cinamon, 
Cloves, Annifeed, and Nutmegs, woe be to him 
that comes in his Way. He’s much addiéted to 
Women, having no lefs than four hundred Concu- 
bines. He has one hundred and eighteen Male Chil- 
dren alive, and about two hundred Females. One of 
the Males whom he defigns for his Succeffor, (and 
which he had bya Black, whoadvifes him in every 
thing, and is reckon’d a politic Woman). he has 
named Muley Zeyden. His Revenue confifts in 
Prefents from the Governors of his Provinces, and 
the Arabians who live in Huts about his Domi- 
nions.. When he has a mind to fqueeze, he fends 
for a Governor from his Province, who knows 
well enough what he is fent to for, and there- 
fore provides accordingly; fo that the Emperor 
fleeces the Governors, and they fleece the People. 
So that there is no one rich but himfelf, and yet he 
does not know what Ufe to put his Treafure 
to, but hides it in fecret Places; and the Perfon 
that aflifts him in the Concealment is fure to 
lofe his Life for his Affiftance. 

Mequinez, the Capital, and the Place of his 
Refidence, was formerly but a {mall Village, but 
now it contains fix hundred thoufand Inhabi- 
tants, and the Streets are fo crowded, there’s 
hardly any pafling along. It is but a mean City, 
very ill builc; and, if there falls any Rain, the 
dirtieft Place I ever fet my Foot in; for there is 
no Pavement in the Streets; and when it is dry 
the Dutt is ready to choak one. The King’s 

Palace 
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Palace is indeed a very large Place, almoft four 
Miles round, including his Gardens; but it is very 


iii contriv’d. Here you fhall fee a fine Pillar ad- 


ded to fupport an old ruinated Place, and yet he 
employs moft of his Time in Building. In fhort, 
it looks like gold Lace upon a Hop-fack. 

His Stables are the moft regular Building in all 
his Palace. But that’s no wonder, for the Moors 


~ even reverence Horfes; and one that has been a 


Pilgrimage to Mecca, has as much Veneration as 
the Pilgrim himfelf. The King had one of thefe 
Horfes, which I have feen always finely capa- 
rifon’d, and a Slave to attend, who carry’d a 
Pot and a Cloth to keep him Clean. All the 
Horfes that are thus fanétify’d are ufually freed 


from all manner of Service, and if the Owner 


cannot afford to keep it, which often happens, 
there is a Penfion fettled upon ’em by the 
Mufty. 

The Jews drive a great Trade here, but they 
pay fufficiently for that Privilege; for they are 
oblig’d to wear black Caps, that they may be di- 
ftinguifh’d,; and notwithftanding their great 
Trade, they are but {curvily us’d, for ifa Child 
infults ’em, it is as much as their Lives are worth 
to refift. 

The Women of Morocco, I mean. all that I 
had the Fortune to fee, were very handfome, 
fine large full Eyes, round Faces, and every Fea- 
ture exact. They are very amorous, and dexte- 
rous in contriving Methods to fatishe their De- 
fires. 

A Gentleman of our Retinue told me, he had 
got an Intrigue with one of the Moorifh Wo- 
men, Daughter to a Governor of a Province; 
and his manner of going to the Appointment 
was in Difguife. She fent him by a Hench Slave 
of hers a complete Woman’s Drefs, which are 
generally 
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generally all alike; and their Facesare all muffled 
up to their Eyes, fo that they are often met by 
their own Husbands in the Street, without bes 
ing known; by this Drefs he got Admittance 
as a Lady coming to pay a Vifit, and then they 
are very fecure. For it is the Cuftom, when- 
ever a Man, even the Husband, finds a pair of 
Women’s Sandals, at the Door of his Wife's 
Chamber,he mutt retire ; for it is the greateftA ffront 
they can put on a Woman, to enter her Apart- 
ment when they have that Warning to the con- 
trary. He told me fhe was a delicious Creature, 
and Miftrefs of the whole Art of Love. It is 
no wonder if they give themfelves up to Love, 
when perhaps there are twenty, or more, (ac- 
cording to the Capacity of the Perfon that keeps 
em) Sharers in one fingle Man; and they mutt 
be contented to ftay for due Benevolence, til] 
their Tyrant pleafes to fend for ’em. 

The Habit of the Men is generally White, 
(which is a Colour they extreamly delight in) 
with a red Cap on their Heads that is the mar- 
ried Men; for all the Youth, from the Prince 
to the Beggar, before Wedlock, go uncover’d. 
They are clofe fhav’d under their Caps, except- 
ing one Lock upon the Crown of their Heads, 
which they never cut off; being they are taught, 
by that Lock, Mahomet is to draw ’em up to 
their imaginary Paradife. ‘They only fhave under 
their Chins, but fuffer their Beards and Mutta- 
choes to grow, which they take a particular 
Pride in the Length or Largenefs of ; and he that’s 
well bearded, muff be a wite Man: 

Their, Shirts are made like Shifts, only the 
Sleeves are fo long that they hang down over 
their Hands. Under the Shirt they were linen 
Drawers, that reach down to their Knees, for 
their Legs are always bare ;. their Shoes are made 
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without Heels, like Ji Brogues. Over the 
Shirt is a Veft without Sleeves, which they fur- 
round with a filk Scarf, of what Colour they 
pleafe (except Green, which is a Colour facred to 
Mahomet, their Emperor, and the Clergy;) in this 
they thruft fhort Daggers, or Knives. Over all, 
is a Garment, which they call a Hayick, about 
five Ells long, and four broad, which they wrap 
round ’em, as we do our Cloaks. Some of the 
meaner Sort, efpecially in the Country, wear 
Straw-hats. of their.own Make. Their Drefles 
are all a-like, only fome adda gold or filver 
Fringe round the Border. 

As for Religion, they rife early and late to 
Prayers; but only like Children, do it becaufe 
they are order’d. Their Mufti, or Head of their 
Religion, is reckon’d the firft in the Empire, 
and difowns the Emperor’s Authority; but yet 
he finds means to fleece him, as well as the reft 
of his Subjects, who obey him out of Fear; for 
if there was one Perfon found to love him, it 
would be as ftrange a Sight as‘one. of their Mon- 
iters. 

I could not forbear {miling to fee the Providence 
of the. Moors. Walking one Day about a Mile from 
Mequinezs it began to rain prodigioufly ; I got under 
a ‘T'xee to fhelter my felf from the Tempeft. But 
I obferv’d feveral of the Natives undrefs them- 
felves with a great. deal of Precipitation, make 
up their Cloaths ina Bundle, and fit on ’em ftark 
naked; and all their Care was to keep ’em from 
the Wet, leaving their naked Bodies expos’d to 
the Fury of the Storm. When it ceas’d, they 
walk’d a little Way tll their Bodies were dry, 
and then drefs’d themfelves. If a Man were 
to do fo, in England, he would be counted a 
Madman, or a Fool, yet I muft own I thoughr 
‘em inthe right; for be the Storm ever fo io 
ent, 
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lent, yet when it’s over, they purfue their Jour- 
ney with dry Cloaths on their Backs. But they 
have one Conveniency, they are dreft and un- 
dreft in half a Minute. Nay, I am inform’d, 
thofe that travel on Camels, or on Horfeback, 
have a Conveniency cover’d with an oyl’d Cloth, 
in which they thrnft their Cloaths on the like 
Occafion, and: ride naked. I fancy, to meet an 
Army ina Storm would create a terrible Fright, 
and do as much Execution to. an Ignorant Body, 
as their offenfive Arms, and force ’em to feek 
for Safety in their Heels. 

The Emperor is able to raife an hundred thou- 
fand Horfe, and fifty thoufand Foot. When they 
are to make War among themfelves, they go very 
unwillingly into the Field; but- when they op- 
pofe the Chriftians, they do it with a great deal 
of Chearfulnefs ; becaufe they expeét Indulgences 
for the Expiation of their Sins. When they are 
ready ‘to give Battle, they range their Armies 
after this Manner. They divide their -Horfe in- 
to two Bodies, and place one at each Wing, 
the Foot is in the Middle, fo that the whole 
forms a Crefcent or half Moon. Before they 
begin the Battle, they give a great Shout, then 
make a fhort Prayer, and fall on without much 
Order very furioufly; fo that, they foon o- 
vercome, or are as foon put to flight. Break 
but their foremoft Ranks, and you put their 
whole Body into Confufion. 

I have faid before, that no Perfon is rich but the 
Emperor; neither do they take the Methods to 
be fo; or if they are, their greateft Wifdom will 
be to conceal it; for if once known, they are 
{ure to lofe all their Wealth. 

No Foreign Coin is currant in Morocco, ex- 
cept Spanifh Pieces of Hight, which are only 
receiy’d by Weight. But the Yews will fecrerly

take any Coin, and I fuppofe difpofe of it again 
with the fame Circumfpection they receive it. 
They have. but three forts of Coin currant a- 
mong ’em. The firft a Ducat, of Barbary Gold. 
Second a Blanguile, of Silver. And laft a Felowze, 
of Copper. The Image of the Emperor is not 
allow’d to be put on their Moncey, being exprefly 
forbid by Mahomet, in his Alcoran, but they 
{tap ’em with Arabian Characters. Their way 
of reckoning is by the Ounce. : 

Thefe are the Heads of what I obferv’d in 
my fmall Stay among em. The Ambaffador in- 
forn’d me, he was in fome fear that his Embafly 
would not fucceed; for he faid, he found little 
elfe but Delays, Excufes, and nothing of Sin- 
cerity among ’em. We were inform’d, that the 
Emperor defign’d to go fpeedily upon an Ex- 
pedition againft the Avoors of the Province of 
Oran, who had newly revolted, and put to Death 
their Governor for his Avarice; he having ex- 
torted from ’em vaft Sumsof Money; andthe In- 
habitants after his Death, chofe one of their own 
Province to command ’em. This haften’d our Am- 
baffador in his Legation, to get an Anfwer one 
way ot other. But we were inform’d, the King 
defien’d to fet out the next Day upon his Expe- 
dition, and yet the Ambaffador had not his 
Audience of Leave. This made him, and us, 
very uneafy; for we could not ftir from Megus- 
nez, without the Emperor’s exprefs Leave. But 
about feven in the Evening, the Ambaflador had 
Orders to come and take his laft Audience, 
which was the ninth of Sune 1693: We went 
in the fame Manner, as we did at firft. But we 
were inform’d by our Interpreter, that the King 
was ina very ill Humour, and that he had but 
an Hour before kill’d two of his chief Blacks, 
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by ftabbing ’em with a Dagger he continually 
wore at his GirdR. 

We enter’d the Palace. further than the firft 
Time, where we waited a full half Hour. At 
Jaft the Emperor approach’d richly dreft, and 
finely mounted upon a white Barbary; the 
Saddle and other Accoutrements wrought with 
Gold and precious Stones in feveral Places. He 
was this Day in his Yellow, or Fatal Vet, and 
{prinkled inmany Places with the Blood of thofe 
he had flain; and I thought his Countenance had 
jomething more of Horror in’t, than at our 
firft Audience. He had a Spear in his Hand, 
{et round with Pearls on the Top, and a Cup 
with Eitriches Feathers waving in the Wind. 
Atl his Attendants had fled his Prefence, at the 
Notice of his having on his yellow Veft; and 
he had only about a dozen of his Guards wait- 
ing upon him trembling, but the d/caydes and 
other great Men crept about us during our Au- 
dience. 

The Emperor begun with his old Compli- 
ment of You're wellcome, but his Looks and his 
Words I thought did but ill agree. The Am- 
baffador us’d many Arguments with him to bring 
his Embafly to a happy Iflue, but to no Purpofe, 
The Ambaflador told me, the King was a Per- 
fon that had not the leaft Regard to his Word, 
and even difown’d a Letter he had written to his 
Matter the King of France. Therefore, faid he, we'll 
take our leave of this Country of Monfters in 
two Days: for the King had fign’d his Depar- 
ture, with all his Retinue. 

t was very well pleas’d with this his Refolu- 
tion; for now I fhould once more fee that 
Treafure of my Soul, whofe Abfence had robb’d 
me of all Joy. I even thought thefe two Days the 
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longeft of my Life; butat laitthey were paft, and 
We ict out very,merrily; at leaiti did, andall the 
réit of the Ketinue. Tho’ I muft own I could not an-= 
{wer forthe Ambaflador, for I believe the ill SuccefS 
of his Embaffy had a little chagrin’d him. I 
did my utmoft Endeavour to divert his Melan- 
choly upon the Road, which he took very 
Kindly. We lay in Tents the firft Night, which 
the Ambafiador liad taken care to provide us, 
and Provifion likewife; for there is never an 
Inn between Megiinez and Mammora. 

We rofe the next Day very early, that we 
might avoid the Heat of the Sun. When we 
came within a League of the Town, we faw 
coming towards us our Jtalian, and by the Me- 
lancholy in his Looks, I began to tremble with 
Apprehenfion of fome Accident. Affoon as he 
approach’d us, after paying his Obedience to the 
Ambaffador, he addrefs’d himfelf to me. Said 
he, in Arench, 


I with fome one elfe would have taken my 


Commiffion upon ’em, for what I have to tell 


you will cut you to the Heart. The various 


‘Troubles in my Breaft lock’d up my Tongue, 
fo that I had not Power to ask him any Que- 
ftions. In ihort, faid he, your Miftrefs is fore’d 
away from us, through the Treachery of Mu/fa- 


poa. At hearing this fatal News, I drop’d fenfe- 


lefs from my Camel, nor came to my felf 
till we arriv’d at Mammora. Iwasa thoufand times 
going to deftroy my felf; and I believe I had 
done it in the height of iny Defpair, if I had 
not been withheld. In fhort, the Ambajlador 
was no loiiger ignorant of my cruel Lofs: For 
in my Ravings, 1 bad caild her my dear Wife. 
Fie feem’d amaz’d at the Difcovery, and re- 
proach’d me in a handfome Manner, ‘for not 
trufting him with the Secret. I was not in a 
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Condition to beg his Pardon, neither was there 
any one could give me Comfort. I was carry’d 
on Board, where I enquir’d in what manner the 
was taken away. 

The Captain inform’d us, that Muffapha had 
made his Efcape out of the Cabin Window, by 
fwimming. I did not tell any one of it, faid the 
Captain, becaufe I thought it would be to no 
Purpofe ; for I imagin’d there could be no o- 
ther ill Confequence to attend his Efcape, but 
meerly the Lofs of him. He had been gone 
three Days, when on the fourth there came on 
board us the Governor of Mammora, the Fugitive 
Muflapba, and one hundred Soldiers, who imme- 
diately feiz’don the young Gentleman, whom they 
faid was a Woman, and Wife to a Renegado of 
Sallee. 3t was in vain to oppofe ’em, efpecially 
when J found by her Breafts, that fhe was really a 
Woman. They took her on Shore, notwith- 
flanding all her Cries, Shrieks and Lamentations, 
which pierc’d our very Hearts. They put her 
on board a Saick, and fet Sail immediately, fteer- 
ing South, as we fuppofe for the Port of Sallee. 
This Gentleman, (meaning the Italian) took it 
upon him to acquaint you with the unhappy 
Accidents but, added he, I believe it is not 
poffible to regain her. ‘The Ambaflador was fo 
good as to offer his Afliflance, in what lay in his 
Power. I begg’d he would be pleas’d to lend 
me a Boat, with fome Hands to work her. He 
very willingly granted my Requeil; and told 
mie, he would lend me the Ship, but he fear’d it 
might occafion a more publick Quarrel. 

He lent me ten Hands, four Patareros, and 
fufficient {mall Arms, with every thing that was 
neceflary. My kind /talian would accompany 
me, and the reft of the Company went Volun- 
tary. We fpent but little time im fitting Ne 
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and the Wind proving favourable, we fet Sail, 
and made very good Way. The Saick had not 


- purfu’d her Voyage above five Hours before us, 


fo that we had hopes of getting up with ’em. I en- 
courag’d my Companions, who labour’d inceffantly. 
We fail’d and row’d all Night, and when the 
Morning dawn’d, we gain’d Sight of a Vef- 
fel, which we did not doubt was that we 
fought for. We labour’d hard to come up with 
her, and gain’d upon her every Moment. Be- 
fore eight a-clock we came a long fide of her, 
and I foon difcover’d Mufapha giving Orders 
about the Engagement. 1 drew out a pair of 
Piftols, and fhot him dead. The reft fir’d upon 
us, but notwithftanding all their Oppofition, I 
jump’d into their Veffel, follow’d by the /ta- 
Han and five more of the Men: And tho’ they 
were fuperior in Number, yet we foon made ’em 
ask for Quarter. I upon the Inftant enquir’d 
for her that was always in my Thoughts; bur, 
to my great Grief, was inform’d by an Englifp 
Slave at the Oar, that fhe was taken on board of a 
Galley by Captain Hamer, our Ivify Renegadoy and 
they affured me, it was impoffible for ’em to 
be overtaken. Unfpeakable was the Sorrow I 
felr, at this Relation; and all the SatisfaGtion I 
felt was, that I had rewarded A/uj/tapba for his 
Treachery. We fteer’d our Courle back, bur I 
was more dead than alive in the Voyage. 

When we came on Board, the Ambaflador con- 
dol’d with me for my Misfortune, and entreated 
me to take Comfort. I told him Death was now 
my only Comfort, and I hop’d he was not far off. 

Our fialian had agreed for his Paflage on 
board a Veffel in the Bay, bound for Rome: 
He begg’d that I would accompany him into 
ftalz; and when he had fettled his Affairs, he 
would (if it lay in his Power) come back to 
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Salliee, and do his Endeavour to find what was 
become of Mrs. Villars. 1 thank’d him for his 
Offer, and told him I weuld accept of it. J 
had Effeéts enough, having all the Money and 
Jewels we brought a m Hamers Country-Houfe. 
We took leave of the Ambaffader, and gave him 
abundance of Thanks for his Civilities, and went 
on board the Veffel that waited for us; we fet - 
Sail immediately, and in two Months fafely ar- 
riv’d at Rome; where our /talau did not care 
to go pablighly en Shore, but ftay’d till the 
Darknefs of the Night favour’d our. Landing. 

We had-all our Goods difembark’d, and took 
a Private Lodging in an obfcure Part of the 
City, where we were fure of being conceal’d. 
We ask’d our Landlord, (who was a Frenchman) 
about the News of the Place: Ee told us a great 
deal of idle ftuff, which fignify’d nothing to us; 
at Jaft, by the Advice of the ‘Italian T enquir’d 
of him, if Hernando Alvares were in Town, or 
no? He anfwer'd me, that he had been dead 
above two Months, and had left a noble Eftate 
behind him, I nal d him if he had not left a 
Wife to poffefs ir. No, faid:he. 

About three Years ago (continu’d our Landlord) 
he was to have been marry’d to a beautiful young 
Lady, an Heirefs to svat Bort une; but his Brother 
itept in between, and gain’d her Affection. Some fay 
they were-marry’d, and others not; but’ fhe was 
ea Leal of a fine Boy. Don Hernando took a 
sarbarous Revenge of his Brother, as it is re- 
ported: He brib’d a Captain of a Veffel to put 
a Weight about his Neck, and drown him in the 
Sea. But to make amends for this inhuman A&, 
he has left his vatt Eftate to the Son his Br drhee 
the Lady, and has chofen his Holinefs 
ope for his Guardian. Pray, faid I, what’s 
become of he young Lady? He anfwer’d me he - 
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could not tell; but it is fuppos’d fhe was gone 
into a Nunnery. 

The fislian, while our Difcourfe lafted, had 
turn’d his Face to the Window, that we might 
not perceive the Diforder of his Countenance. 
Affoon as our Landlord was gone, he turn’d to 
me, and embrac’d me; faid he, My dear Friend, 
det what wili happen to me, 1 thall have it in 
my Power to ferve you with my Fortune; and 
{fo much [ think my felf obliged to you, that if 
half will buy your Mittrefs’s Liberty, you fhall 
command it. I return’d him the Acknowledg- 
ments his kind Proffer deferv’d, but told him, 
I could not expe& to be fo happy. He bid me 
not defpair. I begg’d he would not mention any 
thing of my Affairs, till his own came to a lucky 
Iffue. 

The next Day, we procur’d our felyes Habits 
after the Mode of Rome, and refolv’d to go to 
Grimald’s Country-Houfe, to hear, if it were 
poflible, fome Tidings of J/abelia. 

Antomo had drett himfelf in a mean Habir, 
and appear’d as my Servant. ft being but fix 
pleafant Miles, we had refolv’d to walk it. We 
enter’d a Village within haif a Mile of the Place, 
and refolv’d to dine at a poor Inn, there to gain 
fome Intelligence. I went for a French Merchant,

and Don 4xtonio pals’d (as I {aid) for my Servant, 
and Interpreter, and iAform’d me of the Difcourfe 
that paitbetween’em. That Gentleman, (meaning 
me) fays he to our Hoft,has fomeBuGnels to commu. 
nicate to Don 4utonio Grimaldi, (for we knew of his 
being there). Our Innkeeper told us, it would 
be a difficult Matter to talk to him about Bu: 
finefs now, for he was that very Evening going 
to fet out with his Daughter, in order to put 
her into a Nunnery at Waples; for all his Per- 
fuafions (added he) cannot prevail upon her, 
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but fhe is fixt unalterably in her Refolution’s 
This News, you may be ites haften’d our. Dee 

arture; but we did not well know how to dif- 
clofe the Secret we had to unfold, 

Don Antonio, as not doubting J/abella’s Aftcttix 
onto him, was fearful left an abrupt Difcovery 
thould have fome fltrange Effe& upon her: We 
therefore refolv’d, that I fhould firft appear and 
break the Matter by degrees; for he had in- 
form’d me that fhe fpoke Freach very well. 
When we approach 'd the Houfe, Antonia ftood 
at fome Diftance, while I went up to'the Door 
alone. The Porter and I not underftanding one 
another, I had like to have return’d as wile as 
I came. But at laft a Servant in the Family 
happening to underftand French, came and ended 
our {putt’ ring atone another. Tinform’d him J had 
a Secret of the greateft Importance to declare to 
Donna Ifabella. He told me he would acquaint 
his Lord with it. The Servant went in, and 
pel eid return’d with a grave old Gentle- 

nan, that feem’d to have been weeping. He 
ask’d me in French what I had to fay to his 
Daughter, for fhe did not care to Speak to any 
one. I beeg’d that IT might be brought to her 
Prefence, and did not doubt but that I. had 
fomething to fay to her which would not difpleafe 
her. Don 4ntonio Grimaldi gravely fmill’d, and 
fhook his Head; No, no, Sir, faid he; you 
have nothing to give either her or me Comfort, 
uniefs you could revive the Dead. I anfwered 
him, he did not know what ! could do. But 
J told him, the longer he delay'd my feeing her, 
the longer he deferr’d their own Happinefs. 
Well, faid he, Ihave no Hopes; but you fhall 
fee my Daughter, to convince you that nothing 
in this World can make us Happy.

He ied me through feveral ftately Apartments all 

hung withBlack. Andthough it was high Noon, 
yer the Sun’s Light was excluded, and dim 
twinkling Lamps ulurp’d his Room. ‘At laft: we 
enter’d 2 Chamber, where fat the fair Forlorn. | 
ftop’d a Moment ‘to beheld her, and notwith+ 
ftanding a fixt Melancholy on her.Countenance, 
Beauty triumph’d there. She was careffing an 
Infant the had in her-Arms... The Father enter’d 
firfty and told her in French, that a Gentleman of 
France had a Secret to communicate to. her, 
that would banifh her Melancholy. The Gen- 
tleman (return’d the Lady): may promife Impof- 
fibilities, but rather than expole him, I would 
beg him not to open his Mouth upon that Sub- 
ject. Madam, faid I, 1 own my felf a Phyfici- 
an, but I pretend ro cure the Mind as well as 
the Body; and to acquaint you with what you 
know already, you mourn the Lofs of a Gentle- 
man, that you imagine was drown’d at Sea: But 
I can affure you he efcap’d that Danger, and 
is now a Captive in Barbary, pining under the 
feveref{t Wants and all the Hope he has of Free- 
dom, is through your Means. 
The, Lady upon this look’d wifhfally upon 
ber Father, and faid, Dear Father, don’t endea- 
wour to deceive me any longer; you knowl 
have your Promife, and my Time's expu’d. My 
dear Child, J am amaz’d as much as you can be, 
return’d the Father; for by all that’s: Holy, I ne- 
ver faw this Gentleman’ in my Life before, and 
am fo far from believing him, that (begging his 
Pardon) I fancy there muft be fome very great Mi- 
ftake in’t. Upon this I related to them all his 
Story, from the beginning, to our meeting in 
Barbary. 

I found my Relation had. ftagger’d her Faith 
a little, fora pleafing Hope, rectify’d by power- 
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ful Fear, rofe in her beautiful Face; and fhe 
threw her felf at my Feet, notwithitanding all 
my Endeavours to the contrary. Dear Sir, faid 
fhe, do not fhow me this light of Comfort, to 
put it out, and plunge me into eternal Darknefs. 
Madam, faid I, by Heaven, and heavenly Pow- 
ers, [ have feen him within thefe two Months, 
and what I have related to you, his own Mouth 
inform’d me; and having gain’d my Liberty, I 
made hima Promife ro fee his Friends in Saly, 
and inform them of his Condition. The Tran- 
{ports and Ectftafies that took Poffeffion of both 
their Souls cannot be exprefs’d by Words; they 
embrac’d me, kifs’d me, call’d me their Pre- 
ferver. Unlook’d-for Happinefs! (faid Z/adella) 
Heaven, thou hatt heard my Prayers! and does my 
dear Antonio live! Vl immediately imbark for 
Barbary, and fetch him thence my felf: Even all 
that Tam worth, my precious Boy fhall {ell his 
Fortune too, to redeem his Father. O my young 
“tntonio, Weaven has reftor’d thy Father from the 
Dead, ({faid fhe to her Child) and T hope we 
thall {ee him again. The pretty Innocent mingled 
his Tears of Joy with theirs. After their firft 
‘Tranf{ports were over, they again embrac’d me, and 
begg’d I would put ’em in a way to pay me 
the Obligations they ow’d me. ‘Then they pro- 
ceeded to enquire which way they muft go a- 
bout to accomplifh his Liberty. I told ’em, I 
had a Servant waiting without, that I intended 
fhould accompany the Perfons they would fend 
to manage the Affair. They feem’d to reproach 
me for letting him wait without, and were im- 
mediately fending for him in. I bege’d they 
would give me leave to go for him my felf, be- 
ing he was a Foreigner, and they would find ie 
a hard matter to make him underftand them. 


Upon this I ran out, and call’d to dutonie, and 
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told him in few Words how things ftood. He 
follow’d me clofe at the Heels: I went into. the 
Room firf:, and as Antonie Grimaldi was giving 
him his Hand to lead him in, he fell upon his 
Knees before him. J/abella cafting her Eyes up- 
on him, gave a Shriek, and cry’d oui, "Yis he! 
"tis he himfelf! my dear Autonio / joy took away 
her Speech, and the fell down ina Trance. He 
ran and caught ber Ae his Arms, kils’d and em- 
brac’d her, and at laf { brought her to herfelf. Ima- 
gination auit ee up the Difcourfe between ’em. 
He told her at laft, when Words of Senfe took Place, 
that he was obligec to me for his Liberty; for 
e had fent feveral Letters to his Sifters, but 
never could get any Anfwer. They inform’d 
him, that both his. Sifters were gone to refide 
at Venice with their Husbands, anc that was the 
Reafon his Letters never came to their Hands. 
Now, faid Antonio, if my Friend (meaning me) 
was but happy, it would compleat my Joy. But 
to find a Wife, a Son, and Father kind, when 
} had many Reafons to think the contrary, mutt 
have (ome Alloy, or it wouid not be pofiible for 
me to pear it. 

sth upon this related my t unhappy Story, 
and they all lamented Ty hard Fortune. He af- 
terwards enquir’d of his dear //adella concerning 
her own Saiterings Which fie readily began. 

Said fhe, that Day you left me, the Troubles 
of my Mind wrought fo much upon my Body, 
that the PhyGicians declar’d I was in a violent 
Fever, and advis’d my Father to fend me into 
the Country, | which he accordingly did the next 
Day. The Thoughts of being fo far from my 
dear Aztomo encreas’d my Malady, and my ['a- 
ther had little Hopes of my Life. My Fever, 
after having brought me to the brink of the 
Grave, left me: Aud my Father imagining it was 
the 
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the approaching Marriage had wrought this 
fudden Hlnefs, told me one Day, that if it was 
that which lay fo heavy upon my Spirits, he 
would remove it, by giving me the Power of 
refufing to be the Wife of Heruando Alvarez. I 
thank’d him, and told him he had taken the on! 
way to reftore my Health; and thar if I was 
forc’d to wed him, I thould be for ever miferable. 
He was the tendereft of Fathers, and inform’d me 
he would never force my Inclinations. The Kind- 
nefs my Father fhew’d me work’d fo much upon 
me, that I began to recover. 

Your Brother us’d oftea to vifit me in my TIll- 
nefs, which retarded my Health. My Father {ee- 
ing it would never be in my Power to like him, 
very frankly told him fo, and bege’d that he 
would difcontinue his Vifics; for he was retolv’d 
his Daughter fhould never give her Hand, where, 
it. was not in her Power to give her Heart. They 
parted with many Words betweea them, but my 
Father perfifted in his Refolution. 

f began to difcover that I was with Child, 
nd a new Sort of an Illnefs feiz’d me. I knew 

us was an Accident that could not long be 
conceal’d, therefore I refolv’d to. ler you know 
my Condition ; and I gain’d my Woman, by fe- 
veral Promifes of a Reward, to deliver a Letrer 
to you: But fhe betray’d me:to your Brother, 
which I fufpeéted from her not appearing. I there- 
fore declar’d the Truth to my indulgent Father. He 
was very much enrag’d at the Difcovery ; bur 
paternal Love. prevailing over his Paffion, he 

gave me, and promis’d to make me happy 
with my dear Autonio. Thefe Promifes made 
my Sicknefs vanith, and I had no other Dif- 
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of him. This gave me a new Shock. But 
| what bitter Agonies did I feel, when I receiv’d 
a Letter from your Brother, with a Copy of 
that I had written to you enclos’d; which was 
as follows. 


| Lawes Woman! Yet I will no more up- 
f braid thee, but let thy Crime be thy Punifb- 
) ment. He that betrayd me I will net call by the 
| Name of Brother: He has paid for his Ingratitude 
1 with his Life. I only give thee this Notice, that 
| thou may ft feel fome of thofe Pangs thou haft 
| thrujt into the Breaft of 

Hernando Alvares. 


The Reading of this Letter funk me down, 
and I cali’d for Death, as my laft and only 
Hope. I refolv’d to refufe all Food, and had 
ftarv’d my felf to Death, if a good Prieft had 
not convine’d me by his Arguments my Soul 
was in Danger, and I fhould be guilty of a 
double Murder, my felf, and Infant. I lingred 
on in a reftlefs Stare of Unhappinefs, till the 
Time of my Delivery came, which I pray’d to 
Heaven to end with my Life: But it pleas’d 
the Almighty Power to fpare me to be happy. 

The Sight of my precicus Infant call’d to 
Mind the Lofs of his Father; but I refolv’d to 
banifh all Thoughts of Death, that J might 
take Care of his tender Years. But I begg’d 
my Father to give me leave to go into a Nun- 
nery. With much Importunity he granted my 
Requeft, on this Condition, that if I continu- 
ed in that Mind at the End of two Years, I 
might do as I thought fit. Tho’ I thought 
the Time an Age, yet I unwillingly confented. 

My Father us’d Means with the Pope, to 
have your Brother call’d to an Account for 

| your 
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your Death; and it had gone hard with him, 
if we could have procur’d any Witnefles; but 
for Want of that he was acquitted. In a lit- 
le time a heavy and deep Melancholy {eiz’d 
him 5 and he profefs’d fo fincere a Repentance, 
that even I almoft forgave him. He bege’d he. 
might fee the Child; which my Father made 
me comply with. He fhed fuch abundance of 
Tears over it, that my Father wept for Com- 
pany ; and {poke fo tenderly of the Lofs of his 
Brother, that wip’d off all Sufpicions of his 
Repentance. Since thou haft loft a Father, 
faid he, through my Barbarity, ic is but juit 
that IT fhould prove a Father to thee. He fre- 
quently came to fee him, though I could never 
be prevail’d upon to accept of a Vifit. At latt 
his Grief teiz’d him fo violently, that he was 
given over by his Phyficians. When he was 
upon his Deatn-Bed, he made His Will, and 
bequeath’d my lictle xtonio his whole Eftate; 
Jeaving the Pope his Guardian. He dy’d full 
ot Repentance tor his Crime, and no doubt his 
Soul took her Flight to Heaven. 

The generous ntonio could not refule fome 
Tears to the Memory of his repentant Brother; 
but Joy fucceeded Sorrow. ‘The Pope was ac- 
quainted with the Story, who fent fo congta- 
tulate their happy Meeting. Nothing but Mirth 
anc Pleafure ran through the Villa; which in- 
crea.’d my Sorrow. 

Don Antonio told me one Day, that he did 
not think he had a Right to rejoice without 
me; and now, faid he, i have nothing to afflict 
me but what you feel, therefore will bend my 
Thoughts if it be poflible to relieve your Grief. 
I can procure a Fryar of my Acquaintance to 
go to Sallee, one that. knows thé Nature of the 
Bufinefs we fhall fend him about, being he has 

2 often 
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oftetr gone to redeem Captives: We'll fend for 
him, and you may give him what Inftruétions 
you think fit. I thank’d him, and was very 
forry for the Trouble I fhould give him, but 
was refolv’d to accompany him my felf. He 
told me he would not have me go by any 
means, for I could be of no manner of Ufe 
in the Affair, but rather a Hindrance; and if 
I fhould be once difcovered, might fall into 
the fame State we both lately efcap’d from; 
and perhaps meet with much worfe Ulage than 
I had .before. His Advice was fo reafonable, 
that I refolv’d to take it, whatever Vio- 
lence I did my felf. The Fryar was ferit for, 
had his Commiffion and Inftruétions given him, 
and withal to {pare no Coft. Antonio told him 
whatever he gave fhould: not be thought unrea- 
fonable. 

Fie was to have a thoufarid Crowns for his 
Expences, and two thoufand more if he fucceeded. 

The Fryar undertook his Voyage with a 
great deal of Alacrity, and gave us great Hopes 
of his Succefs by his Willingnefs; and he em- 
bark’d the next Day for Genoa, that Port be- 
ing the propereft Place to get a Veffel for Bar- 


_-bary. We with’d hima good Voyage, and re- 


commended him to Fortune. 

Don Antonio did all he could to divert my 
Melancholy: We often went a hunting, fhoot- 
ing, fifhing, and vifiting the Ladies. In fhort, 
he made me partake in all the Diverfions [fa- 
ly could afford. But though I feem’d often to 
be diverted, yet I had always my Condition 
too much at Heart to be merry. We view’d 
all the Rarities and Antiquities of ancient and 
modern Rome. I mutt confefs, thefe Amufe- 
meats lull’d my Sorrows often, but when I 
had Time for Reflection they rah’d upon me 
with the greater Force. | i 
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I fhall not trouble my Reader in deferi= 
bing Places treated on by Pens far above 
my weak Capacity; but only give a ‘fhort 
Defcription of Naples, whither Dox Antonio 
would have me go. 1 was not much averfe to 
the Journey, though a pretry long one; and 
we fet out with a very handfom Equipage: 
Donua Lfabella, with her little Son, accompany’d 
us; but Dou Antonio Grimaldi was oblig’d to 
attend the Pope, to fettle the Affairs of his 
Son-in-law’s Eftate. I wes oblig’d to appear 
chearful, if it was but in Complaifance to Doz 
Anionto: 

We arriv’d at Naples in three Days, without 
meeting any thing extraordinary upon the Road. 
Certainly, never any City in the World can 
boaft a finer Situation: Add to thar, their Buil- 
Aings are fumptuous, every private Houfe feems a 
Palace, and every Palace looks Jike the Court 
of a King: The Streets fpacious 5 a mild Ait 
and free trom ‘Tempefts,; itrong, both by Art 
and Nature. In fhort, if I was obliged to live 
out of my native Country, (which every Man 
is fond of ) Naples fhould be the only Place. 
It has a Wall kept in very good Repair; with 
three Caftles almoft impregnable: The chief is 
feated on Mount Era/mus, {fo call’d from a Chappel 
dedicated to him: But if it is Era/mus Roterda- 
mus, | can’t imagine how the Roman Cathelicks | 
camé to have fuch a particular Regard for him, 
when it is very well known he was no. great 
Friend to them; at leait he was a Scourge to 
their Abfurdities in his Writings. 

This is not only a Safeguard to the City 
and adjacent Country, but might prove its 
Scourge. In 1787 it was blown up» by Light- 
ning, penetrating to the Powder Room, which 
mightily damag’d the whele City. The fecond 
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is Caftello nuevo, or the new Caftle, built by 
Charles, King of Naples. This Caftle commands 
the Haven, and is generally the Viceroy’s Dwel- 
ling. The third ftands on the South-eaft Cor- 
ner of the City, built upon a little Rocky join’d 


} .to the’Continent by Lwacallus the Roman, and 


is fometimes call’d by his Name, but oftner Ca- 
fiello del Ovo, or the Caftle of the Fes, from 
its Form. They have alfo a fine Arenal for 
their Gallies,. very well kept, and furnith'’d 
with great Store of Ammunition. But | think 
the Mole the moft extraordinary Piece of Work, 
being it defends the Haven from the {tormy 
South; lin’d of each Side, and pav’d on the 
Top with noble fquare Stones, and in the mid= 
dle a fine large Fountain of Marble; the whole 
Extent is five hundred Paces, and ten in Breadth. 
The Inhabitants often boaft of the Antiguity 
of their City, founded twenty years after Troy's 
Deftruétion, and call’d by the antient Poets Pay- 
thenopey which Virgil does fufficiently teftify in 
his Georgics, 


. Le Virgilium me Tempore dulcis alebat 
Parthenope, /fudiis florentem ignobilis ott. 


This City has fuffer’d many Revolutions, but 
none more extraordinary than that in 1640, 
when a poor Fifherman, without Shoes to his 
Feet, in five Days time commanded the whole 
Power of Naples; and might have liv’d in that 
Grandeur, if his Mind had chang’d with his ex- 
alted State; but he was ftill a Fifherman. His 
fhort-liv’d Fire blaz’d too fierce to laft, and he 
fell a Viéim to the Rage he himfelf began. 

Their. Churches are noble Structures, and 
beautify’d with Paintings by the beft Hands. 
Their Women are moft of ’em beautiful, bue 
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my Heart had no Room to think of them. 

The City is govern’d by very wholefom Laws, 
but one particular Article adds much to the 
Quiet of it; none are fuffer’d to wear Swords 
but thofe of the Garrifons; fo if there’s any Ren- 
counter in the Streets, a Bout at Fifty-Cuffs. 
generally ends the Difpute: Tho’ Bravo’s) are 
to be hid to do a Murder here as cheap 
as at Rome, and Men of Honour too for we 
heard.-of a Quarrel between two. Neapolitan Gen- 
tlemen, where one, according to Cuttom, hir’d 
a Bravo to murder the other, and gave hup his 
Reward beforehand. But it fo fell out, that 
fome Friends to beth Parties: reconcil’d the two 
Gentlemen. ‘Fhe Perfon that had: bargain’d with 
the Bravo for the Job, fent to him, and told 
him of their Reconcilement, but that he might 
keep the Money. ‘The other told him it was 
not in his Power to return it him, but he was 
above receiving Money without doing his Work, 
and therefore the Gentleman muft of neceffity 
fuffer Death. He intreated him, and us’d ma- 
ny Arguments, but all to no purpofe. When 
he found nothing weuld prevail, he told him 
he would immediately acquaint the Gentleman 
with his Defign, which he did accordingly. 
Notwithftandimg, the Bravo the fame Evening 
found his Opportunity, and left the other Gen- 
tleman for dead upom the Mole; tho’ he reco» 
verd after a lingring Hinefss But the Bravo 
had the Impudence to go to the other (when 
he found the Gentleman: was in a fair way of 
Recovery) and told him: he begg’d his: Pardon 
that he had not. been as good as his Word, 
but he would take Care and mend his Hand 
very quickly. In: fhort,. he was found fo refo- 
lute in the Manter, that the Gentleman was o- 
blig’d to hire another of the fame Trade to give 
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him a Caft of his Officé, and difpatch the Bra- 
vo before he could execute what Was défign’d; 
and the next Day he was foutid dead at the 
véty Door of the Gentletian’s Hotife he had 
intended to aflaffitidté; Waiting, as it was fup- 


pos’d; for ati Oppoitiihity to do his Bufinef. 
After we had view’d evéry thine within the 


i< 
> 


City, We went to fé thé much fam’d-/¢, 


of the burning Moutitain, a League and a half 


Fait of the City. The Neapolitans call it the 
Bed-chamber of the Sui; bécatife hé appears to 
them firft froni the Top of that Mountain. 
Round the Bottom of it is the richeft Spot of 
Ground in the Univerfe, V’ll not except even 
the Mines of Potofis for the yeatly Vintage pro- 
duces twelvé huiidred thotfand Ducats. The 
Middle of the Hill is very pleafantly fhaded 
with Chéfnut, arid feveral other Fruit Trees. 
The Moutitain has a double Top ; that to the 
North térmifates ina Plain finely cultivated: 
The other towards the Sotith, which is the 
Volcano, rifes much higher. 

Wher we had Gain’d the Summit, we de- 
{cended gradually into its Bowels, by large Steps 
cut on ptrpofe. ft has, itt Timés paft, done 
much Damage to the Country round it, by its 
fadden Eruptions; but now it forcbodes nothing 
but Rain, when the Top i8 éenvelop’d with 
Clouds. 

When we had fufficiently fatisfy’d our Curi- 
ofities at Naples, we took a Tout to Patzol, ot 
Pofiolo, thtough a Hollow of a Rock, a Milé 
in Length, and no other Light but what came 
ifi at both Ends, and one in the Middle from 
the Top of the Rock. This fubterraneous Pat 
fase is pav’d with Stone all through, and che 
natroweit Part of it is tén Yards over. About 
the Middle is a {mall Chappel dedicated to the Vit 
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gin Mary. We vifited all the Rarities of the 


Place, particularly Virgil's Tomb, which is al- 
moft cover’d with Ivy. They told me of a Lau- 
rel Tree that fprouted naturally out of it, but 
(not to take from that incomparable Man, whofe 
Works are ever-living Laurels) I could not fee 
any fuch thing. We alfo view’d the Lake /g- 
nano, fo cal’d from the multitude of Serpents 
or Snakes that fall into it from the pendent 
Mountains. The Water is of two. different 
Qualities; that tafted upon the Surface is {weet 
or freth, but that taken deeper is of a brack- 
ith Tafte, fuppos’d from fome Minerals that in- 
viron it. 

On the South Side of the Lake ftands a na- 
tural Stove, which is call’d St. German's Stove 5 
but we had not Curiofity enough to enter it, 
nor Faith enough to believe a ridiculous Fable 
that is told concerning it, (tho’ it is reported 
a Saint declar’d it for a Truth) which I fhall 

ut down here, and leave my Reader to judge 
of it himfelf. St. German was advis’d to repair 
to this Stove, to cure him of a dangerous Ma- 
lady : When he came there, he found the Soul 
of a very pious Man that he knew, tormented 
with the Heat of the Place. St. German, as un- 
derftanding the Language of Souls, ask’d him 
how fo good a Manas he was in his Life-time, 
came to be condemn’d to fuch a fevere Punifh- 
ment. ‘The Soul very civilly anfwerd him, 
that it was for fiding with Laurentius, who op- 
pos’d Symacus in the Popedom; but he was con- 
vine’d that his Prayers would fetch him out of 
that Hot-houfe. St. German pray’d heartily, you 
may be fure, and got the Soul of the Man from 
out thence ; but where it went after, no one could 
|. But the Place was call’d ever after St. 
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German's Stove. 
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To the Eaft of the bordering Mountain is a rh 
Place they call the Cave of Death; for what- 
ever Thing of Life ventures to the farther End, 
they fay immediately drops down dead: Tho’ 
a Perfon that liv’d ina neighbouring Village 
ventur’d in often for a Reward.. When he 
came out again he was all of a Sweat, and. hard- 
ly able to ftand for five or fix Minutes. When 
he had recover’d himfelf, he took a Dog out 
of a Bag he had brought with him, and by 
the means of a wooden Inftrument made for 
that Purpofe, thruft him in to the very End, 
and drew him out dead to all Appearance. 
When he had remain’d fome time for us to 
view him, he took him up by -the fore Legs, 
and threw him into the Lake guano; where 
he recover’d immediately, {wam out, and ran 
away from us. Don Antonio told me it was a 
hard matter to get a Dog there; for affoon as’ 
ever they faw a Stranger, they would run away 
into the Woods, and {neak home again when they 
were gone; which was the Reafon the Perfon 
that went in, always fecures one for the Occa- 
fion. 

A Mile farther we went to the Court of /y/- 
cam; a Place unpleafant enough, continually 
{moaking, and fuch hot Vapours arife from the 
Pores of the Earth that it almoft overcame me. 
In fome Places Water bubbles out of the Ca- 
vities; and if we threw a Stone into it, it re- 
bounded back as if you had ftruck it againft 
a Pavement. But the Place is reckon’d to cure 
a great many. Diftempers; efpecially to make Wo- 
men pregnant, and ro cure Dileafes of the Head and 
Eyes. Donna Tfabelia was carry’d over it in a 
Sedan ; but I believe fhe did nor want it upon 
the {core of Barrennels, as you may underftand 
in her Story. 
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We fpent fix Weeks in this not’ unpleafing 
Baler ae "ahd Dou Antonio being pretty 
well fatiated as well-as my felf, we went back 
again to Rome. ; 

And now my Melancholy gain ’d fuch Ground 
upon me, that it was nor in the Power of Difli- 
mulation to hide it. Doz Abs tonio and all the 
Family exprefs’d a great deal of Trouble for 
my Sorrow; and [I am well affur’d there was 
not any thing in ‘their Power they would have 
metus to have given me Quiet: But the Mind’s 
Difeafe baffles the Phyfic:: ian’s Art. At laft a 
arte arriv’d from the Fi ‘yar, which gave us 
no other Account, but that he was fafe return’d 
to Genoa, and intended to embark for Rome in 
a few Days. "This lame Account quite difheart- 


en’d me, for now we had nor the leaft Hope, be- 
ing we all agreed if he had fueceeded he would 


have been forward enough to have acquainted 
us with it. ‘The Knowlec Ige of this cait me 
guite down, and my Bax ly 4 was forc’d to-fub- 
mit to the Troubles of my Mind. A ftreng 
Fever feiz’d me, and brous oht me to the Brink 
of the Grave: And tho’ I with’d for Death, 
like common Friends, he fled from me in 

my Neeeflity. 
Yi Antonio and his Lady feldom went from 
+ Bed- fide, and had I been a Brother to ’em 
they could not have regarded me more. But 
Nature, in fp ight of my pes ME prevail’d, 
and I gather’d Strength even Ky roe ay Will. 
They had inform’d me in my Ine or my 
Impot tunity) ef the Fryar’s Arrival, said that he 
had not fucceeded in his Negotiation: Bur yet 
they had not told me all the artic ulars. IT de- 
ryar 


fir'd the Fr might ‘be fent for, and conceal 
nothing fro me of what had paft. Accor- 
dingly ‘he a and gave me the following Re- 
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lation. Sir, faid he in Preach, affoon as I arriv’d 
at Sallee, I met with Hamer the frifo Renega- 
do. He receiv’d: me at firft after a bruitih 
manner, but when f declar’d I came to pay 
him his Demand for one of his Slaves that had 
made his Efcape, he began to be lefs four in 
his Treatment. He faid a great many handfom 
things concerning Don Antonio; but when I be- 
gan to mention you, he fell into a violent Rage, 
and vented bitter Reproaches againft you; fay- 
ing you were a vile Impoftor, had bafely de- 
ceiv’d and robb’d him doubly, of his Miftrefs 
and his Money. I told him I came to ranfom 


the Lady, and pay for whatever Damages you. 


had done. As for the Lady, faid he, fhe’s Food 
for Fithes long ago ; for rather than fhe would 
fubmit to me, fhe threw her felf overboard, (be-= 
fore we had gain’d the Port, when I had ta- 
ken her out of a Saick one of thy Slaves had 
brought her in from Mammora) and, in fpight 
of our Endeavours to the contrary, funk for e- 
ver to the Bottom. And is fhe gone! fad T: 
O Proof of virtuous Love! Happy had I been 
to have embrae’d the fame Fate! 

The Relation of this killing Difafter took a- 
way my Senfes for fome time; but when I had 
recover’'d, he went on. I had fome Hopé at 
firft that this was only a Fiétion of lis own, 
but I found in the Town that it was no Secret, 
and every body declar’d that it was ‘Truth. A 
Jew confirm’d me in’t, whom you had bought 
feveral Things of for your Voyage. He told 
me that Hamet arriv’d without any Womarti 
with him, for he faw him land in a very ill 
Humour, and had complain’d of him for affift- 
ing you, to his Superiour at Meguinez, and he 
receiv'd a fufficient Check from him. I was 
too well convine’d of the ‘Fruth, and therefore 
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haften’d my Departure, and am very forry I could 
notfucceed; butit was not in Fate, and L hope you 
will calmly fubmit.to the Will of Heaven, who 
fends.thefe Affiictions for [ryals. 

The good Friar gave me a great many whol- 
fome Admonitions: But I was not in a State 
much to obferve °em.. I now began to be care- 
lefs of the World, becaufe there was nothing in’t 
(fince. the Death of my dear Wife) worth my 
Notice. I had no Thoughts of . returning to 
England, tho’ I had Opportunities enough; but 
took a Refolution of going to fome remote Part 
of the World; imagining, the farther 1 was 
from my native Country, I fhould be the fur- 
therremov’d from my Anxiety. But alas! Sorrow 
is too conftant a Companion, and there’s no parting 
with it, but by Death. 

I bege’d Don Antonio, if he heard of any Ship 
bound tor a long Voyage, he would acquaint me 
with it, which he promis’d me to do, (after 
finding Perfuafion had no Effe& on me.) Two 
Months pafs’d away, and nonewsof aShip; when 
I began to be very uneafy, and told /utoxio, I 
would e’en make a Voyage to Genoa, where I 
could not well fail of a Veffel. When he found 
nothing could flay me, he ask’d me to what Pait 
of the World I would chufe to go? I told him 
I did not much care where. Why then, faid he, 
if you pleafe, my Father, and I will fit you out 
a Ship of what Burden you think fit, either for 
War or Traffick. I thank’d him, and told him 
I would have it for both, if he pleas’d, and I 
would be their Supra-Cargo, if they thought fit 
to give me fo great a Truitt. In fhort, a Ship of 
two hundred and fifty Ton was bought of an 
finglifo Merchant at Naples; a ftout new Vefiel, 
that mounted fix and twenty Brafs. Guns, and 
we mann’d her with a hundred Hands, mof 
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| Englifo; who underftanding I intended for the 
| South Sea, were glad of the Opportunity. Don 
Antonio took care to provide every thing neceflary 
for Traffick; and I was made Captain, and Supra- 
Cargo. 1 told him, Ivhop’d I fhould ina few 
Years bring him a good Account of his Lading. 
He obligingly anfwer’d me, that he hop’d I 
would come Home reconcil’d to my felf, and he 
fhould think himfelf very happy. The worft of 
it was, we had no Commiffion, neither would I 
fuffer Antonio to procure me one: For we re- 
folv’d, like Engh/bmen, to fight only with the E- 
nemies of our Country. 

I chriften’d my Ship the J/avelia, out of Refpect 
to Antonios Lady, and hoifted Englifp Colours 
on Board. When the Day came I was to go on 
Board, there were Tears {hed on both Sides. I 
could not, without fome Regret, part with fo 
good a Friend as 4utonio had prov’d to me; and 
Tam very, well convine’d that they were as 
fincere in their Sorrow, 

We fet Sail from Offtia, (where our Ship lay 
ever fince fhe came from Naples) the fecond of 
March 169%, with Intention to fteer our neareft 
Courte for America. Our Ship prov’d an excel- 
lent Sailor; and we made the Svreights Mouth 
in twelve Days from our firft Departure. When 
Ibeheld the Coaft of Africa, it brought frefh 
to my Memory paft Tranfactions; and I long’d for 
an Opportunity to be reveng’d on the Moors. 
The next Day our Men difcover’d two Sail 
bearing down the Wind upon us. We thought 
our felves too well provided: to run away; tho’ 
we kept on ourCourfe; and perceiving but one of 
?em that follow’d us, 1 ask’d my Men if they 
were willing to fpeak with that Veflel, and they 
cry’d one’ and all, they would with all their 
Hearts. We prepar’d tor an Engagement with 
all 
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all the Expedition imaginable, for fear fhemight 
prove of Barbary. We hoifted our Engh Co- 
lours, and they did the fame. When we found 
that, we lay by, that we might be inform’d of 
the News in England. But afloon as ever they 
came a-long Side of us, they pluck’d down their 
Exglifo Colours, and hoifted thofe of Aforocce in 
their Room; calling to us to furrender thar In- 
dtant, or it fhould be worfe for us. We were 

a little furpriz’d at firft in being difappointeds 
but notwithftanding this, my Men defix’d I would 
begin the Fight... We had not open’d.our Ports 
yet, and I order’d.my Men not to doit till I 
gave ’em the Word. I fent.a Man to bufy him- 
ielf about the Halliards of our Ancient, that the 
Rover might imagine we were going to. ftrike. 
We were well provided with faall Arms, and 
all manner of warlike Stores. I order’d every 
Man to their Pofts, but not to appear till they 
heard a Whiftle; upon, which they fhould epen 
their Ports, and fire both great Guns and {mall 
Arms. ‘The Rover thought us long in ftriking 
our Colours; he therefore call’d out to us again, 
and told us if we did not ftrike that . Inttant, 
they would pour a Broad-fide into us, Judt up- 
onthat, I blew my Whittle; my Men obey’d my 
Orders pundually, they. burft open our Ports, 
thruft out their Guns, and gave ’em a Broad- 
fide, with a Difcharge of their {mall Arms. 'This 
put ’em in much Confufion, as not expecting 
any Oppofition, and I am certain we kill’d a 
great many of their Mens for imagining we 
fhould be their Prize without fighting, they had 
crouded upon Deck all their Hands. 

I had tack’d about, and given. her another Sa- 
ute, before they return’d us the Favour. But 
they were not long backward, but pour’d in. up- 
on us very faft. My Men did their Bufinefs 

very

very well, and the Fight continu’d half an Hour 
with the utmoft Fury. 1 began to fancy we 
faould have but dry Meat (as the Sailors fay) and 
looking upon their Quarter-Deck, I foon fpy’d 
the Renegado Hamet giving Directions. At the 
Sight of him I was borh furpriz’d, and. pleas’ds 
bac my Soul was: fll’d with an unufual Fury. 
We were fo near, that I could hear every W ord 
he faid, tho’ 1 could nat urderftand him, becaufe 
he fpoke in the M@usri/fh ‘Tonguc. As we were 
tacking about, and charging again, I fhew’d my 
felf to him: I told him he was the onty Man in 
the World that I hated; and that very Day 
he fhould be in my Power, or I in his, or Death 
fhould put an End to both our Lives. He 


feem’d furpriz’d, but gave me a great deal of 


abufive Language. I encourag’d my Men, and 
defir’d ’em to fight bravely; for if we fell into their 
Hands, we fhould have no Mercy. 1 had fivd 
my Piece at Random before, that is, at the firll 
Perfon I faw; but now I levell’d all at Hamet, 
and he the fame at me. At laft I had the good 
Fortune to fetch him down. At this Sight I 
could not forbear giving aShout of Joy, which fo 
affe&ted thofe that were near me, and underftood 
the Bufinefs, that they fought like fo many Fu- 
ries; and after an obftinare Fight of two Hours, 
they ftruck to us. We gave God Thanks for our 
Visory; and I immediately went on Board ’em, 
where we had made a terrible Slaughter, they 
having loft by their own Account ninety feven 
Men. 

L ask’d fome of the Men, what Ship that was 
which ftood aloof from the Engagement; and 
they inform’d me it was a Prize they had taken 
a few Days before, laden with Wine and other 
Commodities. I then thought of a Stratagem to 
get her into my Power. I order’d our ue i

ftrike her Colours, and then we hoifted thofe of 
the Moors, and took our Ship in Tow. When 
the Prize {aw us in that Pofture, fhe imagin’d 
the Moor had -conquer’d, and made all the Sail 
fhe could to come up with us; fo that we foon 
came near enough to fend our Long-Boat arm’d 
on Board her. 

There were but twelve Moors on Board, be- 
fides Prifoners that were put under Hatches. 
When our Men had taken care of ’em, I went 
to ‘em, and order’d the Prifoners to be releas’d, 
defiring the Perfon that was the Mafter to come 
upon Deck. The Moors had not taken any of 
the Lading out of her: She was a Ship of nine- 
ty Tons bound for Leverpool, laden, as I faid be- 
fore, with Port-Wines, and feveral Jars of Oyl. I 
told the Mafter, he was at Liberty to purfue his 
Voyage when he thought fit. The poor Man 
was fome time before he could believe what I 
faid to be real: But when he was convine’d, he 
return’d me the Thanks fuitable to the Prefent 
I had made him. Yet he would make me a Pre- 
fent of a couple of Hogfheads of Wine; two 
Jars of Oyl, and two of Raifons; befides fix of 
each to the Ship’s Crew. I had loft feventeen 
of my Men in the Engagement, and eleven 
wounded; which I fupply’d, by taking as many 
of the Slaves they had on board of Hamet’s Ship, 
all by their own Choice; and the reft that did 
not care for fo long a Voyage, I recommended 
to the Mafter of the Prize, who promis’d me 
to land ’em all in Exgland. 

We pillag’d the Cor/air, and found very good 
Booty. We had out of her to the Value of two 
thoufand Pounds in Goods, which I enter’d in 
the Ship’s Books for the Ufe of the Company. 
We did not know well how to difpofé of her 
Crew; and tho’ they deferv’d Death, yet in cool 

Blood 
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Blood I thought it was inhumane; and I con- 
| fider’d they never had injur’d me. So I releas’d 
em by the Confent of the whole Company, 
with this Agreement; that they fhould make-a 


| Prefent from me to Mirza the Eunuch of fifty 
Pound in their Moorifh Money, which he that 


had Command over the reft fwore by Mahomet 
to perform. When we had taken every thing 
that was needful for our Voyage out of her, we 
let her go, and purfu’d our Courle. 

We touch’d at the Canaries (or Fortunate 
Tflands) to take in Frefh Water, and turn’d the 
Lading we had taken out of the Cor/air into 


) Money: And I fhar’d it among the Sailors, re- 
ferving a fourth Part for my felf and Owners, 


as I call’d ’em. I gave the Men by Lotts leave to 
go a-fhore, where they foon difpos’d of their 
Money for things they wanted; but the chief of 
their Commerce was for Wine and Brandy, 
knowing we had a long Voyage to make. 

We were obliged to leave the Place fooner 
than we defign’d, by reafon our Pilot had unfor- 
tunately kill’d a Portugueze, and the Governor 
threaten’d to have our Ship ftopp’d if we did not 
farrender him up. I underftood that the De- 
ceas’d had been in the Wrong, and therefore ra- 
ther than run the hazard of lofing him, we fet 
Sail from thence the tenth of pril. The Caftle 
fir’d feveral Guns with Shot to ftay us, but we 
did not regard it, but kept on our Voyage. 

We met with nothing worth Notice till we 
made the Ifland of St. Vincent, one of the Cape 
Verde, and came to an Anchor in ten Fathom 
Water, in a fine gravelly Bottom. 

Thefe Iflands are the He/perides of the An- 
cients. The Natives are Blacks, a poor mifera- 
ble People. They brought us a few Tortoife, 
which we exchang’d any Trafh for, and they 
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were corténted. The Rivuler of freth Water 
would hardly ftipply us, it béing alitioft dry’d 
tip. But we had Wood enodu igh. The whole [Mand 
is not above tWo I .Gdgues and ‘ahalfin Lefigth, and 
half a one in Breadth; ; very batten of Fruir, Grafs; 
ot Roots, and eve Animals. I faw dilly a few 
wild Affes, ai fome Goats, which were too 
nimble for us, or fo a hip that they were not 
Worth our wa ‘init Powder atid Shot:

Twenty Days “afterwards we pafs’d the /Equi+ 
noctial Line, with the ufual Ceremony of duck= 
ine all thofe Perfons that had never béen there 
before’ Bat I bought off the beft Part of thé 
Délitiquetits se an Arichot of Brandy. 

The text Day we buty’d two of our Men, 
who dy’d of the Wontds they had recéiv’d itt 
the Fight; bat all the reft Happily recover'd: 
We gave ’em thtee Guns, and coinmitted eft 
to the Waves. 

In the Latitude of twenty two, we faw a gteat 
Nuthber of Fowls, and thereforé jude’d we could 
not be many Leagues fron’ Land, which we dif- 

over’d foon after to be The HMtnd of Aftvifion, about 
io Leagues to the North; but we pafs’d by it, and 
in two Days more’ atichord in fix Fathom Wa- 
tér at thé Ifland of St: Catharines, about half 2 
Mile from the main Land of Brafi. 

This Ifland lies in twenty fevett Degrees thirty 
Minutes of South Latitude. It is alinott 4 con= 
tinu’d Grove of Trees, atid’ but thinly inhabited 
by Portugueze, and a few Blacks. ‘They are in 

I want 
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want almoft of all the Neceffartes of Life, befides 
| Provifion, which is plentiful enough, fuch as it 
gs. The Inhabitants areé courteous cnough, and 
would not take Moncey for any thitig we had of 
em, But Linnen and Woollen. And after I had 
got cvery thing that was neceflary for the Ship, 


I fold ’em Goods to the Value of four hutidred 
| Pounds, which I receiv’d in pure Gold. They 


never have Peace with the /zdzaus of the Con- 
tinent; and being fo very near, they have often for= 


| merly made Intonds, and carry’d off the Inhabi- 


tants. But they have prevetited fuch Attempts 


for the future, by building feveral Redoubts, 


| where they keep conitant Guard. 


They pay no sther Vaxes but the Church- 
Tythes, (which they'll be fure not to lofe;) and 
for Religion, they had but one Friar when I 
was there; and all his Bufinefs was, as I was in- 
form’d, only to receive his Tenths. 

A Frenchman told me a pleafant Story of oné 
of the Inhabitants, an induftrious Feliow that had 
ten Children; but, notwithftanding his Induftry, 

found it a hard Matter to bring both Ends: to- 
Ee cher at the Year’s End: Tho’ the wortt of his 
Grievances was the Prieft’s Tythes, and his Mo- 
ney. He often endéeavour’d to perfuade the Fa- 
ther to forget him a Year or two, but all to no 
Purpofe. One Day the Father paid him a Vifir, 
in order to receive his Dues. The poor Man 
told him ingenuoufly he had it notin his Power 
to give it him. But he {till infifted. At laft He 
told him fre had but one Way to procure it, and 
that he fear’d the Church would not mee of. The 
Friar told him he was the beft Judge of chat, if 
he would tell him what ic was. Why, faid the 
Man, a Perfon that lives on the Contitient has 
feveral fat Pigs, of a very fine Breed. Now, faid 
he, I could bring one over with tie unper- 
ceiv’d 
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ceiv’d of any one, as I come from my daily La- 
bour; and fuch a one (naming a Neighbour) will 
give me a good Price for it. The Friar paus‘d 
fome time, but at laft gave him this Anfwer. It is 
certainly a Sin to fteal, but yet it is a greater Sin 
to rob the Church of its Due, and therefore I 
will abfolve you. But bring the Pig to me, for 
if it’s worth fo much to your Neighbour, it is 
worth as much to me. ‘The Man told him he 
would be fure to bring it him that. Night, and the 
Friar faid if he was not at Home, he would leave 
Word with his Servant to take Care of ir. Now the 
Friar had no conftant Dwelling here; for, they 
are fent from Lagoa, a Town upon the Conti- 
nent, about ten Leagues to S.S. W. and their 
‘Tythes were ufually fent there in a fmall Bark 
kept for that Purpofe. ‘The Prieft took care to 
be out of the way (that he might {wear he 
knew nothing of the Matter, if it was found out) 
at the ‘Time when the Man was to come with 
his Pig; but gave his Servant a ftriét Order, 
whatever was brought fhould be immediately 
carry’d on Board, and taken a great deal of Care 
of. 

When the Time came, the Man was as good 
as his Word, and brought to the Prieft’s Houfe 
his Promife in a Hand-basket. ‘The Servant o- 
bey’d his Mafter’s Orders, and went to carry it 
on Board; but before he could get to the Har- 
bour, what he had in his Basket began to cry 
out. The poor Fellow was very much fright- 
ed to find he had got a Child in the Basket; but 
fearing, by the Charge his Mafter gave of it, 
he was deeply concern’d in the Affair, made all 
the hafte he could on Board: And the Veffel 
fetting Sail that Night, he went with his Charge 
to Lagoa, where he very fecretly delivered it to 
the Brotherhood.

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The Prieft at St. Catharines thought his 


Man ‘had robb’d him, and made his Efcape, be- 


ing he was miffing fo long; for he bad carry’d a 
| Breat many other things on Board before the 


Child, “The Imagination of this made the Fa- 
ther very uneafy; and the Wind continuing fair, 
he imbark’d on board a Veffel, and arriv’d at 
But what was 
his Surprize, when he found he had got a fuck- 


ang Child, inftead of a fucking Pig! He told 


the refit of his Brethren the Affront that had 
been put upon him ; and they refolv’d to fend 
the Bantling back again: but either for want 
of due Care, or through the Fatigue of the Sea, 
the Child dy’d. Whenthe Friar came back to St. 
Catharines, he ran open-mouth’d to the poor 
Man, and {wore he fhould be excommunicated 
for playing Tricks with the Church. The Man 
told him, he was forward enough to have his 
Tythes ; fo having ten Children, and finding nine 
too many to keep, he was refolv’d he fhould 
have his Due, and have the Tenth. And farther 
added, if he offer’d to make any more Stir a- 
bout it, he would acquaint every body with 
his encouraging him to fteal from his Neigh- 
bours. 

The Father finding the Man had too much 
Underftanding to be Prieft-ridden, thought it his 
beft way to hold his Tongue. But the Secret 
wis difclos’d, and the poor Prieft led a fad fort 
of Life: For whenever he came for his Tythes, 
many would merrily ask him if he would have 
his Tithe Pig. In fhort, the Friar was tham’d 
out of the Hland, and the Fraternity were obs 
liged to fend another Man in his Room, who 
very often hears the Story of the Child, tho’ 
much againft his Will. 
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We anchor’d at firft within a Bow-fhot of the 
Tfiand of Parrots, in {even Fathom Water: But 
we were inform’d the beft Place to water our 
Ship, was two Leagues beyond the Ifland. of 
St. Catharine. We had our prefent Wants 
fupply’d from the Continent, tho’ not enough to 
water the Ship; fo we refolv’d to fteer for the 
watering Place, in the Bay of drazatiba. 

We fteer’d between the Ifland and the Con- 
tinent, and all the way on each fide we dif- 
cover’d a beautiful Profpect of Houfes, inviron’d 
with natural Woods and Groves, which gave 
the Eye a vaft Delight. When we approach’d 
the Bay of .4razatiba, we perceiv’d a Ship, with 
Englifo Colours, with her Anchor a-peak, in or- 
der to difcover who we were., I immediately 
hoifted Engii/b Colours, but prepar’d for an En- 
gagement, as imagining her to be French, (or fome 
Linglifo Pirate;) for there was War between the 
two Nations: But I found it was a Privateer, 
commanded by Captain Dampier, who made me 
a, Vifit, after having hail’d us. When he was on 
Board, he us’d many Perfuafions to engage me to 
confort with him, and follow the Bufinefs of Priva- 
teering ; but Itoldhim, I had other Affairs to ma- 
nage. After I had treated him handfomely with 
what the Ship afforded, he took his Leave, and 
invited me to dine-on board his Veffel the next 
Day. I gave him my Promife to wait on him, 
and I accordingly went, where I was very hand- 
fomely treated; and there we agreed two Days 
after to make an Entertainment jointly for the 
Officers of both Ships-on Shore’; andthe Day 
after that,. for the reft of the Crew. 

In order to this 1 commanded a large Tent 
o.be pitch’d, capable of -holding fifty Per-

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'Mafick of both Veffels; but mine proving to be

After Dinner, Captain Dampier told me, tho’ 
he could not oblige me with Jtalian Mufick,

I knew him affoon as ever I faw him, but I per- 


ceiv’d by his Behaviour he had no Knowledge 


of me; neither was it very poflible he could 
have known me, becaufe he had never feen me 
but once, and then he had too much Concern 
to make any Obfervations: But the Occafion had 
imprinted in my Mind a lively Idea of him, 

He fung admirably well, and with good Judg- 
ment. I ask’d the Captain how he came to be 
an Eunuch; he told me he could not infor 
me, neither could he ever prevail upon him to 
let him know-it. We were very merry for fe- 
veral Hours; and I may fafely declare that during 
that Time [ had bury’d my inward. Malady. 

I told the Singer, I believ’d I could let Cap- 
tain Dampier into the Secret of his Caftration, 
if he would not be offended at it. He feem’d 
very much concern’d, and blufh’d; but imagin- 
in? I knew nothing of the Matter, he gave me his 
Cenfent to fay what I thought fit; yet with the 
utmoft Chagrine in his Face, as believing he 
was only going to be the Jeft of the.

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But when I began to name my Matter, and ef 
ter’d into fome Part of the Story, I found him 
in the utmoft Confufion, infomuch that” I 
pity’d him, and told him I would not proceed 
any farther, without his Confent.

Misfortune, was at St. Dunffan’s Church; (which, 
to. my Shame I muft own, I too often frequen- 
Jted without Devotion.) Our Eyes often told 
Jus the Language of the Heart. I got the Op- 
Pportunity of fitting in the next Pew to her, 
Wbut had never once difclos’\d my Paffion. 
One Sunday, as the Clerk had fet the Pfalm, 
fhe bege’d I would lend. her my Book; fay- 
Hing fhe had left hers at Home. When jhe 
Whad done, fhe return’d it me, and thank’d 
Qme. I had refolv’d with my felf to have wait- 
led on her out of the Church, but was preven- 
ited by the Perfon that was afterwards her Huf- 
band. When I came home, I pull’d my Pray- 
)er-Book out of my Pocket, but perceiv’d it 
would not fhut as ufual; which put me on ex- 
jamining it. I found a Note pinn’d to the laft

| I was very punctual, and found her there be- 
tfore me. I begg’d her Pardon for making her

| She told me fhe had long had a Paffion for

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We had many Meetings: fometimes at my 
Chambers, till I was taken too much Notice of 
by fome of my Neighbours: And when dhe was 
married we often met at different: Places, and 
fhe as. often made. me handfome Prefents.

I had» learnt 
to fing whenI was young; and my Voice, grow- 
ing clear by my Lofs, is much improv’d, I 
had kept my Misfortune a Secret to all the 
Crew, if I had not receiv’'da Wound inmy Thigh 
by an indian Arrow on the Coaft of Florida, 
a Year ago; for the Surgeon coming to drefs 
me, when the extream Anguifh had taken away 
my Senfes, perceiv’d my Condition and difclos’d 
ir to the Company: But I have the good For- 
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When the Story was finifh’d, we join’d our 
Company again, and ended the Day in Mirth 
and Jollity. The next Day my Crew went on 
Shore to regale themfelves; for Captain Dampier 
and I had alter’d our Refolution of fending both 
Companies together, for fear of Quarrels and 
Diforder. And his Crew went on Shore the 
following Day. : 

About Noon, as I was reading in my Cabin,

Mouth at all hazards, ordering every’ Man to 
his Arms, and to load all our great Guns with 
Musket Ball. By good Fortune the Tide was 
almoft at the higheft, fo that we came on broad- 
fide the Rivulet where our Men were defending 
themfelves. They had made a Rampart with 
the empty Casks, and had kept off the indians 
with their Pieces; but juft as we came, they 
had {pent all their Ammunition, and had refoly’d 
to fubmit to the Jndians. But affoon as they 
perceiv’d us, they took to their Heels, and ran 
towards our Ship, and the Judians after them; 
but we foon ftopp’d their Career, by firing our 
double and round, which kill’d ’em above fifty 
Men, and put the reit to Flight. We took 
our Men on Board, and intended to fall out of 
the River, but found the Tide turn’d; and before 
we could get out our Ship ran a-ground, fo that 
we were oblig’dto wait till the next Tide. I wag 
very uneafie at this Accident, and order’d my 
Lieutenant to take the Boat, and acquaint Cap- 
tain Dampier with it. 
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In’ the mean time, not to be idle, f arm’d 
twenty Men, and. orderd them to suard the 
re{t while they fill’d our Casks'; which was ac- 
cordingly done, and with the LongiB 3oat brought 
on Board. I would not let them be hoifted into the 
Ship, for fearof hurting her now fhe lay aground 5 
tho’ it prov’d tobe a clayie Bottom. 

An Hour before Night we perceived an 
Indiaw running yery fwittly to. us, who call’d to 
us in Portuguere to fetch him aboard. ‘Affoor 
s he was in the Ship, he told a Man that 
unde titood Portugueze, that the Indians, to the 
Number of a Thoufand, defign’d in the middle of 
the Night toattack our Ship, and that they would 
come down in Canoes; for they very well knew 
we could not get out till’ Tide of Flood. 

‘his Man, whom we took-for an Judian, wasa 
Portugueze the Judians had taken Prifoner a Year 
me and underftanding their Language learnt 
their Refolution ; and while they were calling 

their Number together, he_ toc ok his Opportu- 
nity to make his Efcape. I order’d him to be 
old he fhould be rewarded for his Intelligence. 
I‘ immediately call’d all the Officers together 
to confult about the Danger, and we agreéd to 
fend to Captain Dampier for Help, who came 

with fifty Men well arm’d: And by his Ad- 
vice, afloon as it was dark, we landed fix of 
our Cannon, and rais’d a (mall Battery without 
any Noife or Buttle; thefe were pointed up the 
River flaunting. Two of our Guns were load- 
ed with double and round, in the Stern of our 
Ship. The reft of our Men were ‘order’d in 
clofe Coverts on each Side the River, with 
Directions to let the Jdian Canoes pats ’em, and 
not to fire till they were all gone by. 

-Every thing was concerted and fettled, and 
every man order’d ‘to his Poft, to expedt the 

Charge

Charge ; and we had contriv’d it fo well, that 
none of our Fires could hurt one another. 

About one a-clock in the Morning we could 
hear their Paddles in the Water, and foon after 
perceive ’em. filently falling down the River, to 
the Number of two hundred Canoes. We let 
them come within fifty Yards of our Ship, be- 
fore we fir'd; but when we began, we made 
fuch a terrible Slaughter of ’em, that I pity’d 
em. We took one Canoe with twelve /n- 
dians, and their Chief among them. When the 
Morning dawn’d, we were amaz’d to fee what 
Havock Death had made; the very Shores were 
ftain’d with Blood, and we had not loft one 
Man of either of our Crews. ‘The Portugueze, 
who gave us Notice, I rewarded with a hun- 
dred Pound, and two new Suits of Cloaths, 
both Linnen and Woollen; and we made Ufe 
of him for our Interpreter. He told us we had 
one of their Cacigues among the Prifoners, and 
a Man of great Power among the Judiaus. 1 
erder’d him to ask him the Reafon of his En- 
mity to us, fince we had never offended them. 
He told him that he took us for Spaniards, or Por- 
tugueze, Nations they hated from the barbarous 
Ulage they had met with from them: But he 
was forry he had molefted us, being he was 
convine’d we were Englifomen, and Enemies to 
the Spaniards as well as themfelves: But how- 
ever, he would pay fufficiently for his Ranfom, 
if we would fpare his Life; and accordingly we 
agreed for a hundred Weight of Gold Dutt, 
and twenty in Ingots, and he order’d one of his 
Retinue to fetch it. In the mean time, we 
took the Advantage of the Tide, and fell down 
to our old Station. 

The next Day at Noon two Canoes arriv'd, 
one with the Gold, and feveral Perfons of Qua- 
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lity that came to wait on their King; and the 
other laden with Fruits and Provifions, which 
IF had equally parted between’: both Ships 


Com P anics. 1 took the Ingots for my/Sharers, 
and the Duft was divid ea among us according 
to our Allowance. ele Dampier a and his Crew 
were mightily pleas’d with their Dividend, and 


once more ‘prefs’d me to accompany them : but 
¥ gave ’em a flat Denial for the prefent, with 
this ,Hope, that when [ had. vifitedfeveral Pla- 
ces in the South-Sea, I would. return to® St. 
Salvadoy, and wait two Months for’ them there. 

We put the Judians.on Shore, and the next 
Day weigh’d Anchor again, faluting Captain Dam- 
pier with 11 Guns, who return’d the like Number, 

and we fteer’d our Courfe with a frefh'Gale, for the 
Streights of Magellan, | intending to pafs thro’ 
thofe Streights into the South-Sea s for I was 
of Opinion it would fhorten our Voyage; and 
then my Curiofity {trengthen’d that Opinion : 
But I was advis’'d by my Lieutenant to venture 
ip to Buenos Ayres, a Town belonging to the 
Spaniards, where he affur’'d me we might drive 
a very good “Trade underhand with the Mer- 
chants. I communicated the Matter to the 
whole Company, who unanimoufly agreed it was 
the beft Courfe. we -could fteer,-So we kept 
in with the Shore, and fteer’d for the Rio dela 
Plata, or the River of Plate, which we reach’d 
in twenty Days without any Accident. As we 
had Wiens rith France and Spaing 1 had hoifted 
French Colours, that we. might have the Liber- 
eyit to trade with more Safety. 

Buenos Ayres is fituated above fifty Leagues 
up the River of Plate, which above the Town 
receives the Name of. Pareees and‘ takes its 
Rife many Leagues’ up the Country; which is 

aC by a numerous Nation of Jvdians, who 
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fometimes trade with the Spaniards, but oftner 
murder *em when they can meet ’em conveni- 
ently; for the Spirit of Revenge is fuck’d in- 
with their Milk, and handed down from Father 
to Son; fo that they imagine it to be a very 
meritorious Deed to difpatch one of them; 
-and they are generally rewarded by their Ca- 
cique for it. 

The Town of Buenos Ayres takes its Name 
from the excellent Temperature of the Climate, 
and its pleafant Situation. They have Com- 
merce with the Ships of Ewrope not above once 
a Year, which bring ’*em the Neceffaries they 
want, and in Return eafe ’em of their Gold; 
that being a Metal lefs efteem’d than Iron, 
which proves more ufeful to them. When we 
were within two Leagues of the Port, we came 
to an Anchor in <a little Creek in eight Fathom 
Water, a fandy Bottom. We did not care to 
go nearer the Town, for fear the Governour 
fhould have taken it in his Head to have hin- 
der’d our going out again. 

Though we were not in Sight of it, yet we 
had Canoes on board of us in an hour after 
our anchoring ; and fome of Note came zucog- 
nito, to be inform’d what we dealt in. One of 
them told me, he believ’d it would be no difh- 
cult thing to difpofe of my Cargo, if I thought 
fir to make the Governour a fmall Prefent. 
Accordingly I took his Advice, and fent my 
Steward in my Name, with a Piece of Hol- 
land, and half a dozen Pieces of Jtalian Silks; 
which he receiv’d as a very valuable Prefenr, 
and fent me Word he would not in the leatt 
moleft me, “provided I did not deal too bare- 
fac’d. I -underftood him, and therefore was ve- 
ry Cautious; felling but to one at a time, nor 
would I fuffer another to enter my Ship, tll 
the former was difpatch’d, In 
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was to dine on Shore at the Caftle.. But,I left 
a itriét Order with my Lieutenant how to be- 
have himfelf if I fhould be ftopp’ds for I knew 
the Spaniards to be unfaithful People. 

When we landed, I obferved the Town made 
but a mean Appearance,  confifting only. of 
two Streets built in the Form of.a Grofs: and 
{urrounded with a Mud Wall.. ‘The -Caille j 
{elf made but an indifferent Figure; .buc how- 


ever I was very elegantly entertain’d.. «The (soe 
vernor feem’d to have lefs of the Formality of 
the Spaniard, than ever I met with in any of 


them. When I took my Leave of him, he 
made mea Prefent of two Judian Slaves, and 
a Bar of Gold that weigh’d three Pound two 
Ounces. When I came on Board, call’d a 
Council, to know what Courfe we fhould fteer 
next; for as to Traffiick, I had no Pretence to 
so to the South-Sea, being all my Cargo was 
already difpos’d of. We debated forfome time, 
and at laft we all agreed to go for the South- 
Sea upon the fcore of Privateering. We com- 
municated our Intentions to the Company, and 
they all feem’d very much rejoic’d at the Re- 
folution I had taken. : 

Now I began to repent I had not join’d with 
Captain Dampier, for I wanted Men for any no-~ 
table Exploit, but I did not defpair of meect- 
ing with him in the Sosth-Sea. We weigh’d 
Anchor, and fteer’d for the Streights of MJagele 
ban 
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iow with a fair Wind. One Morning my Ser- 
vant wak’d me, and told me that a Sail bore 
down upon us, and the Licutenant defird to 
know how to behave himielf. J rofe upon the 
Inftant, and, by the help of my Perfpective, 
faw it was a Veflel with Eneglifi Colours 3 but 
I imagining they were put up only for a Shew, 
I caus’d French Colours to. be hoifted, which 
foon was anfwer’d by the fame in the Ship 
that purfu’d us. I order’d every thing to be 
prepar’d for an Engagement without any Hur- 
ry, commanded my Men not to appear upon 
Deck, and kept on my Courfe with crouded 
Sail, that our Purfuers might imagine I was 
willing to get from them; yet I order’d is fo 
by falfe Steering, that they gain’d upon us. 
About Three in the Afternoon they were with- 
in half a League of us, firing every Quarter of 
an Hour a Gun to Leeward, to let us know 
we were to take them for Friends. 

I order’d our Men to tack about, hoift up 
Englifo Colours, and bear upon ’cm. We foon 
perceiv’d we had much furpris’d ’em, but not- 
withftanding they kept up their French Colours, 
and feem’d to prepare for the Engagement, tho’ 
they were much inferior to us. When we came 
along Side I hal’d ’em, and (after owning they 
were French) commanded them to furrender; 
but was anfwer’d with a Broadfide, which we 
return’d fo faft, thar they foon ftruck, and 
call’d for Quarter. I order’d the Captain to 
come on Board, who inform’d me that his 
Veffel was call’d the Felicity, belonging to Mon- 
fieur de Gennes, and had been feparated from 
the Fleet three Days before. I us’d the Cap- 
tain very handfomly, for the Sake of Monfieur 
St. Olon the French Ambaflador. I gave him a 
Letter and a fmall Prefent for that Gentleman, 
and 
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and difmifs’ad him without taking any thing: from 
them. I found this Action did not pleafe fome 
of my Men; and not earing to have them un- 
eafie, I. fummon’d them upon the: Deck, and 
told ’em the Obligations I had:to the French 
Ambaffador; acquainting them, as this was a Ship 
of War, there was not much ‘to be expected 
from ’em, therefore I told ’em I would fhare 
five hundred Pound among ’em to: make ’em 
Amends for their Difappointment.: But not one 
of them would accept a Penny ; and ‘in return 
I told them, I did not intend to make: any 
more fuch Compliments to the Freuch, if ever 
they came into my) Power again. They were 
very well pleas’d with my Declaration, and 
fome of them prais’'d my Generofity ; for tho’ 
moft Sailors are rough and blunt» in Speech, 
yet they can in their way admire a generous Ac- 
tion as well as other Men. 

Our Ofiicers were under fome Apprehenfions 
of meeting with the Squadron of Monfieur de 
Gennes, which being a Fleet of five Sail would 
certainly be too hard for us; and we were in- 
form’d by the Captain of the Felicity that they 
were fail’d for the Streights of Magellan. 1 
found their Fears very reafonable;: and: it would 
be a fool-hardy Action to encounter a Force fo 
much fuperior: For though ‘Life was burthen- 
fome enough to me, yet Humanity oblig’d me 
not to hazard the Lives of fo many Men that 
were not out of Love with this. World. So 
Ik refolv’d to wave my Curiofity, and make for 
Le Maire’s Streights; which in five Days time 
we difcover’d, known to Sailors by three Rocks, 
eall’d the ZYhree Brothers from their Likenefs to 
ene another. 

“We found a ftrong Current fetting North- 
ward, and an unufual Tolling of the Ship ; 
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but we got’ through the Streights in two Days 
with Safety, and made for the South-Sea. 

The next Day we difcover’d the Alagellan 
Clouds, fo well known to ‘Sailors, which con- 
vinc’d us that we. were over-again{t’ thofe 
Streights that run into the Sowth-Sea. Thefe 
Clouds are always feen in the fame Degree,’ and 
the fame orbicular Form. “We kept on our 
Courfe, not intending to come within Sight of 
the Continent for fear of a’ Difcovery; and 
the Weather favour’d us, it continuing ve- 
ry hazy. | 

About an Hour within Night we heard the 
Sound of a Trumpet, which we conjectur’d 
mutt be on © oard of fome Veffel, becaufe we 
were well affur’'d we were not near enough the 
Y.and; upon which I. immediately ‘gave Orders 
to-put out all our Lights,»and ‘fteer our Courfe 
that Way we heard the Sound; which Sound- 
ing often gave us true Notice of their Courfe; 
and in half an Hour, tho’ pretty dark, we gain’d 
Sight of ’em: But their Mirth was foon chang’d 
when we got up with ’em, thruft out our 
Guns, and hail’d ’em. “We underftood they 
were Spanifo, and 1 order’d ’em to be told if 
they did not upon the Inftant lye by, and fend 
their Commander on Board, I would immedi- 
ately fire upon ’em. They very readily com- 
ply’d with my Orders, hoifted out their Boat, 
and the Captain came on Board me, whofe 
Wame was Don Suan Villegro, and his Ship the 
Wild-fire. We was employ’d by the Viceroy of 
Peru, to carry condemn’d Perfons to Baldivia, 
which is the Refidence of moft of the Rogues 
of America. But we were alfo inform’d they 
had the Real Situado on Board, which is a Sum 
of Money fo call’d, that is fent from the Vice- 
roy of Peru to pay and cloath the Garrifon, as 
well 
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well as to repair the Fortifications of Baldivia. 
This Sum ufually amounted to four hundred 
thoufand Crowns, but we could find no more 
than two hundred and fifty thoufand; but then, 
to make Amends for the Deficiency, we met 
with a great many valuable Haf-India Goods,* 
brought from thence by their Manilla Ship; for 
the Merchants always put their Supply for Bai- 
divia in the Ship that carries the Money to pay 
the Garrifon, that being the only Time to dif- 
pofe of their Goods. 

This Prize made my Men mad with Joy, 
and I fear’d it would make ’em think they 
fhould have enough, and confequently defire to 
return home. But I foon found it had the con- 
trary Effect, and they all expeéted, from this 
Earneft of good Fortune, Riches enough in the 
Voyage we propos’d, to make ’em for ever. 

] treated the Prifoners handfomely, which 
were forty-fix, including fifteen Felons, who 
were well pleas’d to have chang’d their Ma- 
fters; expecting better Ufage from us than from 
the Spaniards of Baldivia, where they were de- 
fign’d. There was one Roberts, an Englifoman, 
among them, who, I have been inform’d, has 
been executed fince for Piracy; him, two French- 
meny tour Spaniards and the Trumpeter, I en- 
ter’d in my Books to reinforce my Crew; un- 
derftanding their Crime was only Sufpicion of Pi- 
racy, therefore I was convine’d they were good 
Sailors. But I did nor know how to difpofe 
of the Ship and the reft of the Crew. If I 
fhould give ’em their Liberty, they would of 
courfe alarm the Country; and if I kept them 
with me, Provifions would fall fhort ; tor they 
were victual’d but for a Month’s Voyage. 

The Spaxifo Captain being imform’d of my 
Fears, told me by an Interpreter, that he had 
yeceiy'd 
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receiv'd fuch handfome Ufage from me, that 
he would upon his Honour fteer to what Port 
‘Tthought fit, and report if I pleas’d that I was 
fail’d back again for the North Sea. I told 
him, though [ could: rely upon his Honour, 
he could not anfwer for all the reft. At lat 
I thought of a’ Stratagem to deceive the Spa- 
nifo Captain as well as the other -Prifoners, as 
follows. In the firft Watch of the Night (the 
Prifoners being -all under» Hatches) I came to 
our Sailors upon Deck, and told ’em the ill 
Confequence of keeping or letting go the Pri- 
foners; and therefore concerted with ’em that 
they fhould pretend a Mutiny the next Day, 
and all declare for going back through the 
Streights into the North Sea. .When the firft 
Watch was reliev’d, I acquainted the other 
Moiety of the Company, and then retir’d to 
Reft. But my Slumbers were broken with Vi- 
fions of my dear Mrs. Villars; I dreamt I faw 
her in the Arms of the Renegado Hamet, ftrug- 
gling and calling out on me for Help, and be- 
fore I could come to-her Affiftance, Death had 
freed. her from the barbarous Wretch. This 
Dream had brought to my Mind all my Afflic- 
tions, and [ can’t tell how long I fhould have 
continu’d feeding upon my Sighs, if I had not 
been alarm’d with Shouts and Noifes upon 
Deck. I ran out to fee what- was the Mat- 
ter, and foind my Men, as was defign’d, in 
their feign’d Mutiny. 1 had forgot at. firft, 
and was much alarm’d;:but recollecting, I car- 
ry d on the Cheat. . And: Grief had fo feated her- 
{elf on my Countenance, with Thoughts of my 
Dream, that one of the Quarter-Mafters told 
me afterwards, my Looks were enough to de- 
ceive all the World. 
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The Spaniards had leave to, be upon Deck all 
the Day, and Care was taken to let them into 
the Secret. At Dinner I told the Spanifh Cap- 
tain (for he and the Merchants always eat with 
me) that I thought his Speeches yefterday were 
prophetic, for 1 was compell’d to comply with 
my obftinate Crew, and fail for the North Sea 
again. He reply’d, he wifh’d me happy where- 
ever I went: And to carry on the Deceit, we 
fteer’d our Courfe back again. 

In the Afternoon Roberts came to me, and 
told me that one of the Spaniards, who was 
willing to flay with us, would undertake to 
bring me ten thoufand Pieces of Eight in ten 
Days, if I would let him have the Prize. Up- 
on what Roberts faid, I fent for the Man, and 
had him examin’d by Roberts, who underftood 
Spanifo very well. The Spaniard told me, he 
would not have me enquire into the Matter 
till it was done; and for the better Security I 
might fend who I thought fit with him, pro- 
vided he had one of his Companions that was 
to help in the Defign. Accordingly I orderd 
twenty Hands, and to obey the Spaniard in this 
Expedition as if he were their Captain. 

We agreed to wait for them the limited 
Time, in the fame Degree we parted from ’em. 
{ inform’d the Spanifo Captain, by an Interpre- 
ter, that his Countryman was gone upon fome 
fecret Expedition, and afloon as hé return’d we 
would purfue our Courfe, He anfwer’d, what- 
ever he had undertaken he was of the Opini- 
on he would fucceed in it, for he had certain- 
ly as much Cunning as any Perfon in the World; 
he had been condemn’d} to Saldivia once 
before, and had made his Efcape from thence; 
and he did not doubt but he would get from 
them again, if he had been carry’d there the 
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fecond time; and farther gave me fome Hints 
that he might deceive me in this Underta- 
‘king. 

I began to be in fome fear of having a Knavith 
Trick play’d me, and would have recall’d the 
Veffel if it had not been too late; bur hoping 
for the beft, I refolv’d to cruife till the Time 
appointed was expir’d. 

f had cloath’d my two Jndigns, that were 
prefented me by the Governour of Buenos Ayres, 
in European Habits very handfome; and initruct- 
edi them in the Exgj/b Tongue : They very rea- 
dily learnt; and I gave them all the tender Ufage 
imaginable, which they were obligingly fenfible 
of; and I believe they would have facrific’d 
their Lives to have fery’d me. I found them 
very handy, and docible, and very good-natur’d; 
which convinces me, if mild Methods were 
us’d with them, they might be very eafily 
wrought to be Friends to the Europeans, efpe- 
cially the Englfo. And 1 think ’tis great Pity 
fuch a vaft Body of People fhould be ignorant 
of the Divine Being that form’d the Univerfe. 


Though the Spaniards (it’s true) fend Miffona- 
vies among them to inculcate Chriftianity, yet 
they generally neglect their holy Funétions, 
and ftrive all they can to inrich themfelves, by 
laying exorbitant Taxes upon the poor /udians: 
And [I have been inform’d, that in fome Parts of 
America all the Wealth they get is deliver’d to 
the Miffon, referving to themfelves only what 
is needful, and that but from Day to Day. I 
had my two Indians made Chriftians; one by 
by the Name of Robert, and the other Fofepb,; 
being mine and my Father’s Names. And I 
hope, in the Sight of God, Lay-Baptifm will 
fufice; efpecially when we had not the Hap- 
pinels of the other Form. And it is not 
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impoflible, if they lead good Lives, they may 
find the Road to Heaven as well as if they had 
been chriften’d in a Church, by an orthodox 
Clergyman. 

Three Days before the Time I expected my 
Spaniard back, we difcovered two Sail making 
up to us, which made us prepare for an En- 
gagement ; but we foon perceiv’d it was our 
Prize, with another Veffel. The Spamard came 
on Board, and inform’d me that he hed been 
fomething better than his Word, for he 
believ’d that in Money and in Goods he had 
brought to the Value of 80000 Dollars. He 
gave us the following Account, by foderts. 
Laftt time I was Prifoner at Baldivia, I was 
compell’d to work for one Don Sancho Ramirez, 
a fordid, covetous, jealous, malicious Wretch, 
one that us’d to deal in Merchandize. It was his 
ufual Method to wait at a Country Houfe near the 
Sea, for the Arrival of the Real Situado Ship, (which 
was the fame I had taken) and then go private- 
ly on Board to deal with the Merchants. The 
Knowledge of this made me undertake this Ex- 
pedition, as well to get Money, as to be re- 
venge’d on the old Villain, for the Stripes he has 
often given. me without any Provocation. 
When we arriv’d within half a League of thé 
Place, we perceiv’d a Bark riding at Anchor. I 
began to demur, as fearing we might be dif- 
cover’d; but at laft refolv’d to proceed, let 
what would happen. The Bark weigh’d and 
made towards us, which occafion’d another Sur- 
prize; but my Fears were foon over, when I 
perceiv’d Don Sancho upon Deck. He hail’d us, 
and defir’rd we would flacken Sail, that he 
might come on Board. Accordingly we ran 
into a fmall Creek, and came to an Anchor. 
1 did not appear at firft, but let the other 
Spamara 
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Spaniard that went with us perfonate the 
Captain, and inftructed him accordingly. _ Affoon 
as he came on Board, he enquir’d for Don ‘fuan 
Villegro, (for that Gentleman us’d to command 
the Real Situado) and was anfwer’d that he was 
very ill, and could not fail this Voyage. Then 
he enquir’d for the Merchants, telling him that 
the Governor had difcover’d’ his ufual Practice of 
Dealing firft with them; therefore he had eon- 
trivd to meet us in one of his own Veftfels, 
that was ready laden for Buenos Ayres, and only 
ftaid for our Arrival to fet Sail. I was glad to 
hear of that, becaufe I intended to make Prize of 
it. The Spaniard invited him into the Cabin, 
while I went on board his Bark with ten Men 
arm’d, and fecur’d it, there being but five Men 
and a Boy in it. The reft of the Crew were on 
Shore. 

I cut her Cable, and our own, and made out 
to Sea again, When we were under Sail, L 
came. on Board, and fhew’d my felf to the old 
Don, and in a few Words made him underftand 
his Condition. I thought at firft we fhould have 
been obliged to have bury’d him, for he look’d 
for a great while like one that was dead. But lL 
recover’d him a little, by fhewing him the Box 
that contain’d his Heart and Soul, (1 mean his 
Money). He did his Endeavour to fly at me 
to be reveng’d on me, but he was held; but ta 
give him a little more Comfort, I read over to 
him his Bill of Lading, and told bim plainly, L 
would not deal with him, if his Goods did not 
anfwer his Bill. When he found he could do no 
good by Paflion, he told me he would give me 
half his Money, if I would reftore him his Ship 
and Cargo. I was very well as I was, I told 
him; and fince I had got it ali in my Pofleflion, 
I would have no more Dealings with him, only 
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the odd ten thoufand Pieces of Eight more for his 
Ranfom. He was fo thunder-ftruck at this, that, 
he did not fo much as offer to open, his Mouth to 
fpeak; but kept fo long filent, that I fancying 
he would never fpeak again, took him upon 
Deck, that he might behold the lovely Profpect 
of the Water; for by this time we were out of 
Sight of Land. His Heart then began to melt, 
and he fell down upon his Knees, and begg’d he 
might have his Liberty, notwithftanding we had 
robb’d him: I was ina very great Pafliony and 
order’d him’tro mollify the Word, and, call tt 
Over-reaching ; which with much Chaftifement 
he did. But I told him he. was obliged to make 
your Honour one Vifit, and accordingly I have 
brought him to wait on you. 

1. muft confefs, I could not help admiring, the 
Snaniard’s Ingenuity, and yet I did not greatly 
relifh the Aétion; for tho’ 1t was lawful Prize to 
us, yet | thought it was downright, Robbery in

him. However, I gave him the Thanks our Intereft 
requir’d 5 and further told him (by Roberts our 
Interpret 


er) that he fhould be very well reward- 
ed for his Undertaking. 
ld Spaniard was brought on Board usy 


more 
were Englifb, he fooke to me in that Languages 
and begg’d he might be fet at Liberty. I told 


a : 
him he need not apprehend any thing, for he 
fhould have his Liberty, andcivil Ufage. He 
thank’d me as well as his Grief would give him 
leave, and [ invited him to dine with me, which 
he did accordingly the fame Day. 

[ order’d the Cargo out of the Bark, which 
was very confiderable, and moft of the Provifion, 
becaufe I fear’d it would be what we fhould 
want. The other Veffel, as belonging to the 
King of Spaix, and one who could pretty well 
bear 
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- bear that Lofs, I intended to keep for our felves. 
The Bark I reftor’d to Dow Ramirez, with feve- 
ral Bales of Goods that would prove of {mall 
Ufe to us, tho’ of Value to him; nay I would 
very willingly have given him all his Goods and 
Money too, if it had not been for wronging my 
Crew; for, ‘as I faid, I look’d upon it as gain’d 
by Fraud. However, I ventur’d to give him 
back twenty thoufand Ryals, which did not a- 
mount to mine and my Owners Share. He re- 
turn’d me his Acknowledgments, by giving me a 
very handfome Ring, that they had not taken 
from him, and told me, he ever thought the 
Englifo generous Enemies. 

I caus’d all the Prifoners to be put on Board 
the Bark, and took my leave of ’em. They re- 
turn’d me abundance of Thanks for my kind 
Ufage; and vow’d, if ever Fortune fhould fend 
any of our Countrymen among ’em, they 
fhould fare the better for my Sake. I muft own, 
I was not difpleas’d with their Acknowledgments. 
A Man feels a fecret Pleafure within himfelf, 
when he has done a humane A&tion; when on 
the contrary, if a Perfon has been guilty of 
Bafenefs, Horror and Remorfe gnaw his In- 
wards. 

The Day after I had parted with the Prifo- 
ners, 1 fummon’d all my Men upon Deck, and 
told ’em what the Spaniard had done for 
‘em, and advis’d with ’em what Recompence I 
fhould make him. We foon agreed he fhould 
have five thoufand Pieces of Eight, his Compa- 
nion five hundred, and the reft of ’em enter’d to 
a Share of the Booty we had before taken. Ac- 
cordingly I fent for ’em, and told ’em what I 
intended. The Spaniard return’d me fuitable 
Thanks in French, for he had been inform’d 
I underftood that Language. I found in his Dil- 
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courfe a ready turn of Wit and) Humour, : and 
of a Perfon that had read Mankind... He. did not 
feem to be above thirty Years of Age, of a‘free 
and open Nature, having nothing) of the, ftiff 
Formality of the Spaniard, tho’ born at Sevil in 
Old Spain. 1 told him, 1. expeéted a-thort Ac- 
count of his Life; he readily anfwer’d, he fhould 
be proud to.comply with my. Defiresj ,but he 
bege’d I would defer it for fome Time,, till he 
might be a little more us’d.to; my Converfation; 
for, faid he {miling, mine has been a'very. merry 
and odd fort of a Life, and therefore. till I have 
more Freedom, I fhall defift, becaufe I-thall Jofe 
the Spirit in telling it. 

We ftcer’d our Courfe towards Panema,. de- 
pending that our Prifoners would fpread the Re- 
port of our going back again. for the, North’Sea. 


an 
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Yn thirty. fix. Degrees, and; forty five Minutes, 
we dif{cover’d a Veflel ileering the fame Courfe; 
1 order’d. the Prize to chafe her, and: before 
Night fhe took her. It was a Bark laden with 
Tallow and Hides, bound .for.La Conception. I 
repented the taking of her,, for we, foon).found 
fhe was but.a heavy Sailor; and. therefore, could 
not keep Company with us, and it was not.-pro- 
per for us to let ’em depart. 

Don Pedro dquillio, which was the. Name of 
of our Intelligent Spaniard, told me, -he would 
undertake to difpofe of the Cargo’ and,.Bark to 
a good Advantage, if I could tell how to dif- 
pote of the Men, which were but four, that is 
three fudians and a Spaniard. 'The Jndians were 
very well, pleas’d to be receiv’d as Servants on 
Board; yet we allow’d ’em.a half Share in our 
future Purchafes. The Spaniard we intended to 
detain on Board till we had made our cruifing 
Voyage, and then releafe him. So depending 
on Don Pedro’s Ingenuity, I let him go off with 
the

the Bark, with three Spaniards to affift him, having 
his Promife to return the next Day. We were 
then within five Leagues of La Conceptjon, and 
therefore refolv’d to remain in that Station uil 
his Arrival, keeping Mamelles de Biobio, or the 
Dugs of Biobio (two Rocks fo call’d) in View. 

The next Day we perceiv’d him coming with 
a Pirogue, a {mall Spanifb Boat with one Sail. 
He brought me a handfome Prefent of Fruit, 
and enough befides for the whole Crew. Well, 
{aid he, I have made but an indifferent Bargain ; 
I have brought you but twenty thoufand Pieces 
of Eight: The old Rogue of 2 Governor would 
not give any more. He told me that the Go- 
vernor of La Conception ingroffed all the ‘Tallow 
and Hides, and fore’d the Retailers to give him 
his own Price; ‘fo he went boldly to him, and 
fold him Bark and Cargo. 

Don Pedro advis’d us to cruife for the Manilla 
Ship, which was daily expected. His Advice 
was approv’d on all Hands, therefore Orders 
were given to Wood and Water the Ships for 
the Voyage; and accordingly we made for ‘fuan 
Fernando; and arriv’d there the fifth of September 
169y. It being a remarkable Day with me, it 
lives in my Memory; for the lofs of my Journal 
by an odd Accident, hinders my keeping a 
reeular Account. We fpent but two Days 
in wooding and watering, and killing Goats, 
which are there in great Plenty. 

There are three Ilands that bear the Name of 
Suan Fernando, the firft Difcoverer, tho’ there 
are no other Inhabitants on them than Goats. 
There’s a noble Bay. on the North Side of the 
Vand, capable of containing five hundred Sail, 
where you anchor at fixteen Fathom Water, a 
fandy Bottom. We left it with a favourable 
Wind for our Defign, and made farther up the 
oalt 
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Goatt Fanuary the firft; and it was fear’d we 
had mifs’d our Booty, for the Manilla Ship ge- 
nerally arrives at f/capulco about Chrifimas; how- 
ever we réfolv’d-to coatt about for twenty Days 
longer, and if we fail’d of her, to return into 
the North Sea, with a Defign to cruize down 
the Coatit. 

We kept. out of Sight of Land, for fear’ of 
being difcover’d. 

On the fixth we perceiv’d two Sailj and ac- 
cordingly gave ’em Chace. Don Philip af- 
dur’d me it was the Munilla Ship, and a Guard- 
Ship along with her. We call’d a Council im- 
mediately ; where it was refolv’d the Bark fhould 
attack the Adamilla Ship, while ours was to en- 
gage the Man of War: And this was the Rea- 
ton Don Pedro gave for it; that the Manilla Ship 
was fo very unweildy, the Bark could play round 
her, and being fo fmall, the was out of the reach 
of their Cannon, for they could make no Ufe but 
of thofe upon their upper Deck. The Man of 
War fecing we gave ’em Chace, flacken’d her 
Sail to ftay for us, imagining we fhouldboth attack 
him, but he found himfelf miftaken. Our Pink 
paft him, without firing a Gun; but affoon ‘as 
ever we came a-long Side, we gave him a Broad- 
fide, with a loud Huzza... He foon return’d it, 
but we ply’d him fo clofe; rhat he began to 
make off; but we follow’d him clofe at the 
Heels, and coming under his Starboard Quarter, 
gave him another Broad-fide, which brought his 
Main-Maft by the Boards; upon which he im- 
mediately ftruck. 

The Sea being very {mooth, tho’ a handfome 
Breeze of Wind, we mann’d our Long-boat, 
and I went on Board with forty Hands, well 
arm’d. When I came upon Deck, 1 order’d 
the Spaniards to be taken on Board, and 
fecur’d 
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fecur’d under Hatches; but I was much fur- 
_priz’d to find but fixteen Men in the Ship, be- 


fides eight that were kill’d, and not one that ap- 


-pear’d like an Officer among ’em. But we were 


foon inform’d, the Captain had order’d one hun- 
dred. and fifty of his Men on Board the Manilla 
Ship, affoon as they had difcover’d us in the 
Morning, becaufe her Crew were moft of ’em 


j fickly. 


We imagin’d our fmall Veffel muft have warm 
work on’t, being not abovethirty five Hands inall. 


|. So we refolv’d immediately to cut off the Rud- 


der of the Man of War, and leave her; for 
having loft her Main-Maft, fhe could not follow 
us to do us any Damages and fix of her Men 
we took on Board us, who finding we were 
Englifo, {eem’d very willing to ferve us; and I 
promis’d ’em their Share in the Booty, if we 
fucceeded. Thefe fix Men were old Chrifiians, 
as they call themfelves; and they value them- 
felves very much upon it, defpifing the Creoliazs. 
We made all the Sail we could after the Manilia 
Ship, and foon overtook ber; for our {mall Vel- 
fel had kept her very well in Play, tho’ fhe had 
warm Work on’t, and her Rigging was very 
much fhatter’d, tho’ they had nor loft a fingle 
Man, but fhe was obliged to fall a-ftern to mend 
her Tackle, I order’d ’em to fend me twenty 
Men on Board, which I was oblig’d to lye by for. 
I had brought all my Guns to bear on one Side, 
and did not fire one till I came under her Stern; 
and then I pour’d ’em into her, and tack’d 
about to charge again. I obferv’d a Boat buly 
about her Stern, but could not imagine what 
they were doing. However I refolv’d they that 
were in it fhould find a difficult Matter to get 
on Board again. But I was much furpriz’d to 
find it my own Boat with Dow Pedro in it, ap 
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had taken ithe occafion in the Smoak of our 
firft Broad-fide to nail up the Rudder, fo that 
the Ship could not tack about. "He made what 
hafte he could on Board the Bark, whichhad now 
mended: all cher Rigging, and got under her 
Stern; and as faft as the Manilla Ship fent Men 
to clear her Rudder, he prevented ’em with his 
Small-fhot, .cIn the mean time we ventur’d to 
come a-long Side of her,. notwithftanding her 
monftrous Bulk, and gave her fuch Entertain- 
ment, that they call’d out at laft for: Quarter, 
and itruck their Colours... I order’d: all the Of- 
ficers to come on Board, which they did. I 
receiv’d ’em all very civilly, and immediately 
after went on Board the Prize. I was amaz’d at 
her vaft Bulk. She had feven Decks, and built 
fo ftrong, that not one of our Shot had gone 
through; yet they had above fixty Men kill’d, 
through their Ports, and other Vacancies; and 
what was very furprizing, we had not one, and 
but two wounded. 

They had above one hundred Men fick on 
Board’em, fo that the Ship look’d like an Hofpi- 
tal. It was very richly laden, and valu’d at 
1§00090 Dollars, and upwards. _We found but 
little Money on Board, befides the Plate belong- 
ing to the Governor of Luconia, one of the Philip- 
pine Mflands, who was coming home to his own 
Country, being a Native of Mexico. 

Tho’ this was the richeft Prize that ever was 
taken, yet we did not know well what to do 
with it. It would be an Impoffibility to work 
her into the North Sea, or back again to the 
Eaft Indies, without farther help 3 for we had 
more Prifoners by two. to one, than we had 
Sailors on Board. So we once more advis’d 
with Don Pedro, who counfell’d us to fend to 
Acapuleoy and have the Ship and Men saan 8

neither, and he would undertake to do it. But 


however, as it was a thing of very great Con- 
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We all thought it would be both difficult and 
Don Pedro told us there fhould be 


fequence, we defir’d he would tell us in what 


manner it fhould be done; Why as thus, (faid 
| he) I'll take the Bark, with the Captain of the 
| Spanifo Man of War, the Quondam Governor, and 


one or two more of the beft Quality, who fhall 


| make the Cafe known to the City of Acapulco, 


and no other way but by Letters for I will 
fuffer but one of them to go on Shore, and 
T’ll take care to order it well enough to give 
you Notice, if they fhould {end any Force a- 
gainft us, tho’ there is no Danger they fhould. 
For, added he, they have no Man of War with- 
in two hundred Leagues of ’em, that which was 
taken being all they had to guard their Coatt. 
We were well fatisfied with his Reafons, and 
gave him leave to proceed as he thought fits 
and accordingly the next Day he fet Sail with 
thofe Perfons mention’d along with him. And 
by the Advice of all, we follow’d him, being 
very well conyine’d by the Spaniards themfelvesy 
there was nothing of Force to be apprehended. 
I had fitted up the Spanifh Man of War again, 
and refolv’d to keep her, and difpofe of the 
Bark. ‘Therefore, affoon as we came within 
Sight of Land, I order’d every thing to be taken 
out of her, and put on Board the Spaniard, who 
we found was a very good Sailor. 

The Day following Dow Pedro came on 
Board, with feveral Merchants and Perfons of 
Quality, to treat about the Ranfom of the Prizes 
and we agreed for 1200000 Dollars, after we had 
taken feveral Bales of rich Goods out of her. 


The Money was to be paid in fix Days, and 


we 
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we were to ftay where we rode; for I did not 
much care to truft ’em too far. 

In the mean time we fent all their fick and 
wounded on Shore. The Bark we difpos’d of 
for Provifion, and other Neceffaries, and took 
the Opportunity of waiting for the Money to 
Water our Ships. At the ‘Time appointed, the 
Money came, and we furrender’d the Ship to the 
Spaniards. Now we agreed by joint Confent to 
go home, for we were all rich enough, and e- 
very one of the Crew thought fo: Yet we re- 
folv’d to touch at St. Salvador on the Coaft of 
Brafil (and make our Way through the Magellan 
Straits) as well to take in fome Refrefhments, 
as to difpofe of the reft of our Goods, and ca- 
reen our Veffels. 

Accordingly we put our Defign in Executi- 
on, and made the beft of our Way for the 
Straits of Magellan, and difcover’d thofe noted 
Clouds, which are a fure Guide to Sailors, the 
third of May. We found the Weather ex- 
treamly cold, and the Mountains cover’d with 
Snow 3 but we were well provided with good 
Liquors, and all convenient Cloathing. “We an- 
chor’d in Port Famine; formerly call’d Knight's 
Bay, by the Datch in a Voyage 1598, with a 
Fleet of five Sail; where meeting with many 
‘Troubles, and to eternize the Memory of the 
Voyage, (it being the firft the Dutch made to 
thofe Straits) the Admiral knighted fix of the 
Officers, by the Title of Knights of the furious 
Lion. ‘The Oaths they receiv’d at the Cere- 
mony were, never to do, or confent to do, any 
thing againft their Honours, or to prejudice 
their, prefent Voyage, to expofe their Lives for 
the Service of their Commonwealth, and to do 
their utmoft in driving the Spamzards from their 
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golden World. They were inftall’d on Shore, 
with a Sea-green Garter, and a Table built, 
with their Names engray’d on it. 

We faw feveral of the Inhabitants, who were 
eafily prevail’d upon to come on Board us. But 
I could find nothing extraordinary in their 
Height, as is fabuloufly reported. The talleft [ 
could fee among them did not exceed fix Foor. 
They are certainly a poor miferable People, but 
very harmlefs; and I am apt to believe all former 
Stories of their monftrous Height and Cruelty 
to be Fables. | 

We got through the Straits ence more into 
the North Sea, and by degrees came inte 
a warmer Climate. But a terrible Storm over- 
took us, juft as we were in Sight of Pepy’s Ifland, 
which drove us within Sightof Port Defire, upon 
the Continent; and therefore we thought it the 
fafeft way to run into the Bay, which accor- 
dingly we did, and came to an Anchor in feven- 
teen Fathom Water. 

At the South Side of the Port, lies Penguiz 
Ifland, fo call’d from a multiplicity of thofe 
Birds reforting there. Our Men went on fhore, 
and in three Hours time brought on board five 
hundred of the Fowls, and feveral thoufands of 
their Eggs, which prev’d delicious Food. They 
are call’d Penguin, not from their Fatnefs, ‘as 
fome Authors affirm, but from their W hitenefs 
mix’d with black. They are about the bignels 
of a Goofe, weighing between nine and fourteea 
Pound; and tho’ their chief Diet is Fifh, yet 
they have no fifhy Tafte. Their Skin is very 
thick, their Bill is like that of a Raven, tho’ 
not altogether fo crooked; their Neck is frort 
and thick, and the rett of their Body refembles a 
Goofe, excepting the Wings, which are only two 


Stumps cover’d with Feathers, which they make 
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Ufe of in Swimming. Their Feet are black, 
like thofe of a Swan. 'They breed in Holes of 
the Rocks, which are fo numerous, there is no 
walking hardly for fear of falling into them. 
When they walk on Shore ’tis upright, with 
their Wings hanging down, fo that they appear in 
that Pofture like {mall Pigmies. We ftaid but 
two Days here, and then fteer’d our Courfe for 
Kio Janeiro, or the River of January, intending 
to touch at St. Sebaftian’s firft, and if we did 
not fucceed there, to fail for St. Salvador. When 
we arriv’d there, the Portugueze would not 
admit us to enter the Bay, but fird feveral 
Guns from the Forts laden with Shot, to deter 
us from anchoring; we could not imagine the 
meaning of it, but however we left ’em in that 
Humour, and fteer’d for St. Salvador, and in 
one and twenty Days we difcover’d Praya deZum- 
ba, a Place very eafily known from a Number 
of white Spots, which appear like Linnen hung 
out to whiten, or dry. 

We paft Fort St. Azthony, and faluted it with 
eleven Guns, which return’d us an equal Num- 
ber, without the charge of Shot, and came to 
an Anchor within halfa League of the City ; 
which we alfo faluted with eleven Guns, and 
receiv’d but fevyen in Return. 

By Advice of the Officers, we fhar’d among 
the Sailors a thoufand Pieces of eight a Man, 
which pleas’d °em exceedingly... The next Day, 
I went to wait on the Governor, who receiv’d 
me very civilly, and defir’d I would dine with 
him. We were very magnificently ferv’d, and 
a Band of Jtalian Mufic play’d all. the while. 
After Dinner I made my Prefents, which he ac- 
cepted of very kindly, but when I came to treat 
about our Commerce, he flatly deny’d me, tel- 
ling me it was againft the King of Portugal's 
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exprefs Orders, to fuffer any Trading with Fo- 
reigners. I bege’d his Pardon, if it was not to 
be comply’d with. He would have return’d 
my Prefent, but I prefs’d him to accept 
it in fo obliging a manner, that he did; and 
told me in french, that fince he faw my Ge- 
nerofity, he would comply with me. He im- 
mediately fent for feveral Merchants, and took 
‘em into his Clofet, where they ftay’d fome, time. 
When they came out again, the Governor told 
me thefe Gentlemen would go on Board, and 
view our Commodities, and if we could agree, 
he would be anfwerable for the Money. One 
of the Perfons feem’d to be of a more tree and 
open Difpofition than the Portugueze generally 
are. (Tho’ moft of the Inhabitants of St. Sz/- 
vador afteét the Manners of the French.) We 
foon made an End of our Bargain, and my merry 
Merchant would oblige me to go a-fhore and 
fup with him that Night. He prefs’d me fo hear- 
tily, that I could not refufe him; and according- 
ly I went with only}my two Indian Servants, 
who began to be underftood in Engiifp. 

When we arriv’d at the Merchant’s Houfe, I 
was furpriz’d to find it fo magnificent. He led 
us into a handfome Summer-houfe in the Garden, 
where he told me we were to fup; and, faid he, 
to convince you that you are welcome, I’ll bring 
my Wife and Daughter to keep us Company, 
which is reckon’d as a thing extraordinary a- 
mong us. But, added he, I have been in Eng- 
land and France, and | find the Women are not 
the lefs Honeft, for having their Liberty. I 
told him, I thought Contiraint did but whet 
their Inventions to gain their Defires. Said he, 
I am of your Mind, therefore give ’em all the 
Liberty they defire, and I can’t find I have had 
any reafon to repent it. ; 
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In 2 little time he ufher’d in the two Ladies; 
his Wife and Daughter, both very beautiful, 
and, notwithftanding the Heat of the Climate, 
very fair. The Wite feem’d about five and 
thirty, the Daughter about fixteen, and they 
both {poke very good French. Our Converfa- 
tion was kept up with all the Spirit I was ca- 
pable of : I foon difcover’d a great deal 
of Wit in them both, and made ’em my Com- 
pliment in finding Ladies fo extraordinary in fo 
remote.a Part of the World. 

When we had fupp’d, the Merchant (whofe 
Name was Don Yagues) told me it was his 
Cuftom to provide Beds for his Guefts, as well 
as Supper: And after we had walk’d a Turn or 
two round the Garden, we all rétir’d to our 
feveral Apartments. 

The next Morning we drank Chocolate to- 
gether, and I invited Don Faques, with his W ife and 
Daughter, to dine with me on Board the next 
Day, which he confented to. FT now begg’d 
Leave to be gone; but it being very hot, he 
had provided mea Silk Palanguin ; whichis a Thing 
like 2 Hammock, with a Canopy over it, car- 
ry’d by two Blacks, with each a Reft to hang 
it on while they take Breath. "This is all the 
Vehicle in Ufe at St. Salvador, by reafon of 
the Unevennefs and Steepnefs of the Situa- 
tion. | | 

I prepar’d for them with all the Magnificence 
I could the next Day. And when they faw 
the Variety of Difhes, drefs’d after the Engli/h 
Manner, they were mightily pleas’d; and, to add 
to their Satisfaction, the Mufick I had on 
Board play’d feveral elegant Pieces, accom- 
pany’d with the Trumpet I had got from on 
Board the Spanifh Prize, (for notwith{tanding 
his being Trumpeter to the Garrifon of Bald- 
Vidy 
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vid, yet he was better pleas’d to be where he 
was.) .We drank thé King of England, and the 
King of Portugal's Health feveral times, with 
the Difcharge of our Cannon: And when the 
Time for their going on Shore came, I faften’d 
a {mall Prefent of feveral forts of Silk upon thé 
Wite and Daughter. Dow Faques perceiv’d 
what I was about, and merrily faid, That is 
not fair; we did not pay you for your Com- 
pany Yefterday, and yet I believe it was as 
valuable as that you receiv’d to-day, at leaft 
in my Opinion ; I fha’n’t anfwer for the La- 
dies,’ faid he, they are both capable of {peaking 
for themfelves. I receiv’d many Compliments 
on all Hands; but not dealing much in them, 
Tam very willing to forget ’em. 


In a Day or two after Don Jaques came on 


Board,’ and told me the Money for the Goods 
was’ ready, but I fhould not have it, unlefs I 
came my felf to receive it. I accordingly went 
with him, and He made me continue there all 
Night, where we had the Converfation of the 
Exadies as before. | : 
When I was: going: away the next Day, he 
told me he fhould foon find if any thing elfé 
befides Money had the Power to’ bring me to 
fee him. I told him,’ to convince him of that, 
E would’ come and dine with him the next 
Day; which accordingly I’ did. After Dinner 
TI exprefs’d a’ Defire of feeing the moft remark- 
able Places’ in the City, which he comply’d 
with, and order’d two Palanquins to carry us. 
The City of St. Salvador, the Capital of Bra- 
fil, is fituated in the Bay of 4//-Saints, in 12 
Degrees 45 Minutes Southern’ Latitude. It is 
divided into two Towns, the upper and the 
lower. The Streets are ftrait, and pretty broad, 
but moft of them very fteep 3 and‘all the Goods 
O 2 
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are hoifted in and out of the Veffels by Machines 
for that purpofe. It was formerly under the 
Dominion of the Spaniards, but taken from them 
by the Dutch in. 1624, and pretty well forti- 
fy’d by them; yet notwithftanding that, the 
Spaniards retook it the next Year. 1 could 
not learn how long the Portugueze have poffefs’d it, 
but they all agree upwards of fifty Years. They 
have made it a regular fortify’d Place, and ve- 
ry ftrong; having five Forts befides the Caftle, 
well. ftor’d with Cannon, and other Ammuni- 
tion, and {mall Arms for ten thoufand Men. 
This is the ufual Seat of the Viceroy of Brafl; 
but when I was there it was without one, tho’ 
he was expected every Day, 

The Cathedral is a magnificent Pile of Build- 
ing, finely adorn’d, and. painted after the mo- 
dern Manner. The ‘e/uits Church is a noble 
Structure, all of European . Marble ;. with 
a fine Organ, the Pipes gilt. ‘There are many 
more fine Churches, twenty in all, befides fe- 
veral_ Convents and Monafteries. 

This Place is alfo the Refidence of a Bifhop, 
who has a handfome Palace ; .and for the Re- 
verend the Clergy, I never faw fuch a Num- 
ber for the bignefs of the Place any where, 
as Benedictines, Francifcans, Carmelites, Auguftins, 
Capuchins, Dominicans, and Barefoot Fryars; (tho’ 
I think moit of the People I faw there wore 
no Stockings.) ‘There are three Nunneries, well 
ftor’d with Nuns, but not to be feen; nor hard- 
ly any Women in the Town, but common 
Whores, or black Slaves; for the Portugueze 
lock up their Wives and Daughters as careful- 
ly as they do their Money, and would have 
none look upon them but themfelves; except 
my Friend Dou Faques; which is fomething the 
more extraordinary. 


It 
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It is a Place of great Trade to Guinea, and 
other Parts, and is accounted’ one of the rich- 
eft Cities in the King of Portugal’s Domini- 
ons. By moderate Account there may be about 
20000 Whites, (or I fhould fay Portugueze, for 
they are none of the whiteft,) and about tre- 
ble that Number of Slaves. 

Don Faques would make me take five Days 
up in viewing the feveral Parts of the City, 
and oblig’d me to be at his Houfe without go- 
ing on Board during that Time. Some Part 
of the Day we play’d at Ombre, a Game migh- 
tily in Vogue among the Spaniards and Por- 
tugueze, and a very entertaining Game for three, 
invented by the jealous Spaniards for that Num- 
ber, to prevent any clandeftine Doings between 
two. But alas! I believe there are more Op- 
portunities gain’d than loft by it. 

We had provided every thing we wanted 
now, and began to prepare for our Departure. 

Don Jaques was very forry to lofe me, he 


told me; and indeed it was’ with fome Regret 


I left him ; for his Civility had drawn from 
me a Friendfhip infenfibly. I went to take 
Leave of the Governour, who made mea Pre- 
fent of American Sweetmeats, and begg’d I 
would dine with him, which I could not in 
good Manners deny. When Dinner was over, 
Don Faques was fo obligingly preffing for me 


‘to fup with him the laft Time, that I. could 


not refufe; but I bege’d he would excue my 
ftaying all Night, and he gave me his Word 
he would not prefs me. I fent one of my /n- 
diaws to order the Boat to fetch me at Ten 
that Evening. 

When the time of my Stay was expird, 1 
took my Leave of Dow Faques and the Fa- 
mily, after having fore’d him to accept of a 
| O 3 Gold 
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Gold Watch, and the Ladies a Prefent of each 
a Diamond Ring, that I receiv’d from the Go- 
vernour of Luconia, for my Civility in return- 
ing him his Plate and Jewels, when we took 
the capulco Ship in the South-Sea. 

Well, faid Don Faques, 1 fee you will pay 
for your Board in fpight of my Teeth. I had 
taken Leave of the Wife and Daughter before, 
who hadleft us in Tears. I muft own I thought 
my felf very much oblig’d for cheir Tendernels 5 
and it drew fuch a deep Melancholy upon my 
Face, with Thoughts of my dear Wife, that 
Don Faques imagin’d it was Grief for parting 
with him and hisFamily. Ididnot takeany Pains 
to undeceive him. Well, faid he, I fee a Friend- 
fhip may be contracted in a few Days, as well 
as Love, efpecially where there is a Harmony 
of Souls. 

We had agreed to correfpond together, and 
T had undertaken to fend him fome Huropeag 
Goods, if it pleas’d God to guard me fafe to 
Europe. 1 had continu’d longer with Don Ja- 
gues than I had intended to do, therefore, 
whatever Violence I did my felf, I took my 
Leave. Don ‘faques tenderly embrac’d me, and 
was fo much overwhelm’d with Grief, that I 
could not forbear fympathizing with him: But 
I order’d his Servants, (whom I had liberally 
rewarded for the Trouble I gave) to fhut the 
Door, to prevent their Mafter’s going any far- 
ther. 

I walk’d towards the Port very melancholy, 
though with fome Precipitation 5 but was rouz’d 
out of it by one of my Jndians crying, Mafter, 
take a Care, take a Care! I turn’d about, and 
faw four Portugueze purfuing us. I made a 
Stand, and drew my Sword, took my Cloak 
from my Indian, and put it acrofs my Arm to 

| | defend 
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defend my felf the better. They all four at- 
tack’d me at once; but my. /udians, whom I had 
order’d to..wear Swords on Shore, fell upon 
em furioufly, and difpatch’d two of ’em imme- 
diately; and I had made a fhift to drop a third, 
though not without receiving feveral Wounds. 
The fourth ran for it; but my Jadians being as 
nimble-footed as ‘Does, foon overtook him, and 
drage’d him down the Hill by the Hair of his 
Head; while he .cry’d our all the while, Miz/e- 
ricordia ! Maifericordia! ‘The Noife we made 
had brought up my Boat’s Crew, who were all 
arm’d with Piftols and Cutlaffes; and the Guard 
coming in the mean time, and feeing my Judiaus 
dragging the Fugitive, fell upon us: But my 
Crew and ZJudians charg’d ’em {fo furionfly, that 
they foon put ’em to Flight, though treble our 
Number: Though this avail’d us but little, for 
the whole Garrifon was coming down upon us. 
I then order’d my Crew to refift no more, but 
fubmit to ’em; for as we were innocent, I did 
not much fear to come off clear. 

The Buftle had rouz’d Doz Fagues, and his 
Servants, who were foon inform’d of the Con- 
dition Iwas in, and he came in good time to in- 
terpofe his Authority; for the Portugueze began 
to be outragious. But the Goyernour had fent 
a Gentleman to bring us before him: And ac- 
cordingly I went, accompanied by Dos Jaques. 
But the Wounds I had received bled fo much, 
that they were oblig’d to carry me to Don 
Faques’sy and fend for a Surgeon. My Hurts 
were not dangerous, but I was very faint with 
Lofs of Blood, 

Don Saques waited on the Governour, and in- 
form’d him of the Condition I was in: But 
the Governour not underftanding who was the 
Agereflor, order’d a Guard of Soldiers at the 
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Door of the Houfe where I was. . My Boat’s 
Crew foon got on Board, ‘and: alarm’d both 
the Ships, who immediately weigh’d and came 
clofe to Shore, where they had prepar’d to 
fire upon the Town, if I was not releas’d in- 
ftantly. I underftanding the Matter, fent one 
to inform them, that the Guard was fet upon 
me to fecure me from the Infults of the Por- 
tugueze, till the Truth of the Matter was dif- 
covered. This would not ferve their Turn, 
but a hundred of ’em, with the Officersand Dox 
Pedro, landed, all well arm’d, and vow’d to wait 
the Event on Shore. ‘The Governour did me 
the Honour of a Vifit, and enquir’d into the 
Caufe; and I inform’d him, as well as my Weak- 
nefs' would permit me. When they had exa- 
min’d the dead Portugueze, they found one of 
them was Nephew to the deceas’d Viceroy. 
Upon the Difcovery of which, the Portugueze 
began to be very much exafperated, and 
were hardly reftrain’d from rufhing into the 
Houfe, and tearing me to Pieces; for though 
they. did not regard the Nephew, yet they had 
a great Veneration for his deceas’d ‘Uncle, who 
behav’d himfelf with a ereat deal of Candour in 
his Poft, and the Inhabitants mightily regretted 
his Lofs. ‘The Governour appeas’d their F ury, 
by telling ’em I fhould have no Favout fhewn 
me if I were guilty, let the Confequence be 
what it would. And immediately a Court was 
fummon’d to try mes tho’ it. was Midnight, 
and I was carry’d there in a Palanquin, weak 
as IT was. But I was oblig’d to fend for my 
Lieutenant, and tell him that there was no Dan- 
ger; and alfo order’d him to fend the Crew 
on Board again.: When we came to the Place 
on Juftice, the Governour order’d me a Seat: 
But the Bufinefs was foon ended ; for the Por- 
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tugueze we had fecur’d, own’d that his Matter 
had defign’d to murder me, becaufe he was 
inform’d I was his Rival in the beautiful Douna 
Bianca, (which was the Daughter of Don Faques.) 
I was very much furpris’d (as well as Don Fa- 
gues) at this Report, and we both declar’d it was 
only a jealous Suggeftion of the Gentleman; 
which every onecame into: And the Grounds he 
had for it, was my often frequenting Don Faques’s 
Houfe, upon the fcore of Friendfhip only, and 
lodging there. 

The Governor handfomely difmift me, and 
told me he was very forry | bad been detain’d 
from my Affairs. I return’d, that I was as forry 
to be the Caufe of fo unhappy an Accident, 
ina Country where I had receiv’d fo much Civility. 

Don Faques begg’d I would go. back to his 
Houfe, and flay till my Wounds were well; 
but the Governour took us afide, and faid to 
us in French, 1 know, Don Faques, tis your 
Friendfhip for the Captain that makes you de- 
fire his Company; but, if I might advife you, 
I would have him go on Board upon the In- 
ftant; for though he is very innocent as to the 
Matter, yet I doubt fome of the Deceafed’s 
Friends or Relations, which are numerous, not 
having Regard to Juftice, will contrive fome 
Method to difpatch him out of the Way: for 
moft of the Portdgueze are jealous, malicious, 
and revengeful, and very feldom look into the 
Merits of the Caufle. 

I thank’d the Governour for his kind Cau- 
tion; and Dox Fagues, notwithftanding his Friend- 
fhip, could not but come into what he had 
faid. I therefore order’d my felf to be carried 
on Board that Moment. It being broad Day, 
the Governour and his Guard would accompa- 
ny me to the Water-fide, but Don Fagues 
would 
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would go on Board with me. In the Boat he 
told me he had fome Thoughts of coming to 
refide in England, for, faid he, I have enough, 
and therefore I will, in two'or three Years 
more, leave off Traffick and liye quiet in the 
World. But he begg’d I would write to him 
affoon as I arriv’d in Europe, and let him know 
the Place I had chofe to hve in; for, added 
he, let it be where it will, if it isever my For- 
tune to arrive fafe in Europe, Vil take another 
Voyage only for the Hopes of feeing you. » I re- 
turn’d him the Acknowledgment due to fo much 
Friendfhip, and we parted with Tears on both 
fides. 

Affoon as I had got on Board, the Wind 
being fair, we weigh’d and ftood out of the 
Bay. When we were out at Sea, a Letter 
was brought me written in Fresch, the 'Tranf- 
lation of which is as follows, 


SIR, 


Was refolv'd to make Tryal of you before I fuf- 
fer'd my Heart to chufe you for a Friend; 
and I am fo well convinced of the Sincerity of your 
Soul, that I will confide in you a°Secret dear to 
amy Repofe. .I had an Amour with a beautiful 
Lady before I was marry d, that producd the Bear- 
er of this Letter. LI have kept pbim conceal’d from 
my Family hitherto; but the Perfon I trufied 
qwith his Education and this Secyet, being dead, I 
feard I fhould find fome Difficulty to conceal him 
any longer here: Therefore, depending upow your good 
Nature and Friendfhip, I have ventur'd to fend him 
to you, with Sufficient to bear his Expences in. his 
Education, which I would have fuitable to the E- 
fiate L have in my Power to give him. I fhalt 
EVER 
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ever own this Obligation, and always think it my 
“greatest Happine/s to fubfcribe my felf 


Your fincere Friend and Servant, 
Faques de Ramires. 


L mutt own I was very much furpriz’d at 
this Epiftle, and could not imagine his Reafons 
for concealing it from me. I order’d the Per- 
fon that brought the Letterto be conducted in, 
and immediately enter’d my Cabin one of the 
_ beautifulleft Boys I had ever fet my, Eyes on. 
| He feem’d about Fifteen, his Hair fair and long, 
curling down his Shoulders: In fhort, every 
Feature fo exaét and uniform, and fo innocent 
—withal, that Iwas amaz’d. At laft I took him 
by the Hand and embrac’d him, and told him 
for his Father’s fake he fhould be as dear to 
me as my own Son. But finding he did not 
anfwer me, for I {poke to him in Englifh, I re- 
peated the fame in French. He return’d me 
Thanks, and faid he did not doubr but he fhould 
find it fo. 

Aftcr fome} time, he deliver>d me a Casket, 
in which were Jewels to the Value of five 
thoufand Piftoles, and a little Box [which con- 
tain’d a thoufand Moidores. I told him I would 
take as much Care of them as if they were my 
own. 

Thefe, Sir, faid the Youth, are defign’d to 
bear my Charges. ‘Then ordering another Box 
in, had it open’d, and told me what it con- 
tain’d was a Prefent from his Father to me- 
When I examin’d it, I found fix Silver Dithes, 
and three dozen of Plates of the fame Metal ; 
a dozen of Knives, Forks, and Spoons.in Gold, 
and half a dozen of Gold Sweet-meat Plates. 

In 
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In a larger Box was variety of all manner of 
Conferves and Cordials; and I was informed he 
had made {mall Prefents to every Officer in the 
Ship, and to the common Sailors a Week’s frefh 
Provifion, with Liquor in proportion. I was 
amaz’d at his Bounty, for his Prefent to me 
was whata Prince might have receiv’d. I thought 
it was my Duty to fhew all the Kindnels I 
was capable of to the Son of fo generous a Fa- 
ther 3 therefore I order’d him a Field-Bed ‘in 
my own Cabin; and his Behaviour was fo en- 
gaging, that I felt as much Tendernefs for him 
as if he had really been my own Child; and 
having Skill in Surgery, I trufted him with the 
Management of my Wounds; though I had a 
very good Ship-Surgeon, who fupply’d him with 
what he wanted. My Hurts, which were not 
dangerous, foon heal’d, and I recover’d my 
Strength again. I could not prevail upon young 
Don Ferdinand, (Don Faques’s Son) to go often 
upon Deck. He faid he would rather chufe to 
{tay in the Cabin, where he had French Books 
of his own, and fome of mine to-entertain him; 
for I had taken my Opportunity to procure fe- 
veral at St. Salvador, and among the reft a 
French and Englifo Grammar and’ Di€tionary, 
which mightily pleas’d Dou Ferdinand, for he 
had a great Defire to learn Englifo: I gave him all 
the Helps I could; and he in return, inftruéted 
mein the Portugueze Language ; fothatinafhort 
time we could difcourfe in either. 

We had refolv’d to fteer our Courfe for the 
Ifland of Zercera, the Capital of the Azores; and -af- 
ter fifty Days Sail, we difcover’d: the Peak of 
one of the Iflands of Azores; which ‘is’ called 
Pico, from the Mountain. It is in the Refem- 
blance of a Pyramid, and may be difcovered as 
many Leagues off as the Pike of Zeneriff; for 

we 
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we were then by Obfervation thirty Leagues off 


from it, and yet could fee it diftinétly. 
In two Days more we difcover’d the Ifland of 
St. Michael. We were ali pleas’d that we had en- 


_ter’d that Part of the World we call Euxrope, 


the Birth-place of moft of us; and what pleas’d 


us more was, that we had made all our Fortunes. 
Auguft the 19th, 1696, we anchor’d in the 
Bay of Angra, the Capital of the zores, in the 


) Afland  Zercera. YT can’t. give any great Com- 
| mendation to the Port, being I think it a very 


yl 
4 


indifferent one. We did not defign to. ftay 
long, only to get fome Water, and fome frefh 
Provifions; for we were inform’d there was no 
riding out’a Storm there. We got in what we 
wanted with all Expedition we could, while the 
Weather was favourable. 

The City is feated at the Bottom of the Bay, 
under the Brow of a Hill call’d Monto de Brajfil, 
or the Brafl Mountain; but for what reafon fo 
call’d, I could not be inform’d. It is very well 
fortify’d, having two ftrong Caftles, and cight 
Batteries befides, with Guns of thirty Pounds 
Shot. But it is very indifferently garrifon’d, 
having no more than two hundred Men in Pay, 
and moft wretchedly fupply’d, having no cloath= 
ing for three Years. 

The ‘Town is very agreeable, having a Stream 


| of Water running quite through it, which drives 


feveral Miles for the Ufe of the Publick; and 
almoft in every Quarter are publick Fountains 
of excellent tafted Water. From this Place are 
brought the fineft Canary-Birds, tho’ lefS than 
thofe of the Canaries, yet they exceed ’em far in 
the Excellency of their Pipes. 

Money is very fcarce here, and confequentl 
every thing cheap. I bought two Months Bil- 
cuit for the Ships, much cheaper than in any 
i Port 
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Port of Europe. Corn is their chief Commo: 
dity, which they fend to Portugal; but fot 
any other Trade, I believe the King of Portu- 
gal gets but little Advantage. 

I was grown fuch a Proficient in the Port¢s 
gueze ‘Tongue, that I could make a fhift to be 
underftood; and by underftanding that Language, 
foon found a Gate to the Spamjh Tongue, by 
the help of Doz Pedro, who had learnt to fpeak 
Englifo very fluently. We got acquainted 
with one of the Fathers of the Cordeliers, who 
fhew’d us the Churches, and other things of 
Wote in the City. The Cathedral is a very 
handfome Building, and well painted, which 
goes by the Name of St. Salvador; and theré is 
no danger of miffling that Title, and St, Anthonys 
every where among the Portugueze. ‘There’s no 
lefs than twenty, befides the Cathedral; with 
four Monatteries, and four Convents; that have 
each their Chapel beautifully adorn’d. When 
we had got what Refrefhments were wanting, 
we fet fail for the Straits, intending to touch no 
where, before we were got into the Mediterra* 
nean; and becaufe we met with nothing extra* 
ordinary in our Voyage to Gibralter; I will, to 
divert the Reader, give him, (inftead of Bearing 
of Coafts, Changes of Wind, and unexpected 
Storms,) the Life of my Companion Dow Pedro 
Aquilio; which he related to. us duriug, the 
Voyage, in the following’ Manner. 
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OF 


Dow PEDRO AQUILIO. 


a Father refiding in France, when the 
Aj; Commotions were ingendring be- 
> tween the King and the Parliament, 
« was made faft to the Intereft of Car- 
* dinal de Retz, by marrying once of his 
Neices of a very great Fortune: He had a Hand 
in moft of the fecret Tranfactions of thofe 
Times; and wading too deep in thofe Seas of 
Trouble, was obliged to retite to his native 
Country. He foreteeing what would happen, 
took care of his Affairs accordingly; fold his 
Eftate in France, and fent my Mother to Sevi/, 
the Place of his Birth, whither he foon follow’d. 
The King of Spaim, having a very great Regard 
for him, gave him feveral Offices of Honour and 
Profit; and when I was born; I was Son to the 
firft Man in the City. My Father, by living 
fo long in France, had contracted the Manners of 
the Fremb; and the Formality of the Spaniard 
feem’d as ftrange to him, as if he had been born 
in another Climate. He had feveral mace 
5 tho’ 
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tho’ none furviv’d but my felf. When I had 


Years enough over my Head to fear the Preju- 
dice of Education, he took a Refolution of fend- 
ing me to the College of the four Nations in 
Paris, to compleat my Studies. And the firft 
thing I learnt, was to fhake off all the Cuftoms 
of Spaim, which was foon done; for they had 
taken but {mall Impreflion in my Mind, becaufe 
1 found my Father was averfe to ’em. I con- 
tracted a Friendfhip with feveral young French 
Woblemen of my own Age; for Parity of Years 
is the firft Step to Friendthip. 

When I had reach’d my fifteenth Year, I be- 
gan to think of a Miftrefs, to compleat my Stu- 
dies. And as I found it was a Method among 
my Companions, to fupplant each other in their 
Females without any Animofity, I fet my {elf 
fo willingly about it, that out of half a dozen 
Madonas, 1 made my felf Mafter of fix of ’em. 
This occafion’d many Plots and Contrivances to 
regain the flying Fair Ones: Tho’ I perceiv’d moft 
Money laid out in Prefents had a prevailing Force 
with ’em. We had our Allowance paid quar- 
terly, and getting all my Companions into ga- 
ming, I had the good Fortune to ftrip ’em all. 
They feem’d to be a little uneafy, in lofing their 
Mifirefies and Money too; and my telling ’em, 
as I had got the Females, I fhould have the moft 
occafion for the Money, fignify’d nothing, but 
they all begg’d it as a great Favour, that I 
would lend ’em half what I had won, to be re- 
paid the next Quarter; which to oblige ’em, I 
comply’d with, and to play we fell. again; but 
Fortune chang’d her amiable Looks from me, 
and I foon loft allI had won, with my own Share 
too. The fickle Dame favour’d one of the Com- 
pany, that would not lend any of us a Penny. 
This chagrin’d the reft very much. But to pre- 
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vent any more Importunity, he went away to 
his own Chamber, leaving room in all our Pock- 
ets for the Devil to dance a Saraband, for we 
had not one Crofs to keep him out; and what 
was our greate{t Mortification, the Holydays 
were approaching, that us’d to give us the Op- 
portunity of rambling into the Country. The 
Perfon that won our Money, happen’d to be the laft 
that was added to our Society; andtho’ hehadnot 
been long among us, we began to be tir’d of 
him, as much from his odd Humours, as his Ef- 
feminacy. I at laft thought of a Proje& to be 
reveng’d on him, and it was very much approv’d 
by the reft of my Companions. The Holydays 
being come, we defign’d for our Country Ren- 
dezvous; but he that bore the Purfe would not 
go with us, without we could produce every 
one fo much Money. This put us to our Shifts 
again: But my Man, who was an arch Wag, 
begg’d that I would accept of what he had; for 
I had been fo lucky as to have paid him his Wa- 
ges, before my Lofs. I accepted of his Offer, 
and took from him ten Lewis d’Ors: We contriv’d 
it fo well, that they were fhown to old Sir Snip, 
from every Perfon of our Society. Well, faid 
he, fixty Lewis d’Ors willdo our Bufinefs; but who 
fhould be Purfe-bearer was what he cavil’d at; 
and not caring to truft any of us, (and we re- 
folv’d not to truft him) he pitch’d upon my 
Man to be Cafh-keeper for us all. And accor 
dingly he put down in his Pocket-book, fo 
much Money in Bank, receiv’d of fuch and fuch 
Perfons, when in reality he had but twenty 
Lewis d’Ors. 

When we had contriv’d every thing, we took 
Horfe, and rode fix Leagues that Evening, to 
the Place where we defign’d to put in Execu- 
tion our Project. We had agreed to pay every 
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Night the Expences of the Day, and have it fet 
down in. my Man’s Book. But when he was 
call’d for (as we had concerted) no Man was to 
be found. There was ftrange Enquiry made 
to no purpofe; and we all agreed he had taken 
the Opportunity to rob us, and ran away with 
our Money. All that we had to do, was to 
beg of Snip to difcharge the Houfe. But he 
declar’d he had not half a Piftole in his Pocket : 
which we knew very well, for he had few’d all 
the reft into his Waftecoat. Since it falls out 
fo unluckily, faid I, don’t let us make known 
our Wants to the Houfe, but go to reft, and 
confult to-morrow. I lay with Snip, for fear he 
fhould take it into his Head to fneak off. _ In the 
Night, when I found he was fait a-fleep, I 
bundled up all his Cloaths, and threw them out 
of the Window to my Man that waited for 
them. 

When Morning came, I defir’'d him to rife, 
that we might get all together to confult; but 
no Cloaths were to be found. He began to 
ftorm, and fwear, but all to no purpofe; for 
not one of his Oaths would bring back a 
Rag of his Cloaths. He told us in his Ravings, 
that he had loft fo much Money, few’d up 1n his 
Wattecoat. We upbraided him for his Covetouf- 
nefs, in not letting us fhare with him; but it did 
not fignifie any thing. He threaten’d to go to 
the Provoff, and have the Lafdlord fecur’ds; 
and would have don’t, if he had not been 
naked. 

After raving to no Purpofe, he was oblig’d to 
go to Bed again to avoid catching cold. He 
ask’d us what he fhould'do in his Condition, but 
all the Advice we gave him brought him no 
Contolation. 


He 
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He was very tall, and large made, and we us’d 
to call him in Ridicyle the fnfant. He pro- 
pos’d to fell his Horfe to cloath him; but be- 
ing fo much out of Size, there was not any thing 
tolbehad ready made that would fithim: This was 
{till worfe and worfes; and tho’ the Horfe was fold 
for twenty Piffoles, we contriv’d it fo, that my 
Landlord feiz’d the Money for his Reckoning. 
Phis put him almoft befide himfelf, and he was 
ready to expire with Vexation, 

I pretended to be much concern’d at this 
Ufage, while the reft of our Company laugh’d 
at his Misfortune. I feem’d to be very angry 
with them; and told ’°em I would do my Endea- 
vour to remedy every thing. J made ’em ac- 
quainted, that I had juft call’d to mind a Perfon, 
a Friend of mine, that liv’d in the Town, much 
of the Infant’s Size, and I would go to borrow 
a Suit of Cloaths for him. He feem’d very much 
rejoye’d at this; for he refolv’d, afloon as ever 
he was drefs’d, to take up the Lazdlord,.and 
{wear the Robbery againft him. 

I went as he fuppos’d about his Cloaths; and 
after ftaying fome time below, I went up with 
a Bundle, and feem’d very much concern’d that 
T-could not fucceed. I told the Jufant, the.Gen- 
tleman was gone to Lyons about Bufinefsof Con- 
cern, and had carry’d all his Cloaths with him. 
But ‘I had brought him a Mafquerade Habit thar 
he had left behind him. 

He exprefs’d fome Satisfaction at the Sight of 
it, that he fhould not be confin’d to lie in Bed. 
But, faid he, if it were not only for the Name of 
Cloaths, a’Man might as well go naked, for 
there’s no ftirring abroad in this Drefs. 

Tt was the Habit of a Satyr, that we had made on 
purpofe for the Occafion, before we left Paris. 
When we had equip’d him, it was as much as I 
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could do to keep my Countenance at the Figure 
he made; and he feem’d very much diffatisfy’d with 
it, but however he wore it for the Convenien- 
cy of not lying in Bed. 

When we were at Dinner, we had many 
Contrivances to get away, but none feazable. 

I told ’em at laft, I had thought of a Defign 
would certainly do our Bufinefs, and make up 
our Lofles, if the Jufant would confent to it. 
He readily reply’d, he would ftick at nothing to 
do that. Why then, faid J, if you'll fuffer your 
felf to be fhown in that Habit, as a Monfter 
newly arriv’d, I'll anfwer for the Succefs of it. 

After much talk, he agreed to do it, on. this 
Provifo, that his Face fhould be difguis’d. I 
told him, I would ftep to my Friend’s Houfe, 
for the Mask that was made to the Habit. I 
return’d and gave it to him, and he was foon 
fatisfy’d with the Project. 

Notwithftanding the Buftle we made, none of 
the Houfe (but the Landlord) knew any thing 


“of the Matter, and the next Day it was given 


out about the Town, that a Monfter was to be 
fhown in the Afternoon. We had procur’d a 
Chain, and other Materials, to carry on the 
Joke; and when the time came to fhow a- 
way, we had fuch a Concourfe of People to fee 
our Monfter (it being in the Holydays) that 
our Profit gave us fome Satisfaction. For when 
the time of fhowing was over, our Money a- 
mounted to three and twenty Piffoles; and the 
Monfter behav’d himfelf fo «well with our In- 
ftruGtions, that he gave a general Content. 

We had taken care he {hould appear fo fierce, 
that none fhould approach near enough to dif- 
cover the Deccit. We had a great deal of Di- 
verfion at the ignorant People’s Suggeitions. One 
Country Fellow ask’d how old he was? I told 

him 
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him four Years, three Months, and five Days. 
Lord blefs me! (cry’d he out) why, by that time 
he comes to be twenty, no Houfe will be able 
to hold him. 

In fine, we fhow’d him fo long, that -our 
Money mounted to upwards of one hundred 
Pounds, which pleas’d our /yfant fo well, that 
he defir’d to continue a Montter all the time of 
the Holydays. But we refolv’d to carry the 
Joke no further, tho’ we did not tell him fo. 

We left the Jzfant chain’d to the Poft of the 
Window, as ufual, went down to my Landlord, 
and. gave him Inftruétions how to behave him- 
felf. We took care to fatisfy him very well for 
the Trouble he had been at. 

We all rid away to the next Village, and put- 
ting up our Horfes, return’d on Foot, one by 
one, back again to the Inn; and ftole up Stairs 
unperceiv’d by any one but the Landlord. The 
Infant, finding we ftaid longer than ordinary, 
began to make a great Noife: which my Land- 
lord hearing, fent up one of his Servants, that 
knew nothing of the Secret; when the Lifant 
faw him come in, he made feveral Signs to him; 
but as the Fellow knew nothing of the Jeft, he 
did not much like the Aétion of the Zufant, but 
ran down to his Mafter frighted out of his 
Wits. 

We had made Peep-holes in the bordering 
Room, where we could perceive every Action of 
the Jnfant’s; but he was fo very much enrag’d, 
that he fat down biting his Nails for Vexations 
for he began to perceive the Trick we had put 
upon him. After fitting Melancholy fome time, 
he rofe up, and endeavour’d to undo the Chains 5 
but as they were ty’d clofe behind, and made fait 
to a Staple in the Wall, all his Efforts prov’d 
vain, All our care was to contain from laugh- 
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ing, which was a very hard Tasky When he 
found he could not free himfelf, Rage entirely 
poflefsd him; and the Noife he made with 
itamping, and rattling his Chains, brought up 
feveral of the Servants arm’d; who open’d the 
Door cautioufly ; but notwithftanding their Va- 
our, ran away affoon as they perceiv’d his me- 
nacing Action; and tumbling over one another, 
took the fhorteft way down Stairs. 

When we thought he had Mortification e- 
nough, we fent my Landlord into him with a 
good Horfewhip, and a Letter in his Hand. Af- 
{oon as he had got within the Door, he fpoke 
after this manner, in a Landlord-like Tone. I 
was pretty well affur’d at the beginning that 
thou wert a tank Cheat; but now I am con- 
vine’d of it, I will chaftife thee firft, and reafon 
with thee afterwards, like other criminal Judges, 
punifh firft, and enquire into the Denierits of the 
Caufe afterwards, that Juftice may not wait for 
any body. 

Thefe Words were follow’d with fome {mart 
Strokes, and the Dialogue foon began to be in 
much Confufion; for between the roaring of the 
Infant, the bawling of my Landlord, and the 
fmacking of the Whip, it was_a continual jar- 
gon of Noife: And We were obliged all of us to 
own, our Hoft executed his Commiffion to a 
Hair. 

When he had a little recover’d himfelf, he be- 
gan to reafon with his Patient; who, that he 
might the better hear him, laid himfelf down 
on his Pallate to condole his afflicted Body.

After 
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After their Dialogue was over, he gave him the 
Letter, which difcovered our Defign upon him.

In a few Days after the Frolick was over, 
he commenc’d a Suit of Law againft us all, 
for a Robbery; but the Judges finding it only 
a Trick of Mirth, fined every one of the De- 
fendants fix Livres a-piece, and every one to 
pay his own Cofts.

The firft Inftance of it was as follows: My 
Servant having fome Intrigue on his Hands, 
had made bold with my Cloaths to carry it on;

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I began now to repent our Confederacy a- 
gainft him, and wrote him a Note to affure 
him of my Contrition, with my Share of the 
Money we had taken from him: He receiv’d 
the Cafh, and fent me Word he heartily for- 
gave me. Imagining him fincere, I ventur’d 
into the City, and foon frequented my old Ren- 
dezvous; but I had fo: much Regard for my 
felf as to get to College bctimes.

SIR 
y Muft owM my felf one of thofe unfortunate Men, 
i that, for want of better Employment, receive 
Money as the Price of Blood. Though this I can 
fay with a clear Confcience, I never have yet put 
my Trade in Prattice. Yefterday Morning I*qwas 
fent for to the Houfe of Monfieur Gomberville, 
commonly cail’d the Infant, who employed me to 
take away your Life; and, that he would be [ure 
of the Execution, made one of the four that fird 
upon you laft- Night; but as f£ had the order- 
ing of our Avms, I took care nothing fhould be put 
in ’em that was hurtful. The Acquaintance I had 
with your noble Father, made me the more cau- 
tious 
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tious concerning bis Son. LI beg in Fuftice to me 
you would keep your Chamber, and caufe it to be 
reported that you are dangeroufly wounded. TI necd 
not caution you to be careful of your felf, for the 
Infant’s Malice feems to me implacable. We never 
have any Words made of thefe Things, becaufe we 
know bow to revenge our felves 5 therefore let no 
one elfe know the Contents of this, and be thank- 
ful for your Life from 

, Jaques Marriot. 


When I had read the Letter, I order’d my 
Servant to bring the Bearer before me; where 
I foon found, by his manner of Talking, that 
a little Money would be very acceptable to the 
Sender ; and therefore I fent him ten Piftoles, 
with my humble Service, giving him to know 
that I would exactly comply with the Con- 
tents. 

I began now ferioufly to think on the Dan- 
ger I had inconfiderately drawn upon my {felf, 
for an innocent Frolick ; and that it would be 
but ill trufting to the Jnfant’s Refentment. 
I gave out that I was dangeroufly wounded 5 
and the better to carry it on, I got a. Sur- 
geon (a Friend of mine) to vifit me frequently. 

When I had kept my Chamber long enough 
for the time of my Cure, I ventur’d abroad, but 
never without four or five of my Friends for a 
Guard, and came home in very good Time. 

During my Confinement, I receiv’d Letters 
of Condolement from feveral of my Miftreffes; 
and when they heard of my Recovery, as many 
of Reproach for not coming to vifit them as 
ufual. One in particular, and my favourite Fair, 
was very prefling for a Meeting; and her chief 
Reafon was to pay her with my Prefence for 
the Affronts fhe had fuftain’d from the fnfaut 
upon 
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upen my Account. J fent her Word I would 
not fail waiting on her the Sunday following, 
after Dusk. Accordingly when the time came, 
I itole out without any of the College Marks 
on, and arriv’d fafe at my Madona’s. 

After Supper, and two or three Bottles of 
Flermitage, we went to Bed; and when we had 
made our felves as merry as we could in the 
dark, I addrefs’d my felf to Sleep: But not- 
withftanding my willingnefs to receive the gen- 
tle God, he ftill flew from me, and {feveral 
Hours pafs’d without clofing my Eyes. 

About Midnight, I thought I heard Whifpers

1 ioon imagin’d what their Preparations meant, 
therefore confulted my Safety as well as £ 
could in the Confufion of my Thoughts. 

{ went always well arm’d fince the laft Ren- 
counter, having two Brace of Piftels in my 
Pockets, a good cutting Sword, and a Stilletto. 
But I was confounded, when fearching for my 
Cloaths where [I had laid them, none could be 
found. I now began to think of Death feriouf- 
ly, and beg Pardon fincerely of God for alll 
my Sins; for I knew it would ‘be Madnefs to 
think of efcaping, naked as 1 was, without a- 
ny Thing for my’ Defnce. In the Chaos of my 
Thoughts I remembred a ‘Clofet which had a 
Window that look’d into the Seine; and tho’ 
it was three Stories from the River, yet, as I 
could fwim, I thought it better to ‘truft Pro- 
vidence by leaping into the Water, than thofe 
Cut-throats, I ftole foftly to the Window, 

but 
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but to my great Confternation found it too fat 
for me to open; but by good Fortune in gro- 
ping about, I found my Cloaths. I put ’em on 
with a great deal of Precipitation, and having 
prepar’d my Arms, refolv’d not to die alone. 

_ I waited fome Time before the Chamber Door 
open’'d. When it was open, I could perceive 
7em coming in with Masks on, and the foremott 
with a Dark-lanthorn. I did not think fit to 
wait till they fhould difcover I was not in the 
Bed, but rufh’d on the firft, and fhot him dead 


en the Spot; and in tiwo feconds of a Minute, . 


difpatch’d two more, one with my Sword, and 
the other with one of my Pittols; and had 
made as quick work with the other two, but 
they fell on their Knees, and begg’d for Mer- 
ey; which I granted, on Condition that one 
fhould tye the other, which was readily com- 
ply’d with; when that was done, I bound the 
other my felf, ahd coming to fecure my falfe 
Miftrefs, found her expiring in the Bed. She 
had Breath enough left to tell me, the had been 
caught in her own Trap; for defigning to poi- 
fon me in the Wine I drank, the Servant had 
miftaken the Bottle, and given it to her. 

I ask’d her the Reafon of her Hatred to me, 
being, as I remember’d, guilty of no Fault. She 
cold me, the Zufaut had intorm’d her that I was 
falfe to her, which converted her Love to the 
moft implacable Hatred. I muft own, this Wo- 
man was Miftrefs of my Heart, and I had feve- 
yal Proofs of her Sincerity; but fhe was of a 
Temper compos’d of Fire and Fury. She far- 
ther told me, that I had rais’d her Rage to that 
height, that fhe was refolv’d to put an end to 
my Life her felf; not caring to truft her Re- 
venge to any Hands but herown. 
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She begg’d I would forgive her, and imme- 
diately expired. I examin’d my two intended 
Murderers, and found they were Servants to the 
Lnfant, and compell’d to what they did; there- 
fore | refolv’d to pardon ’em. 

[ thought once of going to the Provoft, and 
give him a particular Account of the Aétion;

Tho’ I was very much fatigu’d with my Jour- 
ney, I refolv’d to wait on him that Night. I 
hir'd a Mule (for [ had my Servant’s Cloaths 
on) and fet out. But my Beaft being none of 
the beft, tir’d with me about a League before 
Y came to the Villa where my Father refided. 

[left him in the adjacent Village, and purfu’d 
my Journey on Foot. As I was willing to get 
to my Father’s Houfe, I made all the Speed [ 
could. And tho’ it was very dark, I knew the 
Way perfedtly. 

] overtook two Men in a narrow Lane, that 
call’d to me, asking why I had ftay’d fo long, 
and where was Don Lewis. 
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I fancy’d there was fomething of Villany go- 
ing forward by the Name of Don Lewis, being 
he was an inveterate Enemy of my Father's. | 
did not anfwer ’em immediately, which brought 
*em upon me; they foon found their ‘Miftake. 
They ask’d me where I was going at that time 
of Night; I told ’em I was going to Saragoza, 
to my Friends, for I had ferv’d a Gentleman in 
Cadiz, that had difcharg’d me, for getting his 
Maid with Child; and I was obliged to walk 
all Night, being I had not any Money to pay 
fora Lodging. I anfwerd a great many other 
Queftions, with the fame Truth and Simplicity. 
And after talking fome time, two more came up 
to us, and ask’d the others who they had got 
with ’em. They went all together, and atter 
a little talk, one that feem’d to be the Superior, 
came up to: me, and told me, if I would make 
one of their Enterprize that Night, he would 
not only reward me well, but take me into his 
Service; but if I refus’d after he had difclos’d it 
to me, they would murder me upon the In- 
ftant. 

I told him I would flick at nothing to get 
Bread. Why then, faid Sir Gravity, my Name 
is Don Lewis: I have a mortal hatred to Ferdi- 
nand Aquilio, Governor of Sevil.

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if they had murder’d their Matter. 
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It was well for me that Darknefs cover’d the 
Hemifphere, or the old Devil could have difco- 
ver’d the Confufion in my Countenance. But 
notwithftanding my Contfternation, I told him I 
fhould be proud to ferve him in this, or any o- 
ther Adventure. Gramercy, faid the old One, 
and here’s fomething to encourage thee, (clap- 
ping a handful of Dollars into my Hand.) 

Pil leave you to guefs the Confufion of my 
Thoughts at this Declaration, and I was cafting 
about in my Mind, how I fhould prevent this 
intended Villany. 

When we arriv’d at my Father’s, we found 
the ‘Treacherous Villain wating for this Matter. 
Affoon as ever ‘he faw us, ‘he cry’d foftly to Don 
Lewis, I am glad your Honour is come; but Don 
Ferdinand is in his Clofet, and does not intend to 
go to Bed to-night, becaule the is tobe at Sevil 
early in the Morning, and he‘has-fhut his Clofet- 
door. Why then, faid Don Lewis, we'll break 
it open. But, return’d the Servant, he has Arms 
always ready in his ‘Clofet, and 1 fear the En- 
terprize will be a little Difficult, for he’s a tough 
old Blade. 

Upon this Account a fmall-Paufe enfu’d, which 
gave me Leilure to think, and to the Old one IT 
utter’d my Thoughts. 

Sir, faid 1, fubmit this Bufinefs to me, and T’ll 
intorm you how I defign to execute it. ‘Your 
Servant fhall accompany me to the ‘Door of his 
Clofer, and knock, and afloon as ever he opens 
it, Vil give a good Account of the old Gentle- 
man. 

‘Thou counfelleft well, reply’d the old Don, 
and I'll reward thee accordingly when the*Work 
is done. And I hall deferve ir, thought I to my 
felf, if my Intention fucceeds. 


Upon 
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Upon this Refolve, we went into the Houfe, 
and the Fellow conduéted me up Stairs very 
foftly. The Clofet was at the end of a large 
Room, the Door of which I bolted on the In- 
fide with one Hand, and plung’d my Ponyard to 
the Heart of the Fellow with the other, who 
drop’d dead at my Feet. At the Noife he 
made in falling, my Father cry’d out Who’s 
there! and rufh’d out of his ‘Clofet, with a Pi- 
ftol'in his Hand. I reply’d, ’Tis I, your Son. 

_ You may imagine the Surprize my Father 
was im at this fudden Appearance, and to fee 
one of ‘his Servants weltring in Blood, and dead 
before me. Sir, faid I, banifh your Surprize, 
and ‘go with me into your Clofet, where I will 
inform you of this f{udden, and unlook’d-for 
Appearance; and muft farther add, that the Hand 
of Providence, by me, ‘has fav’d you from Death. 

My Father follow’d ‘me into his Study, with- 
out fpéaking: Where I declar’d, in as few 
Words ‘as the Time would permit, all that had 


| . befallen me that Night; and we foon came to 


a Refolution what’to-do. 

We took each of us a Blunderbufs with a brace 
of -Piftols, went down the back Stairs, and 
came in upon ’em, a way they little expected. 
IT came firft into the Hall, as we had con- 
certed. 

Affoon as the old Wretch faw me, he cry’d, 
Well my Lad, haft thou difpatch’d the Villain!

fhip, Vl match my Daughter with a noble 
Dowry to this your Son, ~and may they ever 
live happy. 

My Father was too much a Gentleman to 
murder in cold Blood, though he had fufficienc 
Excufe on his fide if he ads done it. On the 
other hand, his Daughter was a very great For- 
tune, even beyond his Hopes. 

After fome {mall Paufe, he made him this 
Reply. Sir, you know within iA felf, that 
you have forfeited your Life by the Law, in 
fo ba ulely attempting mine; but as T can forgive 
any Injury defien’d m sh ie you perform yout 
firt Promife, T am refolv’d to forgive all 
that’s paft. Sir, reply’d the other (tranfported 
with Joy) I am fo much oblig’d to you for 
my Life, that I will not ftir out of your 
Houfe till I have fign’d Articles of A \ greeme At 
and I muft farther add, that nothing fets my 
Shame more before my Eyes than this your 
Goodnefs. 

My Father bege’d he would take a particu- 
lar Care how he gave way to Hatred; which, 
by the way, only * commenc’d in my ” Pather’g 
setting the better of him in a Law-Suit, and 
was heighten’d by the King’s conferring on 
him the Honour of the Government of Sevil; 
which Doz Lovis had fome Hopes of. 

We took care the next Day to let the Coun- 
try know, that thofe Fellows that were kill’d 
had atrempted to rob our Houle, but we sai ae 
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ving timely Notice had prevented ’em by the

My Thoughts were in the utmoft Confufion 
about the unravelling of this fatal Affair, and run- 
ning over in my Imagination my pa{t Conver- 
fations with my Father, I remember’d in our 
laft, he told me, he thought it a little of the 
fooneft for me to marry; and that it would be 
more for my Intereft, to delay our Nuptials ;

The next Day, I order’d my Equipage on 
board our Ship, which lay at Cadiz, and fol- 
low’d my felf; but the Wind chopping about, 
hinder’d our fetting Sail. I then repented the 
leaving my Letter with my Miftrefs, for by the 
help of my Money with Zere/a, 1 might have 
made another Meal with her. 

I did not think it Pradence to go on Shore, 
fearing her Refentmeats might form fome De- 
figns on my Life. I therefore contented my felf

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on Board, till the Wind fhould prove fair for 
failing. As I was reading in my Cabin one Day 
alone, my Servant brought me.a Letter: The 
Contents were thele. 


Noble Sir, 
q J Nierftanding you are bound for Mexico, the 

/ Place of my Birth, I foall think it the great- 
eft Honour in the World, if you pleafe to take me 
into your Proteétion. My Father was a rich Mer- 
chant of that City, who going to another World, has 
left me a confiderable Eftate in this. Thofe Perfons 
who had the care of my Education bere, feem to 
have Defi os againft my Fortunes therefore I have 
made my Efcape from em, but muft return to my 
Beivayers, if you have not the Goodne/s to be my 
Guardian to Mexico, where I fhall return the Ob- 
ligation you fhall pleafe to lay me under, in being 
my Protector. 


T ask’d my Man who brought the Letter, and 
he told me a young Negro. I bid him bring 
him in. © I ask’d him feveral Quettions, and 
found him ready with his Anfwers. He inform’d 
me, that his Father, tho’ a Negro, was a Man 
of Subitance, and had fent him in his Infancy to 
be educated at Sevil, and for the reft the Let- 
ter inform’d me. 

I was mightily pleas’d with the Perfon of the 
black Gentleman, and treated him civilly, with 
the Affurance of delivering him fafe to his Friends 
at Mexico. 

When we were alone, he told me he had a 
farther Secret to difcover to me, if he was fure 
of not being interrupted. Upon hearing this, I 
order’d my Servant on Shore for fome Neceffa- 

ries, and inform’d him, we need not fear any 
arcaibiion for fome Hours. 


After 
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After a long Paufe, and cafting his Eyes on the 
Ground, he began. | 

This Veil of Night would not hide my Bluth- 
es, if I were not convine’d in your Knowledge 
of my Frailty. But if you’ll contider my Youth, 
Climate, and Opportunity, you will allow few of 
my Sex could withftand the Temptation. Be 
not furpriz’d to find in this Difguife the Daugh- 
ter of Don Lewis, who is fo far fubjeét to the 
caprice of Love, as to difclofe to you the inmott 
Secret of her Heart. 

The Letter you left with me produc’d a con- 
trary Effect than I believe you imagin’d; and in- 
ftead of Rage and Indignation taking: Poffeffion of 
my Breaft, a fofter Paffion ftole in, and I felr 
all the Tendernefs imaginable for Don Pedro. 

[ expe nothing but ill Ufage from you for 
my paft Conduét; but if you can believe there 
is any Sincerity in Woman, after what I have 
been guilty of, I am affur’d you may depend on 
what I fay, that no other Obje@ fhall thare my 
Heart with you. Ido not mean the tye of Wedlock, 
but if you will accept of me as Tam, lll be as 
fubfervient to your Commands, as your meaneft 
Slave. 

I was fo confounded between Pleafure and A- 
mazement, that I imagin’d all I heard and faw 
was a Dream; but being fweetly convine’d of

for we did not know when we fhould fer 
Sail, 3 
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My Miftrefs told. me, if fhe had not fucceed- 
ed with me, fhe refolv’d for a Nunnery, but 
“nce we were reconciled, fhe had laid by all 
Thoughts of the Habit. She made her Efcape 
fom her Father’s, without the Affiftance, or 
Knowledge of any one but Tevefa.. But what 
fayour’d her Efcape was, the Abfence of her Fa- 
ther for ten Days in the Country; yet the fear’d, 
when he came home again, he would fright 


Trrefa into Confeflion, or by Promifes get it out 


of her; for that fhe was. mercenary enough to fell 
any thing fhe had to the beft Bidder. To pre- 
vent which, fwe agreed to drefs her in the Ha- 
bit of a Man, and let her wear her own Com- 
plexion. 

Accordingly we both went on Shore at Ca- 
diz, and foon equipt our felves with what we 
wanted, and on Board. I brought my Spark, as a 
Relation of mine, that had a Mind to run his 
Fortune with me. The next Day. the Wind 
proving favourable, we fer Sail, and left our Ap- 
prehentions behind us. 

I was obliged to let our Servant into the Se- 
cret, that I might have it kept fo; well know- 
if he had difcover’d it himfelf, it had- not 
ecret long, tho’ the Fellow was very 
Secret that was trufted to him. 
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nick) the capital City of the Ifland Hi/paniola. 
{ was very well pleas’d to find fo delightful a 
Place asthis was, after the Fatigue of our Voyage. 
My Miftrefs and I took us a Lodging at a good- 
natur’d Spaniard’s, that treated us very well—for 
our Money. 

Here 
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Here my Lady told me, fhe felt the Effects of 
our Familiarity. | endeavour’d to perfuade her I had 
no Hand in’t; but fhe infifted upon’t, that the Deed 
was done by me, and gave me fome Proofs to 
believe it. 

I was very much concern’d to find Means to 
hide it from the Houfe; for fhe began to have 
thofe Qualms which attend that natural) Diftem- 
per; and by the Beauty of her Face, I fear’d her 
Sex might foon be diftinguifh’d. 

I kept her from the Sight of our Ship’s Crew 
in the Voyage, fhe always flaying in the Cabin; 
and it was very dangerous to difcover a fine Wo- 
man in this Part of the World, becaufe there are 
few that are handfome. 

I was upon Thorns till our Departure for 
Mexico; but the Fleet ftaying longer than I ex- 
peéted, I took a Ramble to the moft noted Pla- 
ces in the Ifland; and fince I underftand by 
your Story you never were there, I'll give yor 
a fhort Defcription of #t. 

Liifpaniola is feated fromm feventeen Degrees, 
to nineteen Degrees Latitude, in Length about one 
hundred and twenty Leagues; and Breadth (about 
the middle Part) fifty. The Air much the fame for 
Heat, as at Sevil in Spain; the Fruits delicious, 
and fome peculiar to the Place. 

The capital City, is St. Dominge, which gives 
a delightful Profpe& from the Fields about 
it, being mix’d with pleafant Gardens and Ri- 
vers. 

Here the Governor of the Ifland refides, and 
here are kept all their Offices, and Courts of Ju- 
dicature, and it is likewife the Store-houfe to 
the whole Ifland. 

There are two Cities more, St. Fago, and Nue- 
fiva Sennora de alta Gracia, the lait of which 
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is to the South, and is famous for the beft Cho- 
colate in the World: 

The Cathedral of St. Domingo, is a handfome 
Pile of Building, and the other Churches are 
anfwerable to the Grandeur of the Inhabitants, 
whofe very Artizans are wealthy. 

‘Vhe Fryers live as luxurious here, as in any o- 
ther Part of the World, and follow the Steps 
of their Brethren, in chufing the nobleft Situa- 
ie 

Fhis Hand was difcover’d by Columbus in the 
Year 1492, and kept in the Hands of the Spa- 
niards ever {ince that Time; while moft of their 
other Acquifitions are fell to the Egli/h, French, 
and Dutch. 

Tho’ the French have fome Plantations in the 
{fland at prefent, yet they were of their own 
acquiring, and not taken from the Spaniards ; 
and being chiefly Hunters, and not very rich, 
a 3h ds make no Attempt upon ’em. 

io {land can boaft of more convenient Ports 
than a a andevery Port difembogues fine Rivers 
({tor’d with palatable Fith) into the Sea; but 
then to qualify that Ble effing, they are very much 
infefted with Alt Bat tors, and Crocodiles. I faw 
one lying on the Shore-fide like a Log of Wood, 

as a Buffalo came there to drink, he fprung 
him, drage’d him to the Bottom, and 
cher devour’d hit ms tho’ they are eafily to be 
avoided, from the aromatic Smell that comes 
from their Skin. 

I was much! furpriz’d to find in ‘moft Houfes, 
Serpents inftea d of Cats, that were greater Ene- 
mies to Rats and Mice; but “what was more 
pleafing, they were not the leaft Offenfive, 
having no Venom in’em. But then, they will 
often play the Fox with the Poultry, and de- 
{troy many of them, unlefs narrowly watched. 
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The Scolopendria of the Greeks is found here, 
and very large Scorpions; but by the Divine Pro- 
vidence, neither of em hurtful. 

I fhall not trouble you with any farther Ac- 
count of this Ifland, becaufe there is not any 
thing to be found there, but what is upon the 
Continent, unlefs fome particular Herbs; and as 
I am no Botanift, I fhall not take any notice of 
7em. 

The time.came at laft for our embarking for 
Veva Cruz, in order to go to Mewico, and I left 
St, Domingo with fome Regret; as imagining I 
fhould not meet with any other Place in Ameri- 
ca {o pleafant. 

During our Voyage, my Miftrefs was mighrily 
diforder’d. 

We embark’d for Vera Cruz, where weg, ar- 
riv’d without any Accidents and having no uf. 
nefs there, we fet out by Land for Mexico, and 
got fafe there. But enquiring for my Uncle, I 
was inform’d he was gone to refide at Lima, the 
capital City of Perz. My Concern was the more, 
in that I fear’d. I fhould not meet with proper Ac- 
commodation at Mexico, for want of him, in the 
Affair of my Miftrefs; for her Condition would 
not bear the Fatigue of another Removal. 

[ was entertain’d in the Houfe of a near Friend 
of my Uncle’s, and one who kept a Correfpon- 
dence with him; he was very civil to me, and 
ofa freer Difpofition than generally the Spaniards 
are; but he had the fame Vanity as all the old 
Chriftians have, who Pride themfelves very much 
upon’t. I let him into the Secret of my Lady, 
and her Condition; and by the help of his Wife, 
we made her-reaffume her proper Drefs. But we 
kept her private. 

The time of her Delivery came, and the Produ& 
prov’d a lufty Boy, who ftaid among us three 
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Weeks, and then lefc us. I had no Scruples a- 
bout being the Father, for it was plain enough 
to be feen; it being my Pitture in a little. My 
Miftrefs continu’d very weak longer than the 
ufual Time 5 and I being alone with her. one 
Day, fhe told me fhe was “under fome Apprehen- 
fions. concerning our Landlord, Don, Manuel, 
who had made her fecretly many large Offers, aad 
the Nurfe was his Emiflary. I told ‘her I had the 
fame Propofals from his Wife; and tho’ the Wo- 
man was not difagreeable, nay might pafs for a 
Beauty, where Women were fo ‘{carce, yet I 
could .not find any Tendernefs for her in my 
Ficart. 

frer many As ‘guments between us, a Thought 
came into my Head, which I hop’d would 
ais fome Mirth among us. . I defir’'d my 


Wiritrefs to give Don Manuel fome {mall Encou- 
ragement, and leave t the reft to me. 
“h KK 


ly Landlord foon found an Opportunity, 
thro” my means, to fee my Miftrefs. She fol- 
low’d- my Advice, and tranfported the Dow out 
of his Senfes; his Joy was not to be contain’d, 

he RSTO the Gravity of a Spaniard, and caper ‘d 
about like a French Dancing-mafter. When I 
learnt .all their y hese from my Miftrefs, I 
bege’d née to continue her. good Humour to 


him, and promife him a meeting that Day Seven- 
nicht in the Summer-houfe of the Garden. She 
a € 


did as I directed. 
In the mean time I took my Opportunity to 
confabulate with the Wife, and gave her Di- 


rections the Night appointed, to go to the give 
Summer- -houte, but to avoid Speech, being i 

was over the Water, and Men were ages 
Peraaa to and fro. The good Woman. was as 
much overjoy’d as her Husband; and the better 
to carry on my Defign, I gave it*out, that'l-was 
ta 
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to go with fome Gentlemen a hunting the Buf- 
falo for two or three Days. I defir’d my Land- 3 
lord (a2 Title I had given him out of Mirth) to 

take care of my Wife in my Abfence. I told 


my good Landlady, this was a Contrivance of 


mine, that we might not be fulpected. 

My Mittrefs had made juft the fame Agrec- 
ment with the Doz. The Time came, and the 
good Man and good Woman were left to 
Worry one another, with their extraordinary Pat- 
fion. 

The next Day at Dinner, (for we generally 
eat together) Don Manuel caft many a Sheep’s 
Eye at my Wife, and his good Lady at me. 

The fame Day, as I was reading in the Gar- 
den, Madona came to me, and in bitter terms of 
Reproach gave me much ill Language; and 
told me I had betray’d her to her Husband bafe- 
ly, by giving him the Ring fhe gave me the 
laft Night. I foon found that fhe had made a 
Prefent to her Husband of a Ring, taking him 
for me, and fhe had obferv’d it upon his Fin- 
ger. She made fo many Speeches about it, that 
at laft I was compell’d to tell her the whole 
Truth, to get rid of her tirefome Paffion, but I 
foon repented of my Declaration; for fhe flew 
upon me, and with her Nails play’d the Car with 
| my Face, and I had much ado to difengage my 
. {elf from her. So furious. does a difappointed 
Paffion make a Woman. 

Her confounded Temper made me refolve to 
leave Mexico..-The Husband began to fufpect 
fomething of the Affair; but his Imagination, 
that he had the Company of my Wile in the 
Summer-houfe, curb’d his Refentment. 

The Woman’s Rage was unfurmountable, and 
it was not in my Power to bring her to Temper: 
Therefore I chofe to avoid her as much as pof- 
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fible. . As) 1 was at. Supper with my Miftrefs, 
fome few Days after the Accident happen’d, the 
told me, fhe had receiv’d a Prefent of Cordial- 
water, from Don Mazuel’s Wife. Now I had 
notitold her of Madona’s Refentment, becaule I 
imagin’d it might make her uneafy: But affoon 
as I heard of the Prefent, fomething flruck my 
Mind, ‘there was fomething uncommon in it; I 
theretore defir'd my Miftrefs not to drink any of 
it. Lord faid fhe, my Dear, I have already, and 
defire you would tafte it too, for,’tis the plea- 
fanteft Liquor I ever drank in my Life. 

I was mightily difturb’d at it, and two Hours 
difcover’d the fatal Effects. 

My Miftrefs began to be very much out of or- 
cer; and notwithflanding all the’ Aid of Phyfi- 
cians, fhe expir’d. in my Arms, and every body 
agreed dhe had been poifon’d. I had, in my Fury 
and Ravings, declar’d to. Don Manuel the Au- 
thor of this black Deed; and when he went to 
enquire after her, was inform’d fhe went out be- 
for¢ Night, and was fuppos’d to have gone to 
the ‘Town-of St. Fago, on the Lake, to one of 
her Relations. Don Manuel fent after her, but 
fhe was not to be found. He grieved at the lofs 
of my Miftrefs, as much as I did; and I dare a- 
vow, if he had found his Wife, he would have 
facrific’d her to the Manes of my dear Mi- 
ftrefs. 

I was very much griev’d for the Lofs of my 
Miftrefs, for I had reafon to be convine’d her 
Paffion for me was unfeign’d. ‘You may eafily 
imagine, there was no ftaying forme in the 
Houle where this difmal Accident happen’d; but 
as I was preparing to be gone, the Corvigidore 
fent for me to appear before him,'to give him 
the beft Account I could of this A€tion. I re- 
Jated to him the whole Truth, as I have told it 
Tos 
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ros only I declar’d it was my Wife Thad loft. 
Don Manuel was feiz’d, and put in Prifon, not- 
withftanding I infifted upon his Innocency; but 
he proceeded in that manner, being it was fup- 
pos’d he was acceffary to his Wife’s Efcape. But 
a few Days after he was fecur’d, News was 
brought, that his Wife was found murder’d in 
the Woods, as it was fuppos’d by fome Jndians, 
as fhe was endeavouring to make her Efcape 
from the Hands‘of Juftice. 

Thus fhe’ met her Reward for her barbarous 
Murder of a Woman that never wrong’d her, 
tho’ indeed the Favour was defign’d for me. 

A few Days after this fatal Accident, I heard 
of fome Merchants that defien’d to crofs the 
Continent to the Soush Sea with a good Guard. 
I made Acquaintance with ’em, paid my Quota 
to the Charge, and fet out along with ’em, 
leaving behind me the hateful City of Mexico, 
where [ had loft the only thing I efteem’d on 
Earth. And I muft own to you, notwithttand- 
ing my Philofophy, I never thought of her for 
fome time without the utmoft Heart-breaking. 
I have endeavour’d indeed, by forcing my Tem- 
per to Mirth, to bury the Remembrance; and 
Time, with good Company, has brought me 
fome Affiftance; yet neverthelefs, I do’ firmly 
believe, no Woman’s Charms will ever for the 
future break my Reft; for I am fatisfy’d, my 
late Miftrefs made a Hole quite through my 
Heart. 

Bar tg pirfue my Difcourfe. 

We fet out, with a Guard of fifty Spanifh Sol- 
diers, for fear of the Judians, who had made it 
their daily Pratice to fet upon every body that 
went through the Country, if not too ftrong for 
‘em. I need nor tell you, that Afewico is one of 
the fineit’ Cities in the World, or that it lies 
upon 
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upon.a Lake, and no other Paflage to it but over 
three broad Caufways from different Cities on the 
Land. But what is fomething extraordinary, 
one part of the Lake is brackifh, and noifome, 
with no living Creature in’t; and the other is 
frefh, wholfome, and ftor’d with palatable Fifh. 
But as there are many exact Accounts of the Con- 
tinent of Jmerica, and its Conqueft, by my no- 
ble Countryman Hernando Cortes, I fhall fay no 
more of it; but I will take the Liberty to add 
that Cefar and Alexander were but Pigmy Con- 
querors to him; and every body will be of that 
Opinion, if they will give themfelves the Trou- 
ble of reading his Hittory. 

We met with no Indians to oppofe our Paf- 
fage, and arriv’d at Segovia, an inland ‘Town in- 
viron’d with Rocks, and but meanly built. Some 
of our Company ftaid there, and I was willing 
to ftay along with ’em to refrefh my felf; for 
it’s but indifferent travelling over rocky Moun- 
tains, and croffing Rivers upon Hurdles, that is 
Pieces of Timber lath’d together with Ropes; 
and it is fometimes dangerous, tho’ we got over 
fafe with our whole Company. 

I ftaid fifteen Days at Segovia, with fifteen of 
my Companions. I was very much furpriz’d at the 
Relation of fome of the Inhabitants of that 
Place, who told me, about two hundred of your 
Countrymen the Year before (F'ree-beoters) in 
fpicht of all Oppofition came from the South 
Sea, to the North, with a very great Booty, de- 
feated the Spaniards when ten.to one,, and potted 
to all the Advantage in the World, feveral 
times. ‘The People of Segovia talk of ’em as {fo 
many Devils; and that they were aided by the 
black Gentleman, or it had been an Impoflibi- 
lity to have gone through what they did, But 
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it muft be confefs’d, your Countrymen «defpife 
Hazards, and laugh at the greateft Dangess. 

After we had fufficiently refrefh’d our felves, 
we took our Leaves of Segovia, and purfu’d our 
Journey to ‘the South-Sea, with a Guard of Jn- 
dians, fubfervient to the Spaniards. And I muft 
own fo you, there is not a People in the World 
more true to their Truft, than thofe confederate 
Indians that own the Dominion of Spain. 

Our Journey to St. Fee was pleafant enough, 
through a rich, level, pleafant Country, and we 
rode upon Mules, a Beaft of a fure Foot; and 
our chief Diverfion. was fhooting of Monkies, 
that play’d us feveral comical ‘Tricks, running 
up the Trees, and frequently did us the Favour 
to urine in our Faces, and fometimes fomething 
worte. 

When we arriv’d at St. Fee, a {mall Town 
and Port in the South-Sea, we had the good 
Fortune of meeting with a Veffel ready to tet 
Sail for Lima. We went immediately on Board, 
and got clear of the Shore that Evening. 

We arriv’d at Lima after a Voyage of twenty 
five Days; we landed at Calao, the Port that all 
the Ships of Spaim anchor at, and one of the 
fineft in the South-Sea. 

The Town is built upon a Point of Land thac 
runs into the Sea. It is very ftrongly fortity’d, 
and well garrifon’d. I fent my Servant to my 
Uncle at Lima, to acquaint him that I owas 
coming to wait on him the next Day; but my 
Servant return’d in-four: Hours, withomy Uncele’s 


Coach, who inform’d:me, that he was impatient » 


till -he faw me. My Uncle was Judge of the 
Civil Courts, and:a Manin very great Power. 
‘He fent his Major Domo to wait on me, with 
his Excufé, that he -had-come himfelf, but that 


he was aflidted with the Gout. I only ftaid ' 


till 
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till Thad put on other Cloaths, and immedi. 
ately after went in the Coach with the Major 
Domo, and arriv’d at my Unele’s juft within 
Night. He was very well pleas’d to fee me, 
and carefs’d me in an extraordinary manner. But 
1 was fomething furpriz’d to find that he had 


refolv’d for Spam within a Month, there to end 
his Days. 

I told him the Story of my Father’s unhap-~ 
py Fate, only concealing his Love to Donna 
flvira. Wewas very much fhock’d at the News, 
owning to me his chief Reafon of going to 
Spain, was to have the Happinefs of living to- 
gether. 1 then told him, J fuppos’d as that 
could not be, that he would alter his Refolu- 
tion, and think no more of his Voyage: But 
he anfwer’d, moft of his Effe&s were gone for 
Spain two Months before, and that he mutt of 
neceflity follow. 

I gave him to underftand, that it was not in 
my Power to wait upon him. He took a great 
deal of Pains to perfuade me to it, but when he 
found it was to no ‘purpofe, he told me Gince 
I was not to be prevail’d upon, he would leave 
me Matter of a fmall Fortune in Lima. 

During his Stay, he introduc’d me to moft 
of the beft Families in the City, and the Vice- 
roy was pleas’d to fhow me good Countenance, 
and promis’d my Uncle to provide for me. 

When the time came of his embarking for 
Spain, 1 waited on him on Board, where we 
took Leave, though not with dry Eyes; and I 
have repented many times that I did not 
accompany him. But we muft fubmit to 
Fate; and what is allotted us by Fortune will 
come. 

He left me Mafter of a well-furnith’d Houfe, 
and a Plantation whofe Income would provide 
every 
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every thing Neceflity requir’d in the middle 
Station of Life, with a Promife that at his 
Death I fhould inherit the Remainder of his 
Eftate; for be was a fingle Man, and had no 
nearer Relation than my _ {elf. 

I took all the Pleafure the Place would af- 
ford; and to fay Truth there was no want of 
any thing at Lima, except the Converfation of 
the Female Sex; though I muft freely confefs I 
did not always want that. 

The Viceroy prov’d very kind to me, but 
Death taking him away fuddenly, I mightily 


griev’d his Lofs, as indeed I had Reafon ; for 


the Perfon that fucceeded him prov’d the Re- 
verfe. He made a general Remove of all the 
Officers the Deceas’d had put in Pofts, and a- 
mong the reft I was one of the Sufferers; and 
farther, upon all Occafions he made it his Bu- 
finefs to flight me; and often aftronted me fo 
grofly, that nothing but his Dignity fhrouded 
him from my Refentment : and many other Peo- 
ple in Power, (as the Injudicious generally co~ 
py the Frailtics of their Superiors, and neglect 
their Virtues) treated me in the fame Manner; 
but I was refolv’d not to bear itt. 

One Day as I was coming from my Plantation 
upon my Mule, attended only with my old Ser- 
vant, I met a Nephew of the Viceroy’s in his 
Chaife, in a narrow Road, and not being wil- 
ling to give way to him, we were both ata 
Stand; which fo enrag’d the cholerick Gentle- 
man, that he, flew out of his Vehicle, and ran 
his Spado into the Belly of my Mule, which 
dropt down dead. 

I did nor want fo much Provocation to raife 
my Choler, therefore I drew upon him, and 
left him in the fame Condition with my Beaft, 
grov’ling upon the Sand. He had feveral Peo- 
pic 
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ple that attended him, who rufh’d upon me 
and my Man, overpower’d us, and drage’d us 
immediately to the Viccroy’s Palace; who, be- 
ing glad of any Pretence to wreak his Ill-nature 
upon me, condemn’d me to Baldivia for Life, 
in fpite of the Interceflion of thofe few Friends 
I had. 

It was in vain to complain of this damn’d 
Trick of Fortune ; and the more to plague me, 
he left Orders that I fhould be difpos’d of to 
Don Sancho Ramires, a Relation of his; the 
Wretch that I have fufficiently reveng’d my 
{elf of, and, in part, of the inhumane Viceroy ; 
for they were Partners in- Trade. 

Ramires usd to put me upon the moft fla- 
vifh Bufinefs, but as I had Money I ufuaily 
bought it off; for I receiv’d yearly my {mall 
Eftate from Lima, I mean from my Plantation, 
for the Viceroy had feiz’d all the reft of my 
Moveables; and would have done this, but that 
the honeft Judian who had the occupying of it, 
infifted on its being my Uncle’s. 

This old Hunks had a beautiful. Daughter, 
that I found was in Love with a Colonel of 
the Garrifon of Baldivia. ‘This Colonel, not- 
withftanding my Condition, was not afham’d of 
my Acquaintance, and often told me the Tor- 
ments he endur’d for the young Lady. 

1 ask’d him if the Lady knew of his Paffion; 
he inform’d me that he flatter’d himfelf with 
the Return, though they had never fpoke to 
each other, but he had receiv’d obliging Glan- 
ces from her fair Eyes, from the Gallery which 
overlook’d the Court of Guard. 

I agreed that if he would write a Letter, I’d 
pawn my Life fhe fhould haye it, and an An- 
{wer into the Bargain; if fhe had any Inclina- 
tion to fend one. He embrac’d me, and thank’d 
me 
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me for my kind Proffer, and wrote a pafiionate 
Letter to the Lady; which I accompanied with

another, to let her know I was devoted to her 
Service upon the Colonel’s Account. 

In two Days I had an Anfwer convey’d in- 
to a hollow Tree in the Garden, as I had con- 
certed in my Note to her, that waited upon 
the Colonel’s. 

Thefe Paper Meffengers brought Matters to 
bear, and the kind Lady refolv’d to venture her 
felf with the Colonel. 

We contriv’d a Ladder of Ropes long enough 
| to reach from her Window to the Terras on 
the Court of Guard; and I convey’d a {mall 
Bundle of Packthread for her to throw down, 
which we faften’d to the Ladder of Ropes, and 
the Lady with much Difficulty pull’d it up, and 
faften’d to an Iron Cheft. which was in the 
Room: But as fhe came trembling for Fear 
down the Ladder, it drew the Cheft along the 
Floor above, which awaken’d that old. Devil 
her Father. He immediately alarm’d all the Ser- 
vants, as well as Slaves; but the Captain had 
got fafe off with his Miftrels. 

When old Huncks had fummon’d us all to- 

. gether, he went into the Room to fee what 
the Matter was; but when he found his Mo- 

ney fafe, his Diftraction began to abate. I mutt 
own, I wifh’d heartily we could have clear’d 

his Money too, as well as his Daughter. It was 

| fome time ere he mifs’d her, as having no No- | 
| tion of her Elopement; but when he found fhe | 
was gone, his Paflion was unfurmountable ; for 
the good Lady had made bold with Writings 

| of an Eftate, that it feems were left her by an 
old-Aunt; and I was very well pleas’d fhe did 
not go empty-handed to my Colonel; for i 
take Money to be the Sinews’ of Love as well 
as War. The 
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The inrag’d Doz ran up ‘and down like a 
Madman, with about a dozen of us at his Heels; 
and as we approach’d the Ditch of the Cattle, 
which happen’d to be free from Water, being 
the Tide was out, but pretty well. provided. 
with Mud, fome of his Servants imagin’d they 
faw fomething lie on the Mud. The old Don 
being very peery, was ftooping down and ga- 
zing to be fatisfy’d; and the Devil prompting 
me juft at the fame time, I clapt my Knee in- 
to his Bum, and down fell the poor Don into 
the Mud. ie: 

I was the firft that cry’d out for Help, yet 
I did not make extraordimry Hatfte to affift him; 
but at laft Ropes were brought, and after he 
had flounder'd about a Quarter of an Hour, 
we luge’d him up in a {weet Pickle.’ , 

By good Luck, he did not miftruft that the 
Favour was defign’d him, but purely acciden- 
tal. ! had an Opportunity the next Day‘to find 
out the Lady and the happy Colonel, who had 
brought a Commiffion from the Prieft to go 
to Bed together. He was fo well pleas’d with 
my Service, that he promis’d to ranfom me 
from Dox Sancho, and did not doubt but he 
hould fucceed, being the Dow made Money 
his Summum Bonum. But we were furpriz’d at 
the Refufal, for he had fuch a ftri& Charge 
from the Viceroy of Perz to hold me fatt, that 
it was more his Intereft to keep me than part 
with me. Nay this Propofal open’d the old 
Don’s Eyes, for he faw plainly I was at Bottom 
of his Danghter’s Affair. This fo enrag’d him 
that he order’d a great wooden Clog to be lock’d 
fait to my Leg, which I was oblig’d to lug 
along with me. 

This Proceeding drove me almoft to Defpair, 


and I loft all Hopes of ever procuring my Liberty. 


The 
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The Colonel and. his Lady. (who had-reco- 
ver’d the Fortune trom, Doz Sancho) were very 
much griev’d at my ill Ufage, and try’dall mén- 
ner of Means for my Liberty,{but to no purpofe. 


I paft three Years in .this uncomfortable Life, 


and had the Pleafure to hear that my implaca- 
ble Enemy, the Viceroy of Peru,.was fummon’d 
to. Spain, upon. the Account of fome Male-Ad- 
miniftration. At the hearing of this News my 
Hope of Freedom began to revive, but it was 
foon clouded agains for the old Devil, Doz Saz- 
cho, was refoly’d to. keep me a Martyr to his 
own Revenge; and I weather’d out two Years 
more in my wretched Confinement: ‘Though, 
Thanks to Heaven, nothing deprefs’d my Spirits 


‘quite. 


The Colonel got an Opportunity to tell. me 
that there was a Veffel in the Road bound for 
Lima: and the Captain being. a very good Friend 


_ of his, he had prevailed with him to take me 


on Board him, if it was poflible for me to get 
out of. Hunks’s. Clutches. 

I made. all the Efforts imaginable, but-to no 
purpofe; and 1 was once more in my Imagina- 
tion giyen up. to eternal Slavery. 

The fame Night, as I was endeavouring to 
compofe my troubled Thoughts, I heard a great 
Noife in the Caftle-Yard, and was very much 
furpriz’d a while after, when I faw. an. Officer 
and a File of Soldiers come. to feize me, as 
a Plotter againft the State, and carry’d. me to 
the Colonel’s Lodging. But my Surprize was 
turn’d into Joy, when I found he had us’d this 
Stratagem to gain me my Freedom. I told him 
he had trebly repaid the Obligation he was 
pleas’'d to fay he lay under to me, and I was 
refoly’d not to.accept of my Liberty till I found 
what Stir Dex Sancho made about it: but the 
Colonel 
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Colonel refolv’d me that he had the Means in 
his own Hands to pacify him. 

{ went on Board, and fet Sailthe fame Even- 
ing. We had but an indifferent Voyage, being 
involv’d in many Storms; yet at laft we arriv’d 
fafe at Calao. 

I fhall, if you think fit, give you a fhort De- 
fcription of Baldivia, becaufe few Foreigners are 
permitted to enter their Port. 

Baldivia, or Valdivia, takes its Name from 
the firft Founder, a Spaniard. The old ‘Town 
ftood a little higher than the new one, till it 
was deftroy’d by the Jndians. For Peter Baldi- 
via, and the reft of the Spaniards, were fuch 
Tyrants over the poor Natives, that they took 
Heart, laid an Ambuth for ’em, and deftroy’d 
’em every one. But in the new Town they 
are fufficiently guarded from their Infults, or 
Danger of a foreign Enemy 3 which have often 
attempted ’em to no Purpofe. ‘This being reck- 
on’d the richeft Country for Gold Mines in all 
America, Nature has befriended *em very much 
in the Strength of the Place; for there is fo 
large a Sand-Bank in the Mouth of the Bay, that 
Veilels are obliged to come within five hundred 
Yards of the Shore (which is guarded by a ftrong 
Caftle) to avoid it. It is a difficult Harbour to 
enter, but when you are once at Anchor, no 
Wind on the whole Compafs can hurt you, tho’ 
it blew a Storm; it is fo well fhelter’d by the 
Land on all Sides of it. 

The Inhabitants are chiefly made up of ba- 
nifh’d Perfons, who generally work in the Mines 
for fo many Years; and the Time expir’d, they 
have fo much Landof their own to cultivate; and 
moft of them find the Means to be rich; but 
how honeftly Pll give you leave to judge. 
The Country about it is very fruitful, and 

produces 
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produces great Quantities of Apple Trees, from 


which they make very good Cyder. But the 
Juice of the Grape is very uncomatible there, 
and thofe that do procure it muft pay extrava- 
gantly for ir. 

This City, for it’s no lefs, is efteem’d the 
Key to the South-Sea. 

The Governour and Officers are generally fent 
from Lima, but the Soldiers are compos’d of 
thofe Perfons that are fent there for a Punifh- 
ment. And tho’ few Perfons chufe to be 
fent there, yet as few defire to leave it when 
once they are fettled. 

Notwithftanding the People could make fhift 
to live without Religion, yet there are feven 
Churches and three Monafteries; but they 
feem to be in a ruinated Condition : And I don’t 
doubt but an Age or two hence, thofe that 
pafs that Way may find them totally ruined. 

As I faid, we arriv’d fafe at the Port of Calao. 


‘I was refoly’d to ‘remain incognito, till I had en- 


quir’d into the Affairs of the City. 

I took an Occafion to fend to my Ludian Te- 
nant, who came to me, and was very well pleas’d 
to find me at Liberty. 

I fent him. to feveral of my Friends, to ac- 
quaint them what Circumftance I lay under, 
who foon inform’d the Viceroy of my Misfor- 
tune, and he as readily comply’d with my De- 
fire, allowing me the Liberty I had enjoy’d be- 


fore I was fent to Baldivia. 


I once more made my Appearance at Lima, 
renew’d my Acquaintance, and began to divert 
my felf as before. By degrees I crept into the 
good Graces of the Viceroy, who gave me a 
Poft in the Government, that brought me a con- 
fiderable Income ; and with the Efteem of moft 
People I paft on a whole Year. 
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The Viceroy not liking his Situation, found 
the Means to be recall’ d to Spain: Yet recom- 
mending me to his Succeflor, { remain’d in the 
fame Station he before had given me; though I 
cannot brag of any more Favours beftow’d on 
me by my new Superior ; for he was a Man of 
an uncertain ‘Temper, stent and revengeful. 
He was newly marry’d to a very rich Widow 
of Lima, who had a very beautiful Daughter, by 
Report; for fhe was not fuffer’d to take. the 
Liberties of the Place 

] ofter 1 had a great t Desire to fee. her Face, for 
1 had obferv’d her veil’d many times at Church, 

which was all the Liberty fhe had. I was in- 
form’d fhe was defign’d a Wife for the Supreme 
Fudge, though much againft her Inclination, be- 
ing there was a Dil A arity of Years, which is cer- 
tainly the ereateft Bitter to the Sweets of Ma-

Indian, for an under Price, being I thought I 
was under. many Obligations to him... I refign’d 
ip my Office in the Viceroy’s Palace, indeed, 
ecaufe I could not get Leave to difpofe of it. 

| my Effects into Gold-Duft, and 
ne to my Uncle; and now 7 on- 
ly waited for Company to go. ever Land to 
Vera Cruz, a Port inthe North, Sea, where f 
Should have Convenience of imbarking for Spaz. 
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I began now tothink of fettling in the World; 
and indeed it was almoft time, for I had patt 
my twenty-cighth Year, and at that Age the 
Heat of Youth fhould be pretty well over; for 
uf a Man cannot {ee his Follies on this fide thir- 
ty, he is in Danger of being incorrigible all the 
Days‘of his Life. Befide, I had very good 
Encouragement to Stability, my own Fortune, 
and the Profpect of my Uncle’s; who in all 
Probability had not many Years to live, being 
in his eighty-third Year. 

Well then, as my Story is almof of the 
Stage, Pll throw you into the Bargain a fhort 
Account of one Place more, for my Cataftrophe, 
and then to my Epilogue for detaining you fo 
long, and that fhall be the Defcription of Lima, 
as it is at prefent. 

Lima, the Capital City of Peru, is feated a- 
bout two Leagues from the Sea-Port of Callao, 
in 12 Degrees 6 Minutes of Southern Latitude, 
and 79 Degrees 4¢ Minutes of Weftern Lon- 
gitude. Ir is built in a noble Plain, with Hills 
at a Diftance. 

francis Pizarro was the Founder, in the Year 
1f3f, tho’ it has chang’d its Name fince his 
Time, from Lae Ciudad de los Reges, or City of 
Kings, to Lima, which is only a Corruption of 
the Ludian Word Rimac, which was the Name 
of an Ladiay Idol, formerly worthip’d in that 
Blece. 

This is the fineft City (next to Mexico) in 
all merica. All the Streets are in a direét Line, 
exactly meafur’d out, and much of the fame 
Length and Breadth, being fifty Yards wide. 

{n the Heart of the City is the noblett Square 
my Eyes ever beheld, and in the midft a Foun- 
tain of Brafs, adorn’d with eight Lions,- con- 
tinually {pouting Water, fupply’d by the River, 
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of Lima, that runs through the Skirts of the 
Town, cover’d with a handfome Stone Bridge 
that leads to the Suburbs. Within the Suburbs 
is a fine publick Walk, beautify’d with Orange 
Trees, and in the Evening is crowded with the 
beft Company of the City. Although this Ci- 
ty is fo beautiful, it was moftly deftroy’d by an 
Earthquake in the Year 1682. There are no lefs 
than fifty-feven Churches and Chappels (with 
thofe that are in the Monafteries) in this City, 
and twenty-four Monafteries for Men, and twelve 
for Women. The Cathedral is very magnificent, 
as are moft of the other Churches, tho’ chiefly 
built with Wood from the firft Story, by rea- 
fon of the Earthquakes. 

The Viceroy of Peru has his Refidence here, 
and is fo powerful he hardly owns the King his Ma- 
{ter to be his Superior. Here are likewife kept all 
the Courts of Juftice, and from the High Court 
there is no Appeal. Among the reft, they have 
fettled an Jnquifition, which, on my Confcience, 
is worfe than that of Spain. Heaven keep e- 
very Body from it; for in this Court the In- 
formant is a Witnefs, and the Accufer is ever 
behind the Curtain, and to mend the Matter, 
the Witneffes are never brought Face to Face. 

To compleat the Grandeur of the Place, there 
is an Archbifhoprick, and an Univerfity of three 
well-fill’d Colleges; tho’ the Students don’t al- 
ways follow Learning, for 1 have found fome 
ignorant enough. 

There are twelve Hofpitals, and one of them 
for Indians. 

‘This City is garrifon’d with two thoufand 
Horfe, and fix thoufand Foot; but very indiffer- 
ent Troops for Service againft a foreign Foe, 
being chiefly compos’d of Creolians and Indians. 
Thefle Creolians (who are fo nam’d from owing 
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their Birth to America) are moft of ’em proud, 
lazy, and ignorant, and generally ‘Tyrants when- 
ever they have Power, tho’ fharp enough as to 
Trade, and will over-reach you if they can. 

They are all inclin’d to Venery, and will fa- 
crifice every thing to gratify that Vice. The 
Women (who are really very handfome) gene- 
rally fit at home all Day crofs-leg’d, and as mute 
as Fifhes; but at Night it is cuftomary for ’em 
to haunt the Streets veil’d, and will as hardly 
be refus’d a Favour, as the Men with us on the 
like Occatfion. | 

As I was fitting one Evening in my Lodging, 
difpatching fome Letters for Spaz, 1 heard fome 
body knock foftly at my Door. My Servant was 
gone abroad, and therefore I arofe and open’d 
it my felf, but was furpriz’d to fee a Lady veil’d, 
who, without making any Words, came in and 
fat down on a Couch. After fhe had repos’d 
her felf fome time, fhe unveil’d, and difcover’d 
to me one of the fweeteft Faces I had ever 
feen. I was almoft turn’d into Stone at the 
Sight of fo much Beauty, and was ready to fall 
down to worfhip her as a Divinity. Said fhe, 
I come not here to be gaz’d at; I like you, 
and if you can do the fame by me, 1 believe 
you will not ufe me ill. 

Madam, I return’d, I know no other way to 
convince you that I like you, but one. With 
that I took her into an Alcave, where we toon 
came to a right Underftanding. Affoon as our 
{mall Matter of Bufinels was over, fhe defir’d to 
be difmifs’d, yet with a Promife to give me a- 
nother Vifit the next Evening; but, faid fhe, 
if you fhould chance by any Accident to fee 
me in any other Place, take your Eyes from 
the Object, for fear of Danger 5 for thofe Mei- 
fengers of the Soul often betray their Truft.

her Husbandt the fironger. We had many Mee clings, 


to the Content of us both; and fhe made me 
ieveral Prefents of Jewels, which I ‘intend to 
ceep for her fake, having preferv’d them thro’ 
all my Fortunes. Our Meetings now began to 
be lefs frequent, being the W ‘edding g-Day was 
fix’d, which ¢ gave me a great deal of Uneafi- 
nefs. To divert my Melancholy, I ufually took 
a Walk in the Orange-Grove, where, in my 
OS ak Fits, I often itay’d longer than ufual. 
As I was going home one Evening, I heard 
the Clathine of Swords at a Diftance, and im- 
mediately atter faw a Perfon running towards 
ME, 
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me, who cry’d, For the Virgin Mary’s fake, if 
you are a Gentleman, lend me your Sword, to 
defend my {elf againft a Villain who has offer’d 
me the vileft indignity.

Juft as I turn’d the Corner I faw him ene 
gao’d, and his Antagonift drop down dead.

The Street being alarm’d with the Buttle, as 
I came near the Body, Iwas feiz’d as the Mur- 
derer. What ftrengthen’d their Opinion, and I 
nuft. confefs had but an indifferent Look, was 
my Sword remaining in the Body of the. De- 
ceas’d. All my Affeverations of Innocence figni- 
fy’d nothing: I ‘was carried before the Corrigi- 
dere; but having no Witneffes of my affaulting 
him, and one Fellow by good Fortune proving 
I was not the Perfon that engag’d him firit, I 
was only once more condemn’d to Baldivia. I 
curs’d my hard Stars a thoufand times, and the 
Grief of parting from my Miftrefs was like to 
rid me of Life; but Time began to wear ‘it 
off. . 

I was fecured in the Caftle of the City till 
the Veffel was ready to fail. 

While I was confin’d, in order to be tranf- 
ported to Baldivia, a Gentleman came into the 
Prifon, and bege’d half an Hour’s Converfa~ 
tion withme. I[ had been fo liberaltothe Keep- 
er with my Money, and pretty jovial in my Hu- 
mour, that I believe if I had ask’d him to let 
me go, he would not haye deney’d me; fo that 
1 bege’d the Favour to ‘admit the Gentleman, 
and his Abfence, during our Confabulation. He 
obey’d' me in both, and the Gentleman enter’d 
my Rooms which, though but mean, was the 
beft in the~Prifon. : 
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Affoon as the Gentleman had repos’d himfelf 
upon a Chair, (none of the. beft) he ask’d 
me if I would pleafe to refrefh my felf with a- 
ny thing the Place afforded: But I anfwering 
in the negative, he made half.a dozen Humms 
and Haws, and open’d his Mouth to utter Senfe. 

Sir, faid he, you fee before you the unhappy 
Perfon that is the occafion of your Confinement. 
I fhould not be thus free with you, if I were 
not affur’d of your generous Good-nature. Once 
more I muft tell you, you fee before you the 
unhappy Man who is guilty of that Fact you 
are to fuffer for. I am a Gentleman by Births 
and tho’ I had not the good Fortune to owe 
my firft Being to old Spain, yet I have this 
for my Confolation, that my Parents were born 
at Cordova there ; but the Frowns of For- 
tune driving them to this part of the World, 
grew afham’d of her ill Looks, and greeted 
7em with Smiles of Favour.. In afew Years,

But oh! what 
Pangs that fatal Moment coft me! His Eyes re- 
ceiv’d the Bane to all his Peace, and in one Mo- 
ment render’d up his Heart. I gave him Leave 
(for what could I refufe to fuch a Friend ? ) 
to vifit my Wife, when Bufinefs demanded my 

| Abfence. 
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Abfence. He often declared his Paffion to her, 
by plaintive Sighs and languifhing Looks. When 
my Wife perceiv’d he importun’d her too. far 
with his Love, fhe thi reaten’d to tell me. of it; 
but in the mean time he had acquainted me with 
what had pafs’d between him and my Wife. 
Said he, M ly Friend, I imagin’d your Wife was 
like othe Women, prone to change, therefore 
in your Abfence I counterfeited a Paffion for 
her, to fee whether the had that Regard fhe 
ought to have for you, and I am pleas’d to 
find you have made fo worthy a Choice. 

I muft own to you I was mightily pleas’d 
with this ‘Tryal of my Friend, as believing it 
fprang from his Kindnefs to me; and I “had 
much to do to reconcile my Wife to his Vifits. 
She would often fay, I with your Friend be 
fincere in his Profeflions to you; for my part, d 
greatly doubt it. 

Ina little time after this Accident, I perceiv’d 
my Friend began to ;look very melancholy; I 
endeavour’d to fift the Secret from him, but to 
no manner of Purpofe for fome time. 

One Day, as we were riding out to take the 
Air together, he feem’d more deeply plung’d in 
Sorrow than ufual. I told him, I thould not 
take him for my Friend any longer, if he did 
not let me into the Caufe of his Diforder. At 
laft, with much Reluétance, he told me that 


the goed Opinion he had before conceiv’d of 


my Wife was falfe, for he was well affur’d fhe 
was not true to my Bed. 

You muft imagine what a Thunder-clap this 
muift be to me, from a Friend who I was aflur’d 
in my felf would not relate a Falfehood. It was 
fome Moments before I could open my Mouth; 
and all the time of my Silence, he feem/’d va 
much griev’d that he had declar’d the Secret to 
me, 
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me, that I had no Doubt of the Truth of 
it. 

When my Grief had given me Liberty of 
Speech, I begg’d he would give me the Foun- 
dation of his Sufpicion; but he defir’d to be 
excus’d till he had certain Proof of her Inf- 
delity, which he did not doubt but he fhould 
foon have, tho’ it was what he wifh’d to be 
deceiv’d in: And farther added, he would not 
have me take any Notice of it, but carry it fair 
to her, as if nothing had happen’d, for if you 
fhould, faid he, you’ll never come to the truth of 
the Matter. 

I promis’d to comply with him, and ‘went 
home; but Heaven knows with what a Heart. 

I follow’d my Friend’s Advice punctually, but 
yet could not help fhowing the Difcontent of 
my Mind in my Countenance. My Wife was 
mightily concern’d for my Melancholy, and was 
very preffing to know the Caufe; and in a very 
tender manner feem’d to be difquieted, which I 
took all for Art, and the Cunning of her Sex. 

I muft own to you, that fometimes [ imagin’d 
my Friend had deceiv’'d me; but whenever we 
had an Opportunity of converfing, he {trength- 
en’d my Jealoufy to fuch a degree, thar I began 
to with the Caufe of it no longer in this World. 
And if it had net been for my revenging my 
felf on the fuppos’d Partner of her Guilt, L had cer- 
tainly taken Methods to difpatch her hence. 

I had fome Affairs to tranfact at Segovia every 
Year; and the time drawing on for my Journey, 


y J 
my Friend told me, before “my n I fhould 
have Demonftration of her Infidelity; for, faid 
he, your Abfence will give her the Opportu- 
nity the wants, and the’ll be fure to take hold 


of it. 
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It was a great while before I could be pre- 
vail’d upon by my Friend, to undertake really 
this Journey, but only to feign as if I had, that I 
might be convinc’d of her Perfidy, and punifh it 
my felf; but my Friend laid me down fo many 
Reafons for it, that I at laft very unwillingly a- 
greed to go. But in the mean time, faid he, you 
muft order that I may have Admittance in your 
Abfence, that I may take my Opportunity to 
obferve all Paflages. Why, faid I, 1 never knew 
you debarr’d the Liberty of my Houfe. But 
you know, faid he, fince my falfe Declaration of 
Love, to try your Wife’s Virtue, fhe has look’d 
upon me more like an Enemy than Friend, as 
knowing I was not fincere in my Paffion; for 
Women, be they ever fo vicious, yet they abhor 
the Man that doubts their Virtue. Well then, 
faid I, if you will, we'll fup together to-night; 
and then jI’ll take an Opporiunity to leave Di- 
rections with my faithlefs Wife, to allow you 
the fame Privileges in my Abfence, as you now 
have. Why then, return’d my Friend, don’t you 
be furpriz’d at what I fhall fay to her. 

We parted, and went to prepare every thing 
for my intended Journey. When I was at Din- 
ner with my Wife, I gave her fome Hints con- 
cerning my Friend, and that I defir’d he fhould 
have Admittance in my Abfence; I obferv’d fhe 
chang’d Colour at my Difcourfe, and feem’d to 
be in the utmoft Confufion, altho’ I did not 
feem to fee it. 

After fome Talk about indifferent Matters, fhe 
told me, if I thought fit, fhe intended to live 
private in my Abfence, and admit of no Vifitors. 
For Sir, faid fhe, the World will be cenforious, 
and receiving Vifits from a Man, when you are 
from Home, is not confifttng with our Spanifh 
Cuftoms, She found by my Difcourfe that i was 
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- determin’d it fhould be fo, wherefore fhe left off 
arguing upon that Subject: but I could perceive 
all the time we were together, my Refolves fat 
very uneafy upon her; and it was with much 
Difficulty fhe reftrain’d her Tears. Her Sorrow 
{truck me to the Heart, and it was the greateft 
ftruggle I ever went through to keep my ‘Tem- 
per: For I imagin’d all her Grief was to have 
this Spy upon her Actions. 

When Night approach’d, my Friend came 
according to Appointment, and during our Sup- 
per, Etold my Wife, fhe was to look upon him 
as my only Friend, and give him the fame Ad- 
mittance, as if it was my felf, in every thing he 
fhould defire; well knowing (I told her) he 
would ask nothing contrary to our ftriét Amity. 

Sir, faid my Friend, I am very forry I can’t 
comply with your Defires; for I have receiv’d 
Letters from a near Relation at Paxama, and I 
am-obliged to attend his Nuptials, being he 
can’t make proper Marriage Settlements with- 
out I am upon the Spot, and I fear I fhall 
hardly return this fix Weeks. I was at firft 
very much furpriz’d at this his fudden Refoluti- 
on, and was going to fay fomething upon’r, till 
I obferv’d he wink’d at me. I then began to 
remember what he faid to me 1h the Morning, 
that I fhould not take Notice of what he faid. 
But I obferw’d, the Cloud upon my Wife’s 
Face began to difappear by degrees, which 
feem’d to me the greateft Proof of her Infide- 
licy. I was fo provok’d with the imaginary 
Wrong, that I could not help fhewing it in 
Words and Actions; but yet I had fo much Rea- 
fon in my Madnefs (for Paflion is no lefs) thar ¥ 
conceal’d the real Claufe. 

My Wife feem’d confounded at my incoherent 

Anger, having never fecn my Fury before; and 
when 
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when my Friend was gone, bege’d I would tell 
her the real caufe of my Uneafinefs, for fhe was 
well affur’d fome fecret Caufe had ruffed my 
‘Temper; but I perfifted in the Obftinacy of not 
difcovering it to her, and the next Day purfa’d my 
Journey with a difmal Idea of what was to comé. 

Thought had fo much impair’d my Strength; 
with its violent Workings, that I found it a dit- 
ficult thing to fit my Horfe; and when I came 
to my Inn at Night, I was carry’d to Bed in a 
violent Feaver, and all Night was in a’ Deli- 
rium. My Servants fent for a Phyfician, who 
gave me fomething to refift my Malady; and 
while he was with me, I utter’d fome Words 
in my Ravings, that gave him to underftand my 
Ditcafe ‘proceeded from the Mind. When I 
came to my felf, I was fomething furpriz’d to 
hear him {peak to me after this Manner. 

Siry I have fo long dealt with Difeafes of moft 
kinds, that I have Knowledge enough to per- 
ceive when they proceed from an ill habit of 
Body, or thofe Maladies of the Mind that flight 
all Phyfic; and be not amaz’d when I tell you, 
I have often cur’d the Latter by wholfome Ad- 
vice. You area young Man, and perhaps may 
have taken a wrong Conception of Things; if you 
will be pleas’d to tell me your Cafe, [ll give 
you my Advice without a Fee; and don’t think 
me impertinent to defire it, I have feen more 
Years than you. You may conceal your’ Name 
in your Relation, and if my Advice does not 
pleafe you, you are but juft where you were: I 
{hall be as faithful in keeping your Secret, as 
your Confeffor. 

You may be affur’d I was very much fur- 
priz’d at his Proceeding, and [I eafily pera 
ceiv’d a Sincerity in his Difcourfe, that gain’d 
him my Efteem; and I was refoly’d to let him 
into 
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into my Story; which I did, as much as I have 
to you. 

After a Paufe, he faid I had juft come up to 
his Imagination of my Cafe; and now Sir, (faid 
he) I will proceed to my Advice. Confider 
well what you are about; you have confe(s’d, 
your Friend own’d to you he made pretended 
Love to your Wife to try her Virtue, and yet 
I don’t find he advis’d with you about it before 
he had put his Device in Practice. To give you 
my Sentiments of this Matter, I believe your 
Friend to be falfe to you, and that he really is 
in Love with your Wife. The Diftrefs of your 
Spoufe, proceeded from her Indignation to him, 
and Love to you. His telling you, after his At- 
tempt upon her, was no more than to be the 
firft in the Declaration, as imagining fhe would 
of courfe inform you with it! her keeping it a 
Secret from you, was, not to make you uneafy ; 
and his declaring his Sufpicion of her Virtue af- 
terwards, was either to be reveng’d on her for 
flighting his Paffion, or to give him an Oppor- 
tunity in your Abfence to wrong your Wife. 

This, in thort, I fancy will prove the whole 
Truth. Neither is this Judgment hard to make, 
for 1 am apt to believe any difinterefted Per- 
fon would make the fame Judgment; your Paf- 
fion has blinded yours; yet neverthelefs, if you 
can give your felf time to think calmly, I don’t 
in the leaft doubt but you’ll be ofmy Opinion. This 
I am affur’d of, Jealoufy is acertain fignof Love; 
and if you fhould in the heat of Pa@ion do a rath 
Deed, every Moment. of your Life will prove a 
Torment to you. Lovers Eyes are often falfe, 
and too quick in falfe Creations; Call Reafon to 
your Affittance; that will prove your belt Friend. 
Take fome time to think of my Advice and 
Counfel; Friends. may affoon prove falle as 
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Wives, and you had ‘better lofe the former than 
the latter. : 

All the while he was fpeakits,; methought I 
was liftening to an, Oracle 4 and: at the ‘end of: 
his Difcourfe, I could not help blaming my felf 
for my rath Belief... [ call’d ‘over mmy Memo- 
ry every, Moment of my Wife’s Behaviour, and 
could not find any one Action flart up, to give 
me that hard Opinion I had rafhly, conceiy’d a- 
gaintt her. : : 

I return’d the Phyfician of my Mind, as well 
as Body, many Thanks for his cordial Advice ; 
and. would have paid hitn in another ‘Coin, but 
{ could not prevail upon hitn to take a ‘fitiple 
Dollar.. No, faid he, in accepting of your Mo- 
riey, I. fhall make it afPcar, that, like Lawyers, 
I-pleaded for my Fee. -No Sir, all the Recom- 
pence I fhall ask of you, is only to let me know 
the. Truth of évery thing, ‘when the Catafiro- 
phe is ovér, which I hope will not affect your 
Wife; And if I might throw in one Word of Ad- 
vice more, if you prove'the Friend you ‘have ‘fo 
much confided in to be falfe, Thew ‘your Refent- 
ment by flighting him, and leave Revenge to 
Heaven. 1 promis’d to follow his judicious Ad- 
vice in every Thing, and fo ‘we parted with ‘a 
very good Regard for each other. 

I was refolved to proceed no farther on my Jour- 
nev, but make the beft of my Way back ‘again ; 
and as I went along, confider of tay Behaviour, 
and let Time alone for Proof... The 'Reafon I 
gave my Servants for returning, ‘was, that [had 
not Strength to purfue my Journey; which in 
Reality ‘was no Falfhood, for I was weak ‘c- 
nough; and I am convine’d, that Diforders of the 
Mind weaken the Body ‘more ‘than habitual 
Diftempers. In part of my Journey back, I 
could not: come to any Refolution how to be- 
haves 
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have; and therefore refolyed to lye one more 
Night upon the Road, to fee if my Pilloty 
would advife me. When I arriv’d at my Inn, 
one of my Servants told me Doz Roderigo was 
juft alighted. Hearing him nam’d, my Blood 
Yan a wild Counle about my Body, and imme- 
diately ic {truck to my Mind fomething was not 
right. 

‘dl ask’d my Servant, if Roderigo had feen him; 
he told me no, and that he feem’d difguis’d, 
as af she did not defire to be known. This 
firengthen’d my Sufpicion of fome Ill intended, 
or done already, and that he was making his 
E{cape. I order’d my Servants not to appear: But 
when Supper jas ready, I fent for my Hoft to 
bear me Company; where, after fome trivial 
Difcourfe, I ask’d him what Guefts he had in 
the Hloufe. He made no Scruple in telling me; 
but when he came to Dow ‘Roderigo, he declar’d 
he did not much like him; for he feem’d very 
willing to be private with two of his Servants, 
and -+he had obfery’d’em often whifpering. They 
defign, daid he, to be .going very early in the 
Morning, but J don’t know which Road they 
travel. I canceal’d my Difturbance of Mind 
from my daft, but .refoly’d to be going as ear- 
ly as Dox Roderigo, and.to be fure of heing early 
enough, J determin’d not.to go to Bed, not- 
awithftanding the W.eaknefs of my Body requir’d 
Repofe. 

In the middle of the Night, I heard People 
whifpering in. the next Room, and I could:ea- 
fily diftinguith Roderige’s Voice: tho’ I could 
father little of their Difcourfe, yer I could hear 
Amine and my Wife’s Name often mention’d. 

At.break of Day, I found they were prepar- 
ang -to -be gone; and tho’ Iwas pretty .expedi- 
tious, wet they were got out of the Ion, before 
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1 could get on Horfe-back with my Servants. 
was much vex’d at it, yet purfu’d my Jour- 
ney homeward. But I was very much amaz’d, 
when about two Leagues from Lima, I met my 
Wife in a Coach with her Maid, and two li- 
dian Servants. The Servants, affoon as they faw 
me, were overjoy’d, and my Wife could not o- 
pen her Mouth for fome time. I then began to 
yelapfe into my former Jealoufie, and imagin’d 
fhe was following Don Roderigo. 

At ‘laft fhe open’d her Mouth with a 
great deal of Joy. Lord, my Dear (faid fhe) 1s 
it you in Reality, or are my Senfes deceiv’d? I 
ask’d her the Reafon of her Journey, and her 
mighty, Surprize. Sir, anfwer’d fhe, that Que- 
{tion confounds me; have I not a Letter from 
you, to,come with all Speed imaginable? Here 
it is, continu’d fhe. I took the Letter from her, 
and read the Contents. 


My Dear, 
Urfuing my Fourney, I had the Misfortune to fail 
from my Horfe, and break my Arm, which pre- 
vents my writing to you. The Accident is attended 
with a violent Feaver, which I am told is very dan- 
gerous.. I have refraiw'd writing to you till NOW, 
as expecting fome Amendment; but finding my felf 
worfe, I beg you will come to me with all the Ex- 
pedition imaginable, for fear you foould never fee me 
more alive.

There needed tio Sphynx to unriddle this E- 
nigma; and 1 obfery’d, by my Wife’s Counte- 
nance, we both knew the Author of the Let- 
rer. While we were confus’d, the Coachman 
that drove the Coach was ftealing away; but 

| my 
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my Wife cry’d out to ftop him, for that was 
the Meffenger that brought the Letter to her; 
and farther told her, he was to conduct her to 
me, for the Coachman we had before was 
drown’d ; and that Circumftance ‘deceiv’d her 
more than any thing elfe: The Fellow alfo told 
her that I had prevail’d with a Gentleman in the 
Neighbourhood where I lay hurt, to fend him 
to drive the Coach. I rid after the Fellow and 
brought him back, order’d him into the Coach- 
box, and fore’d him to drive out of the Road 
to a neighbouring Village, where liv’d a Gentle- 
man of my Acquaintance. He very unwillingly 
comply’d with my Commands; and we kept very 
clofe to him,to prevent his making away. When 
we arriv’d at my Friend’s Houfe, we fecur’d the 
Fellow in a ftrong Room, and I left two of my 
Indian Servants to guard him. I made my Friend 
acquainted with the Accident, and that this Vifit 
was not intended, but by meer Chance. He gave 
me to know I was welcome, let what would 
bring me there. 

When my Wife and I with my Friend were 
alone, I tenderly embrac’d her, and begg’d her 
Pardon for my unjuit Sufpicions of her Virtue, 
and related the whole Progrefs of my Jealoufie, 
without omitting the leatt Circumftance. , She 
gave thanks to Heav’n, for the Danger fhe was 
{av’d from, and related to me the manner of her 
being deceivy’d by the Fellow that brought the 
Letter, as follows. 

The fifth Day after you had left me, as I 
was mufing in the Garden, my Maid told mea 
Perfon had a Letter to deliver me from you. I 
began to.tremble with timorous Apprehenfion, 
and my whole Frame felt violent Diforders. I or- 
der'd the Bearex to be brought to me;. and when 
I had read the Letter, Grief lock’d up my 
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Tongue, and I had not power to fpeak fot 
fome time. When I had réeovéi’d Speech, I

the two Judians, purfu’d dtr Journey: T never 
ence dream’d of ahy Treachery, tho’ 1 always 
doubted your falfé Friend; but ashe Had never 
béen to vifit mé in your Abfence, ic Wip’d away 
all Sufpicions of him. T obferw’d the Coachman, 
by his Looks, did not like the Company of my 
Servants, but I was too much coficetn’d for you 
to think of it much. 

We congratulated one afiother afain at our 
happy Deliverance; and sdmir’d the workings of 
Divine Providéncé, and the fecond Cafe, my 
friendly Phyfician: 

My Wife exprefs’d a great Defire to fee him, 
to return him Acknowledginents for his infpir’d 
Advice, and in the Morning I promis’d her to 
so to him, if wé could ect any convenient Car- 
riage: For we were not very fond of making 

fe of the Coachman that brought her ott. 

I defer’d his Examination till the néxt Day, 
being too much fatigu’d to do it thet, tho’ I 
‘order’d he fhould want nothing but his Liberty, 
for I confider’d him only as an Inttrument to 
work his Mafter’s Ends. When 1 Was up in 
the Morning, I order’d him to be Bréught be- 
fore me; but after fome time, thep brought me 
Word he had made his Efcape, By ‘créepiig 
through the Cieling of the Roomy, afd throw- 
ing down the Shingles; for it was a fingle A- 
partment near rhe Garden. 1 Was a fittle ‘une 
ealy 
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eafy at his getting away, as well as my Wife, 
for fear his Maftcr fhould make fome Attempt 
upon us in the Houfe where we were; it being 
a quarter of a Mile from the Village, and the 
Gentleman, my Friend, had but few Servants.

My 
Servants, who came after me, bore me in faint 
with lofs of Blood; but by good Fortune the 
Wound did: not prové dangerous, tho’ well 
meant, 
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We'could never come by the»Truth how the 
Houfe was fer on Fire, tho’ it was foon extin= 
guifh’ds but we were affur’d it mutt be by fome 
one of the Domeftics. It was eafy to judge Don 
Roderigo was the Caufe on’t, by running away 
with the Maid, as miftaking her for my Wife, 
becaufe fhe had in the Hurry puton her Mi- 
{trefs’s Cloaths and Vail. 

I was advis’d, by my beft Friends, to fammon 
him before the fupream Judge, for it was dange- 
rous to Jet him go on with Impunity. But he 
would not obey the Summons, therefore he was 
defign’d to be out-law’d by due courfe of Law. 
But as that takes up feveral Months, I was 
oblig’d to keep a Guard in my Houfe; for I re- 
ceived feveral menacing Letters frequently from 
him, either thrown over the Wall, or left fo, 
that we could never fecure any Perfon that 
brought ’em. While our Suit was going on, 
our new Vice-Roy arriv’d, who proving a Friend 
to Don Roderigo, a nolle profequi was iffued out, 
and I was obliged to ftand at the whole Charge 
of the Law-fuit.

The Infolence of this Letter was not to be 


born, and 1 was as impatient to meet him, as he 
couldbe to meet with me; and I mutt owntoyou, 
I thirfted for his Blood; for his Ufage was be- 
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yond the nature of Man to bear.» I examin’d the 
poor Girl of what fhe knewrof the Wretch, 
who inform’d me that they put her into a Coach, 
and carry’d her a League out of Towns; but when 
they found their Miftake, the Ufage fhe. bore 
from ’’em was infupportable, and the»Brute Aode- 
rigo told his Servants, if they pleas’d to make ufe 
of her in. the yileft Manner, they were wel- 
come. The Wretches that ferv’d fuch a Villain, 
muft have very near the fame Sentiments of Ho- 
nour and Honefty, or they would feek. another 
Mafter; they were too forward to negledt fach 
4 Cruelty, and four of ’em by turns ravifh’d her. 
Strangers to the nature of the Wretches, who 
are Superiors in this Part of the World, would 
imagine fuch Deeds fhould find Punifhment by 
Law: But alas! Juftice is fled the Place, and we 
may expect more Mercy from the wort of 
Cannibals, than is to be found here. 

The poor Creature in a litthe Time felt the 
farther Effects of their Cruelty; for they gave 
her ia Diftemper that ended her Life. 

Before her Death fhe gave me Knowledge of 
the Place where they led hers for they had not 
any Caution in their villanous Procceding, but 
affoon as they had gratify’d their Luft and Cru- 
elry, turn’d her out of Doors. 

1 hdd no farther need of any thing to whet 
my Revenge; but I muft own, the Death of this 
unfortunate poor Creature added Fuel to the 
Fire. My Wife was almoft diftraéted.at the un- 
happy Accident, and had no other. Confolation, 
but that fhe had efcap’d their cruel Hands. © 

I did not acquaint her with my Intention of 
feeking this Villain, bute I:made at my only Bu- 
finefs; 1 went to the Place the poor Maid had 
directed me, where I had Information that he 
had left the Place,and now refidedin Lama. I was 
very 
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_very forry he had chang’d his Habitation, becaufe 


I fhould find it a more difficult thing to execute 
my Refentment with Safety in Lama. But how- 


ever, FT fent him the following Letter. 


“7 FIY Usage to me is not to be bora; therefores 
if thou baft that Spirit, (which I much que- 


flion from thy Villanyy for Villains ave atways Cow- 


ards) mect me in St. Juttin’s Field to-morrow at fix 
in the Morning; as I imagine there is no Second in 
thy Villany, I fhall expect thee alone, and I hope thot 
qwilt not fail to meet the injur’d : 


Alonzo de Cattro. 


I chofe St. Fufin’s Field, for the Conveniency 
of a fmall Publick-houfe whith over-look’d it, 
where I went before Day, that I might difco- 
ver if he came alone; for I had but little reafon 
to expect fair Play from fuch a Villain. When 
the time came, I faw him go by the Houle a- 
lone; I let him pafs by me, to fee if he was not 
follow’d by any of his curfed Crew but finding 
none; I hafted after him, into the middle of the 
Field, and call’d to him; he turn’d about, and 
with the Image of Hellin his Face, he cry’d, I 
thought your Refentment would have brought 
you firft into the Field: Butas I am here betore 
you, it {peaks me no Coward, tho’ your: vile 
Scrawl would intimate as much. Come, faid I, 
ho Words, thy Broath is Poifon to me, it will 
mec the Ait; Only this Sir, faid he, as you 
had fot nam’d any particular Weapon, I have 
fade bold to bring a pair of Piftols with me, 
atid ‘to let you fee I have fome Hotour, you 
fall take your Choice. I gave him no Anfwer, 
bat took one, and we agreed to ftand at fuch a 
Diftance, As L was going te Fire, hevcry’d out 
Hold } 
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Hold! I will tell you one Secret more before 
we engage, and that’s this; » Your Piftol is only 
charg’d with Powder, but mine with Bally 
which I put in fince you made the Choice; and 
now prepare for Death, be affur’d this is the laft 
Moment of thy Life. I did not give my felf 
time to anfwer, but fir’>d my Piftol, and then 
hurl’d it at-him, and had the good Fortune to 
cut him in the Face with it;-and in the Con- 
fufion and Surprize his Piftol went off, without 
hurting me. Now, faid I, thou Wretch! we are 
once more on equal.Terms, and Heav’n 1 hope 
will favour the jufteft Caufe. We drew, and in 
a few Paffes I laid him for dead on the Ground; 
tho’ in the Encounter I had. receiv’d a dange- 
rous Wound in the Breaft. Iowent home, not- 
vithitanding my Hurt, and fent} fecretly for a 
Surgeon of my Acquaintance, who drefs’d me, 
and told me I was in no Danger. 

My Wife was very much griev’d at the Accident, 
tho’ {he could,;not but be pleas’d. at Roderigo’s 
Death ; yet her Fears increas’d, as imagining I 
fhould fuffer for it, by the violent Temper of the 
Vice-roy: But» her Grief began to blow over, 
when in feveral Days after, no Enquiry was made, 
nor even any Notice. taken of, his Death. 

I was very much furpriz’d: at it, imagining | 
had-really kill’d him: 

Affoon. as my Wound was well, I went to the 
little Houfe to enquire if they knew any thing 
of the Body; (for the Owner of the: Houfe was 
formerly my Servant, and a Man of much Pro- 
bity, who knew all my Story;) he inform’d me, 
that a little while after I paft by his‘'Houfe home 
again, five Perfons ran that way, and coming to 
the Body, faem’d to. mourn over it, and went 
the Road that leads to St. Dominick; a Village a- 
bout balf a Mile from the Place where we fought. 
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I imagin’d they had bury’d him privately in 
that Village, and went home to acquaint» my 
Wife, who fhar’d my Contentment. ‘nt 

l now went abroad as Iwas wont, and all the 
Difcourfe was of Don Roderigo’s fudden  difap- 
pearing. Servants and all had left his Houfe, but 
no one fufpected any thing of ‘his Death. Some 
of my Acquaintance told me, they imagin’d this 
to be fome Trick of his, and that he only lay 
dormant to meditate fome Mifchief to me. 

I feem’d to come into their Fears, but in my 
Mind flighted their Advice, as imagining f 


had nothing to fear. I paft ona whole Month 


without any Danger at all; but as I was going 
one Day acrofs the Bridge to a Warchoufe 1 
had in the Suburbs, a Fellow came up to me, 
and privately ask’d me if I would be his Chap- 
man for fome Eaff-India Goods. He told me 
a long Story, that he was oblig’d to make up 
a Cargo and leave this Part of the World, for 
his Credit began to fail, and if he did not get 
away fpeedily, his Creditors would lay him up. 
We went to a neighbouring Tavern, where he 
yéad’ me his Bill of Parcels. ~ He told: me he 
had been encourag’d to offer his Goodsito me, 
from the fairnefs of my Character; and was co- 
ming to wait on me: when he had the good. 
Fortune to meet me. The next Day was a- 
greed on for me to go and view the Goods, 
for T was not to pay for ’em till they were en- 
ter’>d my Warehoule. Accordingly, as appoint- 
ed, I went to the Houle of the Perfon, in the 
. Benedictine Street. 1 was fhown into a Room 
till the Goods were brought; but as Iwas look- 
ing on fome Paintings, five Men rufh’d out of 
a Clofet in the Room, and feivd me. ‘They 
-difarm’d me, took out every thing that was 
in my Pockets, went out, and lock’d me «in. 
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You may magine the Surprize I was in, avhich 
was very much ancreas’d when I faw wy Ene- 
my Don Roderigo enter the Room. I in my Con- 
fufion thought d had {een a’Ghoft, for he loak’d 
very pale; but hefoon convine’d me of the con- 
trary. Andvhave I got you at lat? faid he: 
now will revenge my felf at deifure; but to 
compleat my Revenge, I ihavevfent a Token for 
your ‘Wife, that I may ravifh jher ,before thy 
Face 3 and then I’ll devife ‘Lortunes jto wack .e- 
very Jomt about thee. \He gave me to know 
that he had fent my Watch for a ‘Token, and 
that fhe avould -bring {uch a‘Sum of Money to 
pay for the Goods. The Torment of my Soul 
mo ‘Tongue can.exprefs; andd amaffur’d, af they 
shad «not ‘taken my’ Sword from me, Ishad -put an 
End to my wretched Life. | 

The inhumane ‘Villain infulted sme fo much, 
that [rufh’d upon him, -wnarm’d asl was, and 
had certainly choak’d him, vif shis qwiecked Af 
‘fiftants ‘had not drage’d me from bim. 

It is well, fatd he, Ihave mo ,other }Paflion 
but Larft reigning in my Breaft at-this nftant 5 
but when I ‘have fated my iDefires on thy Wife, 
Vl] then add another Pang for «his:Ufage ; but 
in. the mean time Pll leave.yousto:think | ef this 
Matter alone, for I fancy you donit much care. 
for my ‘Company. 

Affoonias he had«made ;an’End ofthis» Speech, 
he and his Gang avent out, © and ;faften’d the 
Door.onithe other fide. <ul give you Leave 
to imagine the ‘Confufien of my LPhoughts. 41 
remain’d dome :time »without mowing; ‘but-acci- 
dentally cafting «my: Kyes.onthe (Door, I .ob- 
ferv’d here was a?’Bar:to hut itven the in- 
fide. I. ammediately -barr’d it, and began to 
look .about to fee.if Ticould ind,any thing for 
my Defence; but.to,my Guwief could perceive no- 
thing. 
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(thing. T enter’d the Clofet, and fearch’d there, 
but to no purpofe. Looking upon the Floor 
of the Clofet, I perceiv’d one of the Boards 
feem’d to be loofe: I effay’d to pull it up, but 
watited fome Engine to effect i. Tat Jaft 
thought of the Bar of the Door, ran to it, and 
by main Force wrench’d it from'the'Staple; for I 
thought if ic would not ferve me to ‘make my E- 
 feape, it would ferve me to defend my ‘elf: 
but I eafily forc’d up the Board, and with my 


» Bar beat down the Ceilmg under me. I owas 


refolv’d to explore the ‘hidden Place, whatever 
was the Confequence ; ‘for it'could not be wore 
than to remain where I was... I therefore ventur’d 
down, though fomething “of a dificult Defcent ; 
for the Joyces were fo~clofe together, I had 
much ‘ado ‘to force my Body through.; but-at 
Jaft, with much Difficulty, I prefs’d through, 
and had'a-defperate Fall to the ‘Ground. 

[ foon found 1 ‘had got into a ‘Cooper's Cel- 
Jar, for’there ‘were feveral Pipe+ftaves, and Tools 
to work ‘with. { feiz’d upon fome of them, 
and by Foree wrench’d ‘open the Cellar- Door, 
which led me <once more into the Street’ before 
Don Rodérigo’s Houfe. I did not give my felf 
Time to confider, but ran ‘towards the Bridge 
to ‘get to my “own Houle; -and juft as I 
enter’d ‘the Cordelers ‘Street, I met*my Wife 
‘with ‘her Maid, and ithe Wretch that ‘had -de- 
coy’d ‘me''to'the Houle. Tranurpon “him, “feiz’d 
him ‘by the Throat, and «flung him ‘over the 
Bridge, where he met with the Reward of-his 
Villany. {had not Power of Speech to inform 
my Wife of the Accident, but made ‘Signs “for 
her ‘to: go home. By this ‘time it was dark ; 
“and the profligate Villain “Don “Roderigo, fancy- 
ing his curfed Emiflary ftaid too ‘tong, came 
out of his Door which ‘fac’d the “Bridze. ai 
: foon 
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foon as I difcover’d him, I ran towards him, 
and feiz’d him: Now Villain, faid I, I will not 
part with .thee till thou haft render’d up thy 
Soul to Hell. We both ftruggled, and I kept 
him down; but the reft of his Company coming 
up to his. Affiftance, I quitted him; and rua- 
ring to fee if I could meet with fome one arm’d, 
I had the good Fortune to light on you, Af- 
foon as I receiv’d your Sword, FE ran back, and 
juft met the Villain as he was entring his Door. 
{ ran the Weapon into his. very Heart; and f 
believe you were a better Witnefs of his Death 
than my {felf, being you were found. near the 
Body. 

Affoon as I faw him fall I made the beft of 
my way home, not imagining you would meet 
with any farther Damage than the Lofs of your 
Sword. 

The Darknefs of the Night, I fancy, con- 
ceal’d me from the Servants that came to the 
Affiftance of their Matter, for I never once was 
fufpected ; or perhaps if they did know me, 
Fear kept ’em from, difcovering me. 

When f heard of your 'Tryal, I came my felf 
into Court, and if you had been condemn’d, re- 
folv’d to have difcover’d the Truth; but finding 
you were to be banifhed to Baldivia, I conceal’d 
the Faét, imagining I had it in. my Power to 
gain your Freedom, by: paying your Ranfom ; 
which was the Reafon I came now to.wait up- 
op you, to offer you my Service in that, or 
any thing clfe that lies in my Power. I return’d 
him Thanks for his Offer ; and confidering his 
Story, I told him. I was glad I was in fome 
fort an Inftrument of his Revenge. . He would 
force upon me a Ring, and two hundred Pit- 
ces of Gold, and begg’d he might be rank’d in 
the Number of my Friends. He made me ma- 
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ny Vifits, and once brought his Wife with hin. 


She was a very handfome Woman, and feem’d 
to have a great deal of Wit. She made me 
feveral very handfome Compliments in behalf 
of her Husband, and bege’d I would accept of 
their Pictures fet round with fine oriental Pearls. 

He accompany’d-me on Board when our Vef- 
fel was to fet Sail, putting in the Caprtain’s 
Hands frefh Provifion, and feveral forts of good 
Liquor to comfort me in my Voyage. 

I had the Happinefs to have Pirates for my Fel- 
low-Suflerers; and the Viceroy had given our, 
to take off all Cenfure from him, that I encou- ‘ 
rag’d ’em in their. Piracy. 

We took our Leaves, with Proteftations of a 
lafting Friendfhip; and I liv’d as merrily as I 
could, till the Day we had the good Fortune 
to meet with you, which has not given me a- 
ny Reafon to change my Humour. 


WE were mightily diverted with the Rela- 
tion of Don Pedro, and I found I was not de- | 
ceiv’d when I took him for a Man that uns 
derftood the World. | 

We had now gain’d the Streights of Gibraltar, 
and had enter’d the Mediterranean Sea: But I muft 
confefs I could not fee the /frican Shore, without 
Numbers of Sighs for Misfortunes paft; and I found 
my Griefs renew’d with the Remembrance: Andall 
the Mitigation I had was the affectionate Concern 
from Don Ferdinand, to whom I had told my | 
whole Story. We had not made a Day’s Sail | : 
in the Mediterranean, ere we perceiv’d two Sail 
making towards us. I muft own I had no De- | 
fire to engage, being fo richly laden; and there- | 
fore, by the Advice of both the Ships Com- | 
pany, made all the Sail I could to avoid ’em. 
But our Veffels being foul with fo long a Voy- 
dge, and never once clean’d during our whole 
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Courfe, they gain’d upon us, do what we could. 
When we foundj there was no getting from 
‘em without Fighting, we were as much deter- 
min’d on the other Hand to fight our Ships 
to the Bottom of the Sea rather than furren- 
der. Having fix’d this Refolution, we prepar’d 
for the Engagement ; and when we had got all 
Things in Readinefs, we leffen’d our Sails that 
they might come up to us. I order’d every 
Sailor to load as many fmall Arms as they 
could, and not to fire a Gun till I. gave ’em 
Orders; but affoon as ever they had fir’d the 
great Guns, to difcharge their fmall Arms up- 
on ’em. I could not prevail upon Dou ferdi- 
nand to keep below, though I faw Fear livelily 
ainted in his Face. When they came within 
Piftol-fhot of our Ship they hail’d us, and com- 
manded us to ftrike immediately. We made 
no other Anfwer than with our Guns and {mall 
Arms, which furpriz’d ’em, and did *em a great 
deel of Damage in their Rigging; for curting 
the Topfail Halliards with our Shot, the Top- 
fail fell down upon the Cap, and hinder’d their 
Ship’s Way very much; and [ believe we might 
have made our Efcape. But I perceiv’d the 
Fillavs was hard put to it, (our Spanifo Man 
of War, whom I had nam’d the Villars in Re- 
membrance of that dear One.) By this time 
we were prepard again, and I order’d every 
Man, affoon as they had difcharg’d, to lye fat 


upon their Bellies till we had receiv’d the Fire 
of the Enemy; which accordingly we did. 
They fir'd in upon us, but kill’d us not one 
Man. Then our Hands rofe up alltogether, and 
Grd in our {mall Short. We had fo damag’d 
their Rigging with this Broadfide, that. we fell 
aftern tili we were chare’d again; and then I 

ave our Men Orders to fire into the Body of 
the Ship, and point their Guns low on. pur- 
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pofe; which wefoon found had thedefir’d Effect : 
For they had feveral Shots between Wind and 
Water, fo that they were oblig’d to heel the Ship 
on the Starboard Side, to prevent the Water 
running in on the Larboard. 1 fecing there was 
not much to be fear’d from her, bore down to 
affift the Villars, becaufe fhe was over-match’d. 
But when her Antagonift found my Defign, and 
underftood the Condition of the other Ship, the 
made all the Sail fhe could, and fled for ir. 
We did not think fit to follow her, but fens 
a Boat on Board, to enquire how it ftood with 
?em in the Villars. They fent me Word they 
had loft eight Men, had three wounded, and 
were very much mawld in their Rigg 


ring, Aas 
well as their Hull, and had receiv’d a Shot be- 
tween Wind and Water, and the Ship leak’d 
very much. I bad ’em fearch for its but there 
was no coming at it; therefore I order’d them 
to get out as many of the Goods as they could, 
and bring them on Board me. The Weather pro- 
ving very favourable, they went to Work as 
faft as they could. 

Our Men brought me Word that the Ship 
we had engag’d was finking. They fir’d feves 
tal Guns for Affiftance, and their Confort be- 
ing almoft out of Sight, I bore down to help 
them all I could; but before we could come to 
’em fhe funk to the Bottom. The Men had 
put out their Long-boat and Barge, and were 
got in them, and made towards us. Afloon as 
they came within hearing, they call’d out for 
Quarier, which I promis’d ’em they fhould have. 
There were 123 of em; and as theiy Number 
exceeded ours, we were oblig’d to confine ’em, 
for fear they fhould take it in their Heads to 
fet upon us. | | 

Fhe Captain was kill’d in the Engagements 
but the Lieutenant inform’d me they were two 
U 2 | Men 
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Men of War, of forty Guns each, fet out from 
Barcelona to cruife upon the Coaft; and mann’d 
each with two hundred Men: But the reft of 
their Crew were either kill’d, or being wound- 
ed funk with the Ship. I did not think it pro- 
per to carry ’em to Jéaly, for fear it fhould 
prove prejudicial to Don Antonio; and under- 
itanding that in removing the Goods on Board 
ie Villars, they had found out the Leak and 
topp’d it, I intended to put ’em on board her, 
and give ’em the Ship with their Liberty; but firft 
T order’d out the Guns and Ammunition, and her 
Goods, leaving ’em nothing but Provifion and 
Water, which they return’d me many Thanks 
for, and fo we parted. 

The next Day there arofe fuch a Storm as 
we had never felt before, and continu’d in the 
utmoft Violence for fourteen Days, fo that now 
we were in Danger of drowning; and I believe 
moft would have parted with their Wealth to 
have been fafe on Shore. At laft we difcover’d 
Land, but were very much furpriz’d to find it 
Candia, for now we began to be in fear of the 


t 
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—Turkifo Pirates. ‘So we refolv’d to fteer for Zant 


as faft as we could, and there make Dividend 
of our Prize-Money and Goods. And accor- 

dingly we arriv’d there fafely, Sept. 3. 1696. 
This land of Zant belongs to the Venetians, 
therefore we were out of Danger from the Zurks. 
The Town, which bears the fame Name with 
the Ifland, is above a Mile in Length, feat- 
ed upon a Beach of the Bay. It is built moft- 
ly of Stone, and has a noble Look from the 
Sea. Tothe Weit of the Town ftands the Ca- 
ftle, built on a high and very fteep Hill, where 
moft of the Merchants dwell, and is very near 
as big as the City below. It is a Bifhop’s See, 
and the Goyernour is of the Nobility of Venice. 
| The 
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The chief Commodities they deal in are Wine, 
Oy], and Currants, which are efteem’d of the 
beft Growth. They grow on Vines like other 
Grapes, and are gather’d in Fwy, and then pack’d 
in Hogfheads ready for the Merchants. 

Our Men being well pleas’d they were out 
of Danger, and in a Place where Wine was to 
be bought cheap, traffick’d fo much for that 
Commodity, that moft of them fell into dange- 
rous Difeafes; therefore I refolv’d to leave Zant, 
and make for Sapienza, an land with a good 
Harbour, not inhabited, where they would not 
be under the like Temptation ; fo wecame to an 
Anchor there, Sept. 8. I order’d twelve Guns 
on Shore, and rais’d a Platform capable of de- 
fending us from the infults ofan Enemy. Ina 
pleafant Green we put up a large Tent, and o- 
thers {maller by it for the Officers and Sailors: 
But I having but one Bed put up on Shore, 
Don Ferdinand was forc’d to lie with me, tho’ 
as I thought very unwillingly. Our fharing the 
ready Money took us up four Days. I referv’da 
fourth Part to my .Owners, which amounted 
to upwards of fixty thoufand Pound ; and a twelfth 
Part for my felf, which, with what Prefents and o- 
ther Things that I had, amounted to the value of 
fifty thoufand Pound. Every Sailor from firft 
to laft fhar’d above twelve hundred Pound a- 
piece; but when we came to divide the Goods, 
we knew not which way to go about it; fo 
with one, common Confent of the Sailors, I was 
oblig’d to accept of them, without paying one 
Penny for them. 

Wefet Sail for Ofia the next Day, aiter we had 
finith’d our Dividend, and arriv’d there Nov. 1. af 
ter a Voyage of two Yearsand {even Months, and 


the richeft Prize that ever came into any Port of 


faly, Vfent a Letter to Don Antonio, to give him

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Notice of my onal and Advice to come and 
take Care of his Cargo. ' In two Days, he, Don-

na Ifabella, and their little Son came on Board 
in a Pleafure-Boat. 1 found they were in 
Mourning, and I told ’em I was afraid to ask 
‘cm who. tntiwess fe rs igs inform’d me that 
Tfabella’s Father had ead above two Years, 
hut _they had refolv’d never to wear» any 
other Col lour, till they had feen me. | Never was 
a more tender Meeting between Friends, than 
between us; and I mutt confefs, for fome time 
all my Cares lay hufh’d. 

When I came to inform Don Antonio of the 
Wealth I had brought him home, he ftood a- 
maz’d: For befides the Money which I ‘told 
him of, the Goods I had on Board exceeded in 

e Freight 1 went out with. I could 
hardly prevail upon him to accept of fuch a Sum 
xf Money, till I inform’d him it was but bare- 
ly his Due, and that 1 had very near as much 
to my own Share. 

{ prefented Dou Ferdinand to Antonio and his 
Lac Oe who feem’d very much pleas’d with him 5 
and Don Pedro, out of his free merry Humour, 
told ne he hop’d I would not forget him, be- 

caufe he was older, for he thought he had more 

Right to my Friendfhip than Dos Ferdinand, 
being he was an older Acquaintance. I let ’em 
into fome of his Life and Humour: they re- 
ceiv’'d him yery friendly; and we all wernt to 
Don Antonio’s Villa together. 

After flaying a Weck, I began to be tir’d 
with fo much Pleafure, and therefore begg Be 
Leave. of Don Antonio to vilit Rome, only 
fhew Don Ferdinand that celebrated Place. ok 
Antonio {ent before to his Palace to prepare for 
our Reception, and the next Day we follow’d. 
We vifited all the Rarities, ancient and mo- 
derny 
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dern,. where we might fee the Grandeur of the 
antient Romans by thole ftupendous Ruins ftill left. 
As Rome was formerly a Nurfery of War and 
Greatnefs, it is now a Nurfery of Arts, but chief- 
ly Painting, Architecture, and Mufick. ‘There 
have flourifh’d in one Century, Lanfranio, Domi- 
nichino, Pietro du Cortona, the Poffine’s, Camaffet, 
Guercin da Cento, Chivoli, Andrea Sacchi, the im- 
mortal Raphael, Hannibal Carache, Guido Reno, 
Mutiano, and many more excellent in the Art 
of Painting. Then Pailadio, Vitruvius, Scamoz- 
Ziy Pozzay and many more, famous for Archi- 
tecture. Then the divine Corelli for Mufick, 
whofe fweet Compofitions will be always new ; 
and we may fay by him as a great Englifb Po- 
et faid of our Countryman Shake/pear, that the 
former had puli’d up the Roots of Mufick, as 
the latter of Poetry, and tranfplanted ’em into 
their own Gardens, where all thofe that follow 
muft borrow a Branch from them. 

I fhall not fay any thing more of Rome, nor 
of Naples, where we went once more, upon 
Don Ferdinand’s Account. I would have perfua- 
ded him to have begun his Studies at Rome, 
(for I fuppos’d him a Roman Catholick} but he 
would not hear of it, and begg’d he might go 
with me into England, which I promis’d him 
he fhould. 

Donna Tfabella bad an Orphan Coufin, thar 
liv’d with her, of a vaft Fortune, beautiful toa 
Miracle; who having feen Don Ferdinand, tell 
defperately in Love with him, But he did not 
feem to have the leaft Regard for her.

more; for he had made a folemn Refolution never 
to marry any Woman breathing. Lprefs’d himall I 
could, and laid the Folly of fuch a rafh Refolve 
before him; but it was preaching to a Tempeft,; 

and all my Arguments had no Power upon him. 
On the other hand, the merry Des Pedro. was 
as deep in Love with Donna Feliciay. which was 
the Name of the Orphan Lady.» But his man- 
ner of Courtfhip was fo odd, and out of the way, 
that he: caus’d more Diverfion than we could 
have imagin’d. If fhe went to Bed, he would 
Jay himfelf down at her Chamber Door, and fing 
Songs all Night; that if fhe had any Inclinati- 
on to have refted, he was refolv’d fhe fhould 
not; and he would often fay, he intended to 
plague her into a Complyance.

I was {till endeavouring with Don Ferdinand, 
to forget his rah Vow: But he defir’d me, in 
fuch moving Terms, not to intreat him further, 
that I refolv’d never to trouble him any more 
on that Theme. Notwithitanding which, I 
begg’d of Donna Lfabella to try what fhe could 
do with him, for 1 imagin’d Complaifance might 
work more upon him than Frtendihip. She 
fent for him into her Clofet, and they remain’d 
together feveral Hours; and I was very much 
pleas’d the next Day to fee him walking in the 
farcicng only with Donna Felicia. ¥ did not 
think it proper to interrupt them; but when I 
had an Ne egy Se I declar’d my» Satisfaction, 
and told him | eafily forgave his not complying 
with me, and yielding - to the Perfwafion of 
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Donna Tfabella. He feem’d in fome Confufion at 
what I faid to him, which I attributed to his 
denying me, and his Condefcenfion to Donna 
Ffabella. But in a few Days after that, I was 
fomething more furpriz’d to fee Don Pedro eager- 
ly addrefling Downa Felicia, and the regarding 
him more favourably than ufual. And my Sur- 
prize was encreas’d, when Donna Ifabeila told me 
the nuptial Day was fix’d between Dox Pedro, 
‘and Donna Felicia. 1 told her I was very well 
pleas’d, the Lady had fo foon forgot her violent 
Paffion; but I added, that the ftronger the 
Flame, the fhorter the Duration. If fo,  re- 
turn’d Donna Lfabella; we may hope your Paf- 
fion is bury’d long fince. I told her, I did not 
Love like others, for I was refolv’d to carry 
mine with me to the Grave. By what I have 
formerly heard (return’d Donna Tfabella) from 
you, as well as my Husband, you have not the 
leaft glimpfe of Hopes. Madam, faid 1, that isthe 
Reafon I muft defpair; for no other Fire fhall 
ever warm my Breaft, but what was kindled 
there by my firft Flame. We had much Dif- 
courfe upon the fame Subje&t, and Donna Ifa- 
bella told me at laft, I was a Pattern for all faith- 
ful Lovers. 

When we were at Naples, I had provided 
Goods and Conveniency of fending to St. Sal- 
vador, according to my Promife given to Don 
Faques 3 and the Veflel being to touch at 
Ojtia, was to fend to me for my Letters to 
Don Faques. 1 defir’d Don Ferdinand to write 
to his Father; but he begg’d to be excus’d, for 
fear it fhould fall into the Hands of his Lady 5 
and for the fame Reafon he begg’d I would be 


cautious how I mention’d him. I told him he’ 


fhould fee what I had wrote before I fent it ; 
which was as follows. 
SIR, 
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SiR, 
Kyaoweas t how to make you Acknowledgments 
fufpcient for thofe Favours fo generoufly confer va 


upon me; and the pepe of doing it ramps a dou- 
ble Value on the Obligation. — If " shere is no way 
to repay the mighty Debt, yet I fhall with the ut- 
moft Gratitude remember Don Jaques, and his kind 
Benefits. I have done my felf the Hlonour to fend 
you thofe Things you were defirous of, the laft Time 
Lf had the Happine/s of converfing with yous which 
f beg you will accept, only for this Reafony that you 
may fee you foall ever live in the Remembrance of 
ane, who fh all think it the beft good Fortune can 
fall upon him, to fubfcribe himfelf

t wrote this Letter inthe Portugueze Language, 
and fhew’d it to Don Ferdinand, who approv’d 
of what I had written. 

I had difpos’d of the reft of my Goods on 
Board, and the Money amounted to upwards of 
fifteen thoufand Pound; but I could not a

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‘yail upon Dou Antonio to accept of one Pen- 
“ny 


No, my dear Friend, faid he, you have alrea- 
dy. brought me the Fortune of a Nobleman ; 


tho’ itis not worldly Wealth I covet. I have 


| all the Earth contains in the Pofleflion of my 
' adorable Wife: and even that, my greateft Hap- 
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-pinefs, is owing to yous and all the Allay of 


Joy I have, is, that I cannot fee you as bleft 
as | am. But, continu’d he, Time that wears 


out all things, will, I hope, cure this amorous 


| Sicknefs of your Soul. I let him know my 
| Grief was as fix’d as Deftiny, and I had nothing 
| elfe to do but to wing to the Place where the 
Joy of my Life did once refide; with this only 


| Hope, that the lively Imagination of my Lofs 


would put an end to all my Sorrows, by fink- 


ing me into the Arms of Death. 


He.was fo very much concern’d for me that 
he could not avoid fhedding Tears; and us’d 
all the Arguments, he could to perfuade meé 
to refide in /taly. I told him I had more Rea- 
fons to go for my native Country than what I 
had given him, and that was the Education of 
young Don Ferdinand, who begg’d to cultivate 
his Studies in Exgland. 

I turn’d all my Money into Bills of Ex- 
change, well knowing the Cafualties that attend 
Travellers; and I intended to go by Land to 
Flanders, with Don Ferdinand, my two faithful 
Indians, and. one Servant more. ? 

All my Spanifo Sailors that I had pick’d up 
by the Way, had by my Confent their Dif- 
charge, and were gone to their feveral Homes, 


| in Circumftances beyond their Expedctations ; 


though they all declar’d, if I intended another 
Voyage, they would nevér forfake me. Some 
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of my Exglifh Sailors had married /talian Wo- 
men, and fo defign’d to fettle in J¢aly. 

When I defir’d Don Antonio to take Charge 
of the Ship, he told me he had nothing to do 


with it, declaring it was mine, and therefore | 
defir’d I would make no more Words about its } 


for, faid he, you don’t know but you may meet J} 


with fomething to change your Mind, and we 


may have the Satisfaction of feeing you once 


more. 

In a few Days after this, the Nuptials were 
celebrated between Don Pedro and Donna Felicia, 
who defign’d for Spain (affoon as I left . Ita- 
ty) where he intended to takeup the Mortgage 
of his Eftate, the Time being almoft expir’d. 
¥ muft own, the Uncertainty of Women’s Tem- 
pers gave me much Cogitation; and I thought 
this Marriage was a very odd Thing. ; 

I now began to think of my Journey ; but 
firft I order’d a Goldfmith to make me every 
way the fame Parcel of Plate as I received as a 
Prefent from Dou Fagues de Ramires, which I 
prefented to Donna Ifatella, that fhe might re- 
member me. She gave me many Thanks for it, 
but feem’d very unwilling to accept of it a great 
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while. I told her, as merrily as I could, if fhe | 


made any more Words about it, I would return 
her the Ship that bore her Name, and 
would be no longer under her Command. Well, 
faid fhe, I'll accept ’em; but as you allow me 
to be your Owner, Ill give you Orders in Wri- 
ting, that you muft not break open till you 
come fin fuch a. Latitude, that is, a Fortnight 
after you are fettled in England. I promis’d to 
obey her punctually: The next Day fhe gave 
me a feal’d Paper, which fhe told me. were 
the Orders fhe mention’d. 
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I had given my Lieutenant Charge of the 
Ship, with Directions to make for Briffol with all 
the Expedition practicable. 


> The next Day, being Feb. 6. 1696, I took 


my Leave of all my Acquaintance ; and notwith- 
ftanding I am not us’d to weep, could not forbear 
fhedding fome Tears at parting with fuch true 
Friends as Don Antonio and his Lady had prov’d. 
I rode the firft Day overwhelm’d with Melan- 
choly, and not one Thought of being poffefs’d 
of fuch a Fortune, from nothing, in fo fhort a 
Time, ever enter’>d my Breaft. But feeing Doz 
Ferdinand by his Countenance partake of my Sor- 
row, I was forc’d to appear lefs melancholy, to 
oblige him to be fo too. 

I would have fhewn him the Rarities of /fa- 
jy in our Travels, but he feem’d very little ia- 
clin’d to Curiofity : And we arriv’d at dutwerp 
without any Adventure. We ftaid fome time 
there to recover the Fatigue of our Journey, 
but more upon Doz Ferdinand’s Account, being 
he was fomething indifpos’d,. having never tra- 
vell’d on Horfe-back fo far before. 

As we approach’d the Town, he and my /#- 
dians were furpriz’d to fee the Manner of Beg- 
ging. ‘The Boys and Girls would run_ before 
you, and of a fudden ftop fhort, ftand upon 
their Heads, and clap their Hands, faying their 
Prayers all the while. 

The City of Antwerp is finely feated upon the 
River Scheld; it is very well fortify’d, and upon 
the Walls are planted Trees that give an agree- 
able Shade, and make it pleafant Walking. The 
Caftle, both ftrong and beautiful, was founded 
by the Duke of 4a. The. City in Bignefs 
may compare with Bri/fol; their Streets {pacious, 
and Houles véry magnificent. "The Church of 
Santta Maria, their Cathedral, is a fuperb Build- 
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ing; and of that Neatnefs, that the Emperor | 


Charles the fifth, of Germany, would often fay 


it was only fit to be kept in a Cafe. The Infide is | 


as glorious and neat as the Out. The Paintings 
were perform’d by Sir Peter Paul Rubens, an In- 
habitant of utwerp, and are equal to any thing 
that ever he did. The Jefuits Church is alfo 
very beautiful, adorn’d with abundance of curi- 
ous Marble Pillars, and all the Pannels painted 
by the fame Hand as the other. There are fe- 
veral more beautiful Churches and Chappels 5 


but as thefe mention’d are the chief, we fhall 


take no farther Notice of ’em. 

The third of 4pril, (having pretty well reco- 
ver’'d our Fatigue by a Reft of ten Days) we 
fet out for Calais, being the fhorteft Cut to 
Dover, and arriv’d there @pril 6; making fhort 
Stages. 

From this Place we might behold the white 
Cliffs of Dover. I muft own I had fome fecret 
Satisfaction in viewing my native Country: 
and the next Day, early in the Morning; we 
embark’d, and reach’d the Town by Noon, ha- 
ving a very favourable Paffage. Here landing; 
T had like to have loft one of my Jndiams. 
Slinging his Horfes into the Boat, he would get 
upon the Back of one of them, thinking he 
would go out quietly. But juft upon the In- 
ftant, a Vefiel riding by the Peer fired a Gun, and 
frighted the Horfe to fuch a ‘degree, that he 
plung’d into the Sea, and fwam from the Shore; 
and the /udian being thrown off with the Start, 
had his Foot fo entangled in the: Stirrup, that 
(notwithftanding his Skill in Swimming ) he muft 
have inevitably perifh’d, if the other ludian, {ee- 
ing the Misfortune, had not plung’d in, and with 
a Knife cut the String. He then took the 
Horfe by the Bridle with one Hand, and {wim-

ming with the other, brought him fafe to Shore. 
Don Ferdinand not being over-pleas’d with ri- 
ding on Horfe-back, we took the Flying-Coach 
the next Day, and fafely arriv’d at London, 1 
order’d my. Englifo Servant. and the two Jz- 
dians, with our Baggage, to make two Days of 
it; and gave ’em Directions to wait at the Place 
where the Coach inn’d, till 1 fent for ’em. 

When we arriv’'d at Londen, 1 did not care 
to go to any of my Acquaintance, but rather 
chofe to lie at. a Baguio for a Day or two; 
but I fent privately for my Uncle’s Clerk, that 
had endeavour’d to prevent my being kidnapp’d 
by putting a Letter in my Pocket, mention’d 
in the Beginning of this Relation. He came 
to me according to my Defire, but was over- 
joy’d and furpriz’d to fee me, though he hard- 
ly knew me at firft, for I had not fent, him 
my Name. 

He inform’d me that my Uncle had been 
dead above a Year, and had left his Eftate te 
his eldeft Son, and his Bufinefs to his youngeft 
and him: But they would often talk of me, not 
believing I was in the Land of the Living; yet 
they had increas’d my {mall Eftate with their 
utmoft Care, intending, if ever I came back a= 
gain, to reftore it to me. I let him into my 
whole Hiftory, and -he. was very much pleas’d 
to hear that I had gain’d fuch a plentiful For- 
tune. I got him to provide us convenient 
Lodgings, and private, for I did not intend to 
go abroad much; and alfo to go to the Inn to 
fetch my Servants. 

My two ludians {poke Englifh very well, and 
I had learnt ’em to write and read; and being 
in modern Habits, they were not much gaz d 
at. 
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The Time being expir’d that I was to look 
into my Commifhon, (as Donna Tfabella cal¥d 
it) I refolv’d to break it open, having fome 
Curiofity. But it was gone, and notwithftand- 
ing all my Search, I could not gain any Ty- 
dings of it. I could not imagine how I fhould 
lofe that, and nething elfe. 1 muft own I was ve- 
ry uneafie, fearing it might be fomething of Im- 
portance I was todo for Douna Lfabella; therefore 
I difpatch’d a Letter to j/taly, to tell ’em of my 
fafe Arrival, and my Lofs of the Packet, (and 
to fend me a frefh one) with Dire€tions where 
to write to me, 

While I ftaid in Town, I purchas’d an Eftate 
of 2000/. a Year in Somer/et/fhire, and yet had 
2s000/. left, which I employ’d in the publick 
Funds.. And now I had fettled my Eftate, as 
well as that I had for Don Ferdinand, 1 was 
willing to forward him in his Studies, and pro- 
pos’d to fend him to Oxford with a ‘Tutor. 
But he ftill bege’d to fay a little longer with 
me. 

I therefore took a Refolution of going to Briffol, 
only with Don Ferdinand, and one Servant, with 
no other Bufinefs than to fee the Place where 
my loft Treafure once liv’d. 

When we were arriv’d, I enquir’d which was 
the Houfe that Mr. Villars, late Merchant, for- 
merly dwelt in. We foon found it out, but 
were inform’d one Capt. Kendrick dwelt there. 
I was inquifitive to know if there was any Ty- 
dings of one Su/an, who was formerly Maid to 
Mrs. Villars, Daughter to the deceas’d Merchant ; 
and at laft got Information that fhe liv’d at a 
Country Houfe near the Sea-fide. 

I went immediately away for the Place, tho’ 
near thirty Mile off, and late in the Evening. 
Before we had_rid far, the Skies became gloo- 
myy

my, and a violent Storm threaten’d us,. which 
foon overtook us with fuch Fury, that we were 
forc’d to put into a little Houfe out of the 
Road for Shelter. When we came within, we 
could not fee any Body in’c but a little Child, 
playing with fome Toys it had before it; and 
all we could get.out of it was, that Mamma 
would come by and by. It wasas lovely a Child 
as ever I faw, and we were ftill admiring it, 
when a Man and Woman came in. ‘They were 
much amaz’d to find us there; but I begg’d 
their Pardon, and told ’em the Storm drove us 
in to take Shelter. 

The Man told us we were very welcome to 
fuch as his Houfe afforded, but he fear’d we 
fhould find bur poor Accommodation. In fhart, 
the Storm kept up in its full Force, and now 
ix grew dark, and we were two Mile from any 
Inn; and to add to our Diftrefs, we were Stran- 
gers to the Road. The Man feeing us fo put 


to it, told us he had but two Beds, but we 


fhould be welcome to ’em, fuch as they were. 

I told him I would gratifie him for his Trou- 
ble, and thereupon gave. him a Guinea. He 
was very well pleas’d with my Prefent, and be- 
gan to fhew it in his Looks, as well as the 
Woman. I gave him another, to provide us 
fomething to eat, and to take care of the Hor- 
fes. He faid he had but bad Stable-room, but 
if I pleas’d he would take my Servant, and all 
the Horfes, (with one of his own to bring him 
back again) and leave ’em at an Inn in the 
neighbouring Village. I agreed to it;.and while 
he was gone I ask’d the good Woman many 
Queftions about the Child which we faw there, 
and foon found it was none of their own, but 
a Gentlewoman’s, 2 Stranger to them, and one 
they had never feen but. once, Why, faid }, 
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how are you paid for the keeping of it? She feem’d 
amaz’d at my Queftion, and was fome time be- 
fore fhe -anfwer’d me; but at laft fhe faid fhe 
was always very well paid. 

I finding fhe did not much care for talking 
upon that Subje&, chang’d the Difcourfe. Soon 
after the Man came in, and we went to Sup- 
per. I would have had Don Ferdinand to have 
lain with me; but the Man underftanding we 
ufually lay afunder, would give us both the 
Beds, and they would fit up. I ask’d them 
where the Child lay; and they told us in a Cra- 
dle. I began to be concerned for the Infant, 
though without giving any Reafon. When we 
had fupp’d, we went to Bed, and had but lit- 
tle Reft; and when we rofe in the Morning, 
(it proving fair and pleafant) we refolved to walk 
to the Inn where our Horfes were, with our 
Hoft for our Guide. When we arriv’d, I dif- 
mifs’d him with another Guinea; and would 
have got immediately on Horfe-back, but Doz 
Ferdinand was fo very much diforder’d that he 
was not able to mount. I was very much con- 
cern’d for his Indifpofition, and begg’d he would 
himfelf there, while I puriu’d my Jour- 
» with a Promife to return the next Day, or 
fend my Servant for him. He confented that it 
fhould be fo, and I fet forward. 

Coming to a Place where feveral Roads met, 
1 was confounded to know the right, and there- 
fore was fome time at a Stand, not knowing 
which to take - But hearing feveral Voices in 
an adjacent Barn, I made up to it on Foot, 
giving my Horfe to my Man. ‘The nearer £ 
approach’d, the more Noife they made; but I 
could not underftand’’em. ‘This awaken’d my 
Curiofity, and I ftole foftly to the Barn, where 
T could obferve through a Crevice (unfeen) upwards 
of 
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of twenty Gypfics, fitting in a Huddle, with a 
Child in the midft ftark naked, which they 
were rubbing over with Walnut-Shellss and e- 
very time it cry’d they fet up that confus’d Noife. 
Bur I was very much furpriz’d to find in that 
| Child the Features of that I had feen the Night 
_ before at my Country Landlord’s. I beckon’d 
my Servant to come near with my Horfes; be- 
ing arm’d, I made to the Barn Door, and fore’d 
it open. I ask’d? ém, in an imperious Manner, 
what they were doing with that Child; and 
further affirtn’d they had ftole it from fuch 4 
Place, giving them to underftand I had People 
coming to apprehend ’em. Upon hearing this, 
they all took to their Heels; and fome (I found) 
that had comethere with Crutches, ran very nim bly 
away without ’em; but the Child was left be- 
hind? I now beean to confider with my felf 
what I had done; and that I had gotten a 
Child, but did not know what to do ‘with it. 
They had rubb’d the poor thing all over with 
| the green Walnut-Sheils, that made it look like 
s one of their Fraternity. By good Fortune they 
| had left his Cloaths behind ’em, as alfo fome 
| ~=>- Rags, which I fuppofe were to be put on ins 
| = ftead of the others. 
My Man and I drefs’d it as weil as we could, 
j 


£ 


and aukwardly enough; but when we had finith’d 
(notwithftanding my Hafte) I[ refolv’d to go 
back again, and enquire into this Affair. When 
we came to the Inn, I gave the Infant to the 
| Care of the Woman of the Houfe till my Re- 
turn; and underftanding Don Ferdinand was gone 
to Relt, 1 proceeded to my Hoit’s Houfe with- 
out difturbing him. When we arriy’d there, I 
met the Woman at the Door. Pray, (faid I to 
rit good Woman, where’s bats Child that I 
fiw here laft Night? W hie ¢ the Child? (re- 
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turn’d the Woman fnappingly) why the Child’s 
in his Cradle afleep. Let me fee it; faid I. No, 
faid fhe, I won’t difturb it for you, nor no one 
clfe. I told her peremptorily J would fee it that 
Inftant, in fpight of her, for I fear’d fome fouk 
Play. She feeing me refolute, and lighting from 
my Horfe; Well Sir, feeing you are fo defirous 
(faid fhe) I'll go and bring it to you. When 
fhe was gone, [ began to imagine my felf mi- 
taken, and that Children might be very like, 
without being the fame; but I knew a Guinea 
would foon reconcile her to my Rudenefs. 1 
{taid waiting a confiderable time, taken up with 
feveral Thoughts; and not obferving how long 
I had waited, till my Man told me the old Wo- 
man was long a coming. I began to call, and 
no body anfwering, I order’d him to go in, and 
{ee for her. He came out again, and told me 
fhe was not in the Houle, nor any one elfe; but 
that he believ’d the had flip’d out of the back 
Door, and got away through the Garden. I began 
to think there was fomething very extraordinary in 
the Adventure of the Child, and refolv’d to be 
(triG& in the Examination, I enter’d the Houfe 
my felf, and fearch’d, but to no Purpofe. I fent 
ny Man in the mean time in purfuit of the Wo- 
aan. But he return’d without her.” There was 
never a Neighbouring-houfe to enquire, no near- 
er than the Village where l’had left the Child. 
So I had juft got on Horfeback in order to go 
back, when I perceiv’d the Man coming to- 
wards his own Houfe. I fpur’d on to meet him, 
and he feem’d much concern’d; I feiz’d him by 
Yollar, and told him, I came to fecure him, 
for the Murder of the Child J faw at his Houfe 
laft Night. The Man was in fuch a terrible 
Fright at what I faid, that he was “more dead 
than alive. Sure Sir, faid he,it can’t be, it is not 
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murder’d. I bid him produce it, or he fhould 
be try’d for it. In fhort, I frighted the poor 
Fellow fo much, that he told me, if I would 
have a little Patience, he would tell me all that 
he knew concerning it (ftill crying, I hope it 1s 
not murder’d.) I told him the Child was fafe. 
We went back to his Houfe, where after the 
Fellow had a little compos’d himfelf, he made 
me the following Relation. 

About three Years ago, a Gentlewoman came 
to my Wife, and made a Bargain with her to 
keep this Infant, and by paying us handfomely, 
we imagin’d it belong’d to fome Perfon of Di- 
{tin&tion; for we receiv’d ten Pounds every Quar- 
ter, and that before it was due. ‘The Lady 
would often take the Child for a Day or two, 
and return it again. My Wife, being a worldly 
Woman, laid feveral Plots how to know the 
truth of the Child, but to no Purpofe; but by 
all Circumftances we believ’d the Parents did not 
care for owning it. One Day my Wife told me 
fhe had a Defign in her Head, but fhe would not 
difclofe ir, till fhe could be fure of fucceeding ; 
and when the Lady came the next time to take 
the Child away for a Day as ufual, my Wife was 
in Conference with her for fome time. And when 
fhe was gone, fhe told me that fhe had prevail’d 
upon the Lady to pay her one hundred Pounds 
before hand, and that the brought her to it, by 
telling her we fhould make a Purchafe of the 
Houfe we live in. In fhort, my Wife (who 
wears the Breeches) made me confent to carry on 
the Deceit; and the next Day the Lady brought 
the Child, and the hundred Pound and gave it 
my Wife, without any thing under my Hand, 
and left us ina fmall time after. When fhe was 
gone, my Wife difcours’d me after. this man- 
ner. 
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Husband, we have now one hundred and fifty 
Pounds (for we had been very faving) befides 
our Goods, and Cattle, which will fetch us one 
hundred more. With this Money we may go 
into my Country (which was the J//eof Maz) and 
live contentedly all our Lives, without any fears 
of bad Crops, and ill Markets. Well, but faid 
i, what will become of the Child. I quickly 
found by her Expreffions that fhe refolv’d to 
nurder it. I was dtruck with Horror at her Pro- 
pofition, and notwithftanding her violent Tem- 
per, oppos’d her in’t; and told her, upon no 
Conditions would I confent to do-fo barbarous 
a Deed. I found her fo fix’d upon the defign of 
Murder, that I was at laft, as the lighteft Evil, 
obliged to confent to her felling it to a Compa- 
ny of Gypfes; but with the greateft Reluctance 
inthe World; which was executed this Morn- 
ing. But we had difpos’d of every thing before 
hand, with Intention to have gone for Briffol 
two Days hence; for we were affur’d the Lady 
would not come again for fome time. 

When he had done, I inform’d him how I 
came. to meet with the Child. I thea began to 
examine if he did not know where the Lady 
liv’d; and at laft he confefs’d he dogg’d her to 
her Houfe one Day, fet on by his Wife, buat 
would never difcover it to her, for feat of her 
playing fome Trick. I prevail’d with him to go 


with me, and fhew me the Houfe, with the 


promife of a Reward, and letting him go: after- 
wards. We fet out (after he had got a Horfe) 
and in two. Hours arriv’d at a pleafant Houfe, 
furrounded by a fmall River, and almoft cover’d 
with Trees. I ftopp’d fome time to. view it, and 
through a little Avenue faw two. Women gather- 
ing Flowers; one had her Face turn’d towards 
us, which the Man faid was the Woman that 
us’d 
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us’d to come to fee the Child, and that was the 
Place fhe carry’d it to. I order’d my Man to take 
the Horfes to the next Town, about half a 
Mile off, and come to me again. But I needed 
not have bid mine Hoft to have gone about his 
Bufinefs; for he being fearful of the Event, got 
away without our perceiving it. 

When my Man was gone, I walk’d about to 
view the Houfe, but I had loft fight of the Wo- 
men, and it began to rain again. I ftood up for 
Shelter from the Weather under a large Oak 3 and 
had but juft got there, when a Woman came 
out of the Gate, with her Mittrefs’s Service, to 
invite me in. I was very well pleas’d with the 
Invitation, and went into the Houfe, where [ 
was met by the Gentlewoman, a very handfome 
Lady. Shetold me, as I look’d like a Gentle- 
man, fhe defir'd I would take Shelter there till 
the Storm was over. I return’d her the Thanks. 
her Civility deferv’d, and we fat down, but were 
immediately interrupted with ringing at the 
Gate; and I perceiv’d, through a {mall Window, 
a Gentleman ina Scarlet-cloak a-light from his 
Horfe, and go in quite through the Houfe. The 
Lady begg’d my Pardon, and told me, the was 
obliged to go keep another Lady Company while 
that Perfon was there, but would wait on me af 
foon as poflible again. As my Curiofity had 
brought me there, I had no Thoughts of going 
away till I had fatisfy’d ic in fome meafure. t 
could hear the Man’s Voice very plain, who 
feem’d to threaten a Lady with a great many 
Hardfhips as to her Fortune, if fhe would not 
confent to his‘Lové. The Lady anfwer’d in fo 
low a Voice, that [ could not hear what fhe 
faid, but [ found her Anfwers did but inrage him 
the more. ‘They talk’d a great while, and at laft 
they feem’d to be filent. “I hearing the Door o- 
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pen, flep’d back into the Room-where the Lady 

left me. She came»to me again, and fat down. 

irs (Faia the): you'll pardon:my Rude- 

5, but I could not wait on you before. » Ma- 

d: yay ponent 'd I) i ought to beg your Pardon for 

taking Poffeffion of your Houle heres who am an 
utter St ‘anger to you. We were interrupted in 
our Compliments, by the Voice of a Perfon that 
{cream’d out Murder! Murder!—We both ran 
out, and fhe coming to the Door where. the 
Noife was, we found it fhur, and the Voice full 
calling out for Help. 1 burit it open with my 
Foot, and, with my Sword in my Hand, ran into 
the Rbans where I found the Gentleman that 
came in the Cloak, endeavouring to force a Lady. 

I gave him a Stroke upon the Head, and bid him 
turn aboutand defend himfelf ; whiclihe did, with 
many bitter Exclamations. But after feveral Paf- 
fes, I had the good Fortune to difarm _— and 
he having receiv’d feveral Wounds, drop’d down 
with lofs of Blood... The Lady he had attempt- 
ed, was ftill in a Swoon; and the Buftle had 
brought t feveral Women Servants into the Room. 
IT retir’d into the Chamber I came from, but de- 
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fir’d tye Lady to take fore care of the Wretch, 


who deferv’d Death; but I wifh’d might fur- 
vive, to prevent farther Trouble. oShe took 
my begpice, and fent to the next Town fora 
Surgeon, who foon came, and my Man along 
vith hi Ks » by Accident. Perceiving his Wounds 
were not dangerous, (for I ftood by: while the 
Sukench drefs'd him) and finding the Hoife in 
too much Confufion to be better inform’d concern- 
ing the Child, Iwas about to takemy Leave. But 
the Lady I had fo timely refcu’d, having re- 
cover'd her Fright, defir'd the might thank me 
for fo great a Providence. I was eafily perfuad- 
ed to ftay, and immediately a Lady eared int o the 
Room. 
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Room. But, good God !:what 'Tranfports did J 
feel, when in that Lady, I beheld every Feature of 
my dear Mrs. Villars. Our Eyes were fix’d up- 
on each other, and the Sight of me rais’d fuch 
a tumult of Joy in her Breaft, that combating 
with her unfettled Heart, fhe fell down in a 
Swoon again. The other Lady at firft knew not 


the Meaning of our Diforder: But when I call’d 


her my dear. Wife; and other extravagant Ex- 
preflions of my Love, fhe foon guefs’d the 
Truth, and. feem’d as much tranfported as we 
were. Words would but wrong the Sentiments 
we felt for cach other: “Therefore, let the 
Reader (if poffible) guefs the Joy of two Lovers 
meeting, after imagining each other no longer in 
this World. We thought it was alla Dream ; 
but at laft being convinc’d of the Reality, we 
fent privately for the Parfon, and were ty’d by 
the outward Ceremony of the Church, whofe 
Hearts had been divinely united long before; and 
that Night I took once more Poffeflion of what 
I valu’d above all the World could give. 

The next Day, I fent for Don Ferdinand to 
partake in our Joy, but was inferm’d his Indif- 
pofition had increas’d upon him fo much, that it 
was dangerous to remove him. ‘This was fome 
allay tomy Joy, for I hada real Friendfhip for 
him. I told my dear Wife, the Obligation I 
had to his Father. I now defir’d to know the 
Particulars of her wonderful Efcape, which fhe 
related to me after the tollowing manner. 

You know, faid fhe, when we parted at Me- 
quinezy our Hearts foreboded fomething would 
follow prejudicial to our Loves. I was not ac- 
quainted with Muftapba’s Efcape; if I had, it is 
very probable I might have avoided the Misfor- 
tune that befell me: But:he gota Veffel to car- 
ry him to Sallee, (as he inform’d me, when I was 
their 
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their Prifoner again) and by the Way, met with 
his Maftcr Hamet; who wrote a Letter to the 
Governor of Mammora, and fent Mufiapha with it, 
while he intended to wait near the Coaft to 
guard us back. When they had feiz’d me, they 
hurry’d me away immediately on board a Veffel, 
and. fail’d upon the Inftant; and before Night 
met with Hamet, where I was carry’d on Board. 
He upbraided me in Terms, that gave me to ex- 
peé&t worfe Treatment from him; but I told him, 
rather than fubmit to his naufeous Love, I 
would ftarve my felf to Death, if F could find 
no other means to rid me of Life. The next 
Day a Storm arifing of a fudden, blew down one 
of their Mafts, and drove ’em back again, with- 
in Sight of the Port of Mammora; but to avoid 
it, they ran beyond it, and the Storm continu’d. 
In the Evening it began to abate, and-he fteer’d 
his Courfe back again; but before it was dark a 
Ship appear’d in View. And notwithftanding 
he had loft feveral Men in a former Engagement, 
he refolv’d to fer wpon this Veffel; and it grow- 
ing Calm he got up to her with rowing: The 
other Veffel knowing what fhe was,’ began with 
us firft, and fir’d very briskly. 

The Fight continu’d about an Hour, as near 
as I could gueis; for all my Employment was to 
pray, that fome lucky Shot would end that Life, 
which was foburthenfome tome. W henthe Noife 
of the Ordnance ceas’d, I had not Curiofity 
enough to go to fee how Affairs ftood. But 
judge my Surprize and Pleafure, ‘when I tell 
you the firft Man that enter’d the Cabin, was 
the Mate that lhad made Captain, as I mention’d 
to you in the Relation of my firft Misfortune. 

How Madam! cry’d he, is it you! thank 
Heav’n my Voyage is at End. Come Madam, 
fcontinw’d he) V’i-carry you to one that thinks 

her 
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_ her Life a Burden till you are fafe, being your 


Danger is owing to her. I had not Power to 


_ return him an Anfwer, or ask him who it was he 


meant, I was fo confounded with Thought. He 
carry’d me on board of his own Ship, where he 
brought Mrs. Sufan to me...My Heart was fo 
full of Content, that for a Moment you had flipt 
out of my Memory. 

The Ship of Hamet’s was jutt finking, for they 
had fhot her between Wind and Water, and 
could not come to ftop it. They had taken out 
as many of their Goods as the time would per- 
mit, and all the Men that were wounded (before 
fhe Sunk). I let ’em into your Story, and the 
mutual Affection we had;.and in Return the 
Captain gave me the following Account of their 
getting away from Salle. , 

You know, Madam, (faid he) the AZvors were 
not very dtrict in fearching us; and | had at the 
firft Sight of ’em (judging what they were) {e- 
cur’d all the Merchants Money defign’d for 
Trade, as well as what I had of my own about 
my Cloaths, and in a great Fur Cap, which I 
wore upon my Head. 

Flamet being fatisfy’d with you, and what he 
found befides, would not fell us for Slaves, but 
gave us the Liberty of walkmg about the Town, 
with a {mall Allowance of Provifion, till we 
could fend a Perfon to Exgland for a thoufand 
Pounds, which was the Raniom of both Ship and 
Men. In a little time, I became acquainted with 
one of the Fewsot Sallee, whom I prevail’d upen 
by the force of Money to buy the Ship, and pay 
for our Ranfom; which he did, without any one’s 
concerning themfelves about it. We did all we 
could to find you out, but to no purpofe; fo we 
were obliged to fet Sail tor Eygland. 
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In our Voyage home, Mrs. Su/ax inform’d 
we with your Story, not concealing even her 
own Part in’t; and I found her fo fincere in her 
Repentance, that 1 could not help pitying her, 
which foon rofe a fofter Paffion; and affoon as 
we atriv’d in England, the Ceremony of the 
Church compleated my Happinefs. We acquaint- 
ed Mr Kendrick, your Ladyfhip’s Guardian and 
Steward, with your Misfortune; who, with the 
Advice of us, fitted the Ship out in your Name, 
with a fufficient Quantity of Money for your 
Ranfom, if it were poffible for us to hear of yous; 
and by meeting with you now, we have com- 
pafs’'d what we intended. I return’d ’em many 
Thanks, (efpecially Mrs. Sufan, who would ac- 
company her Husband, in hopesto meet with 
me.) I defir’d Captain Morrice, (which is the 
Name of Mrs. Sz/an’s Husband) to fteer towards 
Mammora, but he told me it was not fafe: For 
as there was a War proclaim’d between France 
and England, the Ambaflador could not anfwer 
it if he did not make us Prize; and we were 
further inform’d by one of the Renegado Prifo- 
ners, that he was very well affur’d they were 
fail’d for France. 

Upon this Notice we dire&ed. our Courfe, 
with this Hope, that you would foon arrive in 
England, and find me out; for I remember’d in 
the Story of my Misfortunes, 1 gave you Marks 
enough to let you know where I was to be 
found. Before we made the Englifh Coaft, I found 
my felf with Child, and the very Imagination had 
like to have coft me my Life, for fear the Father 
of the unborn Infant would not come time e- 
nough to fave my Credit; for though I was well 
aflur’d of your Honour, yet I knew the cenfuring 
World would be apt to blame my Conduct. a 
cou

- could ‘hide nothing from the faithful Su[aty who 


join’d her Fears with mine. 
When we came into Briffol Channel, I con- 
falted with Suan about my Management, and I 


at laft refolv’d to live Private, till I could hear 


fome News of you. But I was obliged to Jer 
Mr. Kenderick my Steward into the Knowledge 
of my Arrival, tho’ he was a Stranger to my 
Condition. 

I fent to London, in hopes of hearing, fome 
News of you; but having) kept.the Name of 
your Uncle a Secret in your Relation, our En- 
deavours prov’d fruitlefs. 

My Melancholy encreas’d with my Conditions 
and for fear of a Difcovery, I went into Wales, 
with a Relation of Mrs. Su/an’s,, and was, de- 
liver’'d of a Boy, that prov’d the sreateft Com- 
fort to my finking Heart; for in his Face was every 
Feature of his dear Father. I brought him back 
again here, and had him put to Nurie,, as. a Child 
toa Relation of Mrs. Su/an’s, and had refolv’d but 
this very Day to have fent for him home, that i 
might always have the Satisfaction of having him 
in my Sight. 

My Steward, finding I was under a Neceflity of 
living Private, began to talk. to me of Love; 
and often proceeded fo far (after finding 1 dif- 
dain’d his Paflion), to tell me, 1f 1, would not 
confent to make him my Husband, he would take 
care my Eftate fhould come into. his Hands. 
Though I could have foon broke his Defigns as 
to my Fortune, yet my folitary Dwelling pleas’d 
me fo well, that I gave him good Words, which 
did but more encourage his infolence, till it ar- 
riv'd to that Pitch you fo happily, deliver’d me 
from. 
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{ foon found, by my Wife’s Relation, that the 
Infant I had fo marvelloufly fav’d, was our own 
Child. When I related the Accident of meeting 
with the Child, my Wife exprefs’d fo much Fear, 
Terror, Tendernefs and Joy, that T thought the 
different Paflions would have taken away her Un- 
derftanding. By this we may learn, there is a 
ruling Providence that regulates every Action of 
our Lives, when they tend to Virtue. 

Mr. Kendrick, (the Perfon that made the At- 
tempt upon my Wife) was foon inform’d of our 
happy Meeting ; and his Wounds mending e- 
very Day, he begg’d we would favour him with 
a Vifir, (which we comply’d’ with) where he 
ask’d Pardon for all paft Offences in fuch a fin= 
cere Manner, that we were eafily prevail’d upon 
to forgive him. 

He fent for ali the Books of Accounts and 
Writings, that belong’d to my Wife's Eftate, 
and deliver’d ’em up to us. 

The fame Day Captain Morrice arriv’d from 
France; where he went by thé Defire of my Wife, 
as her laft Hope, to know if he could gain any 
Intelligence of me. He was fo very diligent in his 
Commiflion, that he got to the Speech of Mon- 
fieur de St. Olon, who inform’d him of my’ pur- 
Suing the Veflel, and returning, and of my 
Voyage to Jtaly. I rewarded him by feveral 
handfome Prefents for his Trouble, and found in 
all his Actions, a downright blunt fincere Honefty, 
which drew me into a Friendthip for him. I 
now began to think of Dow Ferdinand’s Minefs, 
and refoly’d to go with my Wife to make hima 
Vifit; and my dear Wife was fo impatient to 
embrace the Child, fhe would not let me ftay to 
finith my Affairs with Mr. Kendrick. 

As we were upon our Journey, we were met 
by a Relation of mine, Son to that barbarous 

Uncle 
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Uncle that had Kidnap’d me. He was in the 
Country when [ arriv’d at London. Notwith- 
ftanding the Injury I had fuffer’d from his Fa- 
ther, 1 could not help receiving him with the 
utmoft. Affection; for we were both of an Age, 
and very like as to our Perfons, being brought 
up together till the Death of my Father, which 
created a F’riendfhip for each other. 

He brought me a Packet from Ztaly, and in it 
one inclos’d from Don Faques, tent from St. Sal- 
valdor. I broke open that firft, which was as 
follows. 


Hope the Diftance of Climates has had no Force 
upon your Friendfhip; mine here bas rather re- 
ceiv’'d an Addition, tho 1 am overwhelm’d with a 
very great Misfortune. My Daughter (in whom all 
my Flopes center’'d) is (I fear) intirely lof, for the 
very Day you left us, was the laft time my Eyes be- 
beld her. We have fome reafon to fear the Relations 
of the Perfon, who adyd by your Sword, have usd 
fome clandeftine Means, and perhaps have privately 
murderd her, to be vevenge’d onus for that Accident, 
tho’ of their own fecking. In fhorty I am weary of 
the bateful Place, and foall do my Endeavour to feek 
Repofe in fome other Part of the €orld; and relying 
upon your good-natur'd Friendfhip, I hope to have the 
Honour very foortly after your receiving this, to em- 
brace you in England, for Jam preparing ‘to leave 
St. Salvador with the fooneff. Lreceiv'd your oblig- 
ing Letter, and the Bales of Goods, all in good Condi= 
tion. But there is fomething Dark in it, or at leaft 
my Under fianding can't veach this Paragraph; and 
be affur’d, whatever you gave me in. Charge, 
CP. L fent you nothing but what I bope you will ace 
cept as your own; and I took the manner of leaving 
"ett UII You, knowing your generous Lemper would 
not 
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not have been cafily perfuaded to have accepted "em, 
from.one that foall ever fubfcribe himfelf,

P. S. My Wife (who is inconfolable) throws im her 
Love and Service; and all the Hopes fhe has left, 
is the Expettation of telling you Face to Face, the 
Grief fhe lies under at her fatal Lofs; and to bring 
us farther in your Debt, we beg you will leave 
us fufficient Direction among our Countrymen at 
your Exchange, where we may find you. 


I was very much concern’d at my Friend’s Mif- 
fortune, efpecially in believing 1 was in fome 
fort the miftaken Caufe of it. 1 had inform’d my 
Wife of the Adventure before, and fhe condol’d 
with me; and the Thoughts of being fo near 
the fame Diftrefs in her own Child, redoubled 
her} Grief. When we had given up fome time 
to thofe Melancholy Refleétions, I broke open 
the following Letter from Dou Antonio.

She made fuch aukward Complainings, 
that, if our Minds had been at eafe, would have 
produc’d much Mirth; but among her Aionsy, 
fhe unbutton’d her Cloaths, to give her Breaths 
and foon difcover’d her Miftake in the Object of 
her Wifhes. When fhe found by her Breafts thar 
fhe was a Woman, fhe ran down Stairs with the 
utmoft Precipitation, and left us alone to recover 
her. When we had brought her to her Senfes 
again, fhe foon found that we had difcover’d 
her Sex and the Grief and Shame at the 
Accident had like to have thrown her again 
into her Swooning. It was fome time before we 
could bring her to her felf: But, fhe found by my 
Difcourfe, that I underftood the whole Secret.

tents were only to fee her fecretly bury’d, and if 
poffible to have conceal’d her Sex and Story from 
the World. She had hardly made an End, before 
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her Speech forfook her, and Life in all Appear- 
ance ficd the beauteous Dwelling. My Wife was 
not prefent at this Accident, being her eager 
Defire had carry’d her to her Child; but fhe 
came in before it was over. My Coufin feem’d 
more opprefs’d with Grief than any of us, for 
Love had taken full Poffeffon of his Heart. 

W hile Sorrow had lock’d up all our Tongues, 
the Apothecary came in, ina ftrange Confufion ; 
for the Report had foon difpers’d it felf all over 
that little Village. Sir, faid he to me, don’t be 
concern’d at the Condition you fee the Gentle- 
nan in, for he is not dead, he has only took a 
fleeping Potion. I partly guefsd his Defign, 
when he apply’d to me for Poifon; and the ex- 
traordinary Price he paid for it, convine’d me it 
was for fome finifter Defign; and therefore If 
happily impos’d upon him. 

This News reviv’d us all again, efpecially my 
Coufin, who I thought would have gone di- 
ftraéted for Joy; and to fee his impatient watch- 
ing for her Life’s return, (if we may call it fo) 
only gave me further Proof, that one Look is fuf- 
Gcient to fix Love for ever in the Soul. ‘The 
Apothecary, during this interval of Life and 
Death, pour’d Cordials into her Mouth to help 
the Operation; and at laft fhe open’d her un- 
willing Eyes, and gavz’d around her, as if fhe had 
been in another World: But we foon convinc’d 
her of the Apothecary’s Deceit, at which fhe 
feem’d in the utmoft Confufion, and gave us to 
underftand that Life was forc’d upon her againft 
her Inclination, and fhe would fhake it off. 

We gave her all the Comfort we were capable 
of; and my Wife told her if fhe talk’d any lon- 
er of Death, it was only that fhe could not 
bear to fee us happy. ‘This as it were rous’d her 
from her Lethargy. Well then, faid fhe, I will 

live, 
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live, if it be only to convince you, that I am 
pleas’d to fee my Captain blefs’d (for fhe would 
always call me fo.) After we had a little compos’d 
her, we left her with my Coufin, to look after 
our Child, yho was in the fame. Place; which 
had prov’d the fecret Inftinét of Nature; for 
at the firft Sight in the Houfe of his unnatural 
Nurfe, I could not help feeling a tender Regard 
for him. When we had fatisfy’d our Inn, we 
prevail’d upon Donna Bianca (now no longer Fer- 
dinand) to come into the Coach with us, and we 
arriv’d that Evening at Briffol; where. we took 
Poffeffion of the Houfe (which Captain Kendrick 
had liv’d in) that belong’d to my Wife. We 
ftaid fome time there to fettle my Wife’s Affairs, 
and as much to recover Donna Bianca’s Indifpo- 
fition. 

My Coufin by his Affiduity gain’d very much 
of her Efteem, but fhe freely declar’d fhe had 
no Room in her Heart for Love: But notwith- 
ftanding, with much Importunity, we prevail’d 
upon her to accept him for a Husband; and her 
Efteem foon came up to a more tender Pailion. 
Affoon as the Ceremony was over, we took a 
Journey to Londew to fettle our Affairs there, 
and provide for my expected Guefts. 

One Morning as we were purfuing our Jour- 
ney, coming near the Skitts of a Wood, we 
heard fevyeral Groans, which alarm’d us; but as 
we had too many People about us arm’d, to fear 
any thing, we came out of the Coach to know 
the Reafon: Where we found a Woman wel- 
tring in Blood, being ftabb’d in feveral Places 
with a Sword. When I came to take a near 
er View, I. found it was my former Matter 
(the Watch-maker’s) Wife. [ could not help 
having Compaflion for any Perfon in that Con- 
dition, therefore order’d her to be taken up and 
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put in the Coach. Donna Bianca open'd her 
Breaft, and ftopp’d her Wounds as well as fhe 
could, till we could get a Surgeon that I had 
order’d to be fent for. She foon knew me, 
and cry’d out, Sure Heaven has fent you that 
know my Guilt to be, Witnefs @imy Repen- 
tance: The Wrongs I have done* my Husband 
have purfu’d me to my Grave. When I had 
yobb’d him of all 1 could lay my Hands on, I 
made my Efcape to Ireland, chang’d my Name, 
and fet up for a greater Fortune than I really 
was. I had many Suitors, but Heaven, to pur 
nifh me, made me place my Affeétions ona Per- 
fon that courted me for my Money: And tho’ 
I foon underftood he had but very little Eftate, 
yet Love prevail’d with me to make him my 
Husband. He foon fpent both his own and my 
Fortune, and by contracting many Debts was 
forc’d to fly for England; and finding no Re- 
lief, took to the Highway, where he has com- 
mitted many Robberies. He lodg’d me in a 


neighbouring Village; but our Place of Meeting 
was generally in this Wood, for fear of a Dil- 


covery. This Morning he came, according to 


Appointment, where he began his Difcourle af- 
ter this Manner. I had no Inclination for you 


when I firft marry’d you, but now I utterly ab- 
hor you, therefore am refolv’d to part with yous 

at I have another Reafon befides my Hatred

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Ficaven had given her all its Punifhment in this 
World. ‘That’s all the Hope | Bave {aid fhe, 
and in my unfeigned Repentance; for I feel 
Death approacl ing. We jobhery’ d the: was jut 
expiring; and before the Surgeon came > fhe gave 
up her laft Breath, calling upon Heaven f for Mer- 
cy. I gave Orders for her Funeral, and fent af- 
ter her Murderer, but to' no Pur “pole. Bat ff 
heard he was taken for the High-way, fome time 
after, and executed at /V “orcefter 5 where he con- 
fefs\d the Murder of his Wife. Thus we fee 
the Hand of Heaven, though flow in Pu- 
nifhments, yet always overtakes the Guilty. 
When 1 had given Direétions for her Funéral, 
we purfu’d our Journey, and arriv’d fafe at Low- 
don. 

Don Antonio and his Lady arriv’d firft, in a 
private Capacity; not caring to make a Show 
according to their Birth, to be taken Notice of. 
And in a few Days after came Don Fagues and 
his Lady, in a Ship of their own, in Compa- 
ny with the J/adella which my Lieutenant com- 
manded, that had fprang a Leak which oblig’d 
her to put into Lisbon to refit, where Don Fase 
gues joytully met with her. 

I had defir’d Donna Bianca once more to put 
on her Boy’s Bpoathes for I intended agreeably 
to furprize her Parents. 

I was oblie’d to take Lodgings for Dow Fa- 
ques’s Family, being they intended to take a 
convenient Houfe in the City. Affoon as muru- 
al Careffes were over, Grief again took Poffef- 
fion of their Souls for the Lots of their Child. 
After condoling with ’em fome time, I begg’d 
“em to hope for the beft, and that it was poffi- 
ble to. hear of her again. They. fhook their 
Heads, and told me that Thought was long gi- 
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ven over, and they had no Hope but in -Timeé 
to wear away their unhappy Lofs.

I told ’em I had'a Kinimany as. much as ‘IT 


could remember the Features of their beautiful 


Daughter, as like her as a Man could’be likea 
Woman. They exprefs’d a great Defire to fee 
him. I told ’em I had invited him with ano- 
ther Relation to fup with us on purpofe. “We 
had taken care before, that Donna Bianca fhould 
Ombre her Face, and {peak nothing but Exgli/h, 
on purpofe to carry on;the Deceit. “Till the 
time of their coming, we fpent in relating our 
Accidents in the Voyage. I told ’em how much 
I was furpriz’d at the Likenefs of my Coufin 
to their Daughter: for I had given ’em to un- 
derftand it was a Relation I had never feen be- 
fore I left Exgland: which was Truth. 

When the Time I had appointed came, Don- 
na Bianca and my Coufin enter’d. I prefented 
’em to Don Jaques and his Wife, as my Rela- 
tions, and they faluted ’em as utter Strangers. 
But when they faw and heard Donna Bianca, 
they burft into Tears at the great Refemblance 
in both Voice and Features, as they faid, to 
their Daughter. She. carry’d it on as long as fhe 
could, {peaking Lyglifhall the while; but at laft 
their Tears prevail’d fo much upon her Tender- 
1¢efs, that fhe begg’d leave to retire, but would 
return immediately. I miade an’ Apology for 
my Kinfman to Don Faques and his Wife, and 
told °em he would return in a very little time. 
The Space of their Abfence was fill’d with Sighs 
and Tears; and as I knew their Grief would 
foon be over, I never attempted to comfort 
tem. : 

When they were ready, they fent a Servant 
to tell me a Gentleman wanted to fpeak with 
me. 
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Captam Robert Boyle. 
me. I retir’d, and came in again immediately, 
and told *em our Company would be encreas’d, 
for another Relation and his Wife were jutt 
coming in to fup with us; and upon the In- 
ftant my Coufin enter’d, leading by the Hand 
Donna Bianca. -'They both ran and kneel’d down 
before Don Faques and his Wife. At the Sight 
of their Daughter, the Mother fell backward in 
thé Chair in a Swoon; and Dow Fagues was in 
fuch a Surprize that. he could not open his 
Mouth, but exprefs’d his Joy by Tears, Kiffes, 
and Embraces; and his Lady coming to her felf, 
had like to have ftifled her with her Tranf> 
orts. 

They did not. ask any reafonable Queftions 
till the Torrent of their Joy was poured out. 
After the firft Tranfports were over, Douna Bi- 
anca told her own Story. She faid, the firft 
time I din’d at their Houle in St. Salvador, 
Love flew into her Heart; and knowing the 
Modefty due to her Sex, fhe was refolv’d never 
to difcover it till fhe foundthe State of mine: Yet 
finding her Paffion daily increate, and underftand- 
ing the Day of my Departure, the procured fe-

tell how many bitter Sighs and Tears that 
Knowledge coft me: But it is now buried in 
Oblivion. Then fhe proceeded to beg their 
Pardon for her rafh Folly, as fhe call’d it; and 
they were too much overjoy’d not to forgive 
her every thing;,and they expreft a great deal

I embark’d on Board Captain Cox, bound for | 
Charles-town in Carolina, with Mr. ones and a | 


his Family, and arriy’d fafe there without any 
great 
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sreat Hazard, juft when Captain Moor had made 
a Decent upon the Spaniards of St. Auguftine, a 
Plantation to the Southward of Carolina, and 
return’d with confiderable Booty. By fome of 
the Colony his Proceedings were cenfur’d with 
Injuftice, being the Spaniards had not any No- 
tice of Rupture between England and Spain 3 
bur all Stratagems are lawful in War. 

Some time after, the Spaniards, refenting the 
Ufage of the Englifh, fitted out five Sail of 
Men of War, and feveral Tranfports; to repay 
them in their own Coin. 

‘They landed eight hundred Men in the Bays 
and fent two Trumpeters to Sir Nathaniel Fobn- 
fon, at that time Governour of Charles-town, to 
furrender ; but he fent ’em word back, as the 
Place was intrufted to him by. the Queen: his 
Miftrefs, he was refolv’d to hold:it out. to the 
laft. The Meffengers inform’d their Admiral of 
Sir Nathanicl’s Refolution, and likewife added, 
that the Town was too well Mann’d to be ea- 
fily taken. He thought better on’t; recall’d his 
Men, and fatl’d away. 

This Attempt very much alarm’d the: Coun- 
try, and put ’em upon fortifying Charles-town, 
which at prefent may laugh at all Attempts 
from a Foreign Foe, or the native Lzdians, who 
us’d before to infeft ’em daily. 

Charles-town, or Charles City, the Capital of 
Carolina, isfituated upon a Neck of Land form’d 
by aRiver on each fide, (nam’d d/bley and Cooper 
Rivers, from the firft Plantations) well ftor’d with 
Fifth. There was when I was there but an in- 
different wooden Church; but before I left the 
Place, Sub{criptions were taken in to build. a 
regular Stone Building. ‘Thereareé upwards of 
a thoufand Houfes, very neatly built, with Gar- 
dens almoft to every Houfe. ‘There is Plenty 
of every Thing for the Life of Man to be 


f found: 
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found at Charles-town. It lies in 32 deg. 40 min. 
Northern Latitude. The Trade of this Place is 


more confiderable for its Bignefs than any other. 


Plantation in America; it being the Southermoft 
Settlement belonging to the Crown of Exgland 
upon the Continent ; and I have been inform’d 
they have Dealings three hundred Leagues up 
the Country, which is very much facilitated 
by the numerous nayigable Rivers that come 
from the Mountains. The Climate is very 
wholefome. Tho’ moft Europeans have at their 
firft Arrival the Diftemper of the Country, 
which proceeds from Change of Air and Diet, 
yet I had the good Fortune to efcape with a 
fwell’d Arm, which had ltke to have ended in 
the Mortification of a Finger; but I was hap- 
pily cur’d by the Care and Advice of Madam 
Kheit, the only good Surgeon on the Place: 
Tho’ were EF to enumerate her other good Qua- 
lities, my fmall Tract would exceed in Bulk my 
Intentions: I fhall only fay, another Dacier may 
be found in America. 

I ftaid at;Charles-town'upwards of eight Months, 
and was well entertain’d by the courteous In- 
habitants ; for I muft own Pleafure as well as 
Profit induc’d me to. travel, though I have ne 
Inclination that’ way now. 

Mr. ones, the Perfon concern’d with me in 
Trade, was oblig’d to go to Bermuda, being 
Secretary and Provoft-Marfhal of the Summer- 
dflands; and ina fhort time after I follow’d with 
his Family. We met with no other Accident 
than a large Shark that follow’d our Veffel fe- 
veral Days together, and the Mafter told me he 
was well affur’d fome One on Board would die. 
4 laugh’d at his Superftition, and endeavour’d 
to rally him out of it, but he {till perfifted in 
his Opinion. When the Shark appear’d firft, 
every 
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every Body wasin good Health, but in three Days 
time.a Woman Paflenger expir’d of a Fever; 
whom we committed to the Waves, and was 
probably entombed in the Bowels of the Shark, 
for he took his leave of us the fame Day. ‘The 
Mafter told me he had made it his Oblervation 
for feveral Years, and was never once out. ”Tis 
10t impoflible but the Shark at Sea has thefame 
Infting& as the Vulture at Land, 

When I arriv’d at St. George’s, the Capital of 
Bermudas, 1 was as well pleas’d with the Cli- 
mate and Inhabitants as I was at Carolina. 

St. George’s Town is feated in the Bottom of 
a Bay of the fame Name; and is very well for- 
tify’'d. It contains about two hundred Houtes, 
with a Church fomething handfomer than that 
of Charles-town. 'The Incumbent was the Reve- 
rend Mr. Alolland, a Perfon of agood Underftand- 
ing. I had a Prefent, an 4utelope’s Foot fet in 
Gold, for a 'Tobacco-Stopper, which I was to 
deliver to the Bifhop of Bangor, his Patron; but 
it was loft among my other Things in my Ship- 
wrack. | ! 

There is a perpetual Spring to be obfery’d in 
thefe Iflands, and the old Leaves never drop be- 
fore they are thruft out by new ones. Their 
Fruit is in Bloffoms, Buds, and Ripe at the fame 
time. The Air is generally temperate and in- 
nubilous, but now and then troubled with vio- 
lent Thunder and Lightning ; and I have been 
fhown feveral Rocks that they fay were fplit by 
Lightning. | 7 a 

I was informed by a Gentleman that had coatt- 
ed along thefe Iflands, that their Number a- 
mounts to 378, but above 300 of them de- 


ferve no other Name than Rocks; and moft of 


the others that are inhabited haye not above 
half a dozen Houfes upon them. 
The 
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The Soil of all the cultivated) Iflands ts a- 
like, being very fruitful ;.and fome People ima- 
gine they were once join’d,making one intirelfland, 
but. were divided as they are now by the Inno- 
vation of the Sea: And what gives them ground 
for this Opinion is, that the: Waves daily lef- 
fen the {mall ones. But this is. only Conjec- 
ture. 

I am forry to fay that the former Inhabitants 

ain’d much by Pirates; and even .fome that 
had large Plantations when I was there, were 
little. better at firft than Sea-Robbers. — 

The late Queen being inform’d of it, order’d 
Mr. Larkias with a Commiffion to try Pirates, 
where-ever they reforted in her Dominions in 
America. \ happen’d to be at Bermuda when he 
arrivdthere. He acquaintedthe People in Powcr 
with his Commiffion, but met with a very cold 
Reception from ’em: But however, he procec- 
ded in his Defign, and iffu’d out Warrants to feize 
the fufpeéted Perfons. Mr. Fonesy.as Provott- 
Marfhal, was oblig’d to execute the Warrants 5 
but he met with Refiftance every where, and 
was very ill us’d by fome of them, even tothe 
Hazard of his Life. 

The Governour, whofe Name -was Seunet, 
as he reprefented the Monarch of England, thouid 
have. aflifted Mr.Fowes and Mr: Larkins; but 
whether he was atraid of offending the Inhabi- 
tants, or hot enquiring truly» into the Matter, 
Mr. Jones and. Mr. Larkins were feiz’d and com- 
mitted to Prifon. Mr. Yones firft made‘his E- 
{cape, and arriv’d fafe in Angland, where he fet 
s he de= 


forth his Cafe, and had all the Redre! 


»fir'd: He was order’d back, and re-infiated in 


his former Pott. 
Thofe that oppos’d him, Iam inform’d, had repri- 
manding Letters from Evgland, uponhis Account 5 


but 
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but: when Hate is fix’d in the Minds of fome 


Men, ’tis never to be rooted out: Their Ani- 


mofities rofe as high as ever, and he was once 
more oblig’d to abandon the Ifland. 'There is 
now depending a Suit in Law between the 
Governour and Mr. ones, who are both in Ezg- 
jand; and there is no doubt but Jnftice will 
take Place. 

Mr. Larkins was put into the Dungeon of 
the Prifon, and it was the common Report, he 
was deny’d even Food to fuftain Life; and would 
have certainly expir’d for Want, if he had not 
made his Efcape in the Habit of a Woman, 
with the Affiftance of a true Friend; which is 
hard to find any where, but more efpecially a- 
mong the Men of Power in America: But his 
Confinement had fo worn him, and he had con- 
tracted fo many Diftempers by his Ill-Ufage, 
that he expir’d in his Voyage home. 

As I faid before, this Ifland was in former 
"Fimes the common. Receptacle for Pirates, and 
indeed their chiefeft Gain proceeded from tra- 
ding with them. Here they came to fpend what 
Moncy they got, and recreate themfelves; it ly- 
ing very convenient for em, between 32 and 
33 Degrees of N. Latitude, and 300 Leagues 
from the Continent or any other Ifland. 

Among their Trees, the Cedar is the moft 
plentiful, which they ufe even for Firing. I 
have feen Veffels of a hundred Ton built with 
Cedar; and moft of the Houfes are compos’d of 
the fame. : 


The Laws fbould be the fame as thofe in Zzg- 


land; but Power is generally Chief Judge in 4- 
gierica: Yet 1f a Perfon never comes under the 


Lath of the Superior, there is yery comforta-. 


ble Living at Bermuda, 
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Mr. Foues, Capt. Bayley, and my felf, had joint 
ly bought a Veflel of about 140 Ton, and-we 
had got in all our Freight but Tobacco, which 
we were to take in at Virgie, and then make 
up with the Fleet for Exgland. While we were 
fitting out our Vefiel, Mr. oves was employ’d in 


his own Affairs, therefore the Care of his Share. 


Was committed to me. 

We fet Sail from Bermuda, April 55 17105 
with a fair Gale, which continu’d till we loft 
Sight of the Tflands; but in the Night a con-. 
trary Wind {prang up, and blowing very frefh at 
N.N. E. carry’d usto the Southward of the Ber- 
mudas; and it was the greateft Providence in the 
World we were not ftav’d upon the Rocks; 
but with great Difficulty we got clear of them, 


being oblig’d to ply it to. Windward three. 


Days. 

We had the Misfortune to find our Ship none 
of the beft Sailors; yet in four Days we got 
in our proper Latitude; and the Wind. conti- 
nuing pretty fair, we made very good Way. We 
had no other Diverfion than taking Dolphins 
with our Fizgig ; but in my Opinion it is but 
indifferent Fodd. 3 

We were forty one, including Paffengers; and 
many of thofe being fick with the Rocking of 
the Ship, made it uncomfortable living among 
them ; and I. wifh’d my felf once more on 
Shore. 

April 12 we were alarm’d at Sight of a Vel- 
fel we difcover’d, which we imagin’d to be a 
Sparifo Privateer. We crouded all the Sail we 
could to avoid her, which would have been ve- 
ry hard to do, if immediately after the Wind 
had not chang’d to S.S.E. avery ftrong Gale. 
We bore away before it, and ere Night loft 
Sight of her. 
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As we were at Supper in the Cabin, a Son of 
Capt. Bayley’s came and told his Father that the 
Colour of the Water was chang’d; but his. Fa- 
ther reprimanded him, and told him he had loft 
his Senfes, for it was impoflible to be near any 
Shore. When the Sea changes its Colour, "tis 
an evident ‘Token Land is not far off. We con- 
rinu’d the fame Courfe under a Forefail ;. but 
our Terror and Surprize was not to be expreft, 
when in the Morning Watch, the Captain, who 
being upon Deck difcover’d Land right a-head, 
came down into my Cabin, and with Tears in 
his Eyes defir’d [ would rife. 1 knew by his 
Looks fomething extraordinary was the Matter, 
and got upon Deck to be refolv’d, for Capt. 
Bayley had not Power to uttera Word. I foon 
found the Danger, for I perceiv’d we were in 
View of Virginia, near Ronoke Sand-Banks. We 
did all that was in our Power to weather ’em, 
bur our Ship having a round Head, fhe would 
not obey the Helm; therefore we all agreed to 
make in for the Land, hoping, as it feem’d a bold 
Shore, it was Tide of Flood, and then we might 
through Providence land fafe. But it proving 
Tide of Ebb, we bulg’d upon the Ronoke Sand- 
Banks, but by lightning the Ship, and cutting 
our ‘Mafts by the Board, we got clear of that; 
but keeping ftill in for the Shore, we ftruck 
upon the fecond Sand-Bank, but not very vio- 
lently, fo we threw out our Anchors in hopes 
we inight ride out the Tide; but the Wind in- 
creafing, we dragg’d ’em, and were violently 
thrown upon another Sand-Bank, where our Ship 
fluck, and the Waves dafh’d over. us. We had 
feveral Women with Children on Board, and 
their difmal Cries pierc’d my, very Heart. We 
order’d the Boat out, to fee if we could gain 
the Shore that way. I jump’d into her one of 

the 
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the firft, butere we could leave the Side of the Ship, 
the was ftav’d in Pieces. All we could do in this 
Exigence was get into the Ship again; and with 
much difficulty we compals’d it, being drage’d 
in by main Force; yet if I had not held faft hold 
by the Coat of one that was in the Water with 
me, and the Foot of another, I muft have ine- 
vitably perifh’d, for I was under the Keel. 
When I had got Footing upon Deck, I fetch’d 
my Box out of my Cabin, and was for fecu- 
ring my Money, which amounted to Fifty Pound. 
While I was bufying my felf with uncording 
my Box, the Captain’s Sifter reprimanded me for 
thinking on my Money, when all their Lives 
were in Danger. I muft own, other Thoughts 
had been more fuitable to my Condition, there- 
fore I was afham’d of what I. was about, and 
had no other'Regard than to affift in faving our 
felves. It prov’d a fruitlefs Labour in endeavou- 
ring to get off the Veffel, therefore we laid a- 
fide all Hopes of faving the Cargo. 

We had two Blacks on Board that belong’d 
to Capt. Bayley, that were excellent Divers (tor 
the Surge was fo violent no one could ftem the 
Billows but by diving) who offer’d to get with a 
Rope on Shore, and faften it from the Ship to 
a Stump of a Tree; and divine Providence had 
fo order’d it, there was not any Thing like a 
Tree for half a Mile on each Side of us. 1 
told the Caprain it look’d like a good Omen, 
and, by the Help of God, I did not doubt but 
we fhould get fafe on Shore. 

The Negroes with much Difficulty did as they 
had ‘intended, and by the Help of the Rope 
came back to the Ship. Capt. Bayley, his. W ite, 
and Mate, ventur’d into the Water firft, upon 
the Awning of the Ship, and got fafe on Shore 5 


tho’ it broke afloon as they were Janded. But 
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my Pars are even piere’d this Moment with the 
Cries of his poor Children that were in the Ship, 
which was more terrible to me than the Storm. 
I ofer'd to help *em upon the Ropes, but they 
were in’ fuch Frights and Terrors that 1 could 
not prevail upon ‘em to venture. 

Two of the Sailors got upon the Rope. jutt 
as 1 was going to venture, and with their Butt- 
ling “had very near thrown me once more into 
the Sea. 1 offer’d my Affiftance to the Capain’s 
Sifter, but fhe was as timorous as the Children, 
and fed her felf with vain Hopes that the Waves 
would leave ’em by degrees, and they might with 
lefs Danger get on Shore. I took my Leave of 
all that were on Board, and recommending them 
and my felf to the Care of Heaven, I.got into 
the Water and laid faft hold on the Rope, and, 
with the Affifance of one of the Negroes, got 
fome Diftance from the Ship 5.:but the Waves 
drove back with fuch an Impetuofity that 1 
was many times in Danger of lofing my Hold, 
and fo be carried into the main Sea; which had 
certainly came to pafs, if 1 had not been affitt- 
ed by the Black; for every time a great Sea was 
coming to break over us, he would cry eur, For 
the Lord’s Sake, Mafter, hold fat: And whenever 
he call’d to me, I fettled my {elf to receive the 
Force of the Waves, which would. as oft over- 
whelm me; and I poured out my Prayers to God 
for his Affiftance. At laft, with much Strug- 
sling, I could feet my Feet touch the Ground 
fometimes, and by degrees, with the utmoft Dit- 
ficulty, got Footing ; and at every Retre of the 
Waves fet my {elf to running. When they 
drove back upon the Shore, 1 feiz’d upon the 
Rope, or otherwife I had been dath’d to pieces 
on the Sand. But at laft my Scrength began to 

ail mé, with the violent. Fatigue I had under- 
gone 5 
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gone; and if the Negro had ‘not dragg’d me on 
the Sands, (whofe Strength alfo was almoft gone) 
I muft, after all my Strugglings for Life, have 
refign’d my felf to the Waves. 

Affoon as I could recover my Spirits, I gave 
the divine Creator of all things, Thanks for my 
wonderful Delivery from the Jaws of Death 5 
which was {till more wonderful, for affoon as 
I had let go the Rope (fome other Perfons 
venturing the fame way) it broke, fo that not 
one of the unfortunate Wretches came on Shore, 
but were fwallow’d up by the Waves. 

A-while after I had got on Shore, Captain 
Bayley, his Wife, and the Mate came down to 
me, and inform’d me that they could find no 
Road, nor any Inhabitants. This News  re- 
new’d our Griefs, for we feem’d to be in as 
much Danger of Starving now, as of Drowning, 
before: And to increafe our Dread, it was not 
above three Hours to Night, and then we had 
the wild Bears to fear. 

While we were lamenting our Condition, we 
heard fomebody hollow up'in the Woods, which 
reviv’d our drooping Senfes: But running to {ee 


who it was, we, much to our Grief, found it . 


to be one of the Sailors that efcap’d, who was 
hollowing to his Companion; and they. were 
both as drunk/as’twas poffible for them to be, with 
Rum, before they left the Ship. . Such Beatts 
are fome Sailors, chat even the greateft Dangers 
will not deter them from Drinking, if they have 

an Opportunity. | 
When we were all together, (that is, the Cap- 
tain, his Wife, and Mate, two: white Sailors, two 
Negroes, and my felf,) we refolv’dto walk to the 
Southward, to fee if it were poflible to find a- 
ny: Habitations 5 but in lefs than an Hour, our 
La Journey 
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Journey was ftopp’d by andmpenetrable W ood, 
and. we were obliged to return. 

We, then went, Northwards: butswere inter- 
rupted by large Swamps, and not the leaft Mark 
of any Plantation, Thus, maroon’d as we were, 
we went back jagain, and could perceive the poor 
Wretches in the Veflel, lifting up their Hands 
to us for Succour;. but. we could neither give 
"em, Afiiftance or, Comfort. -I made ’em Signs 
to Jet ’em know our Condition was as bad as 
heirs, and. that, they had nothing to think on 
bur’ Heaven. 

ft growing near, Night, fome of: the’ poor 
Creatures ventur’d. into the Water, but were 
foon drown’d. In fhort, every Obje& we be- 
held increas’d our Horror. None. of us had ‘eat 
or drank for two Days, - befides. our Fatigue. 
Tho’ quite caft down my felf,, I endeavour’d to 
chear my Fellow-Sufferers ;. and that we might 
be fhelter’d from. the Inclemency of ‘the Night 
(which, to add to our wretched Condition, 
prov’d a rainy one) we by joint Confent and La- 
bour, while the Day latted, pluck’d down a 


good Number of Palmetce Leaves; and. with’ 


Pieces of ‘Trees (which we tore, for we had-ne- 
ver a Knife among us) built us up.a Hut, and 
fhelter’d it from. the Weather as-well. as- we 
could: 

The Palmetoe Leaf is very large, and the fame 
that they make the plaited Straw of, which forms 
the fineft Hats, that come from Bermuda and 
Carelina. It was a very melancholy. Refle&tion 
to think of our Condition: Nothing to lie up- 
on but the bare wet Ground, and our Cloaths 
that cover’d us were thofe upon our Backs, drop- 
ping with Rain and Salt-Water; no Food, nor 
Hopes of getting any; and I was even ready to 
expire with Thirft. While the Hut was pre- 


paring, 
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paring, to allay my Drouth, I ftole by my felf, 
urin’d in my Tobacco-Box, and drank it with 
as great a Gufto as ever I have done french 
Claret before or fince. 

When’ 1 came to lie down in our wretched 
Tenement, the Place was full; but I e¢’en laid 
my felf down upon ’em, (and tho’ a Woman 
was among us, had no Thoughts of difte- 
rent Sexes) and by degrees made Room for 
my felf. Notwithftanding their complaining of 
Legs and Arms, I held my Tongue, and, mau- 
gre all my Wants and Misfortunes, flept found- 
ly till’ Morning : But with the Day Reflection 
return’d, ‘fharpen’d with the extreameft Hun- 

Cr 

When we had got all together again, (that is, 
feven’of us, for one’ of the drunken Sailors was 
found dead fome Diftance from our Cabin,. as 
we might well imagine, with Cold and Want, 
and fpoil’d ‘an excellent Proverb, That drun- 
ken Men never get any Harm) by my. Advice 
we addréfs’d our felves to the All-feeing Power 
for Succour; ‘all but the Mate, who told us 
that Praying’ alone’ would’ not do, therefore 
while we pray’d; he would go feek. After 
our extéempore Orifons were over, we rofe 
up, and refolv’d to go into the Woods, to ga- 
ther, if it was poflible, fomething to kill our | 
Hunger. But as we turn’d toward the Beach, 
we {aw the Mate with another Man, a Stran- 
ger tots, coming towards us. The Dove could 
not be ‘amore pleafing Sight to the Patriarch 
Noah, when he return’d with the Olive-Branch 
in his» Mouth, than that Stranger was to us. 
We ran with all the Speed which our weak 
Condition wouldadmit of, to meet him. - Un- 
der ‘his Arm he had got a little Tub of Butter 
that the Sea had thrown up; and’ though mixt 
with 
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with: Sand and Gravel, we as greedily devour’d 
it.as if it had been Partridge or Pheafant; bute 
our Misfortune was, when we had tir’d our 
felves with Eating, for I can’t fay we were far 
tisfy’d, we all.of us grew Sick, and caft it up 
again, 

The Stranger, to relieve us, gave usa Couple 
of Limes among us, which we greedily devour’d; 
and to the Butter again. But what was plea- 
fing Surprize to. us, our Mate inform’d us a 
Puncheon. of frefh Water was thrown on Shore. 
We eagerly ran, and my Tobacco-Box ferv’d us 
inftead of a Cup. .The Mare, who had flak’d his 
Thirft before, would not let us drink too much, 
for fear of endangering our Lives; but with 
this indifferent Repaft we recover’d our fainting 
Spirits, and were more able to bear the Fatigue 
of the Day. 

Our Veflel was drove clofe on Shore, but 
broke in many Pieces; and ic was a melancholy 
Sight to behold the dead Bodies covering the 
Sand: But what had almoft kill’d Capt. Bayley 
and his Wife with: Sorrow, were the Bodies of 
his Sifter and one of his. Children half buried 
in the Sands. For my own:part, I had no other 
thing to grieve for but the Lofs of my Cargo, 
which conlifted of Cotton, Indigo, and Straw Ware; 
which, ifit had arriv’d fafe to Eglaud, would have 
yielded to my own Share fifteen hundred Pound: 
Tho’ the Lofs. of my Harpfchord and. L[talian 
Timbrel 1 moft regretted, whofe Remains I-dif- 
cover’d upon the Shore ;, and the: whole Strand 
was cover’d with Bermuda Hats, Some. we pick’d 
up; and among other pieces of the: Wreck, the 
Mate difcover’d my Box floating on the Surface, 
which by good Fortune he dragg’d on Shore. 
In it was my Money, Linnen,. and: Books of 
Accounts. We. kept. this private from the 
Stranger, 
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Stranger, and bury’d itin a Place I had mark’dby 
feveral Obfervations: For he had given us to 
underftand, it was his ufual Cuftom, after a vio- 
lent Scorm, to come to the Sand-Banks: in’ Ex- 
pectation of Shipwrecks; therefore we were 
not affur’d he might not find Means to deflroy 
us in Hopes of what we had on Shore, or leave 
us without affifting us to fome Plantation. 

When: we had done all we could about our 
Wreck, we took leave of the miferable Sight, 
and fer forward to the Stranger’s Plantation, 
which was about ten Miles off.. He led us a- 
long the Woods by certain Marks on Trees, 
which we were ignorant of; but the Inhabitants 
know how to find one another’s Plantations by 
thofe Marks ; and in fourHours (for I had my Watch 
in my Pocket when I was fhipwreck’d) we once 
more beheld the pleafing Sight of a Chimney 
fmoaking, which was the Habitation of our 
Guide. You may imagine the Joy we had to 
enter once more into a Honfe, after our mife- 
rable Hardfhips. But when we came there, we 
found but. indifferent. Accommodation. - ‘There 
were no other Eatables to be gor, but a little 
hung Beef, and Humminy, (that is, Indian Corn 
ground, mix’d with Milk, and dry’d before the 
Fire:) but this was Feafting to us; for Hunger 
is the beft Sauce. 

There were but two Beds in the Houfe, which 
the Family complimented us with. The Cap- 
rain and his Wife had one, and Mr. Barna 
and I had the other. 

I deferr’d going for my Box till the fecond 
Day after our Arrival; for I was very much 
out of Order with the Fatigue I had under- 
went; and by lying on the wet Ground I had 
loft my Hearing, which I did not recover through- 
ly till my Arrival in England. 

The 
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The Mate, ‘two WNegroes, and ‘my felf, fet out 
with one to guide us to the Place of our Ship- 
wreck; but we were fo long in looking for my 
Box, that we were ready to give overall Search: 
Bat : juft as we were think: ing of returning, the 
Mate happily found it out. 

The Negroes took it by Turns, andwebrought 
t fafe to the Plantation. 

[hada good Parcel of Et innen in it, which Tlent 
to my Fellow-Sufferers: But it was an odd Sight 
to difcover fo many Scare- crows, with tatter’d 
Coats and fine ruffed Shirts on. 

Our. Hoft was very well fatisfy’d for our En- 
tertainment with what he found of the Wreck. 

We iftaid here five Days to refrefh our felves, 
and then refolv’d to go up the River to’ wait 
on Colonel Carew, Deputy- -Governor of North-Ca- 
rolina; 2 Gentleman I had the Honour of being 
acquainted with. We hir’d a Canoe with two 
Sails, and embark’d, Capt. Baily, his Wife, the 
Mate, two Blacks ana the Sailor) with another 
from the Plantation to afiit us. We fail’d up 
Ronoke Sound with a freth Gale, and at feven 
a-clock the next Morning ftopp’d at Colonel Ca- 
yew’s Plantation, who out of his known Cour- 
tefy entertained us very handfomely. “We took 
our léaves, and 7. eight a-clock the fame Even- 
ng came befare the ‘Governour’ S Houfe, fituate 
on the River Notaway, which runs into the Ro- 

Be about fifty Leagues from the Sea. 

I fent up once of the Men to acquaint the 
Governour I was come to wait on him; and up- 
on the Inftant he came down to the Shore, ac~ 
company’d ‘by Capt. Cratbach, a Native of Ber- 

muda Ifland, and one | had long been acquain- 
tea with. He had left Bermuda fince we came 
away, and the Governour and he had juft been 
withing He had efcap*d the Storm” as tbe Mef- 
fenger came to him, Affoon 
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Affoon as ever he faw me, he cry’d out, Tam 
forry for your Misfortune, I can eafily perceive 
an ill Wind drove you hither. He would not 
fuffer us to talk much, but hurry’d the whole 
Company into his Dining-Room, where ftood a 
Supper and a Bow! of Punch, with feveral Gen- 
lemen his Guefts. He begg’d their Pardon, but 
told ’em they fhould neither eat nor drink be- 
fore we had fatisfy’d our felves; and we foon 
clear’d what was put before us: and then another 
Supper was. provided for the whole Company, 
which we had our Shares of, notwithftanding 
what we had eaten before. ; 

The Governour was but ill provided with Beds, 
therefore Capt. Bayley and his Wite went to Mr. 
Glover's, a neighbouring Gentleman; and the Se- 
cretary would have me home with him, about 
a Mile from the Governour’s. When we came 
to his Houfe, we found a Quarter ofa Shote (a 
young Hog) and a Turkey on the Table. I fat 
down once more, and made a hearty Supper ; 
and I muft own, I never thought I fhould bring 
my Stomach to its proper Tone again. After 
we had drank very heartily, we went to Bed. 
The next Morning we breakfafted upon broil’d 
Fowls and Chocolate. (My Readers, if any, £ 
hope will not ridicule my taking Notice fo often of 
Eating, till they put themfelves in my frarv'd Coa- 
dition.) | 

The next Day we went to dine with a Friend 
of the Secretary’s ; and as we were at Dinner, 
a Meflenger came from the Governour and Capt. 
Bayley, to. inform me a Veflel was going that 
Inftant for Kakatan, (a Harbour where the Virginia 
Fleet make up, and with the Convoy fet fail all 
together for England) and that Capt. Bayley and 

the reft of my unfortunate Company waited on 
Board for me. Notwithftanding my Stomach, 
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I was oblig’d to make all the Difpatch I could 
to the Place where the Vefiel lay; but to my 
great Misfortune, the Wind proving fair for 
them, they were oblig’d to take the Advantages 
and when I arriv’d at the Port they were al- 
moft out of Sight. I was very much concern’d 
at this Lofs of my Paflage, for it was very pro- 
bable I might not get fuch another Opportu- 
nity till the Fleet was gone, and then T thould 
be oblig’d to ftay till next Year. 

The Governour feeing me fo much concern’d, 
offer’d me his Horfe to go to Kakatan by 
Land, about 120 Leagues from the Place where 
we were ; and he procured me a Guide, an ho- 
neft Quaker, who for ten Pieces of Hight agreed 
to accompany me, and bring the Governour’s Horfe 
back again. 

We fet out immediately; for T had no Lug- 
gage to carry: becaufe Capt. Bayley, as imagining 
I would come time enough, had got all my 
Things on Board. 

We rode that Day about twenty Mile, thro’ 
unfrequented Woods; but my Guide knew the 
Way by the above-mention’d Marks upon Trees. 
We came to.a Quaker’s Plantation; and all the 
Compliments my Guide us’d to him was only 
this, Friend, I have brought along with me a fhip- 
wreck’d Gentleman, who is going to Kakatan, and 
defires a Lodging to-night; who was anfwer'd by our 
new Hoft, Friend, come in; thou art welcome. And 
indeed he made his Words good, for we had 
plenty of every thing, and a handfome Apart-_ 
menr to lie in, the beft in the Houfe. I was 
very much pleas’d with his Converfation, for I 
found him a Man of a found Underftanding. 

In the Morning when I was going, I offer’d 
to pay him for what I had; but he feem’d much | 
offended at my Propofition. “Said he, My Louse 
is 
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is no Inny and we fee Strangers fo very feldom, 
that they are always welcome when they comes and 
God forbid that I foould leffen the Store of an 
infortunate Man, like thy felf. In fhort, this is the 
Treatment I mét with m my fix Days Travel. 
Hofpitality is commendable in all Countries, and 
England was once famous for it, but it feems at 
prefent banifl’d to merica. The thitd Day 
my Horfe tumbled with me into a deep Swamp, 
and I was not only in danger of drowning, but 
of having my Brains dafh’d out with his Hoofs 
in his Floundering. TI continu’d fo long in this 
Condition, that I gave my felf up for loft; for 
my Guide could not come to affift me, without 
being in the fame Danger. At laft, my Horfe, 
with much ftruggling, got Foot on firm Ground; 
by good Fortune I had got hold of the Stirrup, 
and he drew me up with him, to the great Joy 
of my Guide, who gave me for gone. _ 

You muft imagine I was not very eafy in the 
reft of my Day’s Journey, which I was. o- 
blig’d to ride all cover’d with Water. and 
Mud. But our Hoft, where we lay at Night, 
got all my Things clean and dry by the time 
T rofe in the Morning. 

Our firft four Days we travell’d through vatt 
Woods, without feeing any humane Creature, 
but at the Plantations where we din’d and fupp’d; 


and our Stages were very different, fometimes 


more than twenty. Mile afander, and at. other 
times not above feven. Monftrous Snakes I faw 
of different Kinds, but none attempted to come 
near us till the fifth Day; when, as we were 
riding along, my Horfe gave a Start, and ran 
of with me five hundred Yards before I could 
ftop him. I turn’d about, and faw a Katile- 
Swake, of a monftrous Bulk, {pring at my Guide, 
who happen’d at that time to be behind me 5 
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and it was very well he was, for if I had been 
in his Place, I fhould certainly have met with 
Death, in not knowing how to avoid it. 

heir manner of f{pringing upon any thing is 
this; they fold themfelves up in Rings, then 
clap: their Tail to the Ground, and dart upon 
their Prey: But as they are fome time in, do- 
ingit, a Perfon may avoid ’em, who knows their 
Manner. 

There is but one Way to cure the Bite ‘of 
thefe venomous Creatures, and that is to apply 
immediately the Fundament of a Fowl to the 
Wound, and keep it there till it be dead; which 
does not always happen. Ifthe Fowl dies, there 
is Hope of a Cure; but if it does not, all the 
Phyficians in the World can’t*help you.. My 
Guide told me, this was one of the largeft he 
had ever feen. I believe it was near fix Yards 
in Length, and as thick as a lufty Man’s Thigh. 
It is -very rare for ’em to come fo near 
the Roads, but this being little frequented. per- 


haps was the Reafon of it. ‘The Rattle, which 


is in their Tail, makes an odd Sort of a Noife. 
When Iwas at Philadelphia, a Gentleman fhow’d 
me the Rattle. It was about a Yard and a half 
long, in fmall Joints, cover’d with a thin tranfpa- 
rent Skin, like your white: Gold-beater’s Skin. 
They fay they have a Joint grows every Year; 
but I can’t tell who can prove it. ‘The Rattle, 
as it lay folded in ‘my Hand, . feem’d. fo light 
that if I had not feen it there I could not have 

pereeiv’d it by the Weight. dite 
The laft Day’s Journey was one of the plea- 
fanteft 1} had ever travell’d in my Life, ina 
fine {weet Road, fhaded by Trees for many Miles 
together, and through ’em on each fide, nume- 
rous Plantations, with a well cultivated Glebe. 
: The 
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The whole Profpect put me in Mind of the Vale 
of Evefham in England. 

The fixth Night I lay at the Father’s of my 
Guide, having one Day’s Journey more to reach 
Kakatan.. Mr. Ratcliff, the Name of my Guide’s 
Father, was Owner ot a handfome Plantation up- 
on Fames River; and there were fo many about 
it that it look’d like a little Town. 

The next Day after my Arrival, being Swn- 
day, there was a general Aflembly of the Bre-. 
thren, and moft of the Elders din’d with Mr. 
Ratcliff. When Dinner was ferv’d, they began 
in their ufual manner with their long Graces, 
and when one had made an end, another rofe up 
to begin; but Mr. Ratcliff begg’d, upon my Ac 
count, that they would for once abridge the 
Motion of the Spirit, and let it take its. full 
Scope for an After-Grace. — 

We had Notice from Kakatan, that the Fleet 
would not fail for fome time; fo I ftaid with 
my friendly Quaker four Days, who treated me 
very generoufly. I call’d for his Son ro difmifs 
him back to the Governor, with the Horfes: 
As I was paying him the Money I agreed for, 
his Father coming in by Accident, was very an- 
gry with him, and declared he would difown 
him for his Child if he took a Penny. I was 
not at all pleas’d with the Refufal, for the poor 
Man had taken a great deal of*Pains with me; 
wherefore meeting by Chance with four Yards of 
Muflin to be fold, I bought it, and made him 
a Prefent of it unknown to his Father; tho’ I 
had fome Difficulty to make him accept of it, 
after what his Father had faid to him. 

The fourth Day after my Arrival, we had No- 
tice the Fleet would fail in a few Days. This 
gave me a great deal of Uneafinefs ; for I could 
hot get to Kakatan without a Boat, and Mr. 

Aa Ratclifr’s 
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Ratclif'’s was broke to Pieces fome time before 
I came there. But he feeing the Uneafinefs I 
jabour’d under, procur’d one: Yet another Dit- 
ficulty arofe, we couldnot gain, eyenfor Money, 
any Body to row us. Well, faid Mr. Ratcliff, 
fince we have got.a Boat, thou fhalt not be made 
uneafie for want of People to work ir, 1 and 
my Children will go along with thee. Ac- 
cordingly we fet out, and arrived at Kakatan: 
But we were furpriz’d not to find above five 
Sail there, and one of ’em that Veffel that Capt. 
Bayley went in; fo I had the Satisfaction of get- 
ting my Things again. 

Notwithftanding the Fleet’s not being there, 
the Place was fo full of People in Expectation 
of it, that there was no Lodging to be had. 
I was not fo much concern’d for my felf as for 
my generous Quaker, who wasto meet with fuch 
bad Accommodation for his good Nature in ac- 
companying me. 

I met with a Gentleman bound for Exgland, 
one Mr. Le Cruce, at prefent a Wine-Merchant 
in St. Martin's Lane, who feeing the Shifts we 
were put to, offer’d me half his Bed, which if 
accepted of for my Friendly Quaker, but I 
could not prevail upon him to. take it: 
therefore I lay with Mr. Le Cruce my felf, and Mr. 
Ratcliff with his Sons made what Shift they.could 
upon the Grotnd. : 

It was the Report of every one, that the 
Fleet would not get together in four Months, 
{o I refolved to take a Trip to Philadelphia in 
the mean time. 

I did not know how to faften a Prefent up- 
on Mr. Razteliff for his Civility, for he would 
not hear of any thing like it; but at Jaft I found 
out this Method. I bought a Runlet of Rum, 
a Thing very much in Efteem among the Plan- 
ters, 
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ters, and I.bege’d Mr. Ratcliff to add to the Ob- 


ligations I had already received from him, by 
taking Charge of it and a Letter to one Mr. 
Randal, a Planter.in his Neighbourhood. In 
the Letter I fent to Mr. Randal, was one. in- 
closd for Mr. Ratcliff, where I inform’d’ him 
the Rum was to him, only as a {mall Acknow- 
ledgment for the many Obligations he had Jaid 
me under. 

The next. Day he and his. Sons took their 
leave of me, even without taking any thing for 
the Hire of the Boat, tho’ I had bargain’d for 
it Before J left the Place: 

The Velifel that was to carry me to Philadelphia 
was not clear’d of her Lading, therefore I was 
oblig’d to flay feven Days at Kakatan, which is 
no Place of Refort but only once a Year, at the 
Time the Fleet makes up for Lygland; fo there 
are not many Conveniences expected there. 

The Day before I fail’d for Philadelphia, I re- 
ceiv’d a Letter from my Friendly Quaker; with 
a Prefent of a powder’d Shote and feveral Tur- 
kies, which he fent me by, Water. 

The Letter was as follows. 


Friend Cafelman, 
Receiv’d thy Prefent in. a very particular mau- 
ner; and iko’ I am not very eafy about it, yet 
Ll give thée my Thanks, with a Promife of a@ grate- 


ful Remembrance from me and mine. I pray thee to. 


accept what I fend thee as from a veal Friend; and 
L commit thee to God. 


J. Ratchff. 


The Veffel had but one. Cabin in it, which 
was taken up by a Woman-Paflenger 5 fo that 
]_ was oblig’d to make fhift to wrap my felf up 
in the Sail; and the Spray of the Waves beat- 
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ing over us now and then, I hadbut a wet’ Lodg- 
ing ;.and tho’ it was nothing to what I under- 
went before, yet I got more Cold by it. We 
made fo good Way that we got up to New- 
Caftle.in Delaware River the fecond Evening’; 
and we prevail’d upon the Matter to flay there 
all Night, where I got a good Lodging at a 
publick Houfe, being the firft time 1 had paid 
for any thing fince, my Shipwreck. 

New-Cajtle, the Capital of the County of New- 
Caffle, is a handfome well-built Town, ftanding 
upon an Eminence, which gives you a pleafant 
View from the River Delaware. The Dutch 
were the firft Founders, but did» not poffefs it 
long. There are now above “foo handfome 
Houfes, and Foundations for feveral more. As it 
is daily increafing in Wealth by Trade, we may 
imagine it will increafe in Buildings and Inhabi- 
tants. 1 have been inform’d they have difcover’d 
in the Neighbourhood of this Town a fine Iron 
Mine. 

The Day following we din’d at Chefter, a lit- 
tle neat ‘Town on the fame River, confifting of 
near three hundred Houfes. “We were very 
handfomely entertain’d there by a Gentleman of 
the Place, who would accompany us to Phila- 
delphia. We had a pleafant. Voyage, with 
many delightful Profpects of Towns, Villages, 
and Plantations, on both fides of the River; 
and in the Evening we landed at Philadelphia, 
the Capital af Pen/ylvania. 

Penfylvania takes its Name from) William 
Penn, Ef; Son to Sir William Penn, Admiral of 
a Squadron in the Dutch War, where he be- 
hav’d like a Man of Courage and Conduct. His 
Son, the prefent Proprictor, met with fome 

Difficulty in obraining his Patents’ by reafon :he 
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had declar’d -himfelf- Head of the People call’d 


Quakers. 

Penfylvania is compos’d of all that Tract of 
‘Land, with. its, Iflands, Rivers, Coafts, and Bays, 
which lies from forty to. forty-five Degrees of 
North Latitude, and is one. of the richeft Coun- 
tries in his Majefty’s foreign Dominions. 

The Air is pleafant, wholefome, and uncloud- 
ed, or very rarely. overcaft. ‘Tho’ the Winter 
is fomething colder, and the Summer hotter than 
in Englandy.yet the Inhabitants have known fe- 
veral Winters together without Frofts. The Day 
in the Summer is two Hours fhorter than ours, 
and in Winter.two Hours longer; which is re- 
ally better for Bufinefs of all kinds. And cer- 
tainly this isa Traét of Ground as well feated 
as any in the World, for Pleafure and Profit. 
It is bounded.on the Eaft by Wefl-Ferfey, on the 
Wett by Virginia, Canada onthe North, and Mary- 
land on the South ; all, except Canada, fine 
Englifh Settlements. 

The original Inhabitants of all -thefe Places 
are fuppos’d .to be the ten Tribes of the fews 
that were {catter’d ;, but from whence they de- 
rive their Authority, even for this Suppofition, 
I can’t imagine. “Tis true, fome of the an- 
cient Fewifo Cuftoms are among the Indians, 
but as every Nation and People have Cuttoms 
peculiar to themielives, in my Opinion there 1s 
nothing to be gather’d from thence. Tis cer- 
tain they have fomething of the Countenance of 
the Fews, they, obierve New Moons, and. offer 
their Firft-Feuits to their Idols. They are moft 
of ’em well made, and. exactly proportion’d 
in their Feitures, without the thick Lips and 
flac Noles of the Negroes. Vhey are genc- 
sally good-natur'd and inoffenfive, flow to 
Anger, bur hard to be appeas’'d 5 a courteous 
Ba and 
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and humane Behaviour will gain upon ’em more 
than. Severity: It is very feldom they wrong 
a good Matter, but I have known ’em frequent- 
ly venture their Lives for’em. ‘Fheir Language 
is very lofty and high founding, but not copious, 
for one Word hath feveral Meanings. Pil 
give yous from my Friend Mr. Thomas, athort Spe- 
cimen.

They throw their Children into the Water 
affoon as born, to harden their Bodies. ‘The 
Bufinefs of the Men is to fith or hunt, and the 
Women to Till their Ground, and look after 
their Children, who commonly go aloneat nine 
Months. ‘They are moft of them knowing in 
Botany; and if at any time vifited with: Sick- 
nefs, cure themfelves by their Knowledge in 
Herbs and Roots, They are exceeding charita- 
ble; and if any among ’em have the Misfor- 
tune to belame or blind, they take care they fhall 
want for nothing. ‘The Boys go a hunting or 
fifhing with the Father at fix Years old’; and 
when they are experienced in both, and arrive to 
their fixteenth Year, they may marry. ‘Fhe Girls 
ftay at home with their Mother, who anftructs 
them in ker Bufinefs. The Women are very -~ 
modeft and chatfte, and you can’t affront them 
more than by faying any thing to the contrary. 
of either. Adultery 1s punifh’d wath Death, a- 
mong ‘ern. 
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Their Habitations are generally mean and {mall, 
and their Utenfils a Pot, and two or three Cala- 
bathesy with a Bowl; and when they travél, they 
lie in the Woods about a Fire, to keep the 
wild Beafts from them. They are People of 
a merry Difpofition, continually laughing and 
finging, even at their Work. ‘They have fome 
particular Songs among ‘em, though but indif- 
ferent Tunes, and their Inftruments of Mufick 
are as poor. They are generally given to S0- 


riety; but if they once get Liquor of the Au- 


ropeans, they never give over till dead drunk; and 
I have feen ’em lye in the middle of the Roads 
and Streets, like fo many Dogs. Afloon as ever 
they come to thethfelves, they plunge into the 
Water, and gather fome Herbs, fqueeze ’em into 
a Calabath, which they drink; by which Means 
they are recover’d, and are never fick afcer their 
Debauches. ‘Their Age generally comes up to 
feventy, and very few to eighty. I have heard 
one Judian Speaking to another, when on his 
Death-Bed, of the Uncertainty of this Life, and 
how happy he flould be in the Company of 
their God, where would be no want of Corn, 
or Wood, ot any Thing that was needful for 
him. But there is a great Number inftructed in 
the Chriftian Faith. There are Jdian Schools 
ro teach ’em Writing as well as Reading; and 
moft of ’em are very docile. 

The Country of Pen/jlvania abounds with eve- 
ry thing neceffary for the Life of Man, even for 
the mott luxurious, 

The Woods afford finé Pidgeons, Pheafants, 
Quails, Partridges, Woodcocks, Snipes, wild 
Turkies, and various other Birds. About the 
Rivers, Geefe, Ducks, Swans, Teal, Divers, 


Bottom ) are to be found Herrings, Smeits, 
Aa 4 Roach, 
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Roach, Dace, Eels, Perch, Salmon, Trout, Gur- 
nets, Shadds, Cats-heads, Sheeps-heads, and’ ma- 
ny more; with fine large Oyfters, preferable to 
any Lever taftedin Kzgland 5 and when any of 
thefe are brought to Market, you may buy ’em. 
very reafonably. | 

The Woods produce Cedar, Mulberry, Vines, 
Walnut, Beech, Ath, Chefnut, and the fineft 
Oak for building Ships. Iam inform’d fome of 
the Inhabitants. have: made Wine> with Grapes 
of their own Growth; but I have heard nothing 
in Commendation of it. 

The Dutch were the firft Foreigners that came 
to thele Parts; but they made but few Settle- 
ments;. their chief Bufinefs was to trade with 
the dudians for Skins, Furrs, fc. and give them 
in Exchange, Rum, Beer, and Sugar. The next 
that appear’d was a Colony from Sweden, who 
began‘to plant and manure the Ground. The 
Dutch were offended at thefe Interlopers, as they 
call’d ’em, and threaten’d to make War upon 
em; Which was prevented by the Swedes {ur- 
rendring the Plantations to ’em, ‘who! return’d 
home. 

Inthe Dutch War, Sir Robert’Carr made a 
Defcent upon ’em, outed ’em quite, and took 
Pofleflion of it for the Crown of ‘England in the 
Year 1666, and Jeft a Relation of his, of the 
fame Name, as Governour; but the next Year 
the Dutch got the Maftery again; and the few 
finglifo that were there, fettled themfelves in the 
other Exglifa Colonies, better provided with De- 
fence againft an Invader. 

The Dutch remain’d Poffeffors: of this pleafant 
Country till the Peace was concluded between 
England and Holland; and then it was  deli- 
ver'd once again to the Engiijo 5 but no great 
Progreis was made there till 1682, the Year af 
tey 
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ter Mr. Pent had gain’d the Patent-for it. -dn 
lefs than a Year there werea hundred °Hou- 
fes built, and form’d into a Town, to which-Mr. 


Penn gavethe Name of Philadelphia, (ov Brothery ~< 


ly Love.) A» Place for its Situation very agrec- 
able, feated high upon a Neck of Land, form’d 
by two fine navigable Rivers, two hundred Miles 
from the Sea; yet Ships of five hundred. Ton 
can unlade on the Key. 

The Country about it is rich, well water’d and 
wooded; the Earth producing a vaft Increafe. 
They reap their Corn about the Beginning of 
Fuly. . 
The Gardens and Orchards yield all Roots, 
Fruits and Flowers we have in England, and. fe- 
veral peculiar only to the Countty.. The Air 
is fo healthy that there 1s no Occafion for Phy- 
ficians, being they Gnd Cures for their acciden- 
tal Difeafes by Simples; and the People fo peace- 
ful, there’s no want of a Lawyer among them 5 
and ifany Difference happens, a third Perfon makes 
up the Matter, without the Charge ota Law- 
Suit. This Country is divided into fix Counties 
or Divifions, and each County fends fix Mem- 
bers to the Affembly at P4iladelphia. Chefler 63 
New-Gaftle 6; Kent 6; Bucks 65 Suffer 65 and 
Philadelphia 6. All thefe mention’d Places have 
Yearly Fairs, and Weekly Markets, being very 
conveniently fituated: for Commerce with the 
Country about ’em. 

They have excellent Copper Mines, which pro- 
duce better Copper thanany in England, both for 
Colour and Finefs. Coal Mines have been lately 
found; and feveral mineral Waters that perform the 
fame Officeas Bath, Tunbridge, or Epfom. ‘There is 
alfo found goodStone forBuilding,that proves hand- 
fome and lafting, and another thin Stone which they 

Tile their Houles with, being much neater than our 
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Englifo Tile. Alfo Loadftonesy ard thé Salaman- 
der Storie, having a Subftance like Cotton in the 
Veins, which will not confume in the Fire. 
The Woods produce Wolves, Panthers, Bears, 
Deer, Hares, Antelopes, Foxes, Rackoonsy Rab- 
bets, Squitrels, Bevery, Gc. whofe Skins yield 
great Profit to the Taker; and a Creaturé eall’d a 
Poffum, that has a falfe Belly into which the 
young ones retire in time of Danger: Alo 
the Flying-Squirrel, with Wings like thofe of 
a Bat ; and I have often feen it fly from Tree to Free. 
Red Deer, Buffalos, and Elks are common 
in the Woods, and delicious Food ; but they 
are generally purchas’d from the. Jndians, 
(tho’ at a very reafonable Rate) they being 
the People that beft know how to hunt them. 
There 1s a Reward given ’em for killing a Bear or 
Wolf, which has very much leffen’d the Num- 
ber of both ; though any Perfon has the Liber- 
ty to hunt, fifth, or fowl, without being moleft- 
ed. There’s alfo Plenty of Otters about the 
Rivers,and fuch a multitude ofFrogs inthe Swamps* 
that they difturb you with their Croaking; efpe- 
cially the Ball-Frog, that makes a Noife fomething 
like that Beaft, and is the Bafe to all the others. 
If the diftrefs’d People of Hagland knew the 
Comforts of Pen/ylvania, and the eafy Means there is 
of a Livelihood, they would never ftay wheré 
they are, ina continual Scene of Want and Mi- 
fery. Even the meaneit Servant has better Wa- 
ges than thofé in England. Tf criminal Perfons 
were fent over there, they would find Employ- 
ment, arid yet be reftrain’d im the Vices for 
which they were punifh’d: For a Thief there 
is to returh Four-fold what he has ftole; and if 
he has not wherewithal to do that, ‘he’s com- 
pell’d to work it our. But every thing is in 


* 4 Swamp ts much of the fame kitd asthe Bogas iz Ireland. 
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fuch Plenty there, they would have no Occafion 
to exercife their ‘Falents that Way. 

Their Beef, Mutton, Pork, Lamb, Veal, €c. 
is equal to our Meat in Exgland, with which 
they trade to the Leeward-L/lands, and bring in 
Return, Rum, Sugar, Moloffos,; and Pieces of 
Eight. Their Horfes are ftrong, handfome, and 
hardy,. and feldom feed on any thing but Grafs 
and after the hardeft Day’s Work, are turn’d 
out hot into the Fields, yet get no Harm. 

The Country produces great Numbers of Ap= 
ple and Pear Trees, with which they make 
great Quantities of Cyder and Perry, that'is very 
wholefome and well: tafbed. 

Fhere are many large, beautiful, well-built 
‘Fowns in the Province of Penfylvania, of which, 
as I {aid before, Philadelphia is the chief. It is 
a noble, large, and populous City, ftanding on 
as much Ground as our Exugh/h City of Briffoly 
feated upon a Neck of Land form’d by the Ri- 
vers Delaware and the Schuylkill, both navigable 
many Leagues above the City. It is built {quare 
in Form of a Chefs-Board,..with each Front. fa- 
cing one of the Rivers. 

There are feveral Streets near two Mile long, 
as wide as Holborn, and better built, after the 
Englifo Manner. The chief are Broad=firect, King- 
fireet, and High-fireet, tho’ there are {everal other 
handfome Streets that take their Names from the 
Productions of the Country; as Mulberry, Wal- 
nut, Beech, Saffafras, Cedar, Vine, Afh,.and Che/- 
nut Stveets: From thefe Streets rum great. Num- 
bers of Courts,. Yards;.and Allies, with well-built 
Houles in’emm. There arefeveral Coves and Docks 
where large Ships are built ; and by a moderate 
Computation, there has been launch’d from the 
Stocks of this City in forty Year, near.300 Sail of 
Ships, befides $mall-Grait, which may infome fort 

give 
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give us an Idea of the Opulency of the Place. 
Many of their Merchants keep their Coaches, 
and the Tradefmens Shops and Streets are well 
frequented, All Religionsare tolerated here, which 
is one Means to increafe the Riches of the Place. 
The People of the Church of England as by Law 
eftablifh’d, haveaneat, well-built Church, found- 
ed in thé ‘Year 1695, and I am inform’d: the 
Foundation is laid for another. The Quakers (who 
are the major Part of the Inhabitants)’ have feve- 
ral Meetings. There isa Swedi/h reform’d Church, 
Mr. Rudman the Incumbent, a Man of fingular 
Learning and Piety ; who is as much follow’d 
by the Quakers, when he preaches, as the 
Proteftants. Ufhallbeg leave to give one Inftance of 
his Humility and Piety." When Sub{criptions were 
taking in to build the Church, he fubfcrib’d a 
confiderable Sum; but when call’d upon for the 
Money, he had it not in his Power to pay it; 
yet to keep his Word, he contracted with the 
Mafter-Builder for fo much a-day, to carry the 
Hod, till he had work’d his Subfcription-Money 
out. This was an Inftance of his Piety and Zeal 
for Religion ; and I fancy if Chutches» were 
to be built after the fame Manner in a cer- 
tain Ifland, the Work would go but flowly on. 
There are fingle Houfes upon the Key that have 
coft 6000 J. the Building. Mr. Badcock’s Brew- 
houle is a noble, large Building, and has in it one 
fingle Veffel that will ‘bold eight Ton of Liquor. 
Inthis City is held the Courts of the Province, 
and the Afiembly meet here, which is in the 
nature of a dependant Parliament, as in thofe 
Cities of France that are diftant from the Capi- 
tal. There are three Fairs in thé Year, and e- 
very Week two Markets. In time of the Pairs 
the City is fo throne’d, as well as the adjacent 
Plantations, that ic is bardto find a Lodging. 
he 
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The Government and. Conftitutions are the 
fame as in England. 

Their Council is compos’d of the Proteftants 
and Quakers, but the Publick Officers_are taken 
out.of the former. The Governour is nomina- 
ted by the Kingof England, andthe reft of the.ct- 
vil Officers are, Mafter of the Rolls, four Judges, 
a Judge of the Admiralty, Secretary, Attor- 
ney- General, Treafurer, Publick Regifter, Clerk 
of the Peace, asalfo a Commiflary, and a Survey- 
or-General. ‘Thefe, with eight Members of the 
Council, form ‘the Government of the City. 
The Number.of the Inhabitants is generally fup- 
pos’d to be upwards of 17000, befides Slaves,. ‘There 
is hardly any Trade in England but the fame may be 
met with in Pbiladelphia 5 and every Mechanick 
has better Wages ; a Journeyman Taylor has twelve 
Shillings a W cek, befides his Board ; and every other 
Trade in Proportion has the fame Advantage.» 

There isa Poft-Office lately ereéted, which 
goes to Boflon, in New-England, Charles-town m 
Carolina, and the other neighbouring Places. The 
uncultivated Ground, which is not grubb’d, fells 
for ten times the Value it did at firft;, though 
there is none of that fort within ten Miles round 
the City: And-that within the Neighbourhood 
that was fold for ten Pound at firft, will fetch a- 
hove three hundred now. All Women’s Work 
is very dear there, and that proceeds from the 
{mallnefs of the Number, and the Scarcity of 
Workers; for even the meaneft fingle Women 
marry well. there, and being above Want are 
above Work. ‘The Proprietor of this fine Coun- 

try (as I faid before) is William Pen, Efq; who 
has a fine Seat call’d Pensbury, built on three 
Mlets, if 1 may fo call’em; fora Branch of the 
River Delaware vuns thrice round it. In his 
Orchards. and Gardens may be found all the 
Fruits, 
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Fruits, Roots, and Herbs that are in Evgland, 
and» many more peculiar to the Country. There 
is very good Paper made in Pen/ylyavia, Linen, 
Druggets, Crapes, Camblers, and Serges, with 
which they trade. Moft of the Merchants, and 
fome 'Tradefmen, have handfome Country Hou- 
fes, well and conveniently furnifh’d. No Infults 
from the Jydians were ever heard of here, which 
is more than any of our other Plantations up- 
on the Continent can fay; neither are there any 
of them us’das Slaves, but they are paid as wellas 
the Europeans for their Commodities or Labour; 
and there are more Chriftians among ’em than 
in any other Nation in America, for their Num- 
ber. Moft of them bring up their Children to 
read and write, and fome of them are bound 
Apprentice to the Europeans, who prove as good 
Workmen at the BufinefS they follow as their 
Matters. In fhort, in the midft of War they 
enjoy the Tranquility of Peace. ‘They are too 
far diftant from the Sea to fear the Invafion of 
a foreign Enemy, and there are feveral Places of 
Strength upon the River of Delaware, before 
they can arrive at Philadelphia. Yet when I 
was there, the Town was alarm’d with a falfe 
Report that the French had landed within the 
Bay, and committed feveral Aéts of Hoitilicry. It 
was judg’d by fome, that this Report was fpread 
abroad, on purpofe to fee how attive the Peo- 
ple would be to defend themfeives, and whether 
the Quakers were to be depended upon in cafe 
of an Invahon. The Governor got at the Head 
of about 709 Men, and exhorted the Brethren 
to ftand up for the Defence of their Lives and 
Eiftates ; but they declar’d the carnal Weapon 
did not belong to them, yet they. would retire 
and pray for us. The People of the Town 
brought out their Provifion and Liquor, and 
freely 
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freely gave it among the Soldiers, who made 
as free with it. Before Night, News came 
that it wasa falfe Alarm, which I believe did 
not difpleafe any of us. | 

In the Heat of the Day I femetimes took a 
Walk with fome of the Town to Fair Mount, 
a pleafant Place fhaded with Trees on the Ri- 
ver Schuylkill. As we were coming home one 
Day, deep. in Difcourfe with one another, 
as I was ftepping over a Stile, I faw ftretch’d 
on the Ground before me a Snake, as I fuppofe 
afleep. I had not Power to draw my.Leg back 
again, but my Foot fell juft upon the Head and 
part of the Neck of the Reptile, more by the 
particular Direction of Providence, than my Defign. 
It fprung up fo quick, and twifted round my 
Right Leg and Body with fuch Force that I was 
in Fear of being ftrangled; however, I kept my 
Foot fix’d faft upon its Head, and in a little 
rime it fell. down dead. It is almoft imposible 
for Words to defcribe what“I felt at this Ac- 
cident ; the very. Touch of it about my Leg 
and Body had very near taken away my Breath; 
and it was the greateft Providence in the World 
I did not take my Foot from the Head. of the 
Snake ; for if I had, it. would certainly have 
bit me. It was a confiderabie time before I 
could fhake off my Apprehenfion, and I was 
downright fick with the Fright the whole Day 
after. Some of my Companions had the Curi- 
ofity to meafure it: It was in Length two 
Yards nine Inches, and ten Inches about from 
the Neck to within a Yard of the Tail. I re- 
member very well, after this Accident, whene- 
ver I had Occafion to crofs a Stile, in Penfyi- 
vania or Old England, I ever took Care to look 
before me; fo. lafting is the Impreflion of Fear 
and Danger upen the Minds of Men. 
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I continu’d at Philadelphia near four. Months 
and was very well entertain’d by the Gentle- 
men of the Place: I am pleas’d I have it 
in my Power to pay ’em my publick Acknow- 
ledgment of Thanks for all their Favours; par- 
ticularly the Reverend Mr. Brooks; whom I met 
with by Chance at Philadelphia: His Bufinels 
there was to raife Sub{criptions for a new Church 
near New-York: When he heard of my Misfor- 
tunes, he was fo gencrous and charitable as to 
offer to lend me a Sum of Money he had in 
his Hands, upon my bare Word only, which I 
was to return to him from Exgland by the So- 
ciety for Propagating the Gofpel in Foreign 
Parts. As I was not in want of it, I did not 
accept his intended Favour, but I fhall ever 
sratcfully remember his kind Intentions. 

I muft not forget the many Obligations I had} 
the Honour to receive from his Excellency Go- | 
vernor Evans, nor Mr. Evans the .Commiflarys : 
who was particularly civil to me. Thefe Gen- | 
tlemen, tho’ of the fame Name, are no other- : 
wife related than by marrying the Daughters of 
Mr. Moor, the Collector of the King’s Cuftoms. 
The Commiffary is juft gone for Philadelphia a- 
gain, having been in England near a Twelve- 
month, about an Affair between the prefenc 
Governor Sir William Keith and him, relating 
to the King’s Cuftoms.. Among the reft of my 
Friends, I muft not forget the facetious Mr. 
| Staples, Dancing-Mafter, who was the firft Stran- 
| ger of Philadelpbia that did_me the Honour of 

a Vifit, and to his merry Company I owe the 

paffing of many a dull Hour, that probably 

might have Jain heavy upon the lands of a Man 

under my Circumitances, depriv’d of Fortune, 

in a {trange Country, having no Friends, in 

whofe Power it was to affift me, nearer than 
England 5 
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England ; for Mr. ‘Jones was too much involv’d 
in his own troublefome Affairs at Bermuda, to 
expect any thing from him. But the Generofi- 
ty of the Philadelphians is rooted in their Na- 
tures; for it is the greateft Crime among them 
not to fhow the utmoft Civility to Strangers: 
And if I were oblig’d to live out of my native 
Country, I fhould not be long puzzled in find- 
ing a Place of Retirement, which fhould be Pii- 
ladelphia. There the opprefs’d in Fortune or 
Principles may find a happy d/ylum, and drop 
quietly to their Graves without Fear or Want. 
~ In the Beginning of auguff, News arriv’d 
that the Fleet would be ready to fail from Kaka- 
tan the latter End of the Month, fo thar I now 
began to bend my Thoughts towards my native 
Country. I pick’d up at Philadelphia four more 
Companions that intended the fame Voyage; 
and 4uguft ¢ we took leave of our Friends, 
andthe lovely City of Philadelphia, which I hall 
always remember with the utmoft Satisfaction. 
We hird a Boat to carry us down the Dela- 
ware, and lay the firft Night at a Planter’s, an 
Acquaintance of one of my Companions, who. 
treated us with the ufual Civilities of the Coun- 
try. The next Day we din’d on Board our 
Boat, and at Night arriv’d at Lewis, about so 
Leagues from Philadelphia, and 20 from the Sea. 
We ftaid here three Days. This Town is the . 
Capital of Sufex County, and is built upon the 
Hfoorkill, a River that runs into the Delaware. 
A little below begins the Bay of Delaware, 
which is form’d by Cape William and Cape 
Fames, this laft is the utmoft Bounds of Pen- 
fylvania. While we ftaid here, I had the Curio- 
fity to go into the Woods to fee ’em gather 
Honey, it being free for any one, which pro- 
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ceeds from its great Plenty; and you may buy 
the beft Bees-wax at Philadelphia for four Pence 
a Pound. At Lewis we had fome of the lar- 
geft Oyfters and Cockles I ever faw in my Life; 
fome of the former were fix Inches Diameter 
out of the Shell, and very well tafted. At this 
Place they make a rich Soup, compos’d 
of thefe, and other Shell-fifh, which is very 
nourifhing and palatable. From Lewis we were 
to walk oyer an Ifthmus of eight Mile; that 
parts Delaware River, and Chefapeak Bay, which 
would fave us three or four Days Sailing, for 
we had Notice of a Ship call’d the Globe, a new 
Veffel of near five hundred Ton, and twenty- 
four Guns, that was at Aakatan, and would be 
willing to receive Paffengers. We fet out from 
Lewis with Horfes to carry what little Baggage 
we had, but we chofe to walk it on Foot our 
felves. We din’d at a pleafanr Plantation about 
the mid-way of our Journey, but found it a 
dithcult matter to prevail upon a Couple -of 
young Girls to come near us at firft, for they 
took us for Privateers; but at laft we prevail’d 
upon ’em, and they call’d their Father, é9c. 
who made very much of us, One of the Girls 
perceiving. had a Watch in my Hand to fee 
what time of Day it was, begg’d to look .up- 
on it; but it was very pleafant to fee her Fear, 
when fhe touch’d it, and would not be perfua- 
ded but it was alive, from its going and the 
Noife it made. £ ask’d her if fhe had never 
feen_ or heard of a Watch before. She told me 
fhe had never feen one, but her Sifter had read 
of ’em. I only mention this to thew the Sim- 
plicity and Innocence, of thofe Inhabitants of 
America, that live retir’d in the Country ; for 
they told me they had neither of ’em been foe 
Mile 
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Mile from their own Houfe in their Lives. 

We took Leave of our Planter and his Fa- 
mily, and got that Night to a Plantation on 
Chefapeak Bay, where we lay all Night, and 
were well entertain’d. ‘Fhe next Day we fet 
about getting’ a Boat to carry us to Kakaran ; 
but we met with a great deal of Difficulty in 
procuring one, and were three Days before 
we could fucceed ; but at laft we got one by 


Accident, that was coming up the Bay. We. 


got on Board, and arriv’d at Kakatan the fame 
Evening. Kakatan is no more thar a large Cove, 
where all the Fleet rendezvous in order to fet 
Sail for England. ‘Phere are fome few Houfes 
featter’d up and down the Bay, which go at 
great Rates upon this Occafion. [t lites about 
tren Leagues up the River of Che/apeak; which 
River divides Virginia and Maryland. It is the 
greateft River upon the Continent tn the Eag- 
fifa Dominions, and the fartheit navigable up in 
the Country; and many othereRivers fall into 
it. We enquir’d for the Globe, and foon agreed 
with the Captain for his great Cabin, at a rea- 
fonable Rate,, and he feem’d pleas’d with his 
Company. We provided what little M eceflaries 
we wanted, as fome freth Provifions, Liquor, &c. 
and on Sept. 4. the Commadore hung, out the 
Signal for Sailing. 

f thought it was a noble Sight to fee fo ma- 
ny Ships under Sail all together. There were 
upwards of two hundred Sail of Merchanr-Men, 
befides four Sail of Men of War for our Con- 
voy. 
We drove down the River, and at Night 
got over-againft the Virginia Capes, Cape Hen- 
ry and Cape Charles, which form the Mouth 
Of Chefapeak Bay. The next Day we left the 
‘ Bb 2 
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main Land aftern, and we had Orders from 
the Commadore to fpread our felves, for fear 
we fhould fall foul of each other in the Night. 
We continu’d failing feveral Days together with 
a profperous Gale. - Sept. 28, the Skies threat- 
en’d tis with a Storm; we reev’d our Sails in 
Expeétation of it, but it blew fo» violently at 
Jaft that we were oblig’d to lie under a reeft 
Forefail; and it’ was well we had a good itout 
Ship under us, or we had perifh’d. Our Fleet 
was foon {catter’d, and we faw feveral of them 
fink in View, with their whole Crew ; and it 
was not in the Power of the other Ships to 
fuccour em. I now began to think I fhould 
be bury’d in the Deep, tho’ our Captain al- . 
ways gave us great Hopes in the Goodnefs and 
Strength of the Ship; for fhe was well rigg’d 
and fitted, it being her firft Voyage. We were 
terribly tofs’d all Night, and when the Morning 
dawn’d, we could: not perceive one of the Fleet ; 
fo we were oblig’d to fail alone, which gave 
me many melancholy Reflections: However, we 
had this to comfort’ us, that the Storm was a- 
bated; and the next Day, to my great Joy, we 
difcover’a forty of our fcatter’d Fleet, and one 
Man of War. When we could come within 
Hailing, we receiv’d a difmal Account of the 
Lofs of above thirty of the Fleet, that founder’d 
at Sea. Some of the Men were fav’d, as alfo 
part of the Cargo of feven or eight, but the 
reft went to the Bottom. | 
One Reafon. of the Weaknefs of the Ships 
was their being unfheath’d; and ftaying four 
Months beyond their ufual Time, the Worms 
had got into their Bottoms. 
We fail’d together with a fair Wind till we 
¢ame upon the Coaft of France, and then we had 
the 
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the Misfortune of being difpers’d in the Night; 
and our Danger was the greater in being fo near 
an Enemy’s Country. The next Day we per- 
ceiv’d a Sail making up to us: We foon dif- 
cover’d it was a French Privateer. There were 
three Ships of us in Company: wegot together to 
confult, and at laft it was agreed to prepare for 
the Fight, though in a very poor Condition 
for an Engagement. Somegof the Sailors ad- 
vis'd us to meet ’em, whieh Advice was taken. 
We immediately crouded all the Sail we could, 
and got our Hands upon Deck, Paflengers and 
all; and having the Wind of ’em, we bore 
down upon ’em, which had the defired Effect; 
for affoon as they perceiv’d us chafing ’em, they 
made all the Sail they could to get from us, 
and in a little time got out of our Sight. We 
were very well pleas’d with our Stratagem, and 
continu’d our Courfe. 

November 3, we difcover’d England, whofe 
Chalky Cliffs gave us all a vaft Delight. We 
coafted along. the Channel with. the pleafing 
Hopes of once more fetting ur Feet upon our 
native Country ;.and Nov. 7. we got fafe into 
Deal Harbour.» We ftaid there but one Night, 
and hir’d Horfes to go to Canterbury; from 
whence we took a Coach to Gravefend, and the 
next Day went in the Paflage-Boat to London. 
As we were going up the River, a Ship out- 
ward-bound came fo fuddenly upon us, that we 
were in the utmoft Danger of being run over. 
Moft of the Paffengers got up, ready to lay 
hold of the Tackling of the Ship to fave them- 
felves; but» by Providence, fhe mift us by about 
two Inches. This put me in Mind of the Un- 
~ certainty of Human Life, and that a Man may 
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meet with Death, whem he imagines himfelf 
paft.all Danger. 

I landed at Loydom, Nov. rs, t7to. IF gave 
God Thanks for his many and fignal Mercies, 
where I hope F am fettled for the Remnant of 
my Life, without trufting my felf any more to 
the Dangers of the tempeftuous Sea. 
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
